All  applicants  are  received  who  can  read  well,  who  come 
well  recommended  by  persons  known  to  be  reliable,  and  who 
promise  ready  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  Seminary. 

No  charge  is -made,  at  present,  for  tuition.  The  students 
that  board  in  the  Institution  are  not  charged  for  room  rent. 
The  number  of  rooms  at  present  is  quite  limited,  requiring 
three  or  four  persons  to  a  room. 

The  pupils  do  their  own  cooking  and  washing  by  turns, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teachers. 

The  provisions  are  kept  in  a  common  store,  and  all  eat  at 
a  common  table,  as  a  family,  after  the  blessing  asked  by  one 
of  the  students. 

To  sustain  the  expenses  of  boarding,  fuel  and  light,  each 
student,  on  entering,  is  required  to  pay  ten  dollars  in  ad- 
vance ;  and  the  same  amount  again  at  the  end  of  ten  weeks. 
The  past  experience  has  shown  that  at  the  present  low  prices, 
the  whole  expense  of  boarding,  light  and  fuel,  for  the  term 
of  eight  months,  will  not  be  more  than  thirty-two  dollars. 

Prompt  obedience  in  every  thing  is  required.  The  dis- 
obedient, indolent,  or  quarrelsome,  will  not  be  allowed  to  re- 
main in  the  Institution.  No  communication  from  abroad 
can  be  allowed  except  through  the  Teachers.  It  is  desirable 
that  parents  and  guardians  will  not  expect  their  children  to 
be  writing  home  more  than  once  or  twice  a  month.  And 
efforts  at  secret  correspondence  will  be  punished  by  suspen- 
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sion  or  dismission.  None  go  out,  or  receive  friends  from 
abroad,  except  by  permission  obtained  from  the  Teachers. 

The  discipline  is  parental,  and  parents  and  friends  may 
trust  their  daughters  here  as  safely  as  at  home.  Thus  far 
the  students  have  felt  it  to  be  the  severest  punishment  to  be 
obliged  to  leave  the  school.  This  seldom  occurs  for  miscon- 
duct. 

Parents  and  friends  may  visit  the  school  at  any  suitable 
time,  but  never  coming  or  leaving  on  the  Sabbath. 

JVo  Tobacco  is  allowed  in  the  Institution. 

The  annual  term  of  one  session  commences  the  first  Mon- 
day of  November,  and  continues  eight  months,  or  until  the 
last  of  June,  a  recess  of  one  week  being  given  about  the  last 
of  March. 

All  the  boarding  scholars  are  required  to  attend  public 
worship  or  Sabbath-school,  together,  twice  a  day,  unless  ex- 
cused for  sufficient  reasons  by  the  Teachers. 

Compositions  and  Rehearsals  will  be  required  weekly. 

An  Annual  Examination  and  Exhibition  will  be  held  at 
the  close  of  each  term. 

LOCATION. 

This  Institution  is  located  in  the  Town  of  Concord,  Ca- 
barrus county,  one  of  the  most  healthy  towns  in  Western 
North  Carolina  (no  part  of  the  Union  is  more  healthful.)  It 
has  a  prominent  site,  and  is  in  full  view  of  the  Rail  Road, 
about  eighty  rods  from  the  depot.  It  is  near  the  public  high- 
way, and  just  near  enough  to  the  Town  to  afford  protection, 
to  prevent  seeming  intrusion, 'and  to  give  the  teachers  the 
entire  control  of  its  inmates. 
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It  is  readily  approached  by  Rail  Road  from  all  parts  of  the 
Southern  States.  Its  beautiful  lot  of  about  three  acres  of 
land  adjoins  the  one  acre  on  which  the  Colored  Presbyterian 
Church  have  their  house  of  worship. 

ITS    HISTORY. 

Scotia  Seminary  was  founded  in  1870,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Missions  for  Freedmen,  and 
chiefly  through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Matthew  Scott,  of  Mus- 
kingum county,  Ohio,  for  whose  fatherland  the  Institution 
was  named.  It  was  incorporated  by  the  Governor  of  North 
Carolina,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  under  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  as  named  heretofore,  and  subject  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  first  term  had,  in  its  one-story  building,  22  by  20  feet, 
in  three  rooms,  ten  boarders  ;  and  in  the  small  study  and  re- 
citation room  belonging  to  the  Church,  24  by  16  feet,  forty- 
five  students. 

The  second  year  the  Committee  had  erected  another  build- 
ing, 40  by  24  feet,  two-stories  high,  half  the  lower  story 
being  seated  as  a  study  and  recitation  room,  and  the  upper 
story  being  divided  into  eight  dormitories.  In  this,  with  the 
other  small  building,  were  crowded  thirty-two  boarders  and 
sixty-four  students,  as  faithful  and  succcessful,  probably,  as 
any  in  the  world. 

This  third  year  the  Teachers  have  been  obliged  to  turn 
the  Parochial  School  into  the  Church,  occupying  that  room 
as  a  boarding  and  lodging  room  for  over  a  dozen  students, 
the  other  buildings  being  crowded  beyond  their  capacity. 

Seventy-three  students,  over  fifty  of  whom  are  boarders, 
have  been  received,  and  many  have  been  refused  for  want  of 
room. 
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ITS    OBJECT. 

The  special  object  of  the  Seminary  is  to  educate  Colored 
girls  in  Religion,  and  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences  usually  taught 
in  Seminaries  of  a  high  order ;  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic 
duties.  It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  Mt.  Holyoke  to  the  Afri- 
can race.  It  is  the  only  Institution  of  the  kind  in  the  world. 
And  it  appeals  with  confidence  to  the  friends  of  this  lowly  and 
long-neglected  race ;  and  especially  to  the  wives,  mothers, 
and  daughters  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  for  help.  There 
are  found  everywhere  among  them,  earnest  men  and  women, 
who  long  and  pray  and  hope  for  the  elevation  of  their  race. 
We  have  often  heard  them  pour  out  their  hearts  in  tender- 
est  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  kind  teachers  ;  and  in  ear- 
nest pleading  that  the  richest  blessing  of  His  grace  might 
rest  upon  the  kind  friends  that  have  sent  so  far,  and  come 
so  far  to  seek  the  salvation  of  their  low  and  degraded  people. 
Fathers  and  mothers  often  deny  themselves  even  the  neces- 
saries of  life  in  order  to  see  their  daughters  decently  clad  and 
fed  at  these  schools  sustained  by  the  beneficence  of  the 
Church.  Thus  far  most  of  the  inmates  of  this  school  have 
been  sustained  by  the  hard  labor  of  their  parents  and  friends, 
and  by  their  own  diligence  out  of  school  hours.  It  is  diffi- 
cult for  those  not  witnessing  it,  to  realize  the  self  denial  en- 
dured by  many  for  this  purpose. 

Shall  these  noble  aspirations  be  quenched  ?  Or  must  these 
earnest  people  be  left  to  conclude  that  it  is  vain  to  he  pure  in 
the  midst  of  pollution  ;  or  to  hope  for  elevation  when  all  the 
world  is  against  them  ;  and  when  even  the  Church  of  Christ 
withholds  a  helping  hand  ?  Or  shall  they  complain  to  the 
Redeemer  of  men,  the  Friend  of  the  poor,  that  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  with  immense  wealth,  pushed  into  a  corner  the 
work  of  their  salvation  and  elevation,  and  even  denied  their 
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daughters  one  Home  where  they  might  be  trained  to  virtue, 
intelligence  and  piety,  as  teachers  and  exemplars  to  their 
people  ?  We  hope  that  there  are  many  willing  hearts,  with 
liberal  hands,  that  will  answer  No. 


ITS    NEEDS. 

It  needs  room  to  accommodate  the  many  eager  applicants 
for  an  education.  We  have  already  had  applications  from 
six  of  the  largest  and  most  flourishing  of  the  Southern  States. 
Many  have  been  refused  the  present  year ;  and  many  more 
must  be  refused  the  coming  year,  unless  the  friends  of  this 
cause  come  to  our  relief.  The  Committee  propose  to  erect, 
during  the  coming  summer,  a  Main  Building  large  enough 
to  meet  our  present  wants.  Will  not  the  friends  of  the  poor 
to  whom  God  has  given  the  means,  come  now  to  our  aid  ? 

2d.  It  needs  an  endowment,  already  partly  begun,  to  give 
it  permanency,  and  to  secure  permanent  instructors  of  a  high 
order. 

3d.  It  needs  many  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships 
for  the  poor  and  needy.  While  many  parents  are  willing  to 
endure  all  kinds  of  self-denial  to  educate  their  daughters, 
and  some  have  even  refused  offered  help,  yet  most  are  very- 
poor,  and  some  of  the  best  and  most  enterprising  girls  are 
orphans. 

The  school  has  thus  far  been  a  nursery  of  piety.  Each 
year  has  witnessed  a  number  of  conversions.  These  girls, 
having  committed  to  memory  the  Child's  Catechism,  and 
large  portions  of  the  Scriptures,  and  many  of  the  beautiful 
Sunday-school  Hymns  and  songs,  having  caught  the  spirit  of 
their  teachers,  carry  the  same  influence  to  many  a  dark 
place  during  the  summer  vacations,  and  we  hope  they  will

do  so  in  all  coming  time.     May  we  not  in  this  way  also 
reach  the  dark  places  of  Africa  ? 

The  need  of  a  new  building  is  present  and  pressing.  The 
policy  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  is,  to  incur  no  debt.  It 
therefore  asks  generous  contributions  for  this  purpose  now. 
One  liberal  friend  has  already  paid  in  a  thousand  dollars  for 
this  purpose  ;  and  another  has  promised  for  himself  and  his 
sister  each  a  thousand  dollars,  on  the  condition  that  five 
others  do  the  same.  Funds  for  this  purpose  may  be  sent  to 
Rev.  A.  C.  McClelland,  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  P.  0.

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While  there  is  room  to  receive  them,  none  are  rejected 
that  can  read  well,  and  that  come  to  us  well  recommended 
by  persons  known  to  be  reliable. 

No  charge  is  made  at  present  for  either  tuition  or 
room-rent.  The  number  of  rooms  is  quite  limited,  re- 
quiring from  four  to  six  in  a  room. 

All  the  domestic  work  is  done,  out  of  school-hours,  by 
the  pupils,  in  turn,  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers. 

The  provisions  are  kept  in  a  common  store,  and  all  eat 
at  the  same  table,  as  a  family,  after  a  blessing  asked  by 
one  of  the  students. 

In  regard  to  the  expense  of  living,  it  is  thought  best  to 
fix  the  cost  of  boarding,  fuel,  light,  and  other  incidentals, 
at  the  low  rate  of  five  dollars  and  a  half  ($5.50)  per 
month.  To  meet  this  expense,  each  student  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  at  least  fifteen  dollars,  on  entering  the 
Seminary;  and  then  the  same  amount  again  at  the  end 
of  three  months ;  and  the  rest  within  two  months  of  the 
close  of  the  term.  A  few  found  to  be  needy  and  trust- 
worthy, after  a  trial  of  one  term,  are  helped  by  scholar- 
ships, and  partial  scholarships.  But  none  are  helped 
during  their  first  term  in  the  Seminary,  except  in  special 
cases.  All  not  specially  provided  for  are  expected  to 
bring  bedding — at  least  a  pillow,  blanket  and  comfort. 

The  disobedient,  indolent,  and  quarrelsome  will  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  Institution. 
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No  communication  from  abroad  will  be  allowed,  except 
through  the  teachers.  It  is  desirable  that  friends  should 
not  encourage  home  correspondence  more  than  twice  a 
month  Efforts  at  secret  correspondence  will  be  punished 
by  suspension  or  dismission. 

None  are  allowed  to  go  abroad,  or  to  receive  calls  at  any 
time,  except  by  permission  obtained  from  the  teachers. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  such  as  to  make  it  a 
pleasant  home  to  its  inmates,  and  to  cause  them  to  regard 
it  as  the  severest  punishment  to  be  obliged  to  leave  the 
Institution. 

Parents  and  friends  may  visit  the  Seminary  at  any 
suitable  time  ;  but  never  coming  or  leaving  on  the  Holy 
Sabbath. 

The  use  of  Tobacco,  in  every  form,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

The  Annual  Term,  of  one  Session,  commences  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  and  continues  eight  months — a 
recess  of  ten  days  being  allowed  about  the  last  of  March. 

All  the  boarding  students  are  required  to  attend  public 
worship  or  Sabbath-school  together,  twice  a  day  on  the 
Sabbath,  unless  excused  for  sufficient  reasons  by  the 
teachers.

LOCATION. 

Concord,  Cabarras  County,  the  location  of  Scotia 
Seminary,  is  one  of  the  most  healthful  towns  in  western 
North  Carolina.  It  is  readily  approached  by  railroad 
from  all  parts  of  the  Southern  States.  The  Institution  is 
beautifully  located  near  the  highway,  just  near  enough  to 
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the  town  to  give  protection,  and  ready  access  to  needed 
provisions,  without  seeming  intrusion.  The  county  is 
one  of  the  most  fertile  of  the  State,  and  the  town  of  Con- 
cord is  surrounded  by  as  industrious  a  colored  population 
as  any  in  the  South. 


ITS  OBJECT. 

The  special  object  of  the  Seminary  is  to  educate  colored 
girls  in  religion,  and  in  the  arts  and  sciences  usually  taught 
in  Seminaries  of  a  high  order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domes- 
tic duties.  Especially  does  it  aim,  at  present,  to  raise  up 
efficient  teachers,  now  so  much  needed  and  sought  by 
the  freed  people.  It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  Mount 
Holyoke  for  the  African  race. 

Hitherto  it  has  appealed  with  confidence  to  the  friends 
of  these  lowly  people  for  help  ;  and  not  in  vain,  to  the 
wives,  mothers  and  daughters;  and  also  to  the  children 
of  the  Sabbath-schools  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  It 
would  be  a  pleasant  task,  had  we  room  here  to  refer  to 
the  many  instances  of  timely  aid  sent  to  us  to  sustain 
needy  and  worthy  students,  by  devoted  Christian  ladies 
of  high  standing,  as  well  as  by  Ladies'  Missionary  Soci- 
eties; and  by  Sunday-schools,  and  other  young  Christians 
and  friends  of  the  needy.  We  can  assure  the  friends  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  that  they  will  scarcely  find,  elsewhere,  a 
field  so  promising  of  a  speedy  and  rich  return  to  good 
seed  sown,  as  among  this  race.  Fathers  and  mothers 
often  deny  themselves  the  necessaries  of  life,  in  order  to 
have  their  daughters  decently  fed  and  clothed  in  these 
schools,  sustained  by  the  beneficence  of  the  Church.  And 
never  have  we  heard  more  earnest  prayers  for  blessings 
upon  benefactors,  than  are  here  poured  forth  in  their 
public  assemblies.     Thus  far,  most  of  the  inmates  of  this 
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school  have  been  sustained  by  the  hard  labor  of  parents 
and  friends,  and  by  their  own  diligence  out  of  school 
hours.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  term,  about  a 
score  came  in  with  the  earnings  of  the  summer  months 
in  teaching,  many  of  them  having  earned  from  thirty  to 
eighty  dollars,  a  number  of  them  thus  paying  the  whole 
expense  of  the  present  term  in  advance.  Several  or- 
phans, aided  hitherto  by  kind  friends  in  the  North,  have 
thus  enabled  their  benefactors  to  transfer  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  their  donations  this  term  to  others  more  needy. 
It  is  difficult  for  those  not  witnessing  it,  to  realize  the 
self-denial  exercised  by  many,  in  order  to  have  their  chil- 
dren or  their  sisters  educated.  Shall  these  aspirations 
and  efforts  be  encouraged  ? 

OUR  NEEDS. 

> 

i .  We  greatly  need  room  !  The  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions for  Freedmen  proposed,  last  year,  to  erect  a  main 
building  large  enough  to  meet  our  present  wants.  But 
the  money  pressure  came,  and  then  the  panic,  and  the 
work  of  collecting  funds  ceased.  Between  three  and 
four  thousand  dollars  have  been  collected,  and  nearly  the 
same  amount  promised  conditionally.  Of  this  over  three 
hundred  has  been  paid  in  by  the  colored  people  of  the  Con- 
cord Mission,  and  more  than  twice  this  amount  has  been 
subscribed  by  them.  We  need  $  15,000.  Cannot  the 
noble  women  who  are  doing  so  much  for  the  women  of 
the  East,  take  hold  more  fully  of  this  work,  so  suited  to 
engage  their  sympathies,  and  so  near  their  own  doors  ? 
It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  work  for  the  salvation  of  a  lowly 
people  so  desirous  of  rising.  The  only  really  unpleasant 
thing  in  our  work  during  the  present  term  has  been,  to 
say  to  scores  of  earnest  applicants  for  a  place  in  the  In- 
stitution, that  it  was  not  possible  to  receive  them  ! 
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2.  It  needs  an  endowment,  already  partly  begun,  to 
give  it  permanency,  and  to  secure  permanent  instructors 
of  a  high  order. 

3.  It  needs  an  increased  number  of  scholarships  and 
partial  scholarships,  to  aid  many  that  would  be  otherwise 
necessarily  excluded.  Some  of  the  best  and  most  enter- 
prising girls  are  orphans  and  have  none  but  God's  child- 
ren to  help  them.  A  number  here  now  are  sustained  by 
collections  raised  in  the  churches  to  which  they  belong, 
and  by  the  beneficence  of  their  devoted  colored  pastors, 
who  need  educated  members  to  help  elevate  their  people 
at  home.  Will  not  christian  friends  rejoice  to  help  us  in 
this  also?  Those  who  are  aided  in  this  way,  are  put  in 
correspondence  with  their  benefactors,  a  practice  which 
has  resulted  in  great  pleasure  to  us,  and  has  greatly  aided 
the  pupils  by  thus  holding  intercourse  with  persons  of 
refinement  and  devoted  piety. 

Thus  far  the  Lord  has  favored  the  Seminary  with  spe- 
cial kindness.  No  term  has  passed  without  tokens  of 
the  Holy  Spirit's  presence.  Already  nine  have  professed 
conversion  this  term,  and  united  with  the  Church  at  Con- 
cord. The  Catechisms  of  the  Church  are  faithfully  com- 
mitted to  memory  and  large  portions  of  the  Scriptures 
and  Sabbath  School  hymns ;  and  with  the  spirit  of  mis- 
sionaries, these  girls  go  forth  during  the  summer  months 
to  spread  light  and  truth  in  many  a  dark  corner  of  the 
country.  May  we  not  hope,  in  this  way  too,,  to  raise  up 
and  send  forth  teachers  to  the  dark  places  of  Africa? 

A  complete  course  of  studies  has  not  yet  been  arrang- 
ed. But  to  encourage  the  students  as  well  as  to  stimu- 
late them  to  diligence  in  study  and  good  conduct,  it  is 
thought  best  to  give  to  those  deserving  it  at  the  close  of 
each  term,  the  following  certificate:

This  Certifies,  That  A.  B.  has  completed  in  Scotia 
Seminary  a  course  of  studies,  preparatory  to  teaching  in 
Common  Schools,  consisting  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
Ray's  Arithmetic,  ist,  2d  and  3d  parts;  Ray's  Algebra, 
1  st  part;  Harvey's  English  Grammar  ;  Guyot's  Geogra- 
phies, primary,  intermediate  and  common  school;  Good- 
rich's Histories  of  United  States,  and  of  England;  and  an 
Elementary  knowledge  of  Botany,  Physiology  and  Hy- 
giene, together  with  reading  and  writing.  And,  having 
come  to  us  with  a  good  moral  character,  she  has  sustained 
the  same  while  under  our  instruction.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


While  there  is  room,  none  are  excluded  who  can 
read  well,  and  come  well  recommended  by  reliable  per- 
sons. 

No  charge  is  made  at  present  either  for  tuition  or 
room  rent.  The  number  of  rooms  is  quite  limited, 
sometimes  requiring  six  pupils  to  occupy  one  room. 

All  the  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  pupils  in  turn, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teachers,  and  out  of  regular 
school  hours. 

The  provisions  are  kept  in  a  common  store,  and  all 
the  students  share  in  common.  Those  that  require 
anything  special  in  regard  to  food  are  requested  not  to 
come  here.  Complainers  will  have  their  money  re- 
funded, with  leave  to  return  home. 

Boarding,  fuel,  light,  and  other  incidentals,  amount 
to  the  low  sum  of  five  dollars  and  a  half  ($5.50)  per 
month,  or  forty-five  dollars  for  the  whole  session. 

To  meet  this,  each  student  will  be  required  to  pay 
fifteen  dollars  on  entering,  and   at  the  end  of  three 
months  fifteen  dollars  more,  and  the  remaining  fifteen 
dollars  two  months  before  the  close  of  the  term. 
\  9 
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A  few,  found  to  be  worthy,  after  a  trial  of  one  term, 
are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships. 

No  aid  will  be  given  the  first  term,  except  in  special 
cases. 

All  are  expected  to  bring  bedding — at  least  a  pillow, 
blanket,  and  comfort. 

The  disobedient,  idle,  and  quarrelsome  will  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  Institution. 

None  are  allowed  to  go  off  the  Seminary  grounds,  or 
to  receive  friends,  or  any  communications  from  abroad, 
without  permission  from  the  teacher  in  charge;  and  any 
effort  at  secret  correspondence  will  be  punished  by  sus- 
pension or  dismissal. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  such  as  to  make  it  a 
pleasant  and  safe  home  for  those  who  desire  to  prepare 
for  positions  of  influence  and  respectability;  and  all 
such  have  thus  far  regarded  it  as  the  severest  punish- 
ment to  be  obliged  to  leave  the  Institution. 

Parents  and  friends  will  be  kindly  received  at  any 
suitable  time;  but  never  coming  or  leaving  on  the 
Holy  Sabbath. 

$he  $se  of  gobacco,  in  (Every  $orm,  is  (Strictly  forbidden. 

The  annual  term  of  one  session  commences  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  and  continues  till  the  last  of 
June, — thus  allowing  to  the  pupils  four  months  to  teach 
during  the  most  favorable  time  for  common  schools  in 
the  South. 
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All  the  boarding  scholars  are  required  to  attend 
public  worship  or  Sabbath-school  twice  on  the  Sabbath, 
unless  excused  for  sufficient  reasons. 

Compositions  and  rehearsals  are  required  weekly. 

An  Examination  and  Exhibition  are  held  at  the  close 
of  each  term. 

LOCATION. 

Concord,  the  county  seat  of  Cabarrus  county,  the 
location  of  Scotia  Seminary,  is  one  of  the  most  healthy 
towns  of  Western  North  Carolina.  It  is  readily  ap- 
proached by  railroad  from  all  parts  of  the  Southern 
States.  The  Institution  is  beautifully  located  near  the 
highway;  just  near  enough  to  the  town  to  secure  pro- 
tection and  ready  access  to  needed  provisions.  The 
county  is  one  of  the  most  fertile  of  the  State,  and  the 
town  of  Concord  is  surrounded  by  a  colored  population 
as  industrious,  moral,  and  religious  as  any  in  the  South. 

ITS    OBJECT. 

The  special  object  of  the  Seminary  is  to  educate 
colored  girls  in  the  knowledge  of  religion,  and  of  the 
arts  and  sciences  usually  taught  in  seminaries  of  a  high 
order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic  duties.  Especially 
does  it  aim  to  raise  up  efficient  teachers,  now  so  much 
needed  and  sought  by  the  freed  people.  It  is  designed 
to  make  it  a  Mount  Holyoke  for  the  African  race.

ENCOURAGING    FACTS. 

There  is  a  wide-spread  thirst  for  knowledge  among 
the  colored  people ;  and  especially  is  there  an  earnest 
desire  among  parents  that  their  sons  and  daughters 
should  be  educated  under  safe  influences.  We  have 
received  applications  for  a  place  in  the  Seminary  from 
six  of  the  Southern  States,  and  from  some  in  the  North ; 
and  had  we  room,  we  might  readily  have,  under  the 
most  happy  influences,  twice  our  present  number. 
Fathers  and  mothers  seem  willing  to  deny  themselves 
the  necessaries  of  life  to  have  their  daughters  educated 
and  prepared  for  usefulness.  Brothers  have  paid  the 
expenses  of  their  sisters,  and  husbands  have  begged  a 
place  for  their  wives  for  a  term  or  two,  that  they  might 
be  fitted  to  educate  their  children.  Most  of  the  pupils 
have  been  sustained  by  the  labor  of  their  parents  and 
friends,  and  by  their  own  industry  during  vacations 
and  out  of  school  hours. 

Of  our  present  pupils  thirty  have  taught,  more  or 
less,  during  the  past  year,  completing  in  all  eighty 
months,  and  earning  $1,723.00,  thus  enabling  quite  a 
number  of  them  to  pay  all  their  expenses  the  present 
term;  while  of  former  pupils  we  know  of  twenty  who 
have  taught  more  or  less  during  the  year  with  equal 
success.  Many  of  them  are  real  missionaries,  and  carry 
the  light  of  the  Gospel  into  many  a  dark  place.  Can 
we  hasten  too  rapidly  in  such  a  work? 

We  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  say  that  many  kind 
friends  in  the  North  have  sympathized  with  us,  and 
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have  helped  us  in  the  way  of  scholarships  and  partial 
scholarships,  and  some  in  the  way  of  clothing  and  room 
furniture.  The  door  to  usefulness  is  wide  open,  and 
we  ask  our  kind  helpers  not  to  grow  weary  in  a  work 
so  needful  and  so  fruitful  of  good,  and  we  appeal 
earnestly  and  kindly  to  others  to  enlarge  our  means  of 
usefulness. 

OUR    NEEDS. 

We  need,  most  of  all,  a  Main  Building.  No  progress 
in  this  direction  has  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
except  that  the  Superintendent  has  erected,  at  his  own 
expense,  a  small  building  that  has  accommodated  a 
dozen  pupils ;  and  a  few  hundred  dollars  additional 
have  been  paid  in,  or  promised,  for  the  contemplated 
building.  Over  $7,000  have  been  collected  and  condi- 
tionally promised.  More  than  seven  hundred  of  this 
amount  is  from  the  colored  people  of  Concord  Mission. 
The  amount  needed  to  erect  and  enclose  the  building 
is  about  $10,000.  The  whole  amount  needed  to  com- 
plete it  is  about  $15,000.  Is  not  this  a  small  amount 
to  ask  of  our  wealthy  Church  for  a  cause  so  urgent, 
and  so  promising  in  happy  results  ?  It  is  unpleasant  to 
be  obliged  to  decline  scores  of  anxious  applicants 
because  there  is  no  room  to  receive  them.

Thus  the  pupils  are  benefited  by  their  intercourse  with 
persons  of  refinement,  intelligence,  and  love  to  the 
Saviour. 

We  have  been  constantly  encouraged  by  the  presence 
of  God's  Holy  Spirit  among  our  pupils.  No  term  has 
passed  without  witnessing  a  number  of  professed  con- 
versions, and  a  manifest  growth  in  grace  by  many.  The 
Catechisms  of  the  Church  are  faithfully  committed  to 
memory;  also  large  portions  of  the  Scriptures  and 
Sabbath-school  songs.  These  are  in  like  manner  taught 
by  the  pupils  in  their  schools  during  the  Summer.  May 
we  not  hope  in  this  way  to  send  the  institutions  of  the 
gospel  among  the  benighted  millions  of  Africa?

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ENTERING. 

None  are  refused  at  present  who  can  read  well,  and  who  come 
well  recommended  for  diligence  in  studies,  and  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  who  can  meet  punctually  the  expense  of  boarding. 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  TERM. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  ten 
dollars,  to  be  paid :  one  half  on  entering,  and  the  other  at  the 
middle  of  the  term. 

The  whole  expense  of  boarding,  fuel  and  lights  for  the  term  of 
eight  months  is  but  $45 ;  of  which  $15  is  to  be  paid  on  entering, 
$15  after  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the 
close  of  the  term. 

Those  leaving  before  the  close,  will  be  charged  six  dollars  a 
month  for  the  time  spent  in  the  institution. 

A  few  who,  on  trial  of  one  term,  are  found  to  be  worthy  and 
needy,  are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships. 

Each  one  is.  expected  to  bring  her  own  pillow,  sheets,  comfort 
and  blankets. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  chiefly  by  the  pupils,  each  doing  the 
parts  assigned  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  as  not 
to  interfere  with  study  hours.  None  are  excused  from  these  duties, 
except  in  case  of  sickness. 

The  provisions  are  plain  and  healthful.  The  pupils  are  not  al- 
lowed to  receive  delicacies  from  abroad.  Friends  who  send  boxes 
of  sweet  cakes  and  sweet  meats  endanger  the  standing  of  the  pupils 
who  receive  them. 

Parents  may  trust  their  daughters  here  with  safety.  All  who 
prove  themselves  diligent  and  faithful,  find  the  place  a  very  pleas- 
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ant  home.     The  disobedient  and  quarrelsome,  after  a  fair  trial,  are 
sent  home.     This  very  seldom  occurs. 

The  coming  term  will  commence  the  30th  of  October,  and  con- 
tinue until  the  last  of  June,  1878.  The  four  summer  months 
afford  a  convenient  time  for  teaching,  it  being  the  season  of  leisure 
to  children  in  this  part  of  the  South. 

The  term  closes  with  an  examination  and  exhibition. 

All  the  boarders  are  required  to  attend  all  the  public  religious 
exercises  of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  weekly  prayer-meetings  of  the 
Seminary,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons. 

THINGS  FORBIDDEN. 
All  extravagance  in  dress. 
All  unbecoming  conduct  at  the  table. 

Loud  laughing  and  talking  on  the  Sabbath,  or  boisterous  conduct 
at  any  time. 

Borrowing  books,  or  articles  of  clothing. 
Contradicting  or  disputing  with  teachers. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  with  parents  and 
brothers. 

The  retiring  bell  rings  at  nine  in  the  evening  ;  a  suitable  time 
for  private  prayer  and  meditation  is  given,  and  after  half-past  nine 
no  light  is  to  be  seen,  or  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  building. 

DRESS. 

A  plain  neat  and  tasteful  dress  is  required. 

That  for  Church  is  uniform  throughout  the  term,  consisting 
of  brown  worsted  dress,  black  hat  with  pink  flower  and  brown 
ribbon,  neat  collars  and  bright  ties,  dark  water-proof,  and  thick 
shoes. 
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Sashes,  trails,  jewelry,  or  white  skirts  and  aprons  are  not  worn. 

For  School — Dark  calico  dresses,  lined  in  waist  and  sleeves,  and 
calico  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  furnished  with  large  coarse  aprons  and  Ala- 
mance dress,  for  domestic  work. 

Each  article  of  apparel  and  bedding  must  be  marked  with  the 
owner's  name. 

LOCATION. 

Concord  is  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  route  from  New 
York  through  Richmond  to  Columbia  and  Atlanta.  It  is  of  ready 
access  from  all  parts  of  the  South.  There  is  probably  no  place  in 
the  South  more  healthy.  Not  a  case  of  death  has  occurred  in  the 
institution  since  its  beginning,  and  no  sickness  of  any  kind  from 
local  causes.  Pupils  have  often  come  to  the  Seminary  in  feeble 
health,  and  have  returned  at  the  end  of  the  long  term  recovered. 
Its  location,  near  the  highway  and  between  the  town  and  the  de- 
pot, is  sightly  and  attractive  ;  and  while  it  is  sufficiently  retired,  it 
is  in  no  sense  lonesome ;  it  is  felt  to  be  a  pleasant  home  to  the 
inmates. 

ITS  OBJECT. 

It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  real  Mt.  Holyoke  for  the  colored 
race.  Religion  is  first;  the  Bible  and  catechism  are  constantly 
taught,  both  week  days  and  Sabbaths ;  while  at  the  same  time  the 
pupils  are  thoroughly  trained  in  all  the  arts  and  sciences  usually 
taught  in  seminaries  of  a  high  order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic 
duties.  The  demand  for  teachers  of  a  high  order  for  this  people  is 
imperative,  and  we  cannot  hasten  too  rapidly  the  supply. 

ENCOURAGING  FACTS. 
The   Governors  of   most  of  the  Southern  States  have  pledged 
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themselves,  and,  we  have  reason  to  hope,  sincerely,  to  facilitate  the 
education  of  the  colored  people.  This  will  greatly  increase  the  de- 
mand for  instructors  of  the  right  kind. 

Already  State  legislators  are  appropriating  funds  for  common 
schools  among  them.  At  the  same  time,  parents  are  willing  to  en- 
dure all  kinds  of  hardships  and  self-denial,  that  their  daughters 
may  be  educated ;  and  brothers  and  sisters  have  labored  with  the 
greatest  difficulty  to  procure  the  means  of  sustaining  their  sisters 
while  pursuing  a  course  of  instruction. 

The  following  facts,  too,  will  show  the  efforts  of  pupils  to  sustain 
themselves.  Forty  of  our  present  number  have  taught  schools  du- 
ring the  past  year  103  months,  reaching  1,600  pupils,  and  earning 
$2,116.  Many  of  them  have  thus  been  able  to  pay  the  whole  of 
their  expenses  this  term  in  the  Seminary.  Many  of  them,  too, 
have  proved  real  missionaries ;  and  with  the  Child's  Catechism,  the 
Bible  and  the  songs  of  the  Sanctuary,  have  carried  light  and  sal- 
vation to  many  a  dark  place. 

To  us,  the  sympathy  of  Northern  friends,  their  prayers  and  kind 
words  and  timely  aid  have  been  most  precious.  It  is  with  the 
deepest  gratitude  that  we  record  the  fact,  that  the  front  part  of  our 
lone  desired  building  has  been  completed,  even  in  the  midst  of 
the  hard  times.  It  is  really  beautiful,  and  seems  to  have  sprung 
up  during  the  past  summer  almost  by  enchantment.  We  can  re- 
cord the  names  of  only  the  larger  donors,  which  we  do  in  this  cir- 
cular; we  wish  we  could  name  them  all.  We  can  assure  all  that 
a  wide  door  to  usefulness  is  open  here,  and  the  influence  is  far- 
reaching.     "God  will  be  yet  glorified  in  Africa  /" 

The  occasional  visits  from  our  Northern  friends  have  been  most 
pleasant  to  us. 

The  Lord  of  Hosts  has  not  left  us  without  evidence  of  his  con- 
stant presence.  Our  prayer-meetings  have  always  been  refreshing, 
and  a  number  of  our  pupils  have  professed  conversion  during  the 
year,  and  are  now  earnest  workers  for  Christ. 
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OUR  PRESENT  NEEDS. 
We  greatly  need  a  new  Church  buil diner,  that  our  pupils  may 
have  room  to  worship  God.  The  old  building  is  scarcely  half  large 
enough,  while  at  the  same  time  it  is  made  unsuitable  for  worship 
by  the  parochial  school,  which  daily  occupies  it  from  5  to  8  months 
in  the  year,  and  numbering  from  50  to  100  pupils.  One  thousand 
dollars  will  help  to  do  this. 

The  demand  for  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships  is  increas- 
ing every  year  as  the  number  of  our  pupils  increases.  Orphans 
and  members  of  large  families  must  be  helped,  or  we  must  deny  an 
education  to  some  of  the  most  enterprising  and  promising  girls  of 
the  race.  Forty-live  dollars  will  pay  the  boarding  of  one  pupil, 
including  fuel  and  lights,  for  the  whole  term  of  eight  months. 
Patrons  have  been  a  double  blessing  to  their  wards  by  their  corres- 
pondence. Some  of  the  most  promising  girls  have  been  thus  led 
to  the  Saviour. 

We  need  $8,000  to  erect  the  remaining  part  of  our  main  building 
the  stem  of  the  T.  Our  number  increases  annually  at  the  rate  of 
20  per  cent.,  and  we  are  now  full.  Is  it* too  much  to  ask  of  the 
friends  of  Africa,  the  daughters  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  do  this  for  the 
education  of  a  poor  race  whom  he  has  redeemed,  and  whom  he  asks 
them  to  educate  for  him  ? 

The  institution  needs  an  endowment,  only  slightly  begun,  to 
give  it  permanency.

Geographies,  primary,  intermediate,  and  common  school ;  Good- 
rich's History  of  the  United  States;  Swinton's  Outlines  of  the 
World's  History,  and  an  elementary  knowledge  of  Natural  Philos- 
phy,  Botany,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  together  with  leading  and 
writing.  And  having  come  to  us  with  a  good  moral  character,  she 
has  sustained  the  same  while  under,  our  instruction  :  and  we  re- 
commend her  to  those  wishing  to  employ  a  teacher,  as  worthy  of 
entire  confidence.

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QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ENTERING. 

None  are  rejected  who  come  well  recommended  for  dili- 
gence in  study  and  of  good  moral  character?  and  who  can 
meet  promptly  the  expences  of  boarding. 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  TERM. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is 
ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  :  One-half  on  entering,  and  the 
other  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  whole  expense  of  boarding,  fuel  and  lights  for  the 
term  of  eight  months,  is  but  $45  ;  of  which  $15  is  to  be 
paid  on  entering,  $15  after  three  months  and  the  remainder 
two  months  before  .the  close  of  the  term. 

Those  leaving  before  the  close,  will  be  charged  six  dol- 
lars a  month  for  the  time  spent  in  the  institution. 

A  few  who,  on  trial  of  one  term,  are  found  to  be  worthy 
and  needy,  are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholar- 
ships. 

Each  one  is  expected  to  bring  her  own  pillow,  sheets, 
comfort  and  blankets. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  chiefly  by  the  pupils,  each 
doing  the  parts  assigned  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  at 
such  times  as  not  to  interfere  with  study  hours.  None  are 
excused  from  these  duties,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

The  provisions  are  plain  and  healthful.  The  pupils  are 
not  allowed  to  receive  delicacies  from  abroad.  Friends  who 
send  boxes  of  sweet  cakes  and  sweet  meats  endanger  the 
standing  of  the  pupils  who  receive  them. 

Parents  may  trust  their  daughters  here  with  safety.  All 
who  prove  themselves  diligent  and  faithful,  find  the  place 
a  very  pleasant  home.  The  disobedient  and  quarrelsome, 
after  a  fair  trial,  are  sent  home.     This  very  seldom  occurs. 

The  coming  term  will  commence  the  1st  Tuesday  of 
November,  and  continue  until  tha  last  of  June,  1879.  The 
four  summer  months  afford  a  convenient  time  for  teaching, 
it  being  the  season  of  leasure  to  children  in  this  part 
of  the  South. 
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The  term  closes  with  an  examination  and  exhibition. 

All  the  boarders  are  required  to  attend  all  the  public  re- 
ligious exercises  of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  weekly  prayer- 
meetings  of  the  Seminary,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons. 

THINGS  FORBIDDEN. 

All  extravagance  in  dress. 

All  unbecoming  conduct  at  the  table. 

Loud  laughing  and  talking  on  the  Sabbath,  or  boisterous 
conduct  at  any  time. 

Borrowing  books,  or  articles  of  clothing. 

Contradicting  or  disputing  with  teachers. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  with  parents 
and  brothers. 

The  retiring  bell  rings  at  nine  in  the  evening  ;  a  suitable 
time  for  private  prayer  and  meditation  is  given,  and  after 
half-past  nine  no  light  is  to  be  seen,  or  voice  to  be  heard  in 
the  building. 

DRESS. 

A  plain  neat  and  tasteful  dress  is  required. 

That  for  Church  is  uniform  throughout  the  term,  consisting 
of  brown  worsted  dress,  black  hat  with  pink  flower  and 
brown  ribbon,  neat  collars  and  bright  ties,  dark  water-proof, 
and  thick  shoes. 

Sashes,  trains,  jewelry,  or  white  skirts  and  aprons  are  not 
worn. 

For  School — Dark  calico  dresses,  lined  in  waist  and  sleeves, 
and  calico  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  furnished  with  large  coarse  aprons 
and  Alamance  dress,  for  domestic  work. 

Each  article  of  apparel  and  bedding  must  be  marked  with 
the  owner's  name. 

LOCATION. 

Concord  is  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  route 
fr  om  New  York  through  Richmond  to  Columbia  and  At- 
lanta.     It   is    of     ready  access  from  all   parts  of  the  South. 
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There  is  probably  no  place  in  the  South  more  healthy. 
Not  a  case  of  death  has  occurred  in  the  institution  since  its 
beginning,  and  no  sickness  of  any  kind  from  local  causes. 
Pupils  have  often  come  to  the  Seminary  in  feeble  health, 
and  have  returned  at  the  end  of  the  long  term  recovered. 
Its  location,  near  the  highway  and  between  the  town  and 
the  depot,  is  sightly  and  attractive  ;  and  while  it  is  suffi- 
ciently retired,  it  is  in  no  sense  lonesome  ;  it  is  felt  to  be  a 
pleasant  home  to  the  inmates. 

ITS  OBJECT. 

It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  real  Mt.  Holyoke  for  the  col- 
ored race.  Religion  is  first  ;  the  Bible  and  catechism  are 
constantly  taught,  both  week  days  and  Sabbaths  ;  while  at 
the  same  time  the  pupils  are  thoroughly  trained  in  all  the 
arts  and  sciences  usually  taught  in  seminaries  of  a  high 
order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic  duties.  The  demand 
for  teachers  of  a  high  order  for  this  people  is  imperative, 
and  we  cannot  hasten  too  rapidly  the  supply. 

Nearly  all  who  are  qualified  to  teach  find  schools  during 
the  summer  months,  and  in  this  way  some  are  enabled  to 
pay  most  of  the  expenses  of  the  eight  months  term,  while 
many  of  them  have  proved  real  missionaries  in  dark  places. 

TO  OUR  NORTHERN  FRIENDS. 

The  occasional  visits  have  been  most  encouraging  ;  and 
the  prayers,  Sympathy,  and  timely  aid  of  our  many  helpers 
have  been  a  great  comfort  to  us.  Need  we  again  remind 
them  of  the  wide  field  for  usefulness,  and  of  the  far  reach- 
ing consequences  of  a  thoroughly  trained  class  of  teachers 
sent  forth  from  such  an  institution  to  shed  light  in  the 
dark  places  of  our  own  Southern  country  and  of  Africa  ? 
The  Savior  uses  black  marble  as  well  as  white  to  constitute 
and  beautify  the  great  temple  in  which  he  is  to  make  his 
earthly  abode.  And  we  have  pleasing  evidence  that  every 
year  he  is  taking  out  of  this  quarry  living  stones  for  that 
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purpose.  You  will  be  pleased  to  see  a  picture  of  the  beau- 
tiful building  that  your  kindness  his  erected  for  us.  We 
are  very  thankful  that  amid  the  hard  times  this  front  part 
of  the  contemplated  building  has  been  completed.  But 
now  we  still  have  pressing  wants.  With  our  hundred 
boarders  every  room  is  filled  ;  and  many  others  are  waiting 
for  the  hard  times  to  pass  away  expecting  to  return  again, 
or  to  come  for  the  first  time.  The  chapel  of  the  new  build- 
ing, the  former  study,  and  another  small  room  are  our  only 
recitation  rooms.  Hence  our  reception  room,  the  Superin- 
tendant's  study,  and  occasionally  even  the  parlor  must  be 
used  for  that  purpose.  We  must  have  the  remaining  part 
of  the  building — the  stem  of  the  T,  as  soon  as  you  find  it 
in  your  power  and  in  your  hearts  to  give  it.  This  will  re- 
quire $8,000.  Then  our  little  church  building  50  by  25  feet 
scarcely  more  than  seats  our  Sabbath-school.  And  the  lot 
lies  directly  between  the  two  seminary  lots  ;  and  the  young 
people  of  the  congregation  and  strangers  assembling  there 
on  the  Sabbath  and  often  on  week  evenings  render  it  unsafe 
to  the  school.  $1,500  will  purchase  this  house  and  lot  and 
enable  the  congregation  to  build  another  comfortable  house 
of  worship  on  an  adjoining  lot. 

We  need  an  endowment  already  begun.  A  devout 
widow,  a  member  of  our  own  congregation,  has  just  left 
her  estate  of  about  $500  to  be  added  to  this. 

Scholarships  are  constantly  and  in  increasing  demand. 

All  the  property  of  Scotia  Seminary  is  vested  in  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  subject  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  is  perfectly  safe.  For  further  infor- 
mation, write  to  Superintendent  or  Teachers,  Concord,  N.

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QUALIFICATIONS   FOR  ENTERING. 

Until  the  rooms  are  all  taken,  none  are  rejected  who  come  well 
recommended  for  diligence  in  study  and  of  good  moral  character, 
who  can  read  well,  and  can  meet  promptly  the  expenses  of  boarding. 


EXPENSES   OF  THE  TERM. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  fifteen 
dollars  to  be  paid  :  One  half  on  entering,  and  the  other  at  the 
middle  of  the  term. 

The  whole  expense  of  boarding,  fuel,  and  lights  for  the  term  of 
eight  months,  is  but  $45 ;  of  which  $15  is  to  be  paid  on  entering, 
$15  after  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the 
close  of  the  term. 

Those  leaving  before  the  close  will  be  charged  six  dollars  a  month 
for  the  time  spent  in  the  institution. 

A  few  who,  on  trial  of  one  term,  are  found  to  be  worthy  and 
needy,  are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships. 

Each  one  is  expected  to  bring  her  own  pillow,  sheets,  comfort, 
and  blankets. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  chiefly  by  the  pupils,  each  doing  the 
parts  assigned  by  the  teacher  iu  charge,  and  at  such  times  as  not 
to  interfere  with  study  hours.  None  are  excused  from  these  duties, 
except  in  case  of  sickness. 

The  provisions  are  plain  and  healthful.  The  pupils  are  not  al- 
lowed to  receive  delicacies  from  abroad.  All  eatables  of  any  kind 
sent  to  pupils  are  put  into  the  common  store  room. 

Parents  may  trust  their  daughters  here  with  safety.  All  who 
prove  themselves  diligent  and  faithful  find  the  place  a  very  pleasant 
home.  The  disobedient  and  quarrelsome,  after  a  fair  trial,  are  sent 
home.     This  verv  seldom  occurs. 
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The  coming  term  will  commence  the  1st  Tuesday  of  November, 
and  continue  until  the  last  of  June,  1881.  The  four  summer 
months  afford  a  convenient  time  for  teaching,  it  being  the  season  of 
leisure  to  children  in  this  part  of  the  South. 

The  term  closes  with  an  examination  and  exhibition. 

All  the  boarders  are  required  to  attend  all  the  public  religious 
exercises  of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  weekly  prayer  meetings  of  the 
Seminary,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons. 

Friends  of  pupils  are  always  welcome,  but  not  to  come  or  go

THINGS   FORBIDDEN. 

All  extravagance  in  dress.

The  retiring  bell  rings  at  nine  in  the  evening ;  a  suitable  time 
for  private  prayer  and  meditation  is  given,  and  after  half  past  nine 
no  light  is  to  be  seen  or  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  building. 

DRESS. 

A  plain,  neat  and  tasteful  dress  is  required. 

That  for  Church  is  uniform  throughout  the  term,  consisting  of 
brown  worsted  dress,  black  hat  with  pink  flower  and  brown  ribbon, 
neat  collars  and  bright  tie.  Dark  water-proof  and  thick  shoes 
are  worn. 

Sashes,  trains,  jewelry,  or  white  skirts  and  aprons  are  not  worn. 

For  School — Dark  calico  dresses,  lined  in  waist  and  sleeves,  and 
calico  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  furnished  with  large  coarse  aprons  and 
gingham  dress  for  domestic  work. 

Each  article  of  apparel  and  bedding  must  be  marked  with  the 
owner's  name. 
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LOCATION. 

Concord  is  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  route  from  New 
York  through  Richmond  to  Columbia  and  Atlanta.  It  is  of  ready- 
access  from  all  parts  of  the  South.  There  is  probably  no  place  in 
the  South  more  healthful.  Pupils  have  often  come  to  the  Seminary 
in  feeble  health,  and  have  returned  at  the  end  of  the  long  term 
recovered.  Its  location — near  the  highway  and  between  the  town 
and  the  depot — is  sightly  and  attractive.  The  pupils  find  it  a 
pleasant  home. 

ITS  OBJECT. 

It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  real  Mt.  Holyoke  for  the  colored 
race.  Religion  is  first.  The  Bible  and  Catechism  are  constantly 
taught,  both  week  days  and  Sabbaths  ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  the 
pupils  are  thoroughly  trained  in  all  the  arts  and  sciences  usually 
taught  in  seminaries  of  a  high  order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic 
duties. 

Nearly  all  who  are  qualified  to  teach  find  schools  during  the 
summer  months,  and  in  this  way  some  are  enabled  to  pay  most  of 
the  expenses  of  the  eight  months'  term,  while  many  of  them  have 
proved  real  missionaries  in  dark  places. 

TO  OUR  NORTHERN  FRIENDS. 

1.  In  regard  to  success  in  the  great  object  had  in  view.  Last 
year  seventeen  pupils  graduated  in  the  Teachers'  Course,  most  of 
them  well  qualified  to  teach  successfully  in  common  schools  in  the 
North.  Three  graduated  with  honor  in  the  Higher  Course.  Most 
of  the  former  have  been  teaching  more  or  less  during  the  year. 
Of  the  higher  graduates,  one  has  been  employed  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  year  on  Ladies'  Islands,  Beaufort  County, 
South  Carolina,  teaching  in  one  of  the  darkest  regions  of  the 
South.  The  other  two  are  successful  teachers  in  the  Seminary. 
One  of  our  first  pupils  is  doing  a  good  work  near  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, with  a  school  that  enrolls  eighty  pupils.  One  is  employed  in 
the  same  way  near  Montgomery,  Alabama.  One  has  earned  a  good 
name  as  teacher  in  a  high  school  in  Morganton,  in  this  State  ;  and 
from  many  others,  in  different  places,  far  and  near,  we  hear 
encouraging  words  of  success.  Just  now  an  excellent  minister  of 
the  Southern  Church  tells  us  of  openings  for  a  dozen  teachers,  and 
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good  wages,  in  one  county  in  Central  Texas,  where  we  hope  to 
send  half  a  score  or  more  the  coming  summer.  These  calls  will,  no 
doubt,  multiply,  as  our  pupils  and  those  of  Biddle  University  pene- 
trate the  dark  places.  We  can  not  hasten  too  fast  the  work  of 
preparing  intelligent  and  reliable  Christian  teachers  for  such  a 
people. 

2.  Our  present  needs.  Our  number  is  less  this  year  than  the 
last.  We  were  then  too  much  crowded  for  safety.  This  year  we  felt 
bound  to  limit  the  number  of  boarders  to  about  one  hundred.  Each 
room  in  the  main  building  has  had  eight  pupils — the  number  con- 
templated in  the  plan  of  the  building ;  the  ten  feet  square  rooms  of 
the  first  house  have  each  had  two  pupils  ;  and  a  small  building 
near  by,  with  four  small  rooms,  has  been  the  home  of  over  a  dozen. 
We  must  have  the  remaining  wing  of  our  main  building,  or  cease 
to  expand  our  work.  Can  not  the  ladies  of  the  church  raise  $8,000 
for  this  work  the  coining  year?  We  rejoice  to  know  that  they 
work  so  largely  for  the  heathen  abroad.  Can  they  not  do  the  same 
for  the  perishing  at  home  ? 

All  the  property  is  under  the  control  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  our  church. 

3.  We  have  constant  need  of  scholarships.  Thanks  to  you,  and 
our  ever  watchful  Master  who  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  so  many 
to  send  us  timely  aid.  Many  of  our  best  pupils  need  help  every 
year.  Some  of  them  have  no  resources  at  home  but  their  own 
exertions  during  vacation.  None  are  aided  that  can  help  them- 
selves, and  then  only  so  far  as  is  absolutely  necessary.  They  are  all 
trained  to  exercise  the  closest  economy,  while  they  are  taught  self- 
reliance  in  the  practice  of  all  kinds  of  domestic  work. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  record  the  loving  kindness  of  the 
Lord.  We  have  never  closed  a  term  in  debt,  and  we  have  never 
suffered  want ;  while  we  have  always  had  tokens  of  the  Divine 
presence.  Last  year  about  forty  of  our  pupils  professed  conver- 
sion, and  four  have  lately  been  added  to  the  church  here  on  profes- 
sion of  faith.  We  may  confidently  attribute  this  to  grace  given  in 
answer  to  the  prayers  of  our  many  faithful  helpers  in  the  Lord. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  your  co-workers  in  his  vineyard. 

We  have  been  kindly  and  liberally  aided  by  friends  toward  the 
erection  of  the  much  needed  church  building.

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ENTERING. 

Until  the  rooms  are  all  taken,  none  are  rejected  who  come  well 
recommended  for  diligence  in  study  and  of  good  moral  character,  who 
can  read  well,  and  can  meet  promptly  the  expenses  of  boarding. 

EXPENSES  OF   THE   TERM. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15,  to  be 
paid  one  half  on  entering,  and  the  other  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  whole  expense  of  boarding,  fuel,  and  lights,  for  the  term  of 
eight  months,  is  but  $45  ;  of  which  $15  is  to  be  paid  on  entering,  $15 
after  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  close  of 
the  term. 

Those  leaving  before  the  close  will  be  charged  $6  a  month  for  the 
time  spent  in  the  institution. 

A  few  who,  on  trial  of  one  term,  are  found  to  be  worthy  and  needy, 
are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships. 

Each  one  is  expected  to  bring  her  own  pillow,  sheets,  comfort,  and 
blankets. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  chiefly  by  the  pupils,  each  doing  the 
parts  assigned  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  as  not  to 
interfere  with  study  hours.  None  are  excused  from  these  duties,  except 
in  case  of  sickness. 

The  provisions  are  plain  and  healthful.  The  pupils  are  not  allowed 
to  receive  delicacies  from  abroad.  All  eatables  of  any  kind  sent  to 
pupils  are  put  into  the  common  store  room.  Christmas  presents  are  a 
great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  us,  and  expensive  to  those  send- 
ing them,  and  they  can  not  be  received. 

Parents  may  trust  their  daughters  here  with  safety.  All  who  prove 
themselves  diligent  and  faithful  find  the  place  a  very  pleasant  home. 
The  disobedient  and  quarrelsome,  after  a  fair  trial,  are  sent  home. 
This  very  seldom  occurs. 

The  coming  term  will  commence  the  last  Tuesday  of  October,  and 
continue  until  the  last  of  June,  1883.    The  four  summer  months  afford 
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a  convenient  time  for  teaching,  it  being  the  season  of  leisure  to  chil- 
dren in  this  part  of  the  South. 

The  term  closes  with  an  examination  and  exhibition. 

All  the  boarders  are  required  to  attend  all  the  public  religious  exer- 
cises of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  weekly  prayer  meetings  of  the  Seminary, 
unless  excused  for  special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  pupils  at  any-time  during  the 
term,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

THINGS  FORBIDDEN. 

All  extravagance  in  dress. 

All  unbecoming  conduct  at  the  table. 

Loud  laughing  and  talking  on  the  Sabbath,  or  boisterous  conduct  at 
any  time. 

Borrowing  books  or  articles  of  clothing. 

Contradicting  or  disputing  with  teachers. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  with  parents  and  brothers. 

The  retiring  bell  rings  at  nine  in  the  evening ;  a  suitable  time  for 
private  prayer  and  meditation  is  given,  and  after  half-past  nine  no 
light  is  to  be  seen  or  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  building. 

DRESS. 

A  plain,  neat,  and  tasteful  dress  is  required.  That  for  church  is 
uniform  throughout  the  term,  consisting  of  brown  worsted  dress,  black 
hat  with  pink  flower  and  brown  ribbon,  neat  collars,  and  bright  ties. 
Black  coats  or  sacques  for  winter  wraps. 

For  summer  uniform,  white  basques  are  worn  with  the  brown  skirts. 

For  school,  dark  calico  dresses  or  worsteds,  with  dark  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  furnished  with  a  coarse  dress  and  large  apron 
for  domestic  work.  Each  article  of  clothing  and  bedding  must  be 
marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

No  jewelry,  white  underskirts,  or  white  aprons  are  to  be  worn.  No 
striped,  white,  or  plaid  shawls. 

LOCATION. 

Concord  is  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  route  from  New 
York  through  Richmond  to  Columbia  and  Atlanta.  It  is  of  ready 
access  from  all  parts  of  the  South.  There  is  probably  no  place  in  the 
South  more  healthful.     Pupils  have  ofteu  come  to  the  Seminary  in

feeble  health,  and  have  returned  at  the  end  of  the  long  term  recov- 
ered. Its  locations-near  the  highway  and  between  the  town  and  the 
depot — is  sightly  and  attractive.     The  pupils  find  it  a  pleasant  home. 

ITS  OBJECT. 

It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  real  Mount  Holyoke  for  the  colored  race. 
Religion  is  first.  The  Bible  and  Catechism  are  constantly  taught, 
both  week-days  and  Sabbaths ;  while  at  the  same  time  the  pupils  are 
thoroughly  trained  in  all  the  arts  and  sciences  usually  taught  in  sem- 
inaries of  a  high  order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic  duties. 

Nearly  all  who  are  qualified  to  teach  find  schools  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  and  in  this  way  some  are  enabled  to  pay  most  of  the 
expenses  of  the  eight  months  term,  while  many  of  them  have  proved 
real  missionaries  in  dark  places. 

TO   OUR  NORTHERN  FRIENDS. 

We  have  been  crowded  this  term  beyond  what  seemed  to  be  prudent. 
Early  in  the  term  we  gave  notice  that  we  could  admit  no  more.  But 
some  did  not  receive  the  notice,  others  thought  that  one  more  could 
press  in  ;  and  when  they  came  from  a  great  distance,  and  manifested 
such  an  eager  desire  for  knowledge,  we  were  afraid  to  reject  them. 
On  account  of  the  drought  and  almost  failure  of  the  crop  in  many 
places  we  had  expected  comparatively  few  pupils  this  term  ;  and  yet 
they  have  paid  in  traveling  fare  and  expenses  in  the  Seminary  more 
than  $4,000.  The  proportion  of  those  in  attendance  who  have  sought 
aid  has  not  been  as  great  as  in  former  years,  but  the  greater  number 
here  has  increased  the  demand  for  help.  And  this  has  been  kindly 
met  by  our  Northern  helpers.  The  Lord  has  supplied  all  our  needs, 
and  our  momentary  doubts  have  been  more  than  once  rebuked  by 
timely  gifts. 

The  thirst  for  knowledge  among  the  colored  people,  and  the  desire 
of  many  to  rise  from  their  low  condition,  has  not  abated.  Many  of 
our  pupils  are  exerting  a  very  healthful  influence  in  distant  parts  of 
the  South  ;  and  the  earnest  request  comes  to  us  from  Texas  and  Louis- 
iana for  well  qualified  teachers.  Money  is  in  the  treasury,  yet  schools 
are  vacant  for  want  of  teachers.  In  common  with  other  schools,  we 
are  aiming  to  meet,  as  fast  as  possible,  this  demand.  It  is  a  privilege 
to  do  this,  and  we  thank  our  many  helpers  for  their  timely  aid. 

We  have  now  under  contract  the  long  desired  building,  the  stem  of 
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the  T,  to  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  October  next.  One  kind 
friend  in  Morristown,  N.  J.,  has  promised  us  $8,000,  to  meet  this  ex- 
pense. But  now  we  must  again  appeal  to  our  friends  for  furnishing  ; 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  there  are  many  who,  like  the  liberal 
Master,  never  grow  tired  of  giving.  We  must  have,  from  some  source, 
bedding,  stoves,  chairs,  and  other  furniture  for  rooms  that  must  receive 
about  sixty-four  pupils,  and  also  for  a  room  designed  for  the  sick  ;  a 
range  for  the  kitchen,  to  cook  for  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
persons  ;  tables  for  the  dining  room,  and  furniture  for  kitchen  and 
laundry — to  an  extent  that  only  ladies  of  large  understanding  and 
willing  hearts  can  judge.  We  have  confidence  that,  as  in  the  past,  so 
will  it  be  in  the  future;  constant  supplies  will  come  with  our  needs. 
Blessed  be  He  that  gives  us  work  to  do  and  kind  friends  to  help  us ! 

The  property  is  all  under  the  control  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  We  have  just  entered  our  new  house  of 
worship,  which  seats  about  six  hundred  persons.  It  was  erected  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  at  Pittsburgh,  and  is  thought  by  every 
one  to  be  very  neat  and  tasteful.  The  house,  with  the  lot  and  small 
parsonage,  cost  about  $5,600.  The  gifts  for  this  run  up  from  $1  to 
$1,000,  but  we  have  not  room  here  for  their  names.  Their  record  is 
with  Him  who  says :  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  We  trust  that 
many  a  soul  will  here  be  born  again,  and  many  be  trained  to  worship 
in  the  house  not  made  with  hands. 

We  add  here  the  names  and  gifts  of  donors  to  our  work  in  the  Sem- 
inary since  the  issue  of  our  last  catalogue.  Two  of  them  will  be 
recognized  by  the  donors  as  an  oversight  of  last  year.  We  have  also 
received  many  valuable  gifts  of  books,  and  barrels  of  bedding  and 
other  clothing — all  timely,  and  very  thankfully  received. 

The  chandelier  in  the  midst  of  the  church,  with  its  dozen  lamps,  a 
gift  from  the  Roseville  Church,  Newark,  N.  J.,  will  often  remind  us  of 
the  pure  light  that  should  shine  from  the  Word  of  God  upon  the  dark- 
ened minds  of  his  poor  people.

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QUALIFICATIONS    FOR    ENTERING. 

Until  the  rooms  are  all  taken,  none  are  rejected  who  come  well 
recommended  for  diligence  in  study  and  of  good  moral  character,  who 
can  read  well,  and  can  meet  promptly  the  expenses  of  boarding. 

EXPENSES    OF   THE   TERM. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15  on  the 
organ  and  $25  on  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one  half  on  entering,  and  the 
other  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  whole  expense  of  boarding,  fuel,  and  lights,  for  the  term  of 
eight  months,  is  but  $45  ;  of  which  $15  is  to  be  paid  on  entering,  $15 
after  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  close  of 
the  term. 

Those  leaving  before  the  close  will  be  charged  $6  a  month  for  the 
time  spent  in  the  institution. 

A  few  who,  on  trial  of  one  term,  are  found  to  be  worthy  and  needy, 
are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships. 

Each  one  is  expected  to  bring  her  own  pillow,  sheets,  comfort,  and 
blankets. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  chiefly  by  the  pupils,  each  doing  the 
parts  assigned  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  as  not  to 
interfere  with  study  hours.  None  are  excused  from  these  duties,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  sickness. 

The  provisions  are  plain  and  healthful.  The  pupils  are  not  allowed 
to  receive  delicacies  from  abroad.  All  eatables  of  any  kind  sent  to 
pupils  are  put  into  the  common  store  room.  Christmas  presents  are  a 
great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  us,  and  expensive  to  those  send- 
ing them,  and  they  can  not  be  received. 

Parents  may  trust  their  daughters  here  with  safety.  All  who  prove 
themselves  diligent  and  faithful  find  the  place  a  very  pleasant  home. 
The  disobedient  and  quarrelsome,  after  a  fair  trial,  are  sent  home. 
This  very  seldom  occurs. 

The  coming  term  will  commence  the  first  Tuesday  of  November, 
and  continue  until  the  last  of  June,  1884.      The  four  summer  months 
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afford  a  convenient  time  for  teaching,  it  being  the  season  of  leisure  to 
children  in  this  part  of  the  South. 

The  term  closes  with  an  examination  aud  exhibition. 

All  the  boarders  are  required  to  attend  all  the  public  religious  exer- 
cises of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  weekly  prayer  meetings  of  the  Semiuary, 
unless  excused  for  special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  pupils  at  any  time  during  the 
term,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

THINGS    FORBIDDEN. 

All  extravagance  in  dress. 

All  unbecoming  conduct  at  the  table. 

Loud  laughing  and  talking  on  the  Sabbath,  or  boisterous  conduct  at 
any  time. 

Borrowing  books  or  articles  of  clothing. 

Contradicting  or  disputing  with  teachers. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  with  parents  and  brothers. 

The  retiring  bell  rings  at  nine  in  the  evening ;  a  suitable  time  for 
private  prayer  and  meditation  is  given,  and  after  half-past  nine  no 
light  is  to  be  seen  or  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  building. 

DRESS. 

A  plain,  neat,  and  tasteful  dress  is  required.  That  for  church  is 
uniform  throughout  the  term,  consisting  of  brown  worsted  dress,  black 
hat  with  pink  flower  and  brown  ribbou,  neat  collars,  and  bright  ties. 
Black  coats  or  sacques  for  winter  wraps. 

For  summer  uniform,  white  basques  are  worn  with  the  brown  skirts. 

For  school,  dark  calico  dresses  or  worsteds,  with  dark  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  furnished  with  a  coarse  dress  and  large  apron 
for  domestic  work.  Each  article  of  clothing  and  bedding  must  be 
marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

No  jewelry,  white  underskirts,  or  white  aprons  are  to  be  worn.  No 
striped,  white,  or  plaid  shawls. 

LOCATION. 

Concord  is  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  route  from  New 
York  through  Richmond  to  Columbia  and  Atlanta.  It  is  of  ready 
access  from  all  parts  of  the  South.  There  is  probably  no  place  in  the 
South  more  healthful.     Pupils  have  often   come  to  the  Seminary  in 
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feeble  health,  and  have  returned  at  the  end  of  the  long  term  recov- 
ered. Its  location — near  the  highway  and  between  the  town  and  the 
depot — is  sightly  and  attractive.      The  pupils  find  it  a  pleasant  home. 

ITS   OBJECT. 

It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  real  Mount  Holyoke  for  the  colored  race. 
Religion  is  first.  The  Bible  and  Catechism  are  constantly  taught, 
both  week  days  and  Sabbaths  ;  while  at  the  same  time  the  pupils  are 
thoroughly  trained  in  all  the  arts  and  sciences  usually  taught  in  sem- 
inaries of  a  high  order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic  duties. 

Nearly  all,  who  are  qualified  to  teach,  find  schools  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  and  in  this  way  some  are  enabled  to  pay  most  of  the 
expenses  of  the  eight  months'  term,  while  many  of  them  have  proved 
real  missionaries  in  dark  places. 

TO   OUR   NORTHERN    FRIENDS. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  main  building  is  now  com- 
pleted, paid  for,  and  furnished  so  as  to  be  occupied.  By  your  timely 
aid  we  have  a  fair  prospect  of  closing  the  term  free  from  debt.  The 
attendance  has  been  already  increased  almost  to  the  extent  of  our  ca- 
pacity to  receive  them.  Health,  both  of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  has 
been  good.  The  spiritual  state  has  been  encouraging.  Seventy-six  are 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Twenty-two  have  been  added 
during  the  past  year.  There  are  also  sixty-three  members  of  other 
churches.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid  by  the 
pupils  in  self  support,  besides  traveling  expenses.  It  is  manifest,  that 
wherever  the  race  have  a  chance,  they  are  rising,  both  in  intelligence 
and  self  reliance,  as  fast  as  any  people  ever  rose  from  a  condition  so 
low. 

The  prospect  now  is,  that  we  shall  have  a  much  larger  attendance 
the  next  term.  But  the  question  is,  How  shall  we  receive  them  ? 
The  rooms,  except  two  very  small  ones,  have  been  occupied  this  year. 
Must  we  rent  buildings  ?  Must  we  crowd  the  rooms  beyond  the  dic- 
tates of  prudence  ?  Or  must  we  decline  receiving  them  ?  The  first  is 
the  only  safe  course.  For  how  can  we  endanger  the  health  of  our 
pupils  ?  Or  how  can  we  turn  away  any  that  long  for  instruction  ? 
We  ask  our  friends  and  the  friends  of  the  race  who  have  wTealth,  to 
consider  this  matter.  A  colored  brother  remarked  some  years  ago, 
that  he  hoped  to  live  to  see  500  pupils  in  this  Seminary.  There  is 
but  one  reason  why  this  may  not  be  realized  within  a  very  few  years. 
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That  is,  Want  of  room  to  receive  them.  But  one  fourth  of  the  col- 
ored children  of  the  Southern  States  above  ten  years  of  age  are  yet 
able  to  read  or  write.  Who  is  to  teach  them  ?  It  must  be  done,  if 
safely  done,  by  intelligent  religious  instructors.  New  York  employs 
over  30,000  intelligent  instructors  in  her  public  schools,  using  twelve 
dollars  to  each  pupil  of  her  four  millions,  in  schools  taught  from  eight 
to  ten  months  in  the  year.  But  the  four  millions  of  colored  youth 
have  not  a  tithe  of  that  number  of  capable  teachers,  with  from  one  to 
three  dollars  a  pupil,  and  a  school  from  two  to  four  months,  mostly 
but  two  months,  a  year.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  whole 
country  is  being  awakened  to  consider  the  appalling  prospects  of  these 
people  in  their  present  condition,  and  to  provide  greatly  increased 
means  for  their  education.  But  it  must  devolve  chiefly  upon  the 
Church  to  provide  the  teachers.  We  trust  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  is  willing  to  do  her  part. 

If  it  be  asked  what  we  need,  the  reply  is :  1st.  Two  or  three  fold 
the  present  capacity  to  receive  pupils,  a  building  of  twice  the  capacity 
of  our  present  main  building.  2d.  An  endowment,  to  lift  from  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Freedmen  the  burden  of  support- 
ing the  instructors,  that  the  funds  collected  from  the  churches  may  be 
used  in  sending  ministers  and  parochial  teachers  into  regions  yet  in 
the  deepest  darkness.  3d.  That  our  friends  continue  to  send  as  in 
the  past,  aid  to  the  needy  and  worthy  pupils  who  give  promise  of  use- 
fulness in  the  work  of  elevating  the  race.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  know 
that  there  are  able  and  willing  hearts  and  hands  to  help  in  every  good 
cause  that  is  made  apparent.  We  thank  you  for  past  favors,  and 
under  our  Lord  and  Master,  hope  in  you  for  time  to  come. 

The  property  is  under  the  control  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  can  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than 
that  designed  by  the  donors,  viz. :  The  education  of  the  colored  race. 
Can  not  our  great  Church  give  the  race  a  real  Mount  Holyoke — a

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Standing  Rules  of   the  Seminary, 


QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ENTERING. 

Until  the  rooms  are  all  taken,  none  are  rejected  who  come  well 
recommended  for  diligence  in  study  and  of  good  moral  character,  who 
can  read  well,  and  can  meet  promptly  the  expenses  of  boarding. 

EXPENSES  OR  THE  TERM. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15  on  the 
organ  and  $25  on  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one  half  on  entering,  and  the 
other  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  whole  expense  of  boarding,  fuel,  and  lights,  for  the  term  of 
eight  months,  is  but  $45;  of  which  $15  is  to  be  paid  on  entering,  $15 
after  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  close  of 
the  term. 

Those  leaving  before  the  close  will  be  charged  $6  a  month  for  the 
time  spent  in  the  institution. 

A  few  who,  on  trial  of  one  term,  are  found  to  be  worthy  and  needy, 
are  helped  by  scholarships  and  partial  scholarships. 

Each  one  is  expected  to  bring  her  own  pillow,  sheets,  comfort,  and 
blankets. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  chiefly  by  the  pupils,  each  doing  the 
parts  assigned  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  as  not  to 
interfere  with  study  hours.  None  are  excused  from  these  duties,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  sickness. 

The  provisions  are  plain  and  healthful.  The  pupils  are  not  allowed 
to  receive  delicacies  from  abroad.  All  eatables  of  any  kind  sent  to 
pupils  are  put  into  the  common  store  room.  Christmas  presents  are  a 
great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  us,  and  expensive  to  those  send- 
ing them,  and  they  can  not  be  received. 

Parents  may  trust  their  daughters  here  with  safety.  All  who  prove 
themselves  diligent  and  faithful  find  the  place  a  very  pleasant  home. 
The  disobedient  and  quarrelsome,  after  a  fair  trial,  are  sent  home. 
This  very  seldom  occurs.  Parents  must  not  send  here  those  who  are 
not  able  to  do  their  portion  of  the  domestic  work. 
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The  coming  term  will  commence  the  first  Tuesday  of  November, 
1886,  and  continue  until  the  last  of  June,  1887.  r.fhe  four  summer 
months  afford  a  convenient  time  for  teaching,  it  being  the  season  of 
leisure  to  children  in  this  part  of  the  South. 

The  term  closes  with  an  examination  and  exhibition. 

All  the  boarders  are  required  to  attend  all  the  public  religious  exer- 
cises of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  weekly  prayer  meetings  of  the  Seminary, 
unless  excused  for  special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  pupils  at  any  time  during  the 
term,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

THINGS   FORBIDDEN. 

All  extravagance  in  dress. 

All  unbecoming  conduct  at  the  table. 

Loud  laughing  or  talking  on  the  Sabbath,  or  boisterous  conduct  at 
any  time. 

Borrowing  books  or  articles  of  clothing. 

Contradicting  or  disputing  with  teachers. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  with  parents  and  brothers. 

The  retiring  bell  rings  at  nine  in  the  evening;  a  suitable  time  for 
private  prayer  and  meditation  is  given,  and  after  half- past  nine  no 
light  is  to  be  seen  or  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  building. 

DRESS. 

A  plain,  neat,  and  tasteful  dress  is  required.  That  for  church  is 
uniform  throughout  the  term,  consisting  of  brown  worsted  dress,  black 
hat  with  pink  flower  and  brown  ribbon,  neat  collars,  and  bright  ties. 
Black  coats  or  sacques  for  winter  wraps. 

For  summer  uniform,  white  basques  are  worn  with  the  brown  skirts. 

For  school,  dark  calico  dresses  or  worsteds,  with  dark  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  furnished  with  a  coarse  dress  and  large  apron 
for  domestic  work.  Each  article  of  clothing  and  bedding  must  be 
marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

No  jewelry,  white  underskirts,  or  white  aprons  are  to  be  worn. 

LOCATION. 

Concord  is  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  route  from  New 
York  through  Richmond  to  Columbia  and  Atlanta.  It  is  of  ready 
access  from  all  parts  of  the  South.     There  is  probably  no  place  in  the 
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South  more  healthful.  Pupils  have  sometimes  come  to  the  Seminary  in 
feeble  health,  and  have  returned  at  the  end  of  the  long  term  recov- 
ered. Its  location — near  the  highway  and  between  the  town  and  the 
depot — is  sightly  and  attractive.     The  pupils  find  it  a  pleasant  home. 

ITS  OBJECT. 

It  is  designed  to  make  it  a  real  Mount  Holyoke  for  the  colored  race. 
Religion  is  first.  The  Bible  and  Catechism  are  constantly  taught, 
both  week  days  and  Sabbaths ;  while  at  the  same  time  the  pupils  are 
thoroughly  trained  in  all  the  arts  and  sciences  usually  taught  in  sem- 
inaries of  a  high  order,  and  in  all  kinds  of  domestic  duties. 

Nearly  all  who  are  qualified  to  teach  find  schools  during  the  summer 
months,  and  in  this  way  some  are  enabled  to  pay  most  of  the  expenses 
of  the  eight  months'  term,  while  many  of  them  have  proved  real 
missionaries  in  dark  places. 

The  Seminary  is  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  but  the  teachers  are,  by  the  charter,  subject  to  approval  and 
removal  by  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Missions  for  Freedmen,  and  its 
successors  in  office.  Permanent  funds  donated  to  the  institution  are 
thus  secured  forever  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

TO  OUR  NORTHERN  FRIENDS. 

We  send  you  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Catalogue  of  the  Seminary,  the 
20th  year  of  our  mission  here.  Thanks  to  Him  who  has  prolonged 
our  lives,  continued  our  health,  and  blessed  us  in  our  work.  We  thank 
you  all  for  continued  help.  It  has  always  been  most  timely,  and  most 
thankfully  received.  A  very  few  have,  as  we  expected,  and  with  our 
hearty  approval,  turned  their  favors  to  the  new  Seminary  in  Texas. 
That  enterprise  we  have  long  wished  to  see  commenced,  and  have  re- 
joiced that  it  was  in  the  hearts  of  our  loved  friends,  Dr.  Allen  and  his 
precious  wife,  and  the  Board  to  enter  upon  such  a  work  there.  We 
shall  always  feel  the  deepest  interest  in  its  prosperity,  as  we  love  the 
name  that  it  bears.  But  the  Lord  has  sent  us  other  friends,  and  has,  in 
some  cases,  enlarged  the  liberality  of  former  helpers,  so  that  we  have 
never  been  in  want.  The  Seminary  has  been  filled  to  its  utmost  capac- 
ity for  boarding  pupils.  A  flourishing  parochial  school,  and  an  un- 
usually interesting  union  school  of  six  months  taught  in  the  place,  have 
relieved  us  largely  of  day  attendants. 

The  class  graduating  in  the  Teachers'  Course  this  year  numbers 
twenty-two,  generally  as  well  trained  as  any  that  we  have  ever  had.

This  makes  the  whole  number  of  graduates  in  that  course  one  hundred 
and  fifty-five.  These,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  less  advanced  pupils 
are  well  trained  in  the  Industrial  Department,  and  can  make  a  living 
by  hand  or  head.  This  department  cannot  be  overestimated  among  a 
people  so  needing  instruction  in  all  that  makes  home  pleasant.  None 
will  need  to  be  idle,  and  we  are  constantly  receiving  encouraging  news 
from  those  of  our  pupils  who  are  found  in  various  parts  of  nearly  all 
the  Southern  States. 

But  now,  while  we  thank  you  heartily  for  past  and  present  aid,  and 
rejoice  that  many  of  the  best  people  in  this  world  are  in  sympathy 
with  our  work;  and  while  we  cannot  doubt  that  our  prosperity  is  due 
to  the  Divine  blessing  in  answer  to  your  constant  prayers,  the  necessities 
of  the  work  urge  us  to  ask  even  larger  favors.  Please  notice  the  follow- 
ing: 

1st.  The  present  buildings,  with  three  or  four  small  cottages  rented 
for  the  purpose,  enable  us  to  receive  about  200  boarders.  We  judge  it 
not  safe  to  receive  more,  though  the  sympathy  of  the  pupils  would  lead 
them  to  crowd  in  others  beyond  the  dictates  of  prudence.  Yet  the 
institution  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  within  a  very  short  time  from  the 
opening  of  the  term,  while  earnest  requests  for  a  place  were  being  re- 
ceived from  every  direction.  This  is  the  only  institution  of  the  kind, 
as  far  as  we  know,  in  the  Southern  States.  Prudent  parents  and  of  the 
best  families  fear  to  send  their  daughters  from  home  to  a  mixed  board- 
ing school. 

2.  Notice  these  facts:  178  of  our  present  pupils  are  professed  Chris- 
tians; of  these  130  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church;  20  of 
them  have  joined  the  Church  the  present  year.  These  are  the  children 
of  our  Father  in  heaven,  sent  here  by  Him  to  be  trained  for  usefulness 
among  a  most  needy  race,  and  to  be  fitted  to  dwell  with  Him  and  with 
you  in  His  house  not  made  with  hands.  Is  it  strange  that  prudent  parents 
and  aspiring  daughters  should  push  their  claims  for  a  place  among 
them?  How  many  others  there  are  that  He  wishes  to  be  sent  here 
to  be  moulded  for  Him,  we  can  only  tell  when  we  hav$  done  our  utmost 
to  provide  for  them.  It  is  hard  and  painful  for  us  to  stop  at  the  dic- 
tates of  prudence.  It  is  much  easier  and  safer  to  enlarge  the  channel 
when  the  overflowing  waters  run  in  a  safe  direction,  than  to  obstruct 
their  course  and  turn  them  we  know  not  whither,  A  little  seminary 
in  Virginia,  one  in  Florida,  and  a  grand  one  (may  it  prosper  abund- 
antly,) in  Texas,  will  scarcely  touch  the  pressing  necessity  of  enlarge- 
ment here.     How  many  shall  we  shut  out  and  send  to  other  branches 
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of  the  Church  for  what  they  cannot  receive  here?  The  Latin  proverb 
says :  Men  do  not  know  how  great  a  tax  parsimony  is.  The  Presby- 
terian Church  is  rich ;  but  we  fear  that  she  is  not  liberal  toward  her 
pleading  poor  in  the  South.  The  heavy  tax  may  be  levied  after  a 
while.  Will  you  not  hasten  largely  and  rapidly  the  new  enterprises, 
doing  for  them  freely?  Then  hasten  to  give  enlargement  to  us  after- 
wards. 

A  WORD  TO  THE  MISSIONARIES. 

Again  we  must  ask  you  not  to  send  us  as  beneficiaries  untried  pupils. 
There  is  too  much  risk.  We  cannot  educate  every  good  girl.  Then 
some  seemingly  good  girls  are  either  not  industrious,  or  have  some  other 
habits  unknown  to  persons  recommending  them  for  aid,  but  which  make 
them  unpleasant  if  not  unsafe  as  companions,  and  which  makes  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  speak  well  of  them  to  friends  that  are  willing  to  sup- 
port them.  Every  such  girl  crowds  out  some  enterprising  girl  that 
would  support  herself.  If  you  have  influence  among  friends,  urge  them 
to  give  us  the  means  of  building,  and  then  send  us  the  best  class  of 
pupils  when  we  have  abundance  of  room.  Let  parents  and  friends  at 
home  send  them  here  a  year  on  probation,  and  we  will  find  friends  for 
those  proved  to  be  really  needy  and  deserving.  None  others  ought  to 
be  helped.  Every  failure  discourages  the  benefactor  and  endangers 
the  loss  of  a  real  friend. 

Another  thing  we  must  urge.  Do  not  send  pupils  who  are  only 
beginners  when  they  have  anything  like  a  favorable  chance  to  learn 
at  home.  From  such  places  send  only  those  who  can  complete  the 
Teachers'  Course  in  a  year  or  two.  Then  keep  at  home  the  feeble  in 
health,  who  cannot  do  their  part  of  the  domestic  work.  We  cannot 
make  the  seminary  a/ree  boarding  school,  nor  a  hospital.

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SCOTIA  SEMINARY  PROSPECTUS. 


As  we  make  up  the  record  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the 
Seminary  for  the  current  year,  we  find '  many  causes  for  gratitude 
to  God  for  His  merciful  care  over  us.  Of  all  gathered  here  since 
the  last  Catalogue  was  published,  only  two  have  died,  viz.:  Julia 
Moore,  during  the  summer  vacation  ;  and  Georgia  Oakes,  January 
15th.  With  the  exception  of  the  latter,  there  has  not  been  a  single 
case  of  serious  illness  within  the  Seminary.  This,  taking  into 
account  the  crowded  condition  of  the  rooms  and  the  necessary  ex- 
posure of  those  having  rooms  outside  the  main  building,  is  almost 
better  than  we  could  have  expected.  Unless  we  can  in  some  way 
increase  our  accommodations,  we  will  be  compelled,  next  term,  to 
accept  a  smaller  number  of  students  than  we  have  now.  We  do  not 
wish  to  take  a  step  backward.  The  field  is  opening  up  more  and 
more  widely.  Alabama  and  Florida' are  only  beginning  to  find  us 
out.  Applications  from  these  States  and  from  nearly  all  parts  of 
the  South  are  already  in,  which  we  have  put  on  the  list  for  the  next 
term.  We  are  waiting  now  to  see  what  God  and  the  Church  want 
us  to  do. 

No  change  has  been  made,  or  is  contemplated,  in  the  general 
purpose  and  policy  of  the  Seminary.  New  methods  and  devices 
will  be  tested  and  used  for  the  sake  of  increased  efficiency  in  our 
work,  but  we  hold  to  the  original  design  and  mission  prescribed  in 
the  charter,  viz.:  to  care  for  the  entire  being — the  whole  of  human 
nature — body,  mind  and  heart,  placing  the  last  first  in  order  of 
importance.  Hence  Bible  study  has  a  conspicuous  place  in  every 
department  and  throughout  the  course.  How  to  make  it  systematic, 
thorough  and  practical  is  our  continual  study.  Bible  history, 
Christian  evidences,  commentaries,  etc.,  receive  due  attention,  but 
our  main  dependence  is  on  the  Word  of  God  itself.  We  expect  to 
make  the  whole  school  as  familiar  with  the  sacred  story,  as  a  well 
trained  class  in  history  is  with  the  story  of  the  revolutionary  war. 
No  other  study  of  the  course  is  pursued  with  more  zeal  than  that  of 
the  Shorter  Catechism,  under  the  stimulus  of  the  Bible  prize  offered 
by  the  Board  of  Publication. 
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The  regular  work  of  the  Seminary  is  carried  on  in  three  depart- 
ments : 

I.-THE  INDUSTRIAL. 

This  is  supported  by  an  appropriation  from  the  John  F.  Slater 
Fund,  and  is  designed  to  give  practical  instruction  in  all  that  per- 
tains to  the  care  of  a  home.  Competent  teachers  have  been  secured, 
under  whose  direction  all  the  domestic  work  of  the  Seminary  is 
done  by  the  students,  thus  reducing  their  own  expenses  to  a  very 
low  figure  and  at  the  same  time  giving  them  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  housekeeper's  art.  During  this  term  a  building  has  been 
secured  and  fitted  up  as  a  laundry.  The  expense  of  engine,  &c, 
has  been  met  in  part  by  "some  friends  in  Philadelphia."  In  the 
sewing  room,  to  which  all  the  students  go  by  classes,  they  are 
encouraged  to  do  their  own  work,  and,  almost  without  exception, 
the  progress  made  has  been  most  satisfactory.  At  our  last  com- 
mencement the  most  of  the  graduates  appeared  on  the  platform  in 
dresses  made  by  themselves  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers. 


IT-PREPARATORY. 

While  we  regard  higher  education  as  our  peculiar  mission,  there 
are  so  many  sent  to  us  with  defective  elementary  training  that  we 
have  found  it  necessary  to  give  special  attention  to  this  part  of  the 
work.  Hence  we  have  fitted  up  a  building  for  the  Preparatory 
School  and  placed  it  in  charge  of  competent  teachers.  To  this  are 
assigned  all  not  prepared  to  enter  the  regular  Seminary  classes. 
No  course  of  study  or  term  of  years  has  been  fixed  for  it,  but  each 
student  has  the  promise  of  promotion  as  soon  as  the  work  is  done. 
For  the  sake  of  thorough  work  in  the  class  room,  and  to  encourage 
the  students,  the  classes  are  arranged  both  in  this  department  and 
in  the  Seminary  by  divisions,  according  to  grade,  so  that  promo- 
tion is  possible  to  any  student  at  any  time ;  and  failure  to  pass  an 
examination  does  not  mean  the  loss  of  a  whole  year,  but  only  that 
of  a  grade. 
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Ill -SEMINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  will  provide  for  three  courses  of  study  : 

The  Common  English  Course.  In  this  we  will  aim  to  give  our 
pupils  a  good  practical  education  in  the  branches  usually  taught  in 
the  Common  school ,  such  as  will  prepare  them  to  become  useful 
members  of  society.     It  will  extend  over  three  years,  as  follows : 

First  Year — Reading;  Writing;  Spelling;  Grammar  (Reed  & 
Kellogg  higher  lessons);  Arithmetic  (Barnes',  from  Fractions); 
Geography  (Manual). 

Second  Year — Reading;  Writing ;  Spelling;  Arithmetic;  Gram- 
mar; U.  S.  History  (Barnes'). 

Third  Year — Algebra  (Wentworth's  shorter  course);  Outlines  of 
History  (Swinton);  Elements  of  Composition  (Chittenden);  How 
Plants  Grow  (Gray);  Physiology. 

NORMAL  COURSE. 

Its  object  will  be  to  give  thorough  preparation  for  teaching.  To 
render  it  as  practical  and  efficient  as  possible,  the  elementary 
branches  will  be  reviewed  carefully,  and  actual  practice  in  teaching 
given  in  the  Preparatory  and  English  Departments  throughout  the 
course. 

Special  provision  will  be  made,  in  connection  with  this  course, 
for  graduates  of  the  Seminary  who  may  wish  to  spend  the  Spring 
term  in  Normal  class  work. 

First  Year — Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching,  with  Reviews; 
Physics;  Algebra,  completed;  English  Literature;  Outlines  of 
Bible  History. 

Second  Year — Theory  and  Practice;  Physical  Geography; 
Higher  Arithmetic;  Chemistry;  Geology;  Natural  Theology. 

SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantages  not  afforded  by  the 
Normal  Course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of  Scotia  up 
to  that  of  similar  institutions  elsewhere. 
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First  Year — Algebra,  completed  ;  Physics ;  English  Literature ; 
Outlines  of  Bible  History;  Latin  (First  Book). 

Second  Year — Physical  Geography ;  Higher  Arithmetic ;  Chem- 
istry; Geology;  Natural  Theology;  Latin  (Caesar  or  Virgil). 

Third  Yeai — Geometry ;  Mental  Science  ;  Astronomy ;  Chris- 
tian Evidences. 

Diplomas  will  be  given  to  those  who  complete  the  Normal  and 
Scientific  courses,  and  a  certificate  showing  actual  attainments  at 
the  close  of  the  common  school  course,  or  at  .any  time  that  a  stu- 
dent for  good  reasons  may  request  it. 

LOCATION. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  in  Concord,  the  county  seat  of 
Cabarrus  County,  N.  C,  on  the  Richmond  and  Danville  Rail,  Road, 
twenty  miles  northeast  of  Charlotte. 

CALENDAR. 

The  present  term  closes  Wednesday,  June  13th.  Annual 
address,  Tuesday  evening,  June  12th;  Commencement  exercises, 
Wednesday  morning. 

The  term  for  1888-1889  will  begin  Thursday,  October  11th, 
and  will  close  early  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  of 
about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before 
Wednesday,  October  10th. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15 
for  the  organ  and  $25  for  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one- half  in  advance 
and  one-half  at  the  middle  of  the  term.. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term,  for  board, . 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  &c,  (not  including  books),  will  be  $45 ;  of 
which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of  the 
term. 
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Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$6  per  month. 

Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  term 
for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  for  contingent  expenses. 


GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper  super- 
vision, and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  performance  of 
the  various  duties  assigned. 

Attendance  upon  all  of  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  and 
through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boarders,  unless  excused  for 
special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time  during 
the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and  brothers, 
is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced  rates. 


DRESS. 

A  plain,  neat,  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  That  for  church  is 
uniform,  viz.:  brown  worsted  dress,  with  dark  hat  and  wrap  for 
winter ;  for  summer,  white  basque,  with  the  brown  skirt. 

For  school,  dark  calico  dresses  or  worsteds,  with  dark  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  supplied  with  a  coarse  dress  and  large  apron 
for  domestic  work.  Each  article  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with 
the  owner's  name. 

No  jewelry  or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn. 

The  Seminary  is  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  by  whom  the  teachers  are  elected,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  for  Freedmen,  and  the  real 
estate  and  permanent  funds  are  secured  by  deed  or  otherwise  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 
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TO  OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

Again  we  return  the  most  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Christian  peo- 
ple in  the  North  for  their  gifts  and  their  sympathy.  We  publish 
herewith  a  list  of  the  money  donations  sent  to  aid  us  in  our  work. 
These  prove  to  us  that  Scotia  is  able  to  keep  old  friends  and  to  gain 
new  ones. 

The  many  boxes  and  barrels  of  clothing  sent  have  been  useful 
and  timely.  The  need  for  such  things  cannot  be  realized  by  any 
one  who  has  not  been  among  these  people  to  see  for  himself  their 
extreme  poverty.  The  kind  words  accompanying  the  gifts  have 
been  as  helpful  as  the  gifts  themselves,  for  they  assure  us  that  both 
our  work  and  our  cause  are  dear  to  the  Church.  The  hearty 
approval  of  our  work,  published  by  the  editors  of  the  Herald  and 
Presbyter  and  Presbyterian  Journal  as  eye-witnesses,  and  the  very 
satisfactory  accounts  of  it  by  correspondents  in  the  Interior,  Pres- 
byterian and  Presbyterian  Banner  encourages  us  to  hope  that  in 
time  the  whole  Church  will  become  interested  in  this  cause  and 
realize  how  imperative  the  demand  for  its  more  vigorous  prosecu- 
tion. 

For  the  coming  year  we  earnestly  ask  the  same  generous  support 
given  in  the  past.  Donations  for  scholarships  have  scarcely  been 
equal  to  the  demand,  and  yet  we  have  exercised  the  utmost  care  in 
the  distribution,  giving  aid  only  when  well  satisfied  both  of  the 
need  and  the  merit  of  the  student. 

There  is  still  a  balance  due  on  our  Industrial  and  'Laundry 
buildings  which  we  are  anxious  to  cancel.  We  would  be  very  glad 
if  the  ladies  would  aid  us  in  securing  a  full  supply  of  bedding  for 
the  Seminary,  as  we  feel  that  many  of  the  students  cannot  afford  to 
supply  their  own  as  heretofore  required.  In  behalf  of  the  Board 
we  would  urge  the  endowment  of  the  Seminary  for  the  support  of 
the  teachers.  The  sum  required  is  comparatively  small,  and  once 
secured  the  Board  could  give  so  much  more  of  its  attention  to  the 
open  field  and  we  would  be  so  much  the  stronger. 

To  the  parochial  school  teachers,  missionaries  and  others  working 
with  us  on  this  field,  we  wish  to  say  this  one  word :  we  thank  you 
for  the  marks  of  your  continued  confidence.      We  know  you  are 
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proud  of  Scotia  and  its  history.  We  look  to  you  for  help,  that 
there  may  be  progress.  Growth  in  numbers  seems  to  be  impossible 
for  the  present,  for  we  have  been  compelled  to  turn  away  almost 
half  as  many  as  we  have  admitted.  But  there  is  still  room  for 
growth  in  the  quality  of  our  work,  and  you  can  help  us  in  this,  by 
exercising  good  judgment  in  sending  students.  Remember,  these 
advantages  are  not  for  all ;  but  for  those  who  can  and  will  make 
good  use  of  them.  Send  us  your  bright,  earnest  girls ;  girls  who 
can  learn  and  want  to  learn.  The  other  kind  can  serve  the  Master 
without  what  we  offer.  And  before  you  send  them  do  what  you 
can  for  them ;  not  by  trying  to  fit  them  for  our  higher  classes,  but 
by  drilling  them  thoroughly  on  the  elementary  branches ;  for  this 
must  be  done,  even  if  we  have  to  do  it  here.

As  we  make  up  the  record  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the 
Seminary  for  the  current  year,  we  find  many  causes  for  gratitude 
to  God  for  his  merciful  care  over  us.  To  our  knowledge,  only  two 
of  our  students  have  died  since  the  last  Catalogue  was  published, 
while  there  has  been  much  less  sickness  than  usual  in  the  Seminary. 
We  take  great  pleasure  in  announcing  again  the  handsome  bequest 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  left  to  Scotia,  by  the  late  Wm.  H. 
Childs,  of  Niagara  Falls,  a  part  of  which  has  been  devoted  to 
securing  a  better  and  safer  system  of  heating  the  buildings  than 
that  formerly  in  use.  We  have  had  in  operation,  throughout  the 
term,  a  steam  heating  plant,  which  adds  much  to  our  comfort,  and 
saves  the  students  a  great  deal  of  labor. 

This  term,  even  more  than  last,  we  have  been  compelled  to  turn 
away  a  great  many  eager  applicants,  both  boarding  and  day 
scholars,  because  we  could  not  make  room  for  them.  In  another 
place  we  will  explain  how  we  propose  to  save  ourselves  this  painful 
experience  in  the  future.  Already  a  number  of  applications  have 
been  filed  for  the  next  term.  From  the  far  South,  even  from 
Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  word  has  come  to  us  of  girls  who  wanted 
to  come,  but  the  traveling  expenses  are  so  heavy  they  cannot  afford 
to.  If  the  Board  could  plant  another  Scotia  in  one  of  the  Gulf 
states,  it  would  meet  this  call  and  relieve  us. 

No  change  has  been  made  or  is  contemplated,  in  the  general 
purpose  and  policy  of  the  Seminary.  New  methods  and  devices 
will  be  tested  and  used  for  the  sake  of  increased  efficiency  in  our 
work,  but  we  hold  to  the  original  design  and  mission  prescribed  in 
the  Charter,  viz.:  to  care  for  the  entire  being — body,  mind  and 
heart, — placing  the  last  first  in  order  of  importance.  Hence,  Bible 
study  has  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  department,  and  throughout 
the  course.  How  to  make  it  systematic,  thorough  and  practical  is 
our  continual  study.  Bible  history,  Christian  evidences,  commen- 
taries, etc.,  receive  due  attention,  but  our  main  text  book  is  the 
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English  Bible.  We  aim  to  make  every  student  as  familiar  as 
possible  with  the  facts  and  incidents  of  the  Bible  story.  No  other 
study  of  the  course  is  pursued  with  more  zeal,  than  that  of  the 
Shorter  Catechism,  under  the  stimulus  of  the  Bible  prize  offered  by 
the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Seminary  is  carried  on  in  three 
departments : 

I.    THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  supported  by  an  appropriation  from  the  John  F.  Slater 
Fund,  and  primarily,  is  designed  to  give  practical  instruction  in  all 
that  pertains  to  the  care  of  a  home.  All  the  domestic  work  of  the 
Seminary  is  done  by  the  students,  under  the  direction  of  competent 
instructors,  thus  reducing  the  expenses  to  a  very  low  figure,  and  at 
the  same  time,  giving  them  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  house- 
keeper's art.  In  the  sewing  room,  to  which  all  the  students  go  by 
classes,  they  are  encouraged  to  do  their  own  work,  under  the 
direction  of  the  teachers.  They  also  do  all  of  the  sewing  for  the 
Seminary.  About  fifty,  at  this  time,  are  learning  how  to  use  the 
chart,  in  cutting  and  fitting. 

We  have  added  to  our  industrial'  work,  this  term,  what  we  hope 
to  develope  into  a  "  Training  School  for  Nurses,"  as  soon  as  we 
have  the  means  to  support  it.  In  this  we  propose  to  teach  all  of 
our  students  how  to  take  proper  care  of  the  body ;  and  to  give  to 
certain  ones  such  instructions  as  will  render  them  competent  to 
wait  on  the  sick. 

II.  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

While  we  regard  higher  education  as  our  peculiar  mission,  there 
are  so  many  sent  to  us  with  defective  elementary  training  that  we 
have  found  it  necessary  to  give  special  attention  to  this  part  of  the 
work;  hence  we  have  fitted  up  a  building  for  the  Preparatory 
School  and  placed  it  in  charge  of  competent  teachers.  To  this  are 
assigned  all  not  prepared  to  enter  the  regular  Seminary  classes. 
No  course  of  study  or  term  of  years  has  been  fixed  for  it,  but  each 
student  has  the  promise  of  promotion  as  soon  as  the  work  is  done. 
For  the  sake  of  thorough  work  in  the  class  room,  and  to  encourage 
the  students,  the  classes  are  arranged,  both  in  this  department  and 
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in  the  Seminary,  by  divisions,  according  to  grade,  so  that  promotion 

is  possible  to  any  student  at    any   time ;  and   failure  to   pass  an 

examination  does  not  mean  the  loss  of  a  whole  year,  but  only  that 

of  a  grade. 

III.     SEMINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  will  provide  for  three  courses  of  study  : 

COMMON  ENGLISH  COURSE. 

In  this  we  will  aim  to  give  our  pupils  a  good  practical  education 
in  the  branches  usually  taught  in  the  Common  school,  such  as  will 
prepare  them  to  become  useful  members  of  society.  It  will  extend 
over  three  years,  as  follows  : 

First  Year — Reading;  Writing;  Spelling;  Grammar  (Reed  & 
Kellogg  higher  lessons);  Arithmetic  (Barnes',  from  Fractions); 
Geography  (Manual). 

Second  Year — Reading;  Writing;  Spelling;  Arithmetic;  Gram- 
mar; U.  S.  History  (Barnes'). 

Third  Year — Algebra  (Wentworth's  shorter  course);  Outlines  of 
History  (Swinton);  Elements  of  Composition  (Chittenden);  How 
Plants  Grow  (Gray) ;  Physiology. 

NORMAL  COURSE. 

Its  object  will  be  to  give  thorough  preparation  for  teaching.  To 
render  it  as  practical  and  efficient  as  possible,  the  elementary 
branches  will  be  reviewed  carefully,  and  actual  practice  in  teaching 
given  in  the  Preparatory  and  English  Departments  throughout  the 
course. 

Special  provision  will  be  made,  in  connection  with  this  course, 
for  graduates  of  the  Seminary  who  may  wish  to  spend  the  Spring 
term  in  Normal  class  work. 

First  Year — Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching,  with  Reviews; 
Physics;  Algebra,  completed;  English  Literature;  Outlines  of 
Bible  History. 

Second  Year — Theory  and  Practice;  Physical  Geography; 
Higher  Arithmetic;  Chemistry;  Geology;  Natural  Theology. 

SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantages  not  afforded  by  the 
Normal  Course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of  Scotia  up 
to  that  of  similar  institutions  elsewhere. 
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First  Year — Algebra,  completed  ;  Physics  ;  English  Literature  ; 
Outlines  of  Bible  History  ;  Latin  (First  Book). 

Second  Year — Physical  Geography  ;  Higher  Arithmetic;  Chem- 
istry; Geology;  Natural  Theology;  Latin  (Caesar  or  Virgil ). 

Third  Year — Geometry;  Mental  Science;  Astronomy;  Chris- 
tian Evidences. 

Diplomas  will  be  given  to  those  who  complete  the  Normal  and 
Scientific  Courses,  and  a  certificate  showing  actual  attainments  at  the 
close  of  the  Common  School  Course,  or  at  any.  time  that  a  student 
for  good  reasons  may  request  it. 

LOCATION. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  in  Concord,  the  county  seat  of 
Cabarrus  County,  N.  C,  on  the  Richmond  and  Danville  Rail  Road, 
twenty  miles  northeast  of  Charlotte. 

CALENDAR. 

The  present  term  closes  Wednesday,  June  12th.  Annual 
address,  Tuesday  evening,  June  11th;  Commencement  exercises, 
Wednesday  morning,  June  12th. 

The  term  for  1889-1890  will  begin  Thursday,  October  10th, 
and  will  close  early  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  of 
about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before 
Wednesday,  October  9th. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15 
for  the  organ  and  $20  for  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one-half  in  advance 
and  one-half  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term,  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  &c,  (not  including  books),  will  be  $45;  of 
which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of  the 
term. 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$6  per  month. 

Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  term 
for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  for  contingent  expenses. 
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GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper  super- 
vision, and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  performance  of 
the  various  duties  assigned. 

Attendance  upon  all  of  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  and 
through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boarders,  unless  excused  for 
special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to*  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time  during 
the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and  brothers, 
is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced  rates. 

DRESS. 

A  plain,  neat  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  That  for  church  is 
uniform,  viz.,  brown  worsted  dress,  with  dark  hat  and  wrap  for 
winter;  for  summer,  white  basque,  with  the  brown  skirt. 

For  school,  dark  calico  dresses  or  worsteds,  with  dark  aprons. 

Each  pupil  must  be  supplied  with  a  coarse  dress  and  large  apron 
for  domestic  work.  Each  article  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with 
the  owner's  name. 

No  jewelry  or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn. 

The  Seminary  is  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  by  whom  the  teachers  are  elected,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  for  Freedmen,  and  the  real 
estate  and  permanent  funds  are  secured  by  deed  or  otherwise  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

TO  OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

Again  we  return  the  most  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Christian 
people  in  the  north,  for  their  gifts  and  sympathy.  We  publish 
herewith  a  list  of  the  money  donations  sent  to  aid  us  in  our  work. 
God  only  knows  what  good  you  have  enabled  us  to  do.  The  boxes 
and  barrels  of  clothing  have  been  more  valuable  than  usual  this 
term,  supplying  in  large  measure  the  need  of  bed  clothing  men- 
tioned in  the  last  catalogue,  and  also  relieving  the  most  pressing 
wants  of  those  students  who  came  to  us  without  a  sufficient  supply 
of  clothing.      We   would  suggest  to  those  who  think  of  sending 
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new  garments,  that  it  would  be  better  to  send  the  material,  to  be 
made  up  here,  as  in  this  way  they  can  help  to  provide  work  for  the 
sewing  room. 

For  the  coming  year,  we  earnestly  ask  the  same  generous 
support  given  in  the  past.  Donations  for  scholarships  have  scarcely 
been  equal  to  the  demand,  and  yet  we  have  exercised  the  utmost 
care  in  the  distribution,  giving  aid  only  when  well  satisfied  both  of 
the  need  and  the  merit  of  the  student. 

Some  steps  have  been  taken  towards  securing  the  support  of  the 
teachers,  so  as  to  put  Scotia  on  the  same  footing  in  this  regard  with 
her  younger  sister,  "  The  Mary  Allen."  The  salaries  of  four 
teachers  having  been  already  pledged. 

To  the  parochial  school  teachers,  missionaries,  and  others  work- 
ing with  us  on  this  field,  we  wish  to  say  a  fews  words:  We  thank 
you  for  the  marks  of  your  continued  confidence.  We  know  you 
are  proud  of  Scotia  and  its  history.  We  look  to  you  for  help,  that 
there  may  be  progress.  We  are  not  now  so  anxious  to  grow  in 
numbers  as  to  raise  the  grade  of  the  seminary. 

As  you  will  see,  more  than  one-half  of  our  students  are  in  the 
preparatory  department.  Too  many  of  these  are  sent  to  us  with- 
out any  regard  to  their  capacity  to  advance.  In  many  cases  we 
are  asked  to  give  aid  to  those  whom  we  cannot  possibly  recommend 
to  those  who  contribute  our  funds.  All  this  tends  to  retard  and 
cripple  our  work.  We  expect  to  be  able  to  aid  those  who  need  it 
and  are  worthy,  but  ask  you,  who  ought  to  be  as  much  interested 
in  this  matter  as  we,  to  exercise  more  care  in  sending  us  students. 
Send  us  only  such  as  can  learn  and  are  in  earnest,  and  before  you 
send  them  drill  them  as  thoroughly  as  possible  on  the  rudiments,  if 
you  can  not  prepare  them  for  the  higher  classes. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumna?  to  the  appeal 
sent  out  concerning  the  proposed  new  building,  Alumnae  Hall. 
Already  we  have  met  with  a  hearty  response  from  many  quarters. 
You  may  be  sure  that  for  any  sacrifice  you  may  make  in  this 
movement,  both  you  and  your  beloved  alma  mater  will  be  richly 
rewarded.  Certificates  of  stock  will  be  sent  to  any  who  may  write 
requesting  them,  either  for  their  own  use  or  to  be  sold  to  others.

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SCOTIA  SEMINARY. 


Its  Mission  and  Organization. 

It  was  founded  to  bring  within  the  reach  of  colored  girls  the 
advantages  of  a  Christian  education  and  to  aid  in  building  up  the 
Presbyterian  Church  among  the  Negroes  of  the  South.  Like  its 
prototype,  the  original  Mt.  Holyoke,  it  aims  to  provide  for  the  hand, 
the  head  and  the  heart  together.  It  is  chartered  by  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  and  the  charter  provides  that  all  elections  of  teachers 
and  trustees  shall  be  valid  only  after  approval  by  the  Board  for 
Freedmen,  and  that  the  title  to  all  property  vests  in  the  same  Board, 
in  case  the  school  ceases  to  be  an  agency  of  the  Northern  Presby- 
terian Church. 


The  Current  Year. 

First  of  all  we  are  constrained  to  put  on  record  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  God's  goodness  to  us.  We  have  never  been  without  special 
marks  of  his  favor,  and  will  not  pretend  to  say  that  this  year  has 
been  richer  in  such  manifestations  than  any  previous  one.  And  yet 
the  signs  of  his  guardian  care  have  been  wonderfully  distinct  through- 
out the  year. 

Our  increase  of  accommodations  has  by  no  means  come  up  to  the 
demand.  Though  we  have  filled  all  the  rooms  even  beyond  their 
intended  capacity,  still  many  have  been  turned  away  who  sought 
admission.  From  all  parts  of  the  field,  word  has  come  to  us  of  the 
good  work  our  students  are  doing,  both  by  their  correct  lives  and 
by  their  efforts  to  help  others,  thus  strengthening  the  school  in  the 
confidence  of  the  people  and  commending  it  to  those  who  are  asking 
where  they  may  gain  an  education. 
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Government  and  Discipline. 

Our  aim  has  always  been  to  appeal  to  the  nobler  natures  of  our 
students  in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  our  wishes.  Our  rules 
prohibit  what  is  unladylike  and  disorderly  and  require  only  what  is 
nece'ssary  to  provide  for  the  mental,  moral  and  physic  il  welfare 
of  all. 

For  the  enforcement  of  these  rules  we  hold  students  as  well  as 
teachers  responsible.  We  propose  to  maintain  a  moral  sentiment  in 
the  school,  which  will  make  anything  vulgar  or  vicious  so  much  out 
of  place  here,  that  it  cannot  stay. 

Seeking  more  effectual  means  of  developing  this  idea  of  self- 
government,  we  have  introduced  what  is  popularly  known  as  "The 
Honor  Roll."  This  roll  is  made  up  of  the  names  of  the  members  of 
the  society  of  the  H.  M.  S.  These  letters  stand  for  certain  words 
used  by  the  teachers  in  conferring  the  honors,  and  understood  by 
the  students.  The  letters  themselves  are  the  symbols  of  three 
degrees  of  merit. 

The  First  Degree — Symbol  H,  is  conferred  on  those  who  have 
proved  themselves  trustworthy. 

Second  Degree — Symbol  M,  is  given  to  those  who  are  careful  in 
the  observance  of  the  rules  of  the  school  and  respectful  to  teachers. 
All  careless  habits,  rude  language,  gaudiness  in  dress  and  hoydenish 
ways  will  disqualify  for  this  honor. 

The  Third  Degree— Symbol  S,  is  the  reward  of  the  earnest, 
diligent  and  successful  student  who  has  made  good  use  of  her  time 
and  good  progress  in  her  studies. 

A  certificate  or  diploma  of  the  Seminary  will  not  be  given  to  any 
student  whose  name  is  not  on  this  Honor  Roll. 

The  name  of  any  graduate  of  the  Seminary  who  is  known  to  have 
been  guilty  of  any  disgraceful  act  will  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  the 
Alumnae. 

The  utmost  care  is  taken  by  the  faculty  to  do  justice  to  all  and  to 
cultivate  that  spirit  of  honor  without  which  there  can  be  no  true 
merit.      The  students  understand  that  their  parents  and   friends  will

be  informed  in  due  time  of  their  standing  in  the  school,  and  that  if 
their  names  are  not  on  the  Honor  Roll  somebody  will  want  to  know 
why. 

Our  Religious  Work. 

An  intelligent  faith  in  God  and  an  educated  conscience  are  the 
only  safeguards  for  these  girls,  in  the  great  world  that  is  waiting 
for  their  work.  Without  these,  we  could  not  think  of  sending 
them  out  to  represent  us  and  the  church  as  teachers  and  home 
makers  and  social  leaders,  upon  whom  the  welfare  of  so  many, 
both  for  this  world  and  the  next,  is  to  depend. 

Every  year  the  Board  for  Freed  men  calls  on  us  for  more  teachers 
in  the  Parochial  Schools  than  we  can  furnish.  A  good  free  school 
system  in  the  South  is  impossible,  mainly  because  of  the  lack  of 
qualified  teachers.  Without  competent  leadership,  what  is  to  become 
of  these  restless  thousands,  eager  for  a  better  life  than  their  present 
one,  and  hoping  to  realize  it  by  means  of  education? 

To  meet  these  demands  and  provide  such  leadership,  we  have 
incorporated  Bible  study  into  every  part  of  our  work.  In  every  way 
we  plan  to  put  the  language  of  God's  word  into  their  mouths,  seeking 
to  make  the  contents  of  the  English  Bible  as  familiar  as  household 
words.  Neither  do  we  forget  under  whose  auspices  we  operate. 
Scotia  is  distinctively  a  Presbyterian  school.  The  faith  of  the 
members  of  other  churches  is  not  interfered  with  ;  but  all  are 
expected  to  attend  upon  the  services  of  our  own  Church,  and  the  study 
of  the  Shorter  Catechism  is  encouraged.  The  prize  of  a  Bible, 
offered  by  our  Board  of  Publication  has  each  year  been  so  effective 
as  a  stimulus  to  this  study,  that  no  other  means  have  been  used.  Of 
the  283  students  enrolled,  251  are  members  of  different  churches  ;  of 
these,  174  are  Presbyterians. 

Industrial  Department. 

Primarily  our  object  in  this  Department  is  Domestic  Training. 
While  the  instruction  given  is  such  as  to  qualify  the  students  to  use 
their  skill  as  a  means  of  making  a  living ;  the  end  we  keep  most 
distinctly  in  view  is,  to  prepare  them  to  be  home  makers,  than  which 
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there  is  no  nobler  work,  none  more  needful,  that  the  body  may  be 
fitted  for  its  great  mission  as  the  temple  of  the  mind  and  the  soul. 

In  the  Sewing-room,  careful,  practical  instruction  is  given  in  plain 
sewing  ;  especial  attention  being  paid  to  patching,  darning,  hemming, 
buttonholes,  cutting  and  making  by  hand  various  garments.  Fancy 
work  is  excluded  as  being  so  fascinating  as  to  interfere  with  plain 
work,  and  requiring  more  time  and  money  than  our  girls  can  afford. 

Hereafter  fine  dress-making  will  be  taught.  Those  who  desire 
may  give  extra  time  to  this  and  when  proficient  will  receive  a 
certificate. 

A  text  book  on  Domestic  Economy  has  been  introduced  and 
instruction  in  all  pertaining  to  the  care  of  a  house  and  right  ways  of 
living  is  given.  Practice  is  secured  in  the  care  of  the  buildings,  and 
in  the  kitchen  and  laundry  work  of  the  Seminary,  all  done  by  the 
girls  under  careful  supervision. 

They  are  carefully  graded  on  the  neatness  and  thoroughness  with 
which  the  domestic  work  is  done  that  it  may  have  equal  honor  with 
other  studies,  thus  raising  the  care  of  the  home  above  mere  drudgery. 
The  fruits  of  this  work  we  are  already  enjoying  as  we  hear  of  and 
see  the  beautiful  homes  of  many  of  our  graduates.  We  have  also 
had  for  several  years  a  text  book  on  nursing  the  sick,  having  in  view 
the  twofold  object  of  teaching  our  girls  how  to  care  for  their  own 
bodies,  a  lesson  which  every  girl  in  the  land  needs  to  learn,  and  how 
to  be  intelligent  and  skillful  in  the  care  of  the  sick.  This  is  a  favorite 
study.  With  their  sympathetic  natures,  warm  hearts  and  deft  hands, 
they  make  most  excellent  nurses.  The  demand  for  trained  nurses 
in  the  South  is  very  pressing  and  would  open  up  a  wide  field  for 
usefulness  to  those  qualified  to  enter  it. 

The  success  of  this  work  has  thus  far  been  seriously  hindered  by 
the  lack  of  opportunity  for  practice.  The  Seminary  is  too  healthy  a 
place  to  give  a  chance  to  teach  much  besides  the  theory  of  nursing. 
Wonderful  openings  there  would  be  for  serving  Christ  in  ministering 
at  the  same  time  to  diseased  souls  and  bodies  bringing  comfort  to 
the  distressed  and  relieving  the  sufferings  of  the  sick  poor,  could  we 
have  a  small  hospital  here.  This  has  long  been  a  cherished  scheme 
in  the  direction  of  rounding  out  our  work  and  preparing  us  more  fully 
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to  fulfill  our  mission.  We  believe  it  will  come  in  God's  own  time. 
Who  will  serve  as  his  instruments.  No  more  beautiful  or  fitting 
memorial  for  a  loved  one  gone  before  could  be  found. 

Literary  Department. 

Our  aim  in  this  is  to  give  to  all  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
common  English  branches  such  as  will  make  them  useful  members 
of  society  and  respectable  teachers  in  the  free  and  parochial  schools. 
Pains  are  taken  to  secure  the  best  text  books,  maps,  charts,  etc.,  and 
to  use  the  methods  best  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  our  work. 

The  work  of  the  Seminary  is  arranged  for  three  courses  of  study, 
viz:  The  Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific.  While  the 
schedule  of  studies  indicates  a  certain  number  of  years  for  each  of 
these,  the  custom  of  the  Seminary  has  been  to  take  all  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  the  work.  No  student  will  be  advanced  from 
one  class  to  another  until  she  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
on  each  branch,  receiving  a  minimum  grade  of  seventy.  A  regular 
certificate  will  be  given  to  each  student  who  has  completed  the 
Grammar  School  course,  with  a  minimum  grade  of  seventy  in  each 
branch  studied.  Diplomas  will  be  given  to  the  graduates  of  the 
Normal  and  Scientific  courses. 

When  the  classes  are  large  they  are  heard  by  divisions,  thus  giving 
to  each  student  a  chance  for  constant  drill,  and  to  the  teachers,  the 
opportunity  to  push  forward  those  capable  of  making  more  rapid 
progress  without  injustice  to  others. 

The  Preparatory  Course. 

We  find  it  necessary  to  retain  a  certain  amount  of  elementary 
work,  though  we  are  steadily  raising  our  standard,  year  by  year. 
Applicants  who  have  complied  with  other  requirements  will  be 
admitted  to  this  department,  after  passing  an  examination  in  Arith- 
metic through  division  of  simple  numbers,  Elementary  Geography, 
Fourth  Reader  and  Primary  Grammar. 

The  course  thus  begun,  will  include  Wentworth's  Elementary 
Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School  to  ex  95;  Elementary  Geog- 
raphy reviewed  and  the  Higher  Geography  through  the  study  of  the 
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United  States;  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No.  1,  and  Reed  & 
Kellogg's  Graded  Lessons.  It  will  not  be  limited  by  any  term  of 
years.  Each  student  is  examined  on  admission  and  if  assigned  to 
this  course  will  be  promoted  to  the  Seminary  when  she  is  prepared 
for  it. 

Grammar  School  Course. 

This  is  designed  to  cover  the  ground  of  our  best  common  schools. 
Special  prominence  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  English  Language. 
Correct- spelling  and  penmanship  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  recitation 
in  written  work,  in  all  branches.  Reading-books  are  selected  with 
reference  to  the  cultivation  of  a  literary  taste  and  general  information, 
as  well  as  oral  expression.  English  and  American  Literature  for  the 
most  part  are  taught  in  the  same  way,  although  some  use  is  made 
of  a  text  book  on  this  subject.  Along  with  the  most  thorough  drill 
in  the  forms  and  principles  of  the  text  book  on  Grammar,  exercises 
in  reproduction  and  original  composition  will  be  required  throughout 
the  course,  keeping  constantly  before  the  minds  of  the  students  the 
end  to  be  gained,  viz  :  facility  and  ease  in  the  use  of  good  English. 

In  Arithmetic  rules  and  formula  are  discarded  as  far  as  possible. 
The  student  is  taught  to  think  out  every  process  and  to  acquire  the 
habit  of  self  dependence.  Mental  and  written  work  are  carried  on 
together  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply  sufficient  practice 
to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  on  the  part  of  the 
class,  additional  exercises  will  be  drawn  from  other  sources. 

History  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  As  indicated  in  the 
outline  of  studies  text  books  are  used  in  United  States,  English  and 
General  History.  Special  attention  is  given  to  current  events  and 
questions  of  fact  raised  in  any  Department  are  referred  to  the  students 
to  be  sought  out  from  books  of  reference  placed  at  their  disposal. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene  are  taught  with  special  reference  to  the 
laws  of  health  and  to  correct  physical  and  moral  habits. 
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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY. 


First  Year. 

Wentworth's  Grammar  School  Arithmetic  to  Percentage;  Lock- 
wood  &  Whitney's  Grammar  to  Syntax;  Geography  completed; 
Spelling  with  the  sounds  of  the  letters;  Reading;  Penmanship. 

Second  Year. 

Arithmetic  to  Proportion;  Grammar  (W.  &  L.  completed);  U.  S- 
History;  Reading;  Spelling  with  study  of  synonyms  ;  Penmanship. 

Third  Year 

Arithmetic  completed;  Strang's  exercises  in  English  with  review 
of  Grammar ;  English  History  ;  English  and  American  Literature ; 
Penmanship;   Spelling  with  study  of  word  analysis. 

Fourth  Year. 

Elements  of  Algebra  (Wentvvorth)  ;  Composition  and  Studies  in 
Prosody,  Physiology,  Botany  ;  General  History,  Bible  History ; 
Methods  of  Teaching. 

Normal  Course. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in  the  art  of 
teaching  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  practice.  The 
students  themselves  are  given  the  opportunity  to  think  out  methods 
of  their  own,  to  study  those  recommended  by  others  and  to  test  them 
under  the  direction  of  a  teacher.  The  other  branches  of  the  course 
are  designed  to  furnish  the  would-be  teacher  with  a  broader  culture 
and  a  more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  her  work  in  the  school 
room.  As  far  as  possible  provision  will  be  made  for  graduates  and 
others  who  may  wish  to  spend  the  Spring  Term  in  Normal  Class 
Work.     This  course  will  cover  two  years,  viz  : 

First  Year. 

Algebra  (advanced),  Physics,  Physical  Geography,  Latin, 
Pedagogics,    Christian  Evidences,  Studies  in  Literature. 
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Second  Year. 

Normal  Reviews,  Higher  Arithmetic,  Rhetoric,  Text  Book  of 
Nursing,  Ethics,  Mental  Science,  Civil  Government,  Latin. 

Scientific  Course. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantages  not  deemed  essential  to 
the  Normal  Course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of  Scotia  up 
to  that  of  similar  institutions  elsewhere. 

Text  books  on  the  Sciences  are  selected  for  general  information 
and  practical  use  rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts  are 
being  made  each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching  by  ex- 
periment. We  expect  to  be  able  to  add  both  interest  and  efficiency 
to  our  work  during  the  next  term  by  the  use  of  the  stereopticon  in 
illustrating  the  various  studies  pursued. 

This  course  will  continue  for  three  years  and  include  in  addition 
to  the  Normal  Course,  Chemistry  and  Geology  for  the  second  year, 
Geometry  and  Astronomy  for  the  third  year. 

Location. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  in  Concord,  the  county-seat  of  Cabarrus 
county,  N.  C,  on  the  Richmond  &  Danville  Railroad,  twenty  miles 
northeast  of  Charlotte. 

Calendar. 

The  present  term  closes  Wednesday,  June  12.  Annual  address, 
Tuesday  evening,  June  11th  ;  Commencement  exercises,  Wednesday 
morning,  June  12;  Twenty-fifth  anniversary  exercises,  Wednesday 
afternoon  and  evening. 

The  term  of  1895-6,  will  begin  Thursday,  October  10th,  and  will 
close  early  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions  of  about 
equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before  Wednesday, 
October  9th. 
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Admission. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from  some 
reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character,  has 
made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies  and  is  not  less  than 
fourteen  years  of  age. 

Expenses. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15  for 
the  organ  and  $20  for  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one-half  in.  advance  and 
one-half  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term,  for  board,  room 
rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books,)  will  be  $45;  of  which 
one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of  three 
months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of  the  term. 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $G 
per  month. 

Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  term 
for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  for  contingent  expenses. 

General  Rules. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper  super- 
vision, and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  performance  of  the 
various  duties  assigned. 

Attendance  upon  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  and 
through  the  week,  is  required  of  all  boarders,  unless  excused  for 
special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time  during 
the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and  brothers, 
is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced  rates. 

The  parents  and  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  send  boxes,  etc  ,  containing  food  to  the  Seminary.  It  will  only 
make  trouble  to  send  them,  as  we  shall  be  forced  to  confiscate  the 
objectionable  contents. 
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Dress. 

Plain,  neat,  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  No  student  will  be 
permitted  to  wear  gaudy  or  showy  clothing  at  any  time.  No  jewelry 
or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn.  Every  article  of  clothing  must  be 
distinctly  marked. 

The  Principal  will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  clothing,  shoes,  etc. 
needed  during  the  term,  thus  saving  expense  of  mail  or  express. 

To  Our  Friends  and  Patrons. 

To  the  ministers  and  teachers,  the  parents  and  guardians  of  our 
students  we  return  our  most  hearty  thanks  for  your  confidence,  and 
for  the  many  ways  in  which  you  have  sympathized  and  co-operated 
with  us  in  our  work.  With  very  few  exceptions  the  influence  of  the 
home  has  sustained  the  discipline  of  the  Seminary.  We  hope  this 
will  continue  to  be  so.  We  shall  spare  no  pains  to  guard  the  interests 
of  those  placed  under  our  care,  and  unless  you  are  willing  to  trust  us, 
we  prefer  that  you  should  send  your  children  elsewhere.  We  would 
call  your  attention  especially  to  the  advance  made  in  the  course  of 
study.  We  are  expected  to  furnish  the  facilities  for  higher  educa- 
tion ;  to  meet  this  demand  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should 
reduce  the  amount  of  elementary  work.  Do  not  send  us  your  little 
children,  we  cannot  give  them  the  care  they  need,  and  do  not  want 
any  under  fourteen  years  of  age.  Do  not  send  the  sickly  girls;  they 
cannot  meet  the  requirements  and  we  have  not  time  to  take  care  of 
them.  We  want  wide  awake,  earnest  girls  who  intend  to  make  the 
most  of  their  chance.  We  expect  every  one  to  do  all  she  can  for 
herself  and  we  will  cancel  promptly  all  promises  of  aid,  when  we  find 
that  the  student  either  does  not  need  or  is  not  worthy  of  it. 

Our  friends  of  the  North  have  our  deepest  gratitude  for  the  gener- 
ous gifts  and  kind  words  with  which  they  have  sustained  us.  We 
have  depended  this  year  as  before,  on  your  devotion  to  this  cause 
and  on  your  confidence  in  our  work,  in  laying  our  plans.  We  have 
filled  up  the  school  with  what  seemed  the  best  material  available, 
believing  that  you  would  help  us  through.  Thus  far  we  have  not 
been  disappointed.       Although  the  debt  burdened    Boards  and   the 
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benighted  heathen,  and  the  mountain  whites  have  made  large 
demands  on  the  sympathies  and  the  purses  of  Presbyterians,  we  are 
very  thankful  that  we  can  say  that  the  friends  of  Scotia  have  so  well 
cared  for  us,  that  we  still  have  almost  every  room  full  and  have  but 
little  fear  that  any  important  interest  will  suffer  this  time  under  the 
pressure  of  the  hard  times. 

Our  students  have  generally  been  wide  awake  and  earnest  in  their 
work.  While  there  has  been  no  general  spiritual  awakening,  there 
has  been  the  usual  interest  in  Bible  study  and  religious  services,  with 
quite  a  number  of  professed  conversions. 

The  Missionary  Society,  in  addition  to  its  regular  scholarship  at 
Renita,  Africa,  gave  $23  to  help  rebuild  "Mary  Holmes"  Seminary. 

Encouraging  reports  come  to  us  from  the  field  of  the  good  work 
being  done  by  our  graduates. 

We  are  exercising  the  utmosi  care  to  use  the  money  placed  at  our 
disposal  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  make  it  go  as  far  as  possible. 
The  scholarship  of  $50  meets  the  expense  for  the  term  of  board, 
room,  fuel,  light  and  washing.  We  insist  that  every  student  shall 
help  herself  as  much  as  she  is  able.  About  one-half  support  them- 
selves, many  others  can  pay  a  part,  but  for  a  great  many  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  to  escape  from  their  present  condition  and 
prepare  themselves  to  help  others,  unless  you  will  send  us  the  money 
with  which  to  give  them  the  opportunity.  We  cannot  begin  to 
describe  the  necessity  for  missionary  work  in  the  schools  and  the 
homes.  If  you  could  only  see  for  yourselves  how  efficiently  these 
demands  are  being  met  by  the  Christian  workers  you  have  helped  us 
to  train  in  the  past,  we  are  sure  you  would  feel  encouraged  to  keep 
on  as  you  have  begun.  May  we  not  depend  on  you  to  sustain  us  the 
next  year  as  liberally  as  you  have  this  ?  We  also  acknowledge  two 
gifts  from  those  who  have  been  called  home, — one  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Ceorge  W.  Richardson,  Philadelphia,  of  $500  ;  the  other  of 
$1,000,  forwarded  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Lilley,  of  New  Milford,  Pa.,  as  a 
gift  from  his  deceased  wife.  The  latter  seems  to  have  come  as  if  in 
answer  to  our  appeals  and  prayers  in  behalf  of  the  Nurse's  Training 
School.  If  we  could  only  feel  assured  that  $500  more  would  be 
ready  for  us  when  we  need  it,  we   vvould  begin  at  once   to  make  our 
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plans  for  the  building  and  the  work.  We  regard  this  as  an  enterprise 
of  very  great  importance.  When  so  little  is  needed  to  put  it  into 
operation,  must  we  wait  for  it  for  another  year  ?

Last  year  we  sent  out  with  our  catalogue  a  trial  list,  hoping  it  might 
assist  us  in  gathering  fuller  information  and  thus  enable  us  to  send 
out  a  complete  list  of  the  graduates  of  the  Seminary. 

Many  have  responded,  but  many  others  have  not ;  and  after  using 
all  the  means  available,  we  still  find  our  report  not  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  Faculty  takes  this  opportunity  to  extend  the  Alumnae  our 
most  hearty  congratulations  on  the  good  record  you  as  a  body  have 
made  in  building  on  the  foundations  laid  here.  Your  praise  is  on  the 
lips  of  many,  and  we  are  proud  of  you  and  rejoice  in  the  goodly 
measure  of  success  you  have  achieved.  We  also  invite  you  most 
cordially  to  come  back  to  Scotia  as  to  your  own  home ;  for  this  year 
is  our  "quarter  centennial,"  and  we  want  to  make  the  anniversary  one 
of  the  best  days  in  all  our  history.  Wednesday  afternoon  and  even- 
ing will  be  given  up  to  formal  and  informal  exercises  in  memory  of 
the  early  days  of  Scotia,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  make  all  who 
come  feel  welcome  in  their  Alma  mater.

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SCOTIA   SEMINARY 


Its  Mission  and   Organization. 

It  was  founded  to  bring  within  the  reach  of  colored  girls  the 
advantages  of  a  Christian  education  and  to  aid  in  building  up  the 
Presbyterian  Church  among  the  Negroes  of  the  South.  Like  its 
prototype,  the  original  Mt.  Holyoke,  it  aims  to  provide  for  the 
hand,  the  head  and  the  heart  together.  It  is  chartered  by  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  charter  provides  that  all  elections 
of  teachers  and  trustees  shall  be  valid  only  after  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Freedmen,  and  that  the  title  to  all  property  vests  in  the 
same  Board  in  case  the  school  ceases  to  be  an  agency  of  the 
Northern  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Current   Year. 

In  many  ways  God  has  been  very  good  to  us  this  year.  Early 
in  the  term  there  were  signs  of  unusual  interest  among  the  stu- 
dents in  Bible  study  and  in  all  religious  exercises.  We  shall  not 
soon  forget  that  quiet  but  earnest  work  which  resulted  in  the  con- 
version of  so  many  of  our  number. 

Quite  an  interest  was  aroused  in  the  cause  of  Temperance  by 
the  visit  of  Mrs.  Thurman,  one  of  the  officers  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U., 
for  whose  wise  words  of  counsel  we  are  very  grateful.  For  har- 
mony among  ourselves  and  for  sympathetic  and  generous  support 
from  our  friends  in  the  North  we  have  peculiar  reason  to  be 
thankful.  We  are  glad  also  to  be  able  to  note  progress  in  the 
disposition  and  ability  of  our  students  to  help  themselves  as  more 
has  been  done  this  term  in  that  direction  than  formerly. 

Many  have  sought  admission  in  vain  because  our  rooms  are 
full,  and  at  this  date,  (April  1st,)  there  is  scarcely  a  vacant  place. 
This  has   been  to   us  a  year  of  sadness  also.     All  hearts  were 
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touched  with  it  when  Ave  first  met,  by  the  absence  of  a  favorite 
pupil,  a  member  of  the  graduating  class — Lucy  M.  Hughes — 
who  was  called  to  her  rest  during  the  vacation.  Her  beautiful 
death  Avas  a  fitting  climax  to  her  beautiful  life. 

Then,  right  in  the  middle  of  the  term,  the  death  of  Miss  H. 
K.  Dain  came  upon  us  almost  like  a  clap  of  thunder  out  of  a 
clear  sky.  For  nearly  six  years  she  has  been  Avith  ns  and  has 
worked  for  Scotia  Avith  wonderful  success  and  devotion.  Plan- 
ning still  larger  things  and  working  as  never  before,  she  took 
sick  in  the  class-room  and  in  a  few  days  all  was  over.  Surely 
hers  should  be  a  precious  memory  in  years  to  come  for  all  of  us 
who  knew  her  here. 

Most  cheering  words  have  come  to  us  from  the  old  students 
who  are  doing  the  Master's  work  both  far  and  near,  and  winning 
golden  opinions  for  themselves  and  their  alma  mater. 

Government  and  Discipline. 

Our  aim  has  always  been  to  appeal  to  the  nobler  natures  of  our 
students  in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  our  Avishes.  Our  rules 
prohibit  Avhat  is  unladylike  and  disorderly  and  require  only  Avhat 
is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  mental,  moral  and  physical  Avelfare 
of  all. 

For  the  enforcement  of  these  rules  Ave  hold  students  as  Avell  as 
teachers  responsible.  We  propose  to  maintain  a  moral  sentiment 
in  the  school,  which  will  make  anything  vulgar  or  vicious  so  much 
out  of  place  here,  that  it  cannot  stay. 

Seeking  more  effectual  means  of  developing  this  idea  of  self- 
government,  Ave  have  introduced  Avhat  is  popularly  known  as 
"  The  Honor  Roll."  This  roll  is  made  up  of  the  names  of  the 
members  of  the  society  of  the  H.  M.  S.  These  letters  stand  for 
certain  words  used  by  the  teachers  in  conferring  the  honors,  and 
understood  by  the  students.  The  letters  themselves  are  the 
symbols  of  three  degrees  of  merit. 

The  First  Degree — Symbol  H,  is  conferred  on  those  avIio  have 
proved  themselves  trustworthy. 
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Second  Degree — Symbol  M,  is  given  to  those  who  are  careful  in 
the  observance  of  the  rules  of  the  school  and  respectful  to  teachers. 
All  careless  habits,  rude  language,  gaudiness  in  dress  and  hoydenish 
ways  will  disqualify  for  this  honor. 

The  Third  Degree — Symbol  S,  is  the  reward  of  the  earnest, 
diligent  and  successful  student  who  has  made  good  use  of  her  time 
and  good  progress  in  her  studies. 

A  certificate  or  diploma  of  the  Seminary  will  not  be  given  to 
any  student  whose  name  is  not  on  this  Honor  Roll. 

The  name  of  any  graduate  of  the  Seminary  who  is  known  to 
have  been  guilty  of  any  disgraceful  act  will  be  stricken  from  the 
roll  of  the  Alumnse. 

The  utmost  care  is  taken  by  the  faculty  to  do  justice  to  all  and 
to  cultivate  that  spirit  of  honor  without  which  there  can  be  no 
true  merit.  The  students  understand  that  their  parents  and  friends 
will  be  informed  in  due  time  of  their  standing  in  the  school,  and 
that  if  their  names  are  not  on  the  Honor  Roll  somebody  will 
want  to  know  why. 

Our  Religious  Work. 

An  intelligent  faith  in  God  and  an  educated  conscience  are  the 
only  safeguards  for  these  girls,  in  the  great  world  that  is  waiting 
for  their  work.  Without  these,  we  could  not  think  of  sending 
them  out  to  represent  us  and  the  church  as  teachers  and  home 
makers  and  social  leaders,  upon  whom  the  welfare  of  so  many, 
both  for  this  world  and  the  next,  is  to  depend. 

Every  year  the  Board  of  Freedmen  calls  on  us  for  more  teachers 
in  the  Parochial  Schools  than  we  can  furnish.  A  good  free  school 
system  in  the  South  is  impossible,  mainly  because  of  the  lack  of 
qualified  teachers.  Without  competent  leadership,  what  is  to 
become  of  these  restless  thousands,  eager  for  a  better  life  than  their 
present  one,  and  hoping  to  realize  it  by  means  of  education  ? 

To  meet  these  demands  and  provide  such  leadership,  we  have 
incorporated  Bible  study  iuto  every  part  of  our  work.  In  every 
way  we  plan  to  put  the  language  of  God's  word  into  their  mouths, 
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seeking  to  make  the  contents  of  the  English  Bible  as  familiar  as 
household  words.  Neither  do  we  forget  under  whose  auspices  .we 
operate.  Scotia  is  distinctively  a  Presbyterian  school.  The  faith 
of  the  members  of  other  churches  is  not  interfered  with ;  but  all 
are  expected  to  attend  upon  the  services  of  our  own  church,  and 
the  study  of  the  Shorter  Catechism  is  encouraged.  The  prize  of 
a  Bible,  offered  by  our  Board  of  Publication  has  each  year  been 
so  effective  as  a  stimulus  to  this  study,  that  no  other  means  have 
been  used.  Of  the  283  students  enrolled,  251  are  members  of 
different  churches;  of  these,  174  are  Presbyterians. 

Industrial  Department, 

Primarily  our  object  in  this  Department  is  Domestic  Training. 
While  the  instruction  given  is  such  as  to  qualify  the  students  to 
use  their  skill  as  a  means  of  making  a  living  ;  the  end  we  keep 
most  distinctly  in  view  is,  to  prepare  them  to  be  home  makers, 
than  which  there  is  no  nobler  work,  none  more  needful,  that  the 
body  may  be  fitted  for  its  great  mission  as  the  temple  of  the  mind 
and  the  soul. 

In  the  Sewing-room  systematic,  practical  instruction  is  given  in 
plain  sewing;  especial  attention  being  paid  to  patching,  darning, 
hemming,  buttonholes,  cutting  and  making  various  garments. 
Fancy  work  is  excluded  as  being  so  fascinating  as  to  interfere 
with  plain  work,  and  requiring  more  time  and  money  than  our 
girls  can  afford. 

Fine  dress-making  has  also  been  introduced.  Those  who  desire 
may  give  extra  time  to  this  and  when  proficient  will  receive  a 
certificate  from  this  department. 

A  text  book  on  Domestic  Economy  has  been  introduced  and 
instruction  in  all  pertaining  to  the  care  of  a  house  and  right  ways 
of  living  is  given.  Practice  is  secured  in  the  care  of  the  build- 
ings, and  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry  work  of  the  Seminary,  all 
done  by  the  girls  under  careful  supervision.  Special  lessons  are 
given  in  Cooking.  From  this  Department  also  certificates  will 
be  given  to  those  who  have  come  up  to  our  standard  of  proficiency. 
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They  are  carefully  graded  on  the  neatness  and  thoroughness  with 
which  the  domestic  work  is  done  that  it  may  have  equal  honor 
with  other  studies,  thus  raising  the  care  of  the  home  above  mere 
drudgery.  The  fruits  of  this  work  we  are  already  enjoying  as  we 
hear  of  and  see  the  beautiful  homes  of  many  of  our  graduates. 
We  have  also  had  for  several  years  a  text  book  on  nursing  the 
sick,  having  in  view  the  twofold  object  of  teaching  our  girls  how 
to  care  for  their  own  bodies,  a  lesson  which  every  girl  in  the  land 
needs  to  learn,  and  how  to  be  intelligent  and  skillful  in  the  care 
of  the  sick.  This  is  a  favorite  study.  •  With  their  sympathetic 
natures,  warm  hearts  and  deft  hands,  they  make  most  excellent 
nurses.  The  demand  for  trained  nurses  in  the  South  is  very 
pressing  and  would  open  up  a  wide  field  for  usefulness  to  those 
qualified  to  enter  it. 

Literary  Department. 

Our  aim  in  this  is  to  give  to  all  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
common  English  branches  such  as  will  make  them  useful  members 
of  society  and  respectable  teachers  in  the  free  and  paiochial  schools. 
Pains  are  taken  to  secure  the  best  text  books,  maps,  charts,  etc., 
and  to  use  the  methods  best  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  our 
work. 

The  work  of  the  Seminary  is  arranged  for  three  courses  of 
study,  viz  :  The  Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific. 
While  the  schedule  of  studies  indicates  a  certain  number  of  years 
for  each  of  these,  the  custom  of  the  Seminary  has  been  to  take  all 
the  time  necessary  to  complete  the  work.  No  student  will  be 
advanced  from  one  class  to  another  until  she  has  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination  on  each  branch,  receiving  a  minimum  grade 
of  seventy.  A  regular  certificate  will  be  given  to  each  student 
who  has  completed  the  Grammar  School  course  with  a  minimum 
grade  of  seventy  in  each  branch  studied.  Diplomas  will  be  given  to 
the  graduates  of  the  Normal  and  Scientific  courses. 
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When  the  classes  are  large  they  are  heard  by  divisions,  thus 
giving  to  each  student  a  chance  for  constant  drill,  and  to  the 
teachers,  the  opportunity  to  push  forward  those  capable  of  making 
more  rapid  progress  without  injustice  to  others. 

The  Preparatory  Course. 

We  find  it  necessary  to  retain  a  certain  amount  of  elementary 
work,  though  we  are  steadily  raising  our  standard,  year  by  year. 
Applicants  who  have  complied  with  other  requirements  will  be 
admitted  to  this  department,  after  passing  an  examination  in 
Arithmetic  through  division  of  simple  numbers,  Elementary 
Geography,  Fourth  Reader  and   Primary  Grammar. 

The  course  thus  begun,  will  include  Wentworth's  Elementary 
Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School  to  ex  95  ;  Frye's  Elementary 
Geography  reviewed  and  the  Higher  Geography  through  the 
study  of  the  United  States  ;  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No.  1, 
and  Reed  and  Kellogg's  Graded  Lessons.  It  will  not  be  limited 
by  any  term  of  years.  Each  student  is  examined  on  admission 
and  if  assigned  to  this  course  will  be  promoted  to  the  Seminary 
when  she  is  prepared  for  it. 

Grammar  School  Course. 

This  is  designed  to  cover  the  ground  of  our  best  common 
schools.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  English 
Language.  Correct  spelling  and  penmanship  are  made  tests  of  a 
perfect  recitation  in  written  work,  in  all  branches.  Reading 
books  are  selected  with  reference  to  the  cultivation  of  a  literary 
taste  and  general  information,  as  wrell  as  oral  expression.  English 
and  American  Literature  for  the  most  part  are  taught  in  the  same 
way,  although  some  use  is  made  of  a  text  book  on  this  subject. 
Along  with  the  most  thorough  drill  in  the  forms  and  principles 
of  the  text  book  on  Grammar,  exercises  in  reproduction  and 
original  composition  will  be  required  throughout  the  course, 
keeping  constantly  before  the  minds  of  the  students  the  end  to  be 
gained,  viz  :  facility  and  ease  in  the  use  of  good  English. 
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In  Arithmetic  rules  and  formula  are  discarded  as  far  as  possible. 
The  student  is  taught  to  think  out  every  process  and  to  acquire 
habits  of  self  dependence.  Mental  and  written  work  are  carried 
on  together  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply  sufficient 
practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  on  the  part 
of  the  class,  additional  exercises  will  be  drawn  from  other  sources. 

History  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  As  indicated  in  the 
outline  of  studies  text  books  are  used  in  United  States,  English 
and  General  History.  Special  attention  is  given  to  current  events 
and  questions  of  fact  raised  in  any  Department  are  referred  to  the 
students  to  be  sought  out  from  books  of  reference  placed  at  their 
disposal. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene  are  taught  with  special  reference  to 
the  laws  of  health  and  to  correct  physical  and  moral  habits. 


OUTLINE  OF  STUDY. 


First  Year. 

Wentworth's  Grammar  School  Arithmetic  to  Percentage  ; 
Metcalf 's  Grammar,  Part  I ;  Geography  completed  ;  Spelling 
with  the  sounds  of  the  letters  ;  Reading  ;  Penmanship. 

Second  Year. 

Arithmetic  to  Proportion  ;  Grammar,  Part  II ;  U.  S.  History  ; 
Reading;  Spelling  with  study  of  synonyms;  Penmanship. 

Third  Year. 

Arithmetic  completed  ;  Grammar  completed  ;  English  History  ; 
English  and  American  Literature,  (Raub) ;  Penmanship  ;  Spelling 
with  study  of  Avord  analysis. 

Fourth  Year. 

Elements  of  Algebra  (Wentworth)  ;  Rhetoric  (Genung's  Out- 
lines) ;  Physiology,  Botany  ;  General  History,  Bible  History  ; 
Methods  of  Teaching. 
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Normal  Course. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in  the 
art  of  teaching  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  practice. 
The  students  themselves  are  given  the  opportunity  to  think  out 
methods  of  their  own,  to  study  those  recommended  by  others  and 
to  test  them  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher.  The  other  branches 
of  the  course  are  designed  to  furnish  the  would-be  teacher  Avith  a 
broader  culture  and  a  more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  her 
work  in  the  school  room.  As  far  as  possible  provision  will  be 
made  for  graduates  and  others  who  may  wish  to  spend  the  Spring 
Term  in  Normal  Class  Work.  This  course  will  cover  two 
years,  viz  : 

First  Year. 

Algebra,  (advanced),  Physics,  Physical  Geography,  Latin, 
Pedagogics,  Studies  in  Literature,  Church  History  and  Church 
Government. 

Second  Year. 

Normal  Eeviews,  Higher  Arithmetic,  Rhetoric,  Text  Book  of 
Nursing,  Ethics,  Mental  Science,  Civil  Government,  Latin. 

Scientific  Course. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantages  not  deemed  essential 
to  the  Normal  Course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of 
Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  institutions  elsewhere. 

Text  books  on  the  Sciences  are  selected  for  general  information 
and  practical  use  rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts 
are  being  made  each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching  by 
experiment. 

This  course  will  continue  for  three  years  and  include  in 
addition  to  the  Normal  Course,  Chemistry  and  Geology  for  the 
second  year,  Geometry  and  Astronomy  for  the  third  year. 
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Location. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  in  Concord,  the  county-seat  of 
Cabarrus  county,  N.  C,  on  the  Richmond  &  Danville  Railroad, 
twenty  miles  northeast  of  Charlotte. 

Calendar. 

The  present  term  closes  Wednesday,  June  10th.  Annual 
address,  Tuesday  evening,  June  9th ;  Commencement  exercises, 
Wednesday  morning,  June  10th. 

The  term  of  1896-7,  will  begin  Thursday,  October  15th,  and 
will  close  early  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions  of 
about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before 
Wednesday,  October  9th. 

Admission. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from  some 
reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character,  has 
made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies  and  is  not  less  than 
fourteen  years  of  age. 

Expenses. 

No  charge  is  mode  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15 
for  the  organ  and  $20  for  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one-half  in 
advance  and  one-half  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term,  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books,)  will  be  $45  ;  of 
which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of 
the  term. 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$6  per  month. 

Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-live  cents  per 
term  for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents 
per  month  for  contingent  expenses. 
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General    Rules. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper 
supervision,  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  various  duties  assigned. 

Attendance  upon  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  and 
through  the  week,  is  required  of  all  boarders,  unless  excused  for 
special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time 
during  the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and 
brothers,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced  rates. 

The  parents  and  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  send  boxes,  etc.,  containing  food  to  the  Seminary.  It  will 
only  make  trouble  to  send  them,  as  we  shall  be  forced  to  confis- 
cate the  objectionable  contents. 

Dress. 

Plain,  neat,  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  No  student  will  be 
permitted  to  wear  gaudy  or  showy  clothing  at  any  time.  No 
jewelry  or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn.  Every  article  of  clothing 
must  be  distinctly  marked. 

The  Principal  will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  clothing,  shoes, 
etc.,  needed  during  the  term,  thus  saving  expense  of  mail  or 
express. 

To  Our  Friends  and  Patrons. 

To  the  ministers  and  teachers,  the  parents  and  guardians  of  our 
students  we  return  our  most  hearty  thanks  for  your  confidence, 
and  for  the  many  ways  in  which  you  have  sympathized  and  co- 
operated with  us  in  our  work.  With  very  few  exceptions  the 
influence  of  the  home  has  sustained  the  discipline  of  the  Seminary. 
We  hope  this  will  continue  to  be  so.  We  shall  spare  no  pains 
to  guard  the  interests  of  those  placed  under  our  care,  and  unless 
you  are  willing  to  trust  us,  we  prefer  that  you  should  send  your 
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children  elsewhere.  We  would  call  your  attention  especially  to 
the  advance  made  in  the  course  of  study.  We  are  expected  to 
furnish  the  facilities  for  higher  education  ;  to  meet  this  demand 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  reduce  the  amount  of 
elementary  work.  Do  not  send  us  your  little  children,  we 
cannot  give  them  the  care  they  need,  and  do  not  want  any  imder 
fourteen  years  of  age.  Do  not  send  the  sickly  girls ;  they 
cannot  meet  the  requirements  and  wTe  have  not  time  to  take  care 
of  them.  We  want  wide  awake,  earnest  girls  who  intend  to 
make  the  most  of  their  chance.  We  expect  every  one  to  do  all 
she  can  for  herself  and  we  will  cancel  promptly  all  promises  of 
aid,  when  we  find  that  the  student  either  does  not  need  or  is  not 
worthy  of  it. 

Our  friends  of  the  North  have  our  deepest  gratitude  for  the 
generous  gifts  and  kind  words  with  which  they  have  sustained  us. 
We  have  depended  this  year,  as  before,  on  your  devotion  to  this 
cause  and  on  your  confidence  in  our  work,  in  laying  our  plaus. 
We  have  filled  up  the  school  with  what  seemed  the  best  material 
available,  believing  that  you  would  help  us  through.  Thus  far 
we  have  not  been  disappointed.  Although  the  debt  burdened 
Boards  and  the  benighted  heathen,  and  the  mountain  whites  have 
made  large  demands  on  the  sympathies  and  the  purses  of  Presby- 
terians, we  are  very  thankful  that  we  can  say  that  the  friends  of 
Scotia  have  so  well  cared  for  us,  that  wTe  still  have  almost  every 
room  full  and  have  but  little  fear  that  any  important  interest  will 
suffer  this  time  under  the  pressure  of  the  hard  times. 

Encouraging  reports  come  to  us  from  the  field  of  the  good  work 
being  done  by  our  graduates. 

We  are  exercising  the  utmost  care  to  use  the  money  placed  at  our 
disposal  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  make  it  go  as  far  as  possible. 
The  scholarship  of  $50  meets  the  expense  for  the  term  of  board, 
room,  fuel,  light  and  washing.  We  insist  that  every  student  shall 
help  herself  as  much  as  she  is  able.  About  one-half  support  them- 
selves, many  others  can  pay  a  part,  but  for  a  great  many  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  to  escape  from  their  present  condition  and 
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prepare  themselves  to  help  others,  unless  you  will  send  us  the 
money  with  which  to  give  them  the  opportunity.  We  cannot 
begin  to  describe  the  necessity  for  missionary  work  in  the  schools 
and  the  homes.  If  you  could  only  see  for  yourselves  how  efficiently 
these  demands  are  being  met  by  the  Christian  workers  you  have 
helped  us  to  train  in  the  past,  we  are  sure  you  Avould  feel  encouraged 
to  keep  on  as  you  have  begun.  May  we  not  depend  on  you  to 
sustain  us  the  next  year  as  liberally  as  you  have  this  ? 

The  Nurses'  Training  Department. 

For  several  years  we  have  been  publishing  in  the  catalogue  the 
promise  of  a  Nurse's  Training  Department.  Pressing  need  on 
other  parts  of  the  field  has  kept  us  from  urging  the  matter  and 
sending  out  our  appeal.  We  have  been  unable  to  see  that  others 
have  gained  by  our  delay  inside  our  own  church  while  this  work 
is  being  taken  up  by  the  schools  of  the  other  churches  and  by  the 
State  schools  at  Hampton,  Tuskeegee  and  elsewhere,  which  are 
supported  in  large  measure  by  the  contributions  of  Presbyterians. 
These  facts  seem  to  us  to  indicate  that  the  time  has  come  at 
least  to  test  the  mind  of  our  friends  on  the  subject.  A  plan  was 
carefully  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary. 
Dr.  J.  J.  Francis,  of  Cincinnati  writes  :  "  May  God  speed  the 
good  work,  which  I  believe  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  valuable  features  of  the  Seminary."  The  follow- 
ing words  are  taken  from  the  letter  of  Dr.  Geo.  D.  Baker,  of 
Philadelphia  :  "  I  certainly  approve  the  project.  The  times  are 
hard  but  I  think  there  is  no  use  in  waiting."  From  a  letter  of  Dr. 
S.  C.  Logan,  of  Scranton,  I  quote  :  "  A  modest  hospital  for  the 
preparation  of  nurses  would  strike  me  as  one  of  the  greatest  and 
most  far  reaching  forces  for  the  blessing  of  the  great  mass ;  the 
small  cost  as  you  have  proposed  it,  would  seem  to  warrant  a 
speedy  success."  Dr.  Chas.  P.  Coit,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  says  : 
"  I  heartily  approve  of  your  general  idea  and  I  believe  that  the 
friends  of  the  Freedmen  not  only  in  the  church,  but  outside  will 
sustain  the  movement  by  their  gifts." 
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Encouraged  by  these  responses  we  have  prepared  our  plans  and 
now  lay  our  cause  before  the  friends  who  have  always  provided 
so  that  the  field  might  be  occupied  as  fast  as  the  workers  were 
ready  for  it. 

Two  things  are  to  be  looked  after  in  this  enterprise : — "  A 
modest  hospital  building  "  as  Dr.  Logan  says,  and  the  running 
expenses.  Drawings  have  been  prepared  of  such  a  building  as  in 
our  judgment  will  serve  our  purpose.  It  provides  for  three 
wards,  one  each  for  men,  women  and  children  in  the  wings,  while 
the  central  building  will  furnish  accomodation  for  the  nurses  and 
for  private  patients.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  this  on  ground  con- 
venient to  the  Seminary.  The  estimated  cost  of  building  and 
furniture  is  $3,500.  The  Miss  Willards,  of  Auburn,  N.  Y., 
have  pledged  $600  for  the  children's  ward  on  condition  that  the 
full  amount  is  raised.  The  other  two  wards  are  estimated 
at  $750.00  each— the  beds  at  $60.00  and  $75.00  each.  We 
have  reason  to  believe  that  one-half  of  the  amount  is  already 
in  sight,  and  our  past  experience  leads  us  to  expect  that  our  friends 
will  soon  place  the  full  amount  needed  at  our  disposal.  The 
physicians  of  the  community  endorse  the  movement  heartily. 
We  expect  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  the  county  officers.  The 
main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway  System  passes  through  Con- 
cord and  influence  will  be  brought  to  bear  to  get  patronage  from 
that  source.  In  addition  to  these  we  are  in  a  town  of  6,000  in- 
habitants which  makes  no  provision  whatever  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  among  the  poor. 

We  are  quite  hopeful,  with  these  surroundings,  that  we  shall 
have  work  to  do  and  that  we  shall  be  able  to  furnish  our  Nurses' 
Training  Class  with  the  practice  necessary  to  prepare  them  for 
their  calling. 

It  is  impossible  for  us  to  make  it  plain  to  our  friends  in  the 
North  how  much  it  will  mean  to  these  bright  earnest  girls  to 
have  another  opening  to  useful  life  which  will  give  them  a  chance 
to  use  their  nobler  gifts  and  to  make  a  better  living.  We  do  not 
hesitate  to    avow  this  as    our  principal    motive  in  making  this 
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move.  We  are  educating  missionary  workers  but  when  the 
school  rooms  are  filled  or  the  brief  school  term  (two  to  four  months 
generally)  over,  missionaries  have  scarcely  anything  to  turn  to 
but  domestic  service.  We  do  not  think  we  have  made  a  mistake 
in  assuming  that  in  course  of  time  the  South  will  find  a  place  for 
our  trained  nurses  and  that  they  will  be  able  to  do  most  efficient 
service  for  the  Master  as  well  as  for  humanity  in  their  ministra- 
tion to  the  sick.  It  would  be  just  as  hard  for  me  to  tell  you  how 
much  their  services  are  needed  among  the  colored  people.  The 
high  death-rate  so  often  alluded  to  is  due  not  to  any  race  pecu- 
liarity but  to  ignorance  and  exposure  and  poverty.  To  be  able 
to  place  in  each  one  of  our  large  towns  one  of  these  girls  thor- 
oughly imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Christian  love  and  thoroughly 
qualified  to  teach  these  people  how  to  take  care  of  their  bodies 
would  do  as  much,  in  our  judgment,  toward  their  redemption  as 
any  other  agency  that  could  be  named. 

We  ask  you  to  think  of  it  and  shall  await  the  result,  believing 
that  it  is  God's  work  and  if  he  means  for  us  to  do  it  He  will  find 
a  way.

ITS   MISSION   AND  ORGANIZATION. 

It  was  founded  to  bring  within  the  reach  of  colored  girls  the 
advantages  of  a  Christian  education  and  to  aid  in  building  up  the 
Presbyterian  Church  among  the  Negroes  of  the  South.  Like  its 
prototype,  the  original  Mt.  Holyoke,  it  aims  to  provide  for  the 
hand,  the  head  and  the  heart  together.  It  is  chartered  by  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  and  the  charter  provides  that  all  elections  of 
teachers  and  trustees  shall  be  valid  only  after  approval  by  the  Board 
of  Freedmen,  and  that  the  title  to  all  property  vests  in  the  same 
Board  in  case  the  school  ceases  to  be  an  agency  of  the  Northern 
Presbyterian  Church. 

THE   CURRENT    YEAR. 

The  history  of  the  school  during  the  term  has  been  marked  by 
few  incidents  worthy  of  special  mention.  We  have  had  about  our 
usual  experience  of  good  health  among  teachers  and  scholars.  In 
their  devotion  to  study  and  observance  of  the  rules  the  average  on 
the  part  of  the  students  compares  favorably  with  former  years. 
Since  the  middle  of  the  term  our  hearts  have  been  cheered  by  signs 
of  the  Holy  Spirit's  presence,  as  shown  both  by  the  conversion  of 
sinners  and  by  more  zeal  and  though tfuln ess  on  the  part  of  professing 
Christians. 

"The  News"  has  scarcely  met  with  the  reception  among  the 
students  and  alumnae  we  had  hoped  for.  While  a  goodly  number 
have  welcomed  it  enthusiastically  and  have  responded  cordially  to 
our  appeals  for  help,  many  more  have  shown  no  sort  of  interest  in  it. 
We  fear  that  some  of  our  Scotia  girls  become  so  much  absorbed  in 
the  struggle  to  live  and  get  on  in  the  world  that  they  forget  that 
their  alma  mater  needs  them.  We  shall  still  hope  for  a  more  general 
support  of  our  "News,"  trusting  it  may  yet  become  the  bond  of  a 
closer  union  between  Scotia  and  her  widely  scattered  children. 

No  other  event  of  the  year  has  claimed  so  large  a  share  of  at- 
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tention  as  the  death  of  Dr.  Dorland.  In  January,  1867,  he  and  his 
wife  began  the  work  in  Concord  which  afterward  resulted  in  the 
founding  of  Scotia  Seminary.  In  December,  1886,  twenty  years 
after,  lacking  one  month,  they  laid  down  their  work  and  took  up 
another  at  Hot  Springs,  N.  C,  under  our  Home  Board.  On  the 
2  2d  of  November  he  entered  into  rest  in  the  eighty-third  year  of  his 
age.  It  would  scarcely  be  possible  to  overestimate  the  importance 
and  value  of  the  work  which  he  did  as  a  pioneer  on  this  field.  To 
his  courage  and  persistence  doubtless  we  owe  in  large  measure  the 
early  advantage  gained  by  our  church  and  its  subsequent  steady 
growth.  The  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  have  taken  action  author- 
izing a  tablet  to  be  placed  in  the  front  hall  of  the  Seminary  as  a 
memorial  of  his  work  as  founder  and  first  president  of  the  Seminary. 

GOVERNMENT  AND   DISCIPLINE. 

Our  aim  has  always  been  to  appeal  to  the  nobler  natures  of  our 
students  in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  our  wishes.  Our  rules 
prohibit  what  is  unladylike  and  disorderly  and  require  only  what 
is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  mental,  moral  and  physical  welfare 
of  all. 

For  the  enforcement  of  these  rules  we  hold  students  as  well  as 
teachers  responsible.  We  propose  to  maintain  a  moral  sentiment  in 
the  school,  which  will  make  anything  vulgar  or  vicious  so  much  out 
of  place  here  that  it  cannot  stay. 

In  the  application  of  this  idea  of  self-government  we  have  been 
using  for  several  years  what  is  popularly  known  as  the  Honor  Roll. 
On  this  roll  three  kinds  of  merits  are  given  by  vote  of  the  faculty, 
indicated  by  the  symbols  H.  (Honor),  M.  (Manners),  S.  (Scholar- 
ship). It  is  understood  that  no  student  can  obtain  the  H.  whom  we 
do  not  trust,  that  no  one  can  obtain  any  other  merit  who  is  without 
the  H.,  and  that  no  one  can  graduate  off  the  Honor  Roll.  We  have 
had  reason  to  believe  that  this  measure  has  been  very  helpful,  both  in 
the  way  of  maintaining  order  in  the  school  and  in  cultivating  the 
spirit  of  self-control  among  the  students. 

But  we  believe  the  time  has  come  for  another  step  in  advance. 
Any  system  that  makes  one  student  a  spy  on  another  is  demoralizing, 
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but  any  system  which  encourages  the  student  to  cover  up  wrong  in- 
stead of  exposing  it  is  still  more  demoralizing.  The  student  should 
feel  that  it  is  infinitely  more  creditable  to  be  trusted  by  her  teachers 
than  to  be  able  to  outwit  them.  She  should  realize  that  she  is  more 
concerned  than  any  one  else  that  there  should  be  good  order  and 
pure  associations  in  the  school.  She  should  so  identify  herself  with 
the  school  as  to  resolve  that  she  will  care  for  its  good  name  as  for 
her  own,  and  that  she  will  do  what  she  can  to  make  that  name  one 
she  can  always  be  proud  of. 

To  cultivate  this  spirit  and  secure  a  still  larger  measure  of  self- 
government  we  are  planning  now  to  call  to  our  assistance  the  class 
organizations.  Each  class  is  to  be  held  responsible,  as  far  as  seems 
just,  for  the  conduct  of  its  own  members,  and  the  relative  standing 
of  the  classes  may  be  indicated  hereafter  in  the  catalogue. 

OUR  RELIGIOUS  WORK. 

The  great  and  pressing  need  of  the  colored  people  is  competent 
Christian  leadership.  After  all  that  has  been  done,  the  masses  are 
lacking  in  this  respect.  They  accept  Christianity,  and  they  belong 
to  the  church  ;  but  without  any  clear  idea  of  moral  obligation,  and 
with  leaders  who  are  selfish  and  unprincipled,  as  is  too  often  the  case, 
they  seem  to  adopt  the  evil  things  our  so  called  Christian  civilization 
places  within  their  reach  more  readily  than  the  good.  We  do  not 
think  the  colored  people  are  peculiar  in  this  respect,  or  indeed  in  any 
respect,  but  with  this  view  of  the  situation,  the  duty  of  Christian 
people  to  continue  their  efforts  to  meet  this  demand  is  very  plain. 
Other  schools  are  training  men  for  the  ministry  and  the  learned  pro- 
fessions and  for  the  trades,  but  the  demand  for  women  as  qualified 
leaders  is  just  as  great.  They  are  needed  as  homemakers  most  of  all ; 
they  are  needed  as  teachers  in  the  day  schools,  as  pastor's  helpers  in 
the  churches,  teachers  and  superintendents  in  the  Sabbath  Schools, 
as  missionaries  in  the  waste  places.  The  pastors  are  appealing  to  us 
to  send  them  such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls  and  make  them  such. 
The  Freedmen's  Board  turns  to  us  to  furnish  teachers  for  the  parochial 
schools  and  acadamies.  Thus  the  demand  which  is  laid  upon  us  is  to 
carry  on  a  missionary  school  training  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  term. 
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In  our  work,  one  of  the  first  things  to  be  done  is  to  cultivate 
the  moral  sense  and  make  the  distinction  between  right  and  wrong 
as  plain  as  possible,  while  we  place  the  highest  estimate  on  pure 
motives  and  a  good  name. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work.  The 
Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  Grammar  class.  The 
devotional  passages  are  memorized  and  recited  at  family  prayer  in 
the  dining  room.  A  doctrinal  course  following  the  order  of  the 
Shorter  Catechism  and  presented  by  selected  texts  is  studied  in  the 
morning  chapel  exercise.  The  history  is  made  the  subject  of  the 
Sabbath  School  lessons  on  which  the  classes  are  examined  and  graded 
as  in  other  branches.  From  20  to  60  each  year  win  the  Bibles  offered 
by  our  Board  of  Publication  for  the  recitation  of  the  Shorter 
Catechism.  In  the  Missionary,  the  Christian  Endeavor  and  the 
Temperance  Societies,  lessons  are  taught  such  as  not  only  give  infor- 
mation but  furnish  for  active  work  and  awaken  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility. There  is  a  growing  desire  among  the  students  for  the 
salvation  of  Africa,  and  several  have  already  offered  themselves  for 
this  work  and  are  anxiously  waiting  until  the  church  is  ready  to  send 
them. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

We  think  we  can  see  a  steady  growth  of  interest  in  this  part  of 
our  work.  It  appears  in  the  quality  as  well  as  in  the  number  of  the 
books  taken  out.  The  librarians  have  observed  that  the  books  of 
F.  B.  Meyer,  Moody  and  J.  R.  Miller  are  going  all  the  time;  also 
the  Henty  books  and  those  of  C.  C.  Coffin,  "  Story  of  the  Nations  " 
series,  etc.  These  facts  are  encouraging,  but  they  also  remind  us 
that  a  growing  appetite  calls  for  a  larger  and  more  varied  supply. 
We  regard  these  books  and  papers  as  indispensible — scarcely  anything 
else  more  important.  The  Miss  Dain  Fund  yields  us  a  small  income, 
and  we  are  very  grateful  to  those  friends  of  hers  who  continue  to 
remember  her  by  their  gifts  to  the  library.  But  we  appeal  most 
earnestly  to  other  friends  to  help  us.  Send  us  good  books  for  girls 
or  money  to  buy  them  with.  If  your  gifts  are  sent  through  the 
Board  mark  them  "For  the  library."     A  fine  portrait  of  Miss  Dain

has  been  placed  over  the  new  Teachers'  Library,  which  we  have  es- 
tablished as  the  most  fitting  memorial  of  one  who  has  done  so  much 
for  the  school,  both  as  librarian  and  as  teacher  of  the  normal  class. 

INDUSTRIAL   DEPARTMENT. 

Primarily  our  object  in  this  department  is  Domestic  Training. 
While  the  instruction  given  is  such  as  to  qualify  the  students  to  use 
their  skill  as  a  means  of  making  a  living,  the  end  we  keep  most  dis- 
tinctly in  view  is  to  prepare  them  to  be  home  makers,  than  which 
there  is  no  nobler  work,  none  more  needful — that  the  body  may  be 
fitted  for  its  great  mission  as  the  temple  of  the  mind  and  the  soul. 

In  the  sewing  room  systematic,  practical  instruction  is  given  in 
plain  sewing,  especial  attention  being  paid  to  patching,  darning, 
hemming,  button  holes,  cutting  and  making  various  garments. 
Fancy  work  is  excluded  as  being  so  fascinating  as  to  interfere  with 
plain  work,  and  requiring  more  time  and  money  than  our  girls 
can  afford. 

Fine  dress-making  has  also  been  introduced.  Those  who  desire 
may'  give  extra  time  to  this,  and  when  proficient  will  receive  a  cer- 
tificate from  this  department. 

A  text  book  on  Domestic  Economy  has  been  introduced,  and 
instruction  in  all  pertaining  to  the  care  of  a  house  and  right  ways 
of  living  is  given.  Practice  is  secured  in  the  care  of  the  build- 
ings and  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry  work  of  the  Seminary,  all 
done  by  the  girls  under  careful  supervision.  Special  lessons  are 
given  in  Cooking.  From  this  department  also  certificates  will  be 
given  to  those  who  have  come  up  to  our  standard  of  proficiency. 

They  are  carefully  graded  on  the  neatness  and  thoroughness  with 
which  the  domestic  work  is  done  that  it  may  have  equal  honor  with 
other  studies,  thus  raising  the  care  of  the  home  above  mere  drudgery. 
The  fruits  of  this  work  we  are  already  enjoying  as  we  hear  of  and  see 
the  beautiful  homes  of  many  of  our  graduates.  We  have  also  had  for 
several  years,  a  text  book  on  nursing  the  sick,  having  in  view  the 
twofold  object  of  teaching  our  girls  how  to  care  for  their  own  bodies, 
a  lesson  which  every  girl  in  the  land  needs  to  learn,  and  how  to  be 
intelligent  and   skillful   in   the   care   of  the  sick.      This  is  a  favorite 
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study.  With  their  sympathetic  natures,  warm  hearts  and  deft  hands, 
they  make  most  excellent  nurses.  The  demand  for  trained  nurses  in 
the  South  is  very  pressing,  and  would  open  up  a  wide  field  for  use- 
fulness to  those  qualified  to  enter  it.

LITERARY   DEPARTMENT. 

Our  aim  in  this  is  to  give  to  all  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
common  English  branches  such  as  will  make  them  useful  members 
of  society  and  respectable  teachers  in  the  free  and  parochial  schools. 
Pains  are  taken  to  secure  the  best  text  books,  maps,  charts,  etc., 
and  to  use  the  methods  best  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  our  work. 

The  work  of  the  Seminary  is  arranged  for  three  courses  of 
study,  viz.:  The  Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific.  While 
the  schedule  of  studies  indicates  a  certain  number  of  years  for  each 
of  these,  the  custom  of  the  Seminary  has  been  to  take  all  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  the  work.  No  student  will  be  advanced  from 
one  class  to  another  until  she  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
on  each  branch,  receiving  a  minimum  grade  of  seventy.  A  regular 
certificate  will  be  given  to  each  student  who  has  completed  the 
Grammar  School  course  with  a  minimum  grade  of  seventy  in  each 
branch  studied.  Diplomas  will  be  given  to  the  graduates  of  the 
Normal  and  Scientific  courses. 

When  the  classes  are  large  they  are  heard  by  divisions,  thus 
giving  to  each  student  a  chance  for  constant  drill,  and  to  the  teachers 
the  opportunity  to  push  forward  those  capable  of  making  more  rapid 
progress  without  injustice  to  others. 
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THE    PREPARATORY    WORK. 

Though  we  call  ourselves  a  Seminary,  and  exist  for  the  sake  of 
a  higher  education,  we  find  it  necessary  to  retain  a  certain  amount 
of  rudimentary  work.  Applicants  who  have  complied  with  other  re- 
quirements will  be  admitted  to  this  department,  after  passing  an 
examination  in  Arithmetic  through  division  of  simple  numbers, 
Elementary  Geography,  Fourth  Reader  and  Primary  Grammar. 

The  course  thus  begun  will  include  Wentworth's  Elementary 
Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School  to  ex  95  ;  Frye's  Elementary 
Geography  reviewed  and  the  Higher  Geography  through  the  study 
of  the  United  States;  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No.  1,  and  Reed 
and  Kellogg's  Graded  Lessons.  It  will  not  be  limited  by  any  term 
of  years.  Each  student  is  examined  on  admission,  and  if  assigned 
to  this  course  will  be  promoted  to  the  Seminary  when  she  is  pre- 
pared for  it. 

GRAMMAR   SCHOOL   COURSE. 

This  is  designed  to  cover  the  ground  of  our  best  common 
schools,  and  lay  good  foundations  for  more  advanced  work.  Those 
completing  this  course  have  usually  done  us  much  credit  before  the 
county  examiners  and  in  their  work  as  teachers. 

English  Language. 

A  very  large  share  of  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  our  own 
language.  We  have  realized  that  deficiencies  here  are  a  serious 
hindrance  to  progress  in  other  branches  and  olten  bring  the  school 
as  well  as  the  student  into  discredit  in  the  outside  world.  Correct 
spelling  and  good  penmanship  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  recitation 
in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected  with  reference  to  the 
cultivation  of  a  literary  taste  and  general  information,  and  the  students 
are  carefully  trained  both  in  the  reading  classes  and  in  the  rhetorical 
divisions  in  the  art  of  oral  expression.  Grammar  and  composition 
are  taught  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  course,  with  a  com- 
bination of  theory  and  practice  at  every  step.  Reproductions  and 
original  compositions  are  required  of  all  grades,  while  incorrect  ex- 
pressions are  criticized  out  of  the  class  room  as  well  as  in  it. 
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Mathematics. 

In  arithmetic  and  algebra  rules  and  formula  are  discarded  as  far 
as  possible.  The  students  are  taught  to  think  out  every  process  and 
to  acquire  habits  of  self-dependence.  Mental  and  written  work  are 
carried  forward  together,  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply 
sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  and  in  connection  with  history 
is  taught  by  the  latest  methods,  considerable  attention  being  given 
to  map  drawing  and  molding.  History  with  special  reference  to 
current  events  begins  with  a  primary  text  book  on  History  of  the 
United  States,  and  continues  through  English  History  and  History  of 
the  World. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene  are  taught  with  special  reference  to 
the  laws  of  health,  and  to  correct  physical  and  moral  habits. 

In  the  class  room  not  only  are  the  lessons  of  the  text  book  care- 
fully taught,  but  special  pains  are  taken  to  show  the  relation  of  the 
facts  of  science  to  good  morals,  and  to  make  the  students  realize  the 
importance  of  taking  care  of  the  body.  The  comfort  and  health  of 
the  students  are  looked  after  by  a  professional  nurse,  who  gives  the 
most  careful  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  sleeping  rooms,  and 
to  the  habits  of  the  students  in  their  rooms. 

A  short  time  each  day  is  devoted  to  Calisthenic  exercises.

NORMAL   COURSE. 

One  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in  the  art 
of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  practice.  We 
wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have  taught,  but  we  expect 
them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be  able  to  devise  and  apply  such 
methods  as  are  best  adapted  to  supply  the  demands  of  a  peculiar 
field.  During  the  second  year  of  the  course  classes  in  the  Prepara- 
tory School  will  be  assigned  to  the  Normal  students,  under  the  super- 
vision ot  the  teachers  in  charge,  that  they  may  test  their  knowledge 
and  skill,  gain  some  degree  of  confidence  in  themselves,  and  satisfy 
us  that  they  are  prepared  for  so  responsible  a  calling.  The  entire 
Grammar  School  course  is  arranged  to  furnish  training  preparatory 
to  the  Normal.  The  branches  in  this  course  associated  with  theory 
and  practice  are  designed  to  give  the  would-be  teacher  a  broader 
culture  and  a  more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  the  work  in 
the  school  room.      This  course  continues  for  two  years. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC    COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantages  not  deemed  necessary 
to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of  Scotia 
up  to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere.  Text  books  on  the  sciences 
are  selected  for  general  information  and  practical  use  rather  than  for 
technical  instruction.  Efforts  are  being  made  each  year  to  increase 
our  facilities  for  teaching  by  experiment.  It  will  continue  one  year 
longer  than  the  Normal,  and  the  outline  of  studies  will  be  as, 
follows,  viz.: 
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First  Year. 

Algebra  (advanced);  Physics;  Physical  Geography;  Pedagogics; 
Studies  in  Literature. 

Second   Year. 

Normal  Reviews;  Latin;  Chemistry;  Geology;  Bible  History; 
Church  History. 

Third  Year. 

Geometry;  Astronomy;  Rhetoric;  Government;  Latin;  Text 
Book  in  Nursing. 

LOCATION. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  in  Concord,  the  county-seat  of 
Cabarrus  county,  North  Carolina,  on  the  Richmond  &  Danville 
Railroad,  twenty  miles  northeast  of  Charlotte. 

CALENDAR. 

The  present  term  closes  Wednesday,  June  ioth.  Annual  ad- 
dress, Tuesday  evening,  June  8th;  Commencement  exercises,  Wed- 
nesday morning,  June  ioth. 

The  term  of  1898-99  will  begin  Thursday,  October  15th,  and 
will  close  early  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions  of 
about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before  Wed- 
nesday, October  14th. 

ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from  some 
reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character,  has 
made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is  not  less  than  four- 
teen years  of  age. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $15 
for  the  organ  and  $20  for  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one-half  in  advance 
and  one-half  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.,    (not   including   books)    will   be  $45,  of 
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which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of  the 
term. 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$6  per  month. 

Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  term 
for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  for  contingent  expenses. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper  super- 
vision, and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  performance  of 
the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does  her  own  laundry 
work.     Working  dress  and  aprons  are  necessary. 

Attendance  upon  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  and 
through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boarders,  unless  excused  for 
special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and  broth- 
ers, is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced  rates. 

The  parents  and  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  send  boxes,  etc.,  containing  food  to  the  Seminary.  It  will 
only  make  trouble  to  send  them,  as  we  shall  be  forced  to  confiscate 
the  objectionable  contents. 

DRESS. 

Plain,  neat,  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  No  student  will  be 
permitted  to  wear  gaudy  or  showy  clothing  at  any  time.  Parents 
and  friends  are  urged  to  help  us  to  enforce  this  rule.  It  is  a  matter 
of  the  gravest  importance,  affecting  the  reputation  of  the  Seminary 
as  well  as  the  welfare  of  the  students.  There  is  no  need  here  for 
expensive  dress,  and  we  will  not  allow  it  to  be  worn. 

No  jewelry  or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn.  Every  article  of 
clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked. 

The  Principal  will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  clothing,  shoes, 
etc.,  needed  during  the  term,  thus  saving  expense  of  mail  or  express. 
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TO   OUR   FRIENDS  AND   PATRONS. 

To  the  ministers  and  teachers,  the  parents  and  guardians  of  our 
students  we  return  our  most  hearty  thanks  for  your  confidence, 
and  for  the  many  ways  in  which  you  have  sympathized  and  co- 
operated with  us  in  our  work.  With  very  few  exceptions  the 
influence  of  the  home  has  sustained  the  discipline  of  the  Seminary. 
We  hope  this  will  continue  to  be  so.  We  shall  spare  no  pains 
to  guard  the  interests  of  those  placed  under  our  care,  and  unless 
you  are  willing  to  trust  us  we  prefer  that  you  should  send  your 
children  elsewhere.  We  would  call  your  attention  especially  to  the 
advance  made  in  the  course  of  study.  We  are  expected  to  furnish 
the  facilities  for  higher  education;  to  meet  this  demand  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  reduce  the  amount  of  elementary 
work.  Do  not  send  us  your  little  children,  we  cannot  give  them  the 
care  they  need,  and  do  not  want  any  under  fourteen  years  of  age. 
Do  not  send  the  sickly  girls ;  they  cannot  meet  the  requirements  and 
we  have  no  time  to  take  care  of  them.  We  want  wide  awake, 
earnest  girls  who  intend  to  make  the  most  of  their  chance.  We 
expect  every  one  to  do  all  she  can  for  herself  and  we  will  cancel 
promptly  all  promises  of  aid,  when  we  find  that  the  student  either 
does  not  need  or  is  not  worthy  of  it. 

Our  friends  in  the  North  have  our  deepest  gratitude  for  the 
generous  gifts  and  kind  words  with  which  they  have  sustained  us.  Up 
to  this  time  very  few  of  our  old  friends  have  failed  us,  while  we  have 
gained  some  valued  new  ones.  But  in  the  South  the  financial  pres- 
sure this  year  has  been  the  hardest  we  have  ever  known.  It  has  cut 
down  our  enrollment  below  our  capacity — a  new  experience  for  us — 
and  quite  a  number  have  been  compelled  to  return  home  because 
their  friends  were  disappointed  in  getting  the  money  they  expected 
and  we  had  promised  all  we  felt  able  to  give.  We  believe  the  good 
work  done  by  the  Seminary  in  the  past  has  been  due  in  great  measure 
to  the  use  we  have  made  of  the  scholarships  enabling  worthy  students 
to  go  on  continuously  with  their  course  of  study  when  otherwise  it 
must  be  irregular.  We  are  indebted  to  our  Northern  friends  for  this 
advantage,  and  most  generously  have  they  cared  for  us.  But  the 
work  is  to  go  on  ;   there  is  the  same  need ;   the  same  eager  desire  for 
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what  we  offer.      To  many  of  the  most  deserving  these  privileges  are 
hopelessly  out  of  reach  without  your  aid. 

We  are  exercising  the  utmost  care  to  use  the  money  placed  at 
our  disposal  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  make  it  go  as  far  as  possible. 
The  scholarship  of  $50  meets  the  expense  for  the  term  of  board, 
room,  fuel,  light  and  washing.  We  insist  that  every  student  shall 
help  herself  as  much  as  she  is  able.  About  one-half  support  them- 
selves, many  others  can  pay  a  part,  but  for  a  great  many  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  to  escape  from  their  present  condition  and 
prepare  themselves  to  help  others,  unless  you  will  send  us  the  money 
with  which  to  give  them  the  opportunity.  We  cannot  begin  to 
describe  the  necessity  for  missionary  work  in  the  schools  and  the 
homes.  If  you  could  only  see  for  yourselves  how  efficiently  these 
demands  are  being  met  by  the  Christian  workers  you  have  helped  us 
to  train  in  the  past,  we  are  sure  you  would  feel  encouraged  to  keep  on 
as  you  have  begun.  May  we  not  depend  on  you  to  sustain  us  the 
next  year  as  liberally  as  you  have  this  ? 

THE  NURSES'  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

For  several  years  we  have  been  publishing  in  the  catalogue  the 
promise  of  a  Nurse's  Training  Department.  Pressing  need  on  other 
parts  of  the  field  has  kept  us  from  urging  the  matter  and  sending  out 
our  appeal.  We  have  been  unable  to  see  that  others  have  gained  by 
our  delay  inside  our  own  church  while  this  work  is  being  taken  up  by 
the  schools  of  the  other  churches  and  by  the  State  schools  at  Hamp- 
ton, Tuskegee  and  elsewhere,  which  are  supported  in  large  measure 
by  the  contributions  of  Presbyterians.  These  facts  seem  to  us  to 
indicate  that  the  time  has  come  at  least  to  test  the  mind  of  our  friends 
on  the  subject.  A  plan  was  carefully  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary.  Dr.  J.  J.  Francis,  of  Cincinnati,  writes: 
"  May  God  speed  the  good  work,  which  I  believe  will  prove  to  be 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  features  of  the  Seminary." 
The  following  words  are  taken  from  the  letter  of  Dr.  Geo.  D.  Baker, 
of  Philadelphia :  (t  I  certainly  approve  the  project.  The  times  are 
hard,  but  I  think  there  is  no  use  in  waiting."  From  a  letter  of 
Dr.  S.  C.   Logan,  of  Scranton,  I  quote:      "A  modest  hospital  for 
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the  preparation  of  nurses  would  strike  me  as  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  far  reaching  forces  for  the  blessing  of  the  great  mass  ; 
the  small  cost  as  you  have  proposed  it,  would  seem  to  warrant  a 
speedy  success."  Dr.  Chas.  P.  Coit,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  says: 
"I  heartily  approve  of  your  general  idea  and  I  believe  that  the 
friends  of  the  Freedmen,  not  only  in  the  church,  but  outside,  will 
sustain  the  movement  by  their  gifts." 

Encouraged  by  these  responses  we  have  prepared  our  plans  and 
now  lay  our  cause  before  the  friends  who  have  always  provided  so 
that  the  field  might  be  occupied  as  fast  as  the  workers  were  ready 
for  it. 

Two  things  are  to  be  looked  after  in  this  enterprise — "a.  modest 
hospital  building,"  as  Dr.  Logan  says,  and  the  running  expenses. 
Drawings  have  been  prepared  of  such  a  building  as  in  our  judgment 
will  serve  our  purpose.  It  provides  for  three  wards,  one  each  for 
men,  women  and  children,  in  the  wings,  while  the  central  building 
will  furnish  accommodation  for  the  nurses  and  for  private  patients. 
It  is  proposed  to  erect  this  on  ground  convenient  to  the  Seminary. 
The  estimated  cost  of  building  and  furniture  is  $3,500.  The  Miss 
Willards,  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  have  pledged  $600  for  the  children's 
ward  on  condition  that  the  full  amount  is  raised.  The  other  two 
wards  are  estimated  at  $750  each — the  beds  at  $60  and  $75  each. 
We  have  reason  to  believe  that  one-half  of  the  amount  is  already  in 
sight,  and  cur  past  experience  leads  us  to  expect  that  our  friends  will 
soon  place  the  full  amount  needed  at  our  disposal.  The  physicians 
of  the  community  endorse  the  movement  heartily.  We  expect  to  se- 
cure the  co-operation  of  the  county  officers.  The  main  line  of  the 
Southern  Railway  System  passes  through  Concord,  and  influence  will 
be  brought  to  bear  to  get  patronage  from  that  source.  In  addition 
to  these  we  are  in  a  town  of  6,000  inhabitants,  which  makes  no 
provision  whatever  for  the  care  of  the  sick  among  the  poor. 

We  are  quite  hopeful,  with  these  surroundings,  that  we  shall 
have  work  to  do,  and  that  we  shall,  be  able  to  furnish  our  Nurses' 
Training  Class  with  the  practice  necessary  to  prepare  them  for 
their  calling. 

It  is    impossible  for  us  to  make  it  plain  to  our  friends  in  the 
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North  how  much  it  will  mean  to  these  bright,  earnest  girls  to  have 
another  opening  to  useful  life  which  will  give  them  a  chance  to  use 
their  nobler  gifts  and  to  make  a  better  living.  We  do  not  hesitate 
to  avow  this  as  our  principal  motive  in  making  this  move.  We  are 
educating  missionary  workers,  but  when  the  school  rooms  are  filled 
or  the  brief  school  term  (two  or  four  months  generally)  over,  miss- 
ionaries have  scarcely  anything  to  turn  to  but  domestic  service.  We 
do  not  think  we  have  made  a  mistake  in  assuming  that  in  course  of 
time  the  South  will  find  a  place  for  our  trained  nurses,  and  that  they 
will  be  able  to  do  most  efficient  service  for  the  Master  as  well  as  for 
humanity  in  their  ministrations  to  the  sick.  It  would  be  just  as 
hard  for  me  to  tell  you  how  much  their  services  are  needed  among 
the  colored  people.  The  high  death  rate  so  often  alluded  to  is  due 
not  to  any  race  peculiarity,  but  to  ignorance  and  exposure  and  pov- 
erty. To  be  able  to  place  in  each  one  of  our  large  towns  one  of 
these  girls  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Christian  love  and 
thoroughly  qualified  to  teach  these  people  how  to  take  care  of  their 
bodies,  would  do  as  much,  in  our  judgment,  toward  their  redemption 
as  any  other  agency  that  could  be  named. 

We  ask  you  to  think  of  it  and  shall  await  the  result,  believing 
that  it  is  God's  work  and  if  he  means  for  us  to  do  it  He  will  find 
a  way.

ITS  MISSION  AND  ORGANIZATION. 

It  was  founded  to  bring  within  the  reach  of  colored  girls  the 
advantages  of  a  Christian  education  and  to  aid  in  building  up 
the  Presbyterian  Church  among  the  Negroes  of  the  South.  Like 
its  prototype,  the  original  Mt.  Holyoke,  it  aims  to  provide  for 
the  hand,  the  head  and  the  heart  together.  It  is  chartered  by 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  charter  provides  that  all 
elections  of  teachers  and  trustees  shall  be  valid  only  after 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Freedmen,  and  that  the  title  to  all 
property  vests  in  the  same  Board  in  case  the  school  ceases  to  be 
an  agency  of  the  Northern  Presbyterian  Church. 

THE  CURRENT  YEAR. 

Since  our  last  catalogue  was  sent  out  the  events  of  school 
life  have  followed  one  another  very  much  in  the  usual  order. 
The  closing  exercises  of  the  last  year  were  much  praised  by  tne 
friends  who  were  present.  The  annual  address  by  Rev.  Samuel 
T.  Clark,  of  Portville,  N.  Y.,  gave  great  satisfaction  and  his 
visit  was  much  enjoyed  by  all. 

During  so  much  of  this  year  as  has  been  passed  over,  our 
school  has  been  full  with  a  larger  total  enrollment  than  ever 
before,  and  a  larger  number  in  actual  attendance  than  we  have 
ever  had  at  this  time  in  the  year.  Although  the  elements  have 
been  in  some  respects  against  us,  especially  in  the  direction  of 
extreme  cold,  the  mercury  having  fallen  to  12  degrees,  or  some 
say  16  degrees  below  zero  on  a  certain  day,  a  kind  Providence 
has  so  guarded  us  that  there  has  been  comparatively  little  serious 
sickness.  The  tablet  in  memory  of  Dr.  Dorland,  the  founder  of 
the  Seminary,  now  speaks  for  itself  from  its  place  in  the  front 
hall  of  the  Seminary  Building.  "The  News"  has  met  with 
more  encouragement  this  year  than  last,  and  we  are  disposed  to 
think  that  it  is  growing  in  favor  with  those  who  have  a  right  to 
be  most  interested  in  it. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  DISCIPLINE. 
Our  aim  has  always  been  to  appeal  to  the  nobler  natures  of 
our  students  in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  our  wishes.  Our 
rules  prohibit  what  is  unladylike  and  disorderly,  and  require 
only  what  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  mental,  moral  and 
physical  welfare  of  all. 
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For  the  enforcement  of  these  rules  we  hold  students  as  well 
as  teachers  responsible.  We  propose  to  maintain  a  moral  senti- 
ment in  the  school  which  will  make  anything  vulgar  or  vicious 
so  much  out  of  place  here  that  it  cannot  stay. 

In  the  application  of  this  idea  of  self-government  we  have 
been  using  for  several  years  what  is  popularly  known  as  the 
Honor  Roll.  On  this  roll  three  kinds  of  merits  are  given  by  vote 
of  the  faculty,  indicated  by  the  symbols  H.  (Honor),  M.  (Man- 
ners), S.  (Scholarship).  It  is  understood  that  no  student  can 
obtain  the  H.  whom  we  do  not  trust,  that  no  one  can  obtain  any 
other  merit  who  is  without  the  H.,  and  that  no  one  can  graduate 
off  the  Honoi  Roll.  We  have  had  reason  to  believe  that  this 
measure  has  been  very  helpful,  both  in  the  way  of  maintaining 
order  in  the  school  and  in  cultivating  the  spirit  of  self-control 
among  the  students. 

But  we  believe  the  time  has  come  for  another  step  in  ad- 
vance. Any  system  that  makes  one  student  a  spy  on  another  is 
demoralizing,  but  any  system  which  encourages  the  student  to 
cover  up  wrong  instead  of  exposing  it  is  still  more  demoralizing. 
The  student  should  feel  that  it  is  infinitely  more  creditable  to  be 
trusted  by  her  teachers  than  to  be  able  to  outwit  them.  She 
should  realize  that  she  is  more  concerned  than  any  one  else 
that  there  should  be  good  order  and  pure  associations  in  the 
school.  She  should  so  identify  herself  with  the  school  as  to  re- 
solve that  she  will  care  for  its  good  name  as  for  her  own,  and 
that  she  will  do  what  she  can  to  make  that  name  one  she  can  al- 
ways be  proud  of. 

To  cultivate  this  spirit  and  secure  a  still  larger  measure  of 
self-government,  we  are  planning  to  appeal  to  them  collectively 
and  in  groups.  Though  we  shall  still  depend  mainly  on  their 
sense  of  personal  responsibility,  we  hope  to  gain  no  little 
advantage  both  in  the  interest  of  good  order  and  good  work  in 
the  school,  and  in  the  culture  and  discipline  of  the  students 
through  their  regard  for  the  feelings  and  welfare  of  one  another. 
If  we  can  make  each  feel  that  she  wants  her  class  to  rank  the 
highest,  her  room  to  be  the  quietest,  or  her  table  to  be  the  most 
mannerly,  the  general  effect  must  be  a  better  school. 

OUR  RELIGIOUS  WORK. 
The  great  and  pressing  need  of  the  colored  people  is  com- 
petent Christian  leadership.  After  all  that  has  been  done,  the 
masses  are  lacking  in  this  respect.  They  accept  Christianity 
and  they  belong  to  the  church ;  but  without  any  clear  idea  of 
moral  obligation,  and  with  leaders  who  are  selfish  and  unprinci- 
pled, as  is  too  often  the  case,  they  seem  to  adopt  the  evil  things 
our  so-called  Christian  civilization  places  within  their  reach  more 
readily  than  the  good.  We  do  not  think  the  colored  people  are 
peculiar  in  this  respect,  or  indeed    in    any  respect,  but  with  this 
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view  of  the  situation  the  duty  of  Christian  people  to  continue 
their  efforts  to  meet  this  demand  is  very  plain.  Other  schools 
are  training  men  for  the  ministry  and  the  learned  professions 
and  for  the  trades,  but  the  demand  for  women  as  qualified  leaders 
is  just  as  great.  They  are  needed  as  homemakers  most  of  all; 
they  are  needed  as  teachers  in  the  day  schools,  as  pastors'  helpers 
in  the  churches,  teachers  and  superintendents  in  the  Sabbath 
Schools,  as  missionaries  in  the  waste  places.  The  pastors  are 
appealing  to  us  to  send  them  such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls  and 
make  them  such.  The  Freedmen's  Board  turns  to  us  to  furnish 
teachers  for  the  parochial  schools  and  academies.  Thus  the  de- 
mand whicn  is  laid  upon  us  is  to  carry  on  a  missionary  school 
training  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  term. 

In  our  work  one  of  the  first  things  to  be  done  is  to  cultivate 
the  moral  sense  and  make  the  distinction  between  right  and 
wrong  as  plain  as  possible,  while  we  place  the  highest  estimate 
on  pure  motives  and  a  good  name. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work. 
The  Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  Grammar 
class.  The  devotional  passages  are  memorized  and  recited  at 
family  prayer  in  the  dining  room.  A  doctrinal  course  following 
the  order  of  the  Shorter  Catechism  and  presented  by  selected 
texts  is  studied  in  the  morning  chapel  exercise.  The  history  is 
made  the  subject  of  the  Sabbath  School  lessons  on  which  the 
classes  are  examined  and  graded  as  in  other  branches.  From  20 
to  60  each  year  win  the  Bibles  offered  by  our  Board  of  Publica- 
tion for  the  recitation  of  the  Shorter  Catechism.  In  the  Mission- 
ary, the  Christian  Endeavor  and  the  Temperance  Societies, 
lessons  are  taught  such  as  not  only  give  information  but  train 
for  active  work  and  awaken  a  sense  of  responsibility.  There  is 
a  growing  desire  among  the  students  for  the  salvation  of  Africa, 
and  several  have  already  offered  themselves  for  this  work  and  are 
anxiously  waiting  until  the  church  is  ready  to  send  them. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Our  friends  in  the  North,  who  have  books  in  their  homes 
and  free  access  to  public  libraries,  can  scarcely  understand  what 
a  privilege  it  is  for  our  Scotia  girls  to  have  the  newspapers  and 
magazines  at  their  disposal,  and  get  a  choice  book  whenever  they 
have  time  to  read  it.  With  the  small  beginnings  our  friends  have 
enabled  us  to  make  in  these  enterprises,  we  have  been  much  en- 
couraged. Each  year  we  think  we  can  see  more  of  the  fruits  of 
the  library,  a  more  general  disposition  to  use  it  and  a  growing 
taste  for  the  best  things  in  it.  While  it  is  true  that  some  of  the 
novels  are  much  sought  after,  the  number  of  these  on  our 
shelves  is  comparatively  small,  and  the  quality  very  choice.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  book  of  the  librarians  shows  that  the  works 
of  Dr.  J.  R.  Miller,  F.  B.  Meyer  and  D.  L.  Moody  are  going  all 
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the  time.  The  Henty  books  and  those  of  C.  C.  Coffin  are  in  almost 
constant  demand,  and  Stepping  Heavenward  and  some  other 
books  of  the  same  stamp  have  had  to  be  replaced  more  than  once. 

The  results  of  this  growth  cannot  be  measured.  We  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  we  count  this  as  a  factor  of  our  work  second 
in  importance  to  no  other. 

The  income  of  the  Miss  Dain  fund,  amounting  to  $25  per 
year,  is  all  that  we  have  to  depend  on  to  keep  our  shelves  rilled 
up,  except  as  special  gilts  for  the  purpose  come  in  from  our 
friends. 

We  are  beginning  to  be  a  little  uneasy  now.  It  is  so  long 
since  anything  came  for  the  library,  we  are  afraid  our  friends 
have  forgotten  it. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Primarily  our  object  in  this  department  is  Domestic  Train- 
ing. While  the  instruction  given  is  such  as  to  qualify  the  stu- 
dents to  use  their  skill  as  a  means  of  making  a  living,  the  end 
we  keep  most  distinctly  in  view  is  to  prepare  them  to  be  home 
makers,  than  which  there  is  no  nobler  work,  none  more  needful 
— that  the  body  may  be  fitted  for  its  great  mission  as  the  temple 
of  the  mind  and  the   soul. 

In  the  sewing  room  systematic,  practical  instruction  is  given 
in  plain  sewing,  especial  attention  being  paid  to  patching,  darn- 
ing, hemming,  button  holes,  cutting  and  making  various  gar- 
ments. Fancy  work  is  excluded  as  being  so  fascinating  as  to 
interfere  with  plain  work,  and  requiring  more  time  and  money 
than  our  girls  can  afford. 

Fine  dress-making  has  also  been  introduced.  Those  who 
desire  may  give  extra  time  to  this,  and  when  proficient  will  re- 
ceive a  certificate  from  this  department. 

A  text  book  on  Domestic  Economy  has  been  introduced,  and 
instruction  in  all  pertaining  to  the  care  of  a  house  and  right 
ways  of  living  is  given.  Practice  is  secured  in  the  care  of  the 
buildings  and  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry  work  of  the  Seminary, 
all  done  by  the  girls  under  careful  supervision.  Special  lessons 
are  given  in  Cooking.  From  this  department  also  certificates 
will  be  given  to  those  who  have  come  up  to  our  standard  of  pro- 
ficiency. 

They  are  carefully  graded  on  the  neatness  and  thoroughness 
with  which  the  domestic  work  is  done  that  it  may  have  equal 
honor  with  other  studies,  thus  raising  the  care  of  the  home  above 
mere  drudgery.  The  fruits  of  this  work  we  are  already  enjoying 
as  we  hear  of  and  see  the  beautiful  homes  of  many  of  our  gradu- 
ates. We  have  also  had  for  several  years  a  text  book  on  nursing 
the  sick,  having  in  view  the  twofold  object  of  teaching  our  girls 
how  to  care  for  their  own  bodies,    a    lesson  which   every  girl  in 
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the  land  needs  to  learn,  and  how  to  be  intelligent  and  skillful  in 
the  care  of  the  sick.  This  is  a  favorite  study.  With  their  sym- 
pathetic natures,  warm  hearts  and  deft  hands,  they  make  most 
excellent  nurses.  The  demand  for  trained  nurses  in  the  South 
is  very  pressing,  and  would  open  up  a  wide  field  for  usefulness 
to  those  qualified  to  enter  it.

LITERARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Our  aim  in  this  is  to  give  to  all  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  common  English  branches,  such  as  will  make  them  useful 
members  of  society  and  respectable  teachers  in  the  free  and 
parochial  schools.  Pains  are  taken  to  secure  the  best  text  books, 
maps,  charts,  etc.,  and  to  use  the  methods  best  adapted  to  the 
peculiarities  of  our  work. 

The  work  of  the  Seminary  is  arranged  for  three  courses  of 
study,  viz. :  The  Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific. 
While  the  schedule  of  studies  indicates  a  certain  number  of 
years  for  each  of  these,  the  custom  of  the  Seminary  has  been  to 
take  all  the  time  necessary  to  complete  the  work.  No  student 
will  be  advanced  from  one  class  to  another  until  she  has  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  on  each  branch,  receiving  a  minimum 
grade  of  seventy.  A  regular  certificate  will  be  given  to  each 
student  who  has  completed  the  Grammar  School  course  with  a 
minimum  grade  of  seventy  in  each  branch  studied.  Diplomas 
will  be  given  to  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  and  Scientific 
courses. 

When  the  classes  are  large  they  are  heard  by  divisions,  thus 
giving  to  each  student  a  chance  for  constant  drill,  and  to  the 
teachers  the  opportunity  to  push  forward  those  capable  of  making 
more  rapid  progress  without  injustice  to  others. 

THE  PREPARATORY  WORK. 

Though  we  call  ourselves  a  Seminary,  and  exist  for  the 
sake  of  a  higher  education,  we  find  it  necessary  to  retain  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  rudimentary  work.  Applicants  who  have  com- 
plied with  other  requirements  will  be  admitted  to  this  depart- 
ment after  passing  an  examination  in  Arithmetic  through  divi- 
sion of  simple  numbers,  Elementary  Geography,  Fourth  Reader 
and  Primary  Grammar. 

The  course  thus  begun  will  include  Wentworth's  Element- 
ary Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School  to  ex.  95;  Frey's  Ele- 
mentary Geography  reviewed,  and  the  Higher  Geography 
through  the  study  of  the  United  States;  Tarbell's  Language 
Lessons  No.  1,  and  Reed  and  Kellogg 's  Graded  Lessons.  It  will 
not  be  limited  by  any  term  of  years.  Each  student  is  examined 
on  admission,  and  if  assigned  to  this  course  will  be  promoted  to 
the  Seminary  when  she  is  prepared  for  it. 
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GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

This  is  designed  to  cover  the  ground  of  our  best  common 
schools,  and  lay  good  foundations  for  more  advanced  work. 
Those  completing  this  course  have  usually  done  us  much  credit 
before  the  county  examiners  and  in  their  work  as  teachers. 

English  Language. 

A  very  large  share  of  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  our 
own  language.  We  have  realized  that  deficiencies  here  are  a 
serious  hindrance  to  progress  in  other  branches  and  often  bring 
the  school  as  well  as  the  student  into  discredit  in  the  outside 
world.  Correct  spelling  and  good  penmanship  are  made  tests  of 
a  perfect  recitation  in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are 
selected  with  reference  to  the  cultivation  of  a  literary  taste  and 
general  information,  and  the  students  are  carefully  trained  both 
in  the  reading  classes  and  in  the  rhetorical  divisions  in  the  art 
of  oral  expression.  Grammar  and  composition  are  taught  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  course,  with  a  combination  of 
theory  and  practice  at  every  step.  Reproductions  or  original 
compositions  are  required  of  all  grades,  while  incorrect  expres- 
sions are  criticised  out  of  the  class  room  as  well  as  in  it. 

Mathematics. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  formula  are  discarded 
as  far  as  possible.  The  students  are  taught  to  think  out  every 
process  and  to  acquire  habits  of  self-dependence.  Mental  and 
written  work  are  carried  forward  together,  and  when  the  text 
book  does  not  supply  sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  additional  exercises  are  drawn  from 
other  sources. 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  and  in  connection  with  his- 
tory is  taught  by  the  latest  methods,  considerable  attention  being 
given  to  map  drawing  and  molding.  History  with  special  refer- 
ence to  current  events  begins  with  a  primary  text  book  on  His- 
tory of  the  United  States,  and  continues  through  English  His- 
tory and  History  of  the  World. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene  are  taught  with  special  reference  to 
the  laws  of  health,  and  to  corrct  physical  and  moral  habits.  In 
the  class  room  not  only  are  the  lessons  of  the  text  book  carefully 
taught,  but  special  pains  are  taken  to  show  the  relation  of  the 
facts  of  science  to  good  morals,  and  to  make  the  students  realize 
the  importance  of  taking  care  of  the  body.  The  comfort  and 
health  of  the  students  are  looked  after  by  a  professional  nurse, 
who  gives  the  most  careful  attention  to  the  condition  of  the 
sleeping  rooms,  and  to  the  habits  of  the  students  in  their  rooms. 

A  short  time  each  day  is  devoted  to  Calisthenic  exercises. 
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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY. 


First  Year. 

Wentworth's  Grammar  School  Arithmetic  to  Percentage; 
Metcalf's  Grammar,  Part  I;  Geography  completed;  Spelling 
with  the  sounds  of  the  letters;  Reading;  Penmanship. 

Second  Year. 

Arithmetic  to  Proportion;  Grammar,  Part  II;  T7.  S.  His- 
tory; Reading;  Spelling  with  study  of  Synonyms;  Penmanship. 

Tnird  Year. 

Arithmetic  completed ;  Grammar  completed;  English  His- 
tory; English  and  American  Literature  (Raub);  Penmanship. 

Fourth  Year. 

Elements  of  Algebra  (Wentworth);  Rhetoric;  Physiology; 
Botany;  General  History. 

NORMAL  COURSE. 

One  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by 
practice.  We  wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have  taught, 
but  we  expect  them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be  able  to  de- 
vise and  apply  such  methods  as  are  best  adapted  to  supply  the 
demands  of  a  peculiar  field.  During  the  second  year  of  the 
course,  classes  in  the  Preparatory  School  will  be  assigned  to  the 
Normal  students,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers  in  charge, 
that  they  may  test  their  knowledge  and  skill,  gain  some  degree 
of  confidence  in  themselves,  and  satisfy  us  that  they  are  prepared 
for  so  responsible  a  calling.  The  entire  Grammar  School  course 
is  arranged  to  furnish  training  preparatory  to  the  Normal.  The 
branches  in  this  course  associated  with  theory  and  practice  are 
designed  to  give  the  would-be  teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a 
more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  the  work  in "j  the  school 
room.     This  course  continues  for  two  years. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantages  not  deemed  neces- 
sary to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard 
of  Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere.    Text  books  on 
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the  sciences  are  selected  for  general  information  and  practical 
use  rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts  are  being  made 
each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching  by  experiment. 
It  will  continue  one  year  longer  than  the  Normal,  and  the  out- 
line of  studies  will  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

First  Year. 

Algebra  (advanced);  Physics;  Physical  Geography;  Peda- 
gogics; Studies  in  Literature;  Bookkeeping. 

Second  Year. 

Normal  Reviews;  Latin;  Chemistry;  Geology;  Bible  His- 
tory; Church  History. 

Third  Year. 

Geometry;  Astronomy;  Rhetoric;  Government;  Latin;  Text 
Book  in  Nursing;  Mental  Science;  Ethics. 

LOCATION. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  in  Concord,  the  county  seat  of 
Cabarrus  county,  North  Carolina,  on  the  Richmond  &  Danville 
Railroad,  twenty  miles  northeast  of  Charlotte. 

CALENDAR. 

The  present  term  closes  Wednesday,  June  14.  Annual 
address  Tuesday  evening,  June  13;  Commencement  exercises, 
Wednesday  morning,  June  14. 

The  term  of  1899-1900  will  begin  Thursday,  October  12, 
and  will  close  early  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions 
of  about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before 
Wednesday,  October  11. 

ADMISSION. 
Each  candidate  foradmission  must   send   a   certificate  from 
some  reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, has  made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and    is  not 
less  than  fourteen  years  of  age. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is 
$15  for  the  organ  and  $20  for  the  piano,  to  be  paid  one-half  in 
advance  and  one-half  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books),  will  be  $45, 
of  which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end 
of  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end 
of  the  term. 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  $6  per  month. 
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Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per 
term  for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents 
per  month  for  contingent  expenses. 

GENERAL  RULES, 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper 
supervision,  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does  her  own 
laundry  work.      Working  dress  and  aprons  are  necessary. 

Attendance  upon  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath 
and  through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boaiders,  unless  excused 
for  special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time 
during  the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and 
brothers,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced 
rates. 

The  parents  and  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestly  re- 
quested not  to  send  boxes,  etc.,  containing  food  to  the  Seminary. 
It  will  only  make  trouble  to  send  them,  as  we  shall  be  forced 
to  confiscate  the  objectionable  contents. 

DRESS. 

Plain,  neat,  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  No  student  will 
be  permitted  to  wear  gaudy  or  showy  clothing  at  any  time.  Par- 
ents and  friends  are  urged  to  help  us  to  enforce  this  rule.  It  is 
a  matter  of  the  gravest  importance,  affecting  the  reputation  of 
the  Seminary  as  well  as  the  welfare  of  the  students.  There  is 
no  need  here  for  expensive  dress,  and  we  will  not  allow  it  to  be 
worn. 

No  jewelry  or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn.  Every  article 
of  clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked. 

The  Principal  will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  clothing, 
shoes,  etc.,  needed  during  the  term,  thus  saving  expense  of 
mail  or  express. 

TO  OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

To  the  ministers  and  teachers,  the  parents  and  guardians  of 
our  students  we  return  our  most  hearty  thanks  for  your  confi- 
dence, and  for  the  many  ways  in  which  you  have  sympathized  and 
co-operated  with  us  in  our  work.  With  very  few  exceptions  the 
influence  of  the  home  has  sustained  the  discipline  of  the  Semin- 
ary. We  hope  this  will  continue  to  be  so.  We  shall  spare  no 
pains  to  guard  the  interests  of  those  placed  under  our  care,  and 
unless  you  are  willing  to  trust  us,  we  prefer  that  you  should  send 
your  children  elsewhere.     We  would  call  your  attention  especial- 
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ly  to  the  advance  made  in  the  course  of  study.  We  are  expected 
to  furnish  the  facilities  for  higher  education ;  to  meet  this  de- 
mand it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  reduce  the  amount 
of  elementary  work.  Do  not  send  us  your  little  children;  we  can- 
not give  them  the  care  they  need,  and  do  not  want  any  under 
fourteen  years  of  age.  Do  not  send  the  sickly  girls;  they  can- 
not meet  the  requirements  and  we  have  no  time  to  take  care  of 
them.  We  want  wide  awake,  earnest  girls  who  intend  to  make 
the  most  of  their  chance.  We  expect  every  one  to  do  all  she  can 
for  herself,  and  we  will  cancel  promptly  all  promises  of  aid 
when  we  find  that  the  student  either  does  not  need  or  is  not 
worthy  of  it. 

We  will  not  try  to  express  our  gratitude  to  those  friends  in 
the  North  who  have  continued  to  sustain  us  with  their  gifts  and 
their  words  of  cheer.  We  can  only  say  to  you  that  our  scholar- 
ships are  an  absolute  necessity  to  our  work,  and  that  it  is  only 
through  your  generosity  that  we  have  accomplished  the  results 
reported.  Some  of  our  students,  a  goodly  number  indeed,  are 
supported  by  their  own  efforts  and  that  of  their  own  people. 
Quite  a  good  many  of  our  former  students  are  now  helping  to 
support  their  younger  sisters.  But  there  are  many  more  who 
could  not  even  get  here,  while  others  must  leave  in  the  midst  of 
the  year's  work,  unless  their  means  can  be  supplemented  from 
some  source. 

Each  student  is  required  to  do  all  she  can  for  herself,  and 
every  one  receiving  aid  must  show  herself  worthy  in  every  way, 
on  pain  of  being  dropped  from  the  list.  But  so  long  as  the 
chances  for  making  money  for  these  people  remain  what  they  are 
now,  we  can  see  no  other  outlook  than  that  the  education  they  so 
much  need  and  desire  must  come  to  them,  in  part  at  least, 
through  the  generosity  of  their  friends  in  the  North. 

Remembering  how  some  of  you  have  stood  by  us  from  the 
very  beginning,  and  how  new  ones  are  coming  forward  each  year 
to  keep  vacancies  filled  up,  we  turn  to  you  again,  doubting  not 
but  that  you  will  care  for  us  in  the  years  to  follow,  so  that  we 
may  be  able  to  work  out  our  plans  for  the  good  of  these  children 
whom  God  has  made  our  care,  that  we  may  prepare  them  for 
the  great  responsibility  to  which  He  has  called  them,  the  burden 
of  which  some  of  them  are  already  beginning  to  feel.  We  are 
trying  to  keep  you  informed  concerning  the  work  on  the  field, 
as  well  as  in  the  school,  through  our  little  paper,  which  we  are 
anxious  to  put  into  the  hands  of  all  who  care  to  hear  from  us, 
and  we  shall  be  glad  to  correspond  with  any  who  may  desire 
fuller  information.

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SCOTIA     SEMINARY. 

Mrs.  Satterfield  as  Principal. 

Since  our  last  catalogue  was  issued  the  Seminary  has  met  with  a 
great  loss — the  greatest,  as  it  appears  to  us,  that  was  possible — in  the 
death  of  the  Principal,  Mrs.  Satterfield.  The  particulars  of  her  illness 
and  death  have  already  been  published,  but  we  think  it  is  due  to  her 
memory  and  services  that  a  brief  statement  should  be  inserted  here, 
giving  some  account  of  her  official  relations  to  the  seminary  and  of  the 
extent  and  value  of  her  services. 

The  titles  President  and  Principal  are  not  usual  in  schools  of  this 
kind,  but  we  found  them  in  use  when  we  came,  and  rather  than  seem 
to  reflect  on  others  we  retained  them.  The  rest  of  us  have  always 
felt,  however,  that  the  title  of  Principal  so  freely  accorded  by  all,  and 
so  unconsciously  accepted  by  herself,  has  been  no  more  than  a  just 
recognition  of  the  place  she  has  filled  through  all  these  years  in  the 
management  of  the  school  and  in  the  hearts  of  all  connected  with  it. 
In  the  cordial  acceptance  of  her  leadership  by  the  teachers  we  find  the 
main  cause  of  that  harmony  which  has  prevailed  in  the  faculty  to  our 
great  comfort  and  profit.  There  has  been  no  head  of  the  institution 
apart  from  her.  There  has  been  no  part  of  it  in  which  she  has  not 
actively  shared  the  authority.  There  has  been  no  detail  of  the  ad- 
ministration in  which  her  judgment  was  not  concerned  and  her  de- 
cision respected.  She  had  a  peculiar  aptitude  for  organization,  and 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term,  when  the  President  was  otherwise 
engaged,  she,  in  addition  to  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
household,  was  accustomed  to  make  out  lists  and  schedules  for  prayer 
meeting  and  rhetorical  divisions,  C.  E.  and  missionary  societies,  sew- 
ing and  cooking  classes,  all  of  which  she  adjusted  to  the  other  work  of 
the  school.  Many  people  know  how  nicely  the  machine  worked,  but 
it  has  not  been  so  generally  known  to  whom  the  credit  was  mainly  due. 

But  in  addition  to  these  cares,  in  which  she  shared  the  responsi- 
bility with  another,  she  had  her  own  peculiar  duties,  and  it  is  mainly 
for  the  purpose  of  describing  these  that  this  record  is  made.      Many 
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of  our  friends  have  thought  of  her  as  a  matron  because  she  had  the 
oversight  of  the  domestic  department  of  the  Seminary.  But  the  word 
gives  not  the  faintest  conception  of  her  relations  to  the  home  life  here. 
Our  Scotia  girls  in  writing  about  her  since  her  death — so  many  of 
them — say  :  ' '  She  was  just  like  a  mother  to  me."  Her  plans  were  so 
carefully  matured  and  her  assistants  so  carefully  trained  and  so  loyal  and 
true  that  the  minutest  details  of  the  domestic  work  were  under  her 
control,  and  if  anything  was  neglected  she  knew  at  once  who  was 
responsible.  But  it  was  in  meeting  the  students  as  individuals  she 
showed  herself  at  her  best. 

They  certainly  appreciated  her  devotion  to  their  interests,  for 
they  made  good  use  of  it.  Hour  after  hour  and  day  after  day,  both 
before  and  after  school,  they  came  to  her  as  she  sat  by  her  desk  to  ask 
for  something — anything  they  felt  the  need  of.  Guests  who  have 
watched  her  at  the  post  have  wondered  at  her  unvarying  patience  and 
her  calm,  gentle,  sunny  manner  through  it  all.  We  knew,  however, 
that  her  will  was  as  firm  as  her  manner  was  sweet,  and  that  she  could 
not  be  moved  from  a  position  once  taken  until  the  end  sought  for  was 
gained.  The  students  respected  her  as  much  for  her  devotion  to  duty 
as  much  as  they  loved  her  for  her  devotion  to  themselves.  What 
they  would  not  do  for  her  for  the  asking  we  seldom  had  occasion  to 
inquire. 

But  Mrs.  Satterfield  was  a  teacher  as  well  as  a  homemaker.  She 
always  insisted  that  she  wanted  to  have  a  part  in  the  mental  training 
of  the  girls.  In  the  Literary  department  her  special  branch  was 
Physiology,  and  while  she  was  very  thorough  and  painstaking  in  her 
text  book  drill  she  put  her  whole  soul  into  the  effort  to  impress  upon 
their  minds  the  supreme  importance  of  living  pure  lives  and  of  making 
the  body  a  fit  instrument  for  the  use  of  the  soul  and  for  the  indwelling 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  School  she  usually  made  the 
assignments  of  the  teachers,  conducted  the  opening  exercises  and 
taught  one  of  the  higher  classes.  She  kept  a  roll  of  the  students, 
showing  who  were  professing  Christians  and  who  were  not,  and  we 
have  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  been  due  in  a  great  measure  to 
her  personal  influence  that  but  one  or  two  have  left  the  Seminary  with- 
out first  giving  themselves  to  Christ. 

Still  another  side  of  her  work,  and  one  which  taxed  her  strength 
possibly  more  than  any  other,  because  so  much  of  it  had  to  be  done 
after  9  p.  m. ,  when  she  could  be  free  from  interruption,  was  her  cor- 
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respondence,  the  larger  part  of  which  was  connected  with  the  scholar- 
ships. We  have  had  year  by  year  from  120  to  140  students  who  have 
received  more  or  less  aid  from  friends  in  the  North.  At  first  these  dona- 
tions were  made  as  a  rule  to  the  cause.  We  assigned  them  to  particular 
students,  whose  names  we  sent  to  the  donors  that  they  might  know 
what  use  was  made  of  the  money.  Gradually,  however,  the  personal 
element  grew  under  her  management,  and  for  several  years  nearly  all 
of  the  students  thus  aided  have  been  in  personal  correspondence  with 
the  individuals  or  societies  sending  aid.  These  letters  were  first  read 
and  corrected  by  Mrs.  Satterfield,  then,  after  they  had  been  copied, 
she  sent  them  off,  enclosing  her  own  story  of  the  student's  work  and 
progress.  The  whole  list  was  gone  over  twice  in  a  term.  Our  readers 
can  form  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  task.  Many  of  them 
know  what  a  help  the  letters  from  this  end  have  been  in  the  work  of 
the  societies.  Our  Northern  friends  can  scarcely  realize  what  an 
inspiration  their  kind  answers  have  been  to  these  girls.  It  was  because 
she  was  finding  in  this  correspondence  such  a  source  of  power  for  good 
in  the  lives  of  her  girls  that  she  put  so  much  of  her  life  into  it.  It  was  for 
another  to  see  how  by  the  same  effort  she  was  holding  our  friends  so 
deeply  interested  in  Scotia  that  we  have  regularly  closed  each  year 
with  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  and  have  more  than  doubled  the 
capacity  of  the  school  without  asking  the  Board  for  any  financial  aid 
for  improvements  or  for  current  expenses  other  than  teachers' 
salaries. 

We  must  not  overlook,  however,  in  this  connection  her  personal 
work  in  the  North.  In  1890  she  attended  meetings  of  H.  M.  societies 
of  the  Presbyteries  of  Cincinnati,  Wooster  and  Pittsburgh,  setting  on 
foot  the  movement  resulting  in  Faith  Hall.  In  the  spring  of  '98  she 
made  a  somewhat  extended  circuit,  attending  some  twelve  different 
meetings  in  about  two  weeks  in  Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York.  Of  the  value  of  this  work  Mrs.  Ailing,  of  Rochester, 
N.  Y. ,  wrote  later:  "Our  contributions  to  Freedmen  have  been 
about  one -third  larger  than  last  year,  and  we  think  the  credit  is  due 
chiefly  to  your  visit." 

But  these  trips  during  term  time  were  few ;  for  we  have  both  felt 
that  we  were  needed  more  right  here.  Her  commission  was  drawn 
for  twelve  months  in  the  year,  and  she  put  in  full  time.  While  in  the 
North,  where  she  always  spentabout  two  months, wherever  she  went  she  re- 
sponded in  private  conversation  or  public  address  to  the  earnest  wish  of 
the  people  who  wanted  to  know  more  of  Scotia,  telling  eagerly  and  out  of 
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a  full  heart  about  the  work  to  which  she  had  given  her  1  i  fe.  In  the  summer 
0f  >gg — her  last  in  the  North — she  cut  short  her  visit  to  friends  in 
Pennsylvania  to  address  a  society  in  Ludlow,  Ky. ,  about  the  first  of 
August,  visiting  later  other  societies  about  Cincinnati,  O.,  where  she 
had  made  a  host  of  devoted  friends.  When  we  begin  to  count  up  and 
make  an  estimate  of  the  extent  of  her  work  we  can  only  stop  and 
wonder  that  any  one  could  do  so  much  and  do  it  well.  And  yet  to 
watch  her  at  it  you  would  scarcely  think  she  was  working  at  all.  She 
was  so  unruffled,  so  thoroughly  enjoying  it,  that  one  could  easily  fancy 
that  it  was  more  of  a  pastime  than  work  for  her.  Each  year  she 
planned  improvements  on  her  old  methods  and  additions  to  her  former 
cares,  so  that  she  seemed  to  us  to  be  only  just  fairly  ready  for  her  real 
life  work  when  the  Master  said:  "Your  work  is  done,  well  done. 
Now  take  your  crown  so  fairly  won."  We  cannot  understand  it,  but 
He  does,  and  that  is  enough. 


The  Current  Year. 

The  hard  question,  who  shall  occupy  the  vacant  place  had  to  be  met. 
To  call  in  a  stranger  to  the  methods  and  spirit  of  the  school  would 
have  made  trouble.  With  the  members  of  the  strong  and  devoted 
faculty  which  has  so  loyally  and  efficiently  supported  us  to  choose 
from,  we  were  able  to  avoid  such  a  necessity.  Miss  Mary  C.  Bell,  for 
several  years  at  the  head  of  our  Preparatory  School  and  teacher  of  the 
normal  class,  was  chosen,  and  hesitatingly  accepted  the  position.  We 
do  not  hesitate  to  say,  after  six  months  of  trial,  that  results  are  proving 
the  wisdom  of  the  choice. 

Miss  Hope  Chase,  after  one  year  of  hard  work  and  marked  success 
at  the  head  of  the  Music  Department,  was  taken  seriously  ill  soon 
after  the  close  of  the  term  and  so  much  prostrated  that  she  was  unable 
to  return.  Miss  Cathcart,  with  a  zeal  characteristic  of  the  Scotia 
teacher,  offered  to  leave  pressing  home  duties  and  stay  with  us  until 
we  could  have  time  to  find  the  right  one  for  the  place.  With  deepest 
gratitude  we  accepted  the  offer,  and  have  had  the  benefit  of  her  in- 
valuable service  until  we  were  able  in  January  to  make  permanent 
arrangements.  Miss  Grace  L.  Anderson,  of  Rochester,  Pa.,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  Conservatory  of  Wooster  University,  is  the  new  superin- 
tendent, and  we  believe  that  the  friends  of  Scotia  need  not  fear  that 
the  reputation  of  the  Seminary  for  good  music  will  suffer  in  her  care. 
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Government  and  Discipline. 

We  try  in  governing  the  school  to  work  by  these  fundamental 
principles  :  Education  is  for  the  sake  of  character  more  than  for 
knowledge.  Order  has  no  merit  except  to  secure  mental  application 
and  systematic  development.  Authority,  that  it  may  promote  character 
building,  must  make  the  way  plain  and  appeal  to  the  highest  motives; 
keeping  these  principles  in  mind,  we  have  a  few  printed  rules  relating 
to  care  of  property,  dress,  school  hours,  etc.  Aside  from  these,  we 
expect  our  students  to  know  (if  they  do  not  know  we  will  tell  them 
in  the  plainest  English)  the  moral  law,  the  rules  of  propriety  and  good 
manners,  and  what  is  due  in  respect  and  obedience  from  a  pupil  to  a 
teacher.  We  assume  that  students  want  to  know  what  is  proper  and 
to  do  it ;  and  we  expect  them  to  do  it  as  fast  as  they  know,  and  to  do 
it,  not  because  they  have  to,  but  because  they  want  to.  No  student 
can  be  in  first  class  standing  who  either  disobeys  the  rules  or  has  to 
be  made  to  obey  them.  The  model  student  is  the  one  who  does  not 
need  to  be  governed,  she  governs  herself. 

That  we  may  bring  this  theory  into  practice,  we  have  been  using 
the  Honor  Roll.  On  this  roll  three  kinds  of  merits  are  given  by  vote 
of  the  faculty,  indicated  by  the  symbols  H  (Honor),  M  (Manners), 
S  (Scholarship).  It  is  understood  that  no  student  can  obtain  or  keep 
the  H.  whom  we  do  not  trust — who  needs  to  be  watched  ;  that  no  one 
can  obtain  any  other  merit  who  is  without  the  H.,  and  that  no  one  can 
graduate  off  the  Honor  Roll.  We  are  trying  to  get  our  students  ready 
for  real  life.  The  good  citizen  governs  himself.  He  obeys  the  law 
willingly.  The  civil  ruler  does  not  station  a  policeman  at  his  gate. 
Student  life  ought  to  prepare  for  what  is  to  come  after.  We  have  no 
room  very  long  for  those  who  have  to  be  watched ;  for  we  do  not  ex- 
pect much  of  them.  If  their  own  sense  of  honor  and  desire  for  knowl- 
edge and  refinement  and  regard  for  what  others  may  think  do  not 
keep  them  within  bounds,  school  is  apt  to  do  them  more  harm  than 
good,  and  we  prefer  not  to  waste  time  looking  after  them. 

Our  Religious  Work. 

About  five-sixths  of  our  students  are  enrolled  each  year  as  church 
members.  A  term  seldom  passes  by  without  a  revival  of  religion;  but 
we  depend  more  on  the  atmosphere  of  the  school  and  regular  instruc- 
tion in  the  word  of  God  than  on  any  special  effort  to  bring  it  about. 
The  two  things  most  needed  here  are :  an  intelligent  faith  and  moral 
discipline — to  know  what  they  believe  and  why,  and  to  realize  that  no 
faith  is  real  and  genuine  which  does  not  lead  to  a  moral  life  and  a 
spotless  reputation. 
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Along  with  this  care  for  the  personal  welfare  of  the  students,  we 
must  also  think  of  what  they  are  to  do  for  others.  The  supreme  need 
of  the  colored  people  is,  beyond  question,  competent  Christian  leader- 
ship. For  certain  reasons  they  cannot  have  this  now  from  white 
people — North  or  South.  It  is  equally  evident  that  they  do  not  have 
it,  except  to  a  limited  extent  among  themselves;  other  schools  are 
training  men  for  the  ministry,  and  the  other  learned  professions,  and 
to  be  teachers  of  the  industries.  But  the  demand  for  women  as  qual- 
ified leaders  is  just  as  great.  They  are  needed  as  home  makers  most 
of  all.  Our  educated  men  must  be  sadly  crippled  in  their  efforts  to 
lift  up  the  race,  without  such  wives  as  will  be  true  helpmeets  for  them, 
both  in  the  home  and  outside  of  it.  They  are  needed  as  teachers  in 
the  public  and  parochial  schools,  the  Sabbath  schools,  young  people's 
societies,  and  as  missionaries  in  waste  places.  Pastors  are  writing  to 
us  continually  to  supply  such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls,  train  and 
send  them  back  to  help  in  their  work.  Such,  briefly,  is  the  demand 
we  are  trying  to  meet  by  making  of  Scotia,  as  far  as  possible,  a  mis- 
sionary training  school. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work.  The 
Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  language  work.  At  cer- 
tain times  the  Bible  is  substituted  for  the  reading  book.  A  list  of 
devotional  passages  is  printed  on  a  chart  and  hung  upon  the  wall  to  be 
memorized  and  recited  at  family  prayers  in  the  dining  room.  Another 
list  of  Bible  readings  is  printed,  giving  a  doctrinal  course,  following 
the  order  of  the  shorter  catechism,  which  is  studied  in  the  morning 
chapel  exercise.  The  history,  or  series  of  Bible  stories,  is  made  the 
subject  of  the  Sabbath  school  lessons,  on  which  the  classes  are  exam- 
ined and  graded  as  in  other  branches.  The  prayermeeting,  the  mission- 
ary, temperance  and  Christian  Endeavor  societies,  are  all  so  many 
normal  exercises,  not  only  to  give  information,  but  to  kindle  a  sense 
of  responsibility  and  to  train  for  active  work.  There  is  a  deep  and 
growing  interest  among  the  students  in  the  salvation  of  Africa,  and 
they  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  some  day  they  may  share  in  the 
blessed  privilege  of  carrying  the  gospel  to  the  land  of  their  ancestors. 


The  IjIbkary  and  Reading  Room. 

Any  school  teacher  visiting  our  class  rooms  would  feel  very  much 
at  home  as  she  watched  us  trying  to  do  the  same  work  which  is  going 
on  in  other  schools.      But  if  the  same  teacher  were  to  spend  a  day  or 
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so,  closely  observing  the  work  of  the  teachers  outside  the  class  room 
as  well  as  in,  she  would  find  something  here  not  so  apparent  in  schools 
generally.  Very  few  of  our  students  have  had  access  to  good  books 
and  periodicals  before  coming  here.  They  are  lacking  in  general 
information,  and  many  of  them  are  very  hungry  for  it.  The  result  is 
that  we  are  teaching  all  the  time  and  nearly  everything.  To  help  in 
this  work  we  have  started  a  library  and  reading  room;  both  are  highly 
appreciated,  especially  the  library.  This  side  of  our  work  is  growing 
more  and  more  interesting  and  helpful  every  year.  The  interest  of 
the  Miss  Dain  fund  gives  us  $25  a  year  towards  keeping  the  shelves 
filled  up,  but  we  need  at  least  $100,  and  plead  earnestly  with  our 
friends  to  send  us  good  books  for  girls,  or  better  still  to  send  us  the 
money  to  buy  them  with. 

Industrial  Department. 

Primarily,  our  object  in  this  department  is  domestic  training. 
While  the  instruction  given  is  such  as  to  qualify  the  students  to  use 
their  skill  as  a  means  of  making  a  living,  the  end  we  keep  most  dis- 
tinctively in  view  is  to  prepare  them  to  be  home  makers,  than  which 
there  is  no  nobler  work,  none  more  needful — that  the  body  may  be 
fitted  for  its  great  mission  as  the  temple  of  the  mind  and  the  soul. 

In  the  sewing  room,  systematic,  practical  instruction  is  given  in 
plain  sewing,  especial  attention  being  paid  to  patching,  darning, 
hemming,  button  holes,  cutting  and  making  various  garments.  Fancy 
work  is  excluded  as  being  so  fascinating  as  to  interfere  with  plain  work, 
and  requiring  more  time  and  money  than  our  girls  can  afford. 

Fine  dressmaking  has  also  been  introduced.  Those  who  desire 
may  give  extra  time  to  this,  and  when  proficient  will  receive  a  certifi- 
cate from  this  department. 

A  text  book  on  domestic  economy  has  been  introduced,  and  in- 
struction in  all  pertaining  to  the  care  of  a  house  and  right  ways  of 
living  is  given.  Practice  is  secured  in  the  care  of  the  buildings  and  in 
the  kitchen  and  laundry  work  of  the  seminary,  all  done  by  the  girls 
under  careful  supervision.  Special  lessons  are  given  in  cooking;  from 
this  department  also  certificates  will  be  given  to  those  who  have  come 
up  to  our  standard  of  proficiency.  These  courses  in  plain  cooking 
and  domestic  economy  and  in  -plain  sewing  are  required  as  parts  of 
the  Grammar  School  course,  and  failure  on  the  part  of  any  one  to 
complete  them  will  be  marked  on  the  certificate. 

They  are  carefully  graded  on  the  neatness  and  thoroughness 
with  which  the  domestic  work  is  done,  that  it  may  have  equal  honor 
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with  other  studies,  thus  raising  the  care  of  the  home  above  mere  drud- 
gery. The  fruits  of  this  work  we  are  already  enjoying,  as  we  hear  of 
and  see  the  beautiful  homes  of  many  of  our  graduates.  We  have  also 
had,  for  several  years,  a  text  book  on  nursing  the  sick,  having  in  view 
the  two-fold  object  of  teaching  our  girls  how  to  care  for  their  own 
bodies,  a  lesson  which  every  girl  in  the  land  needs  to  learn,  and 
how  to  be  intelligent  and  skillful  in  the  care  of  the  sick.  This  is  a 
favorite  study.  With  their  sympathetic  natures,  warm  hearts  and  deft 
hands,  they  make  most  excellent  nurses.  The  demand  for  trained 
nurses  in  the  South  is  very  pressing,  and  would  open  up  a  wide  field 
for  usefulness  to  those  qualified  to  enter  it. 

Course  in  Cooking  and  Household  Economy. 

First  Year. 

First  half  of  text  book  on  household  economy. 

Measuring,  yeast  making,  bread  making,  light  bread,  corn  bread, 
biscuit,  tea  and  coffee.

Complete  text  book  on  household  economy.  Plain  cooking — 
vegetables,  cereals,  soups,  eggs,  meats,  batter  breads,  warmed  over 
dishes. 

Third  Year. 

Classification  of  foods,  salads,  desserts. 

Preparing  and  serving  meals  by  the  pupils.  Each  pupil  is  required 
to  arrange  a  menu  for  a  breakfast,  lunch,  and  dinner;  prepare  and  serve 
the  same.

Literary  Department. 

Our  aim  in  this  is  to  give  to  all  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
common  English  branches,  such  as  will  make  them  useful  members  of 
society  and  respectable  teachers  in  the  free  and  parochial  schools. 
Pains  are  taken  to  secure  the  best  text  books,  maps,  charts,  etc.,  and 
to  use  the  methods  best  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  our  work. 

The  work  of  the  Seminary  is  arranged  for  three  courses  of  study, 
viz  :  The  Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific.  While  the 
schedule  of  studies  indicates  a  certain  number  of  years  for  each  of 
these,  the  custom  of  the  Seminary  has  been  to  take  all  the  time  ne- 
cessary to  complete  the  work.  No  student  will  be  advanced  from  one 
class  to  another  until  she  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  on 
each  branch,  receiving  a  minimum  grade  of  seventy.  A  regular 
certificate  will  be  given  to  each  student  who  has  completed  the  Gram- 
mar School  course  with  a  minimum  grade  of  seventy  in  each  branch 
studied.  Diplomas  will  be  given  to  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  and 
Scientific  courses. 

When  the  classes  are  large  they  are  heard  by  divisions,  thus 
giving  to  each  student  a  chance  for  constant  drill,  and  to  the  teachers 
the  opportunity  to  push  forward  those  capable  of  making  more  rapid 
progress  without  injustice  to  others. 


Scotia  Seminary. 


The  Preparatory  Work. 

Though  we  call  ourselves  a  Seminary,  and  exist  for  the  sake  of  a 
higher  education,  we  find  it  necessary  to  retain  a  certain  amount  of 
rudimentary  work.  Applicants  who  have  complied  with  other  re- 
quirements will  be  admitted  to  this  department  after  passing  an  exam- 
ination in  Arithmetic  through  division  of  simple  numbers,  Elementary 
Geography,  Fourth  Reader  and  Primary  Grammar. 

The    course  thus   begun  will  include     Wentworth's   Elementary 

Arithmetic  and  the   Grammar   School  to  ex.   95  •   Frye's  Elementary 

Geography  reviewed,  and  the   Higher  Geography   through   the  study 

of  the  United  States ;    Tarbell's   Language  Lessons  No.  1,  and  Reed 

and  Kellogg' s  Graded  Lessons.      It   will   not   be  limited  by  any  term 

of  years.     Each  student  is  examined  on  admission,  and  if  assigned  to 

this  course  will  be  promoted  to   the   Seminary  when  she  is  prepared 

for  it. 

Grammar  School  Course. 

This  is  designed  to  cover  the  ground  of  our  best  common  schools, 
and  lay  good  foundations  for  more  advanced  work.  Those  complet- 
ing this  course  have  usually  done  us  much  credit  before  the  county 
examiners  and  in  their  work  as  teachers. 

English  Language. 

A  very  large  share  of  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  our  own 
language.  We  have  realized  that  deficiencies  here  are  a  serious  hind- 
rance to  progress  in  other  branches  and  often  bring  the  school  as  well 
as  the  student  into  discredit  in  the  outside  world.  Correct  spelling 
and  good  penmanship  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  recitation  in  all 
written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected  with  reference  to  the  cul- 
tivation of  a  literary  taste  and  general  information,  and  the  students 
are  carefully  trained  both  in  the  reading  classes  and  in  the  rhetorical 
divisions  in  the  art  of  oral  expression.  Grammar  and  composition 
are  taught  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  course,  with  a  com- 
bination of  theory  and  practice  at  every  step.  Reproductions  or 
original  compositions  are  required  of  all  grades,  while  incorrect  ex- 
pressions are  criticised  out  of  the  class  room  as  well  as  in  it. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  formula  are  disregarded  as 
far  as  possible.  The  students  are  taught  to  think  out  every  process 
and  to  acquire  habits  of  self-dependence.  Mental  and  written  work 
are  carried  forward  together,  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply 
sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject,  addi- 
tional exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 
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Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  and  in  connection  with  history  is 
taught  by  the  latest  methods,  considerable  attention  being  given  to 
map  drawing  and  molding.  History  with  special  reference  to  current 
events  begins  with  a  primary  text  book  on  History  of  the  United 
States  and  continues  through  English  History  and  History  of  the 
World. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene  are  taught  with  sj  ecial  reference  to  the' 
laws  of  health,  and  to  correct  physical  and  moral  habits.  In  the  class 
room  not  only  are  the  lessons  of  the  text  book  carefully  taught,  but 
special  pains  are  taken  to  show  the  relation  of  the  facts  of  science  to 
good  morals,  and  to  make  the  students  realize  the  importance  of  tak- 
ing care  of  the  body.  The  comfort  and  health  of  the  students  are 
looked  after  by  a  professional  nurse,  who  gives  the  most  careful  atten- 
tion to  the  condition  of  the  sleeping  rooms,  and  to  the  habits  of  the 
students  in  their  rooms. 

A  short  time  each  day  is  devoted  to  Calisthenic  exercises.

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OUTTJXE     OF     STUDY. 

Normal  Course. 

One  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in  the  art 
of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  practice.  We 
wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have  taught,  but  we  expect  them 
to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be  able  to  devise  and  apply  such  meth- 
ods as  are  best  adapted  to  supply  the  demands  of  a  peculiar  field. 
During  the  second  year  of  the  course,  classes  in  the  Preparatory 
School  will  be  assigned  to  the  Normal  students,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  teachers  in  charge,  that  they  may  test  their  knowledge  and  skill, 
gain  some  degree  of  confidence  in  themselves,  and  satisfy  us  that  they 
are  prepared  for  so  responsible  a  calling.  The  entire  Grammar 
School  course  is  arranged  to  furnish  training  preparatory  to  the  Nor- 
mal. The  branches  in  this  course  associated  with  theory  and  practice 
are  designed  to  give  the  would-be  teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a 
more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  the  work  in  the  school  room. 
This  course  continues  for  two  years.  Provision  will  be  made  in  con- 
nection with  this  course  for  special  lessons  in  dressmaking  and  cook- 
ing for  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  these  industries. 

The  Scientific  Course. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed  necessary  to 
the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of  Scotia  up 
to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere.  Text  books  on  the  sciences  are 
selected  for  general  information  and  practical  use  rather  than  for  tech- 
nical instruction.  Efforts  are  being  made  each  year  to  increase  our 
facilities  for  teaching  by  experiment.  It  will  continue  one  year  longer 
than  the  Normal,  and  the  outline  of  studies  will  be  as  follows,  viz.:

It  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions  of 
about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before  Wednes- 
day, Oct.  9th. 

Old  students  are  requested  to  notify  us  as  to  their  intention  to 
return  not  later  that  Sept.  1st.  We  will  not  hold  rooms  for  any  one 
after  Tuesday,  Oct.  15th,  except  by  special  arrangement. 


ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from  some 
reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character,  has  made 
the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is  not  less  than  fourteen  years 
of  age. 


EXPENSES. 


No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  except  for  music,  which  is  $12  for 
the  organ  and  $18  for  the  piano,  one-half  to  be  paid  in  advance,  the 
remainder  in  January  and  April. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.    (not    including   books),  will    be    $45,  of 
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which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of  the 
term . 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$6.00  per  month. 

Each  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  term 
for  church  pew  rent  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents  a  month 
for  contingent  expenses. 


GENERAL  RULES, 


The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper  super 
vision,  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  performance  of  the 
various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does  her  own  laundry  work. 
Working  dress  and  aprons  are  necessary. 

Attendance  upon  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  and 
through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boarders,  unless  excused  for 
special  reasons. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  friends  of  the  students  at  any  time  during 
the  week,  but  not  to  come  or  go  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  and  brothers 
is  strictly  forbidden. 

Books  used  can  be  purchased  in  the  Seminary  at  reduced  rates. 

The  parents  and  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestly  requested 
not  to  send  boxes,  etc.,  containing  food  to  the  Seminary.  It  will 
only  make  trouble  to  send  them,  as  we  shall  be  forced  to  confiscate 
the  objectionable  contents. 


DRESS. 

Plain,  neat,  inexpensive  dress  is  required.  No  student  will  be 
permitted  to  wear  gaudy  or  showy  clothing  at  any  time.  Parents  and 
friends  are  urged  to  help  us  to  enforce  this  rule.  It  is  a  matter  of  the 
gravest  importance,  affecting  the  reputation  of  the  Seminary  as  well 
as  the  welfare  of  the  students.  There  is  no  need  here  for  expensive 
dress,  and  we  will  not  allow  it  to  be  worn. 

No  jewelry  or  white  skirts  are  to  be  worn.  Every  article  of 
clothing  must  be  distinctly  marked. 

The  Principal  will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  clothing,  shoes, 
etc.,  needed  during  the  term,  thus  saving  expense  of  mail  or  express. 
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TO    OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

We  return  our  most  hearty  thanks  to  the  ministers  and  teachers 
and  parents  and  guardians  of  our  students  for  their  continued  confi- 
dence and  support.  You  have  sent  us  all  the  girls  we  could  take  care 
of  and  wanted  to  send  us  more.  We  have  had  about  two  hundred 
more  applicants  than  we  had  places  to  put  them  in. 

God  has  been  very  good  to  us  thus  far  through  the  term,  and  we 
must  not  forget  to  thank  Him  for  so  large  a  measure  of  health  inside 
the  school,  while  diseases  have  prevailed  around  us  and  so  many  of  the 
friends  at  home  have  been  sick. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  considerable  progress  in  the 
matter  of  self  support  on  the  part  of  our  students.  While  we  appeal 
to  our  Northern  friends  for  help  because  it  is  needed,  we  make  our 
appeal  year  by  year  with  much  more  confidence  because  we  can  ]  oint 
to  these  figures  and  show  that  we  are  trying  to  help  ourselves.  The 
amount  given  by  the  students  last  year  in  payment  of  school  bills 
was  $6,850,  an  increase  of  about  $650  over  the  preceding  year.  We 
wish  to  have  it  understood  that  this  was  paid  in  cash  and  no  part  of 
it  in  credit  for  work  done  in  the  Seminary.  Each  student  is  supposed 
to  work  about  an  hour  a  day.  How  much  would  that  be  worth  with 
260  students  at  five  cents  an  hour? 

We  shall  continue  to  aid  worthy  students,  but  we  do  not  intend 
to  help  any  one  who  is  not  doing  what  she  can  to  help  herself.  We 
appeal  to  our  pastors  and  alumnae  especially  to  exercise  the  greatest 
care  in  recommending  new  pupils  to  send  only  the  best,  with  bright 
minds,  earnest  and  conscientious,  who  will  make  good  use  of  their 
chance  and  make  us  no  trouble. 

Don't  think  of  Scotia  as  a  reform  school  and  send  us  your  wild 
girls.  Don't  forget  that  it  is  a  High  School.  You  have  been  sending 
too  many  for  the  low  grades,  some  who  have  been  too  low  for  any  of 
our  grades.  We  have  been  carrying  a  whole  class  lower  than  our 
published  schedule,  and  it  is  work  that  ought  to  be  done  elsewhere  if 
we  are  to  make  any  progress. 

More  and  more  are  we  encouraged  by  the  interest  taken  in  the 
News.  Friends  both  North  and  South  depend  upon  it  to  keep  open 
the  lines  of  communication  and  the  streams  of  interest.  We  want 
our  alumnae  to  know  that  a  few  lines  from  any  of  them  telling  of 
their  interest  in  us  or  their  own  work  and  welfare  will  help  us  here, 
and  as  we  pass  it  on  through  the  paper  no  one  can  tell  how  much  it 
may  do  for  the  cause. 
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In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  by  Dr.  Cowan  in  the  As- 
sembly Herald  for  September,  1900,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
President  of  Scotia,  the  teachers  have  decided  to  make  an  effort  to 
raise  the  rest  of  the  money  needed  for  the  Hospital  and  to  make  it  a 
token  of  our  loving  remembrance  of  Mrs.  Satterfield.  Some  of  us 
know  how  deeply  interested  she  was  in  this  plan  and  how  earnestly 
she  had  worked  for  it.  We  know  of  no  other  way  by  which  we  can 
so  effectively  carry  out  her  wishes  as  by  going  on  with  the  work  which 
she  had  planned. 

The  teachers  are  sending  out  their  appeal  to  the  friends  of  Mrs. 
Satterfield.  We  know  there  are  many  who  knew  her  personally  or  by 
correspondence,  or  who  loved  her  for  her  work's  sake,  and  who  will 
be  glad  to  show  their  regard  by  their  gifts  to  this  cause.  The  Board 
has  authorized  the  appeal  and  is  in  full  sympathy  with  it ;  but  on  ac- 
count of  other  burdens  they  are  anxious  that  this  should  not  in  any 
way  interfere  with  the  regular  income.  We  are  just  as  anxious  for 
this  as  they  are.  We  do  not  want  any  part  of  the  regular  offerings. 
We  want  special  gifts,  tokens  of  personal  regard.  For  these  we  ap- 
peal especially  to  our  own  students  and  their  friends.  What  are  you 
going  to  do  to  show  your  appreciation  of  this  life  which  was  so 
nobly  and  beautifully  lived  for  you.

THE  CURRENT  YEAR. 

Very  much  to  our  regret,  two  members  of  our  faculty  left  us 
at  the  close  of  last  year,  Miss  Olinda  Meeker  and  Miss  Grace  An- 
derson, both  on  account  of  physical  weakness.  We  were  fortunate, 
however,  to  be  able  to  find  valuable  successors  for  both  of  them 
in  Miss  M.  E.  Mateer,  of  McVeytown,  Pa.,  and  Miss  Dora  E. 
Martin,  of  New  Concord,  Ohio.  With  these  exceptions  our  corps 
of  workers  has  been  unchanged.  The  attendance  has  been  about 
the  same  as  in  former  years,  because  we  have  been  crowded  all  the 
time.  When  a  vacancy  for  any  reason  has  occurred  the  question 
has  been  as  to  which  one  of  several  waiting  applicants  should  have 
the  place.  Fully  two  hundred  have  asked  admission  whom  we 
have  been  compelled  to  turn  away  for  lack  of  room  and  teachers. 

The  year  has  been  one  much  like  the  long  series  behind  it  in 
another  respect.  We  have  had  so  many  kind  Providences  to  be 
thankful  for,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  fact  that,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  or  two  cases  early  in  the  term,  our  city  has  been  clear 
of  the  smallpox,  and,  for  the  first  time  for  several  years,  we  have 
been  able  for  a  month  at  a  time  to  feel  comparatively  comfortable. 
For  this  measure  of  relief  we  take  pleasure  in  recording  our  obli- 
gations to  Dr.  Young,  the  efficient  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  to  whose  wise  and  energetic  administration  the  school  as 
well  as  the  county  is  greatly  indebted.  In  the  school  there  has 
been  no  epidemic  and  comparatively  little  serious  illness. 

Our  bill  of  expense  for  the  term  will  be  somewhat  larger  than 
usual  for  two  reasons.  We  have  larger  fuel  bills  to  pay  as  a  result 
of  the  coal  famine,  and  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  renew  our 
steam  heating  plant.  The  bills  for  the  latter  improvement  footed 
up  something  over  $1,200;  but  we  expect  to  close  the  year  without 
either  a  debt  or  any  special  appeal  to  the  Board  or  our  good  friends 
for  help.

We  are  rejoicing  in  one  sign  of  progress  in  our  Literary  De- 
partment. For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  the  roll 
for  the  preparatory  classes  was  smaller  than  that  of  the  Grammar 
School  and  higher  course  at  the  opening,  and  the  lowest  classes  are 
not  so  large  as  usual.  The  entrance  examination  showed  hetter 
work  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools,  and  if  this  year' s  expe- 
rience may  be  taken  as  a  basis  for  future  expectations  our  long 
cherished  plans  for  a  higher  grade  of  work  may  soon  be  realized. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  the  year  we  were  able  to  note  the 
signs  of  a  spiritual  interest  among  the  students.  Without  any 
special  meetings  and  in  the  quietest  way  possible  this  good  work 
has  continued.  More  than  one-half  of  those  who  were  enrolled  as 
unconverted  have  confessed  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  in  every  way 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  zeal  in  religious  work  and  services. 


GOVEE^MEXT  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

Our  theory  is  that  the  student  is  best  governed  who  governs 
herself.  We  think  of  the  school  as  a  miniature  State,  remember- 
ing that  all  our  best  citizens,  all  indeed  worthy  of  citizenship,  need 
no  penalties  attached  to  laws,  no  police  to  watch  them  and- compel 
obedience.  When  they  know  the  laws  they  keep  them  because  it 
is  right,  and  because  they  want  to  be  respected  and  useful.  We 
are  trying  to  appeal  to  the  same  motives  in  our  school  discipline. 
We  print  a  few  simple  rules  describing  the  routine  of  school  life  in 
its  various  departments,  and  post  them  conspicuously  through  the 
building.  We  expect  every  student  to  know  what  belongs  to  good 
morals,  good  manners,  good  taste  and  the  respect  due  to  teachers 
when  she  comes  in,  or  to  learn  it  as  fast  as  possible  here.  Our 
hope  is  that  she  will  grow  into  the  habit  of  doing  just  what  the 
good  citizen  does  ;  keep  rules  not  because  she  has  to,  but  because 
she  wants  to. 

To  aid  us  in  working  out  this  theory  we  are  using  the  Honor 
Roll,  with  three  degrees  of  merit  represented  by  the  letter  "H" 
(Honor),  "M"  (Manners),  "  S "  (Scholarship.)  The  first  is 
within  the  reach  of  every  student  who  lias  convinced  us  at  the  end 
of  three  months  after  admission  that  she  is  trustworthy,  that  she 
will  keep  the  rules  just  as  well  when  we  are  not  watching  her  as 
when  we  are.     Until  the  "H"  has  been  earned  no  other  merit  will 
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be  given.  The  "M"  is  the  reward  of  those  who  are  careful  in  the 
observance  of  the  formal  rules  of  the  school  and  of  good  society. 
All  rude,  boisterous  conduct,  untidiness  in  the  care  of  dress  or 
rooms,  slighting  domestic  work,  unkindness  to  one  another  or  dis- 
respect to  teachers.  All  violations  of  the  rules  of  good  breeding 
and  of  propriety  will  deprive  the  offender  of  this  symbol. 

The  "S"  will  be  given  to  the  student  who  has  won  the  "H" 
and  has  secured  a  grade  of  90  in  at  least  three  of  her  principal 
studies  and  held  it  until  after  the  next  test  succeeding  the  one  in 
which  she  gained  it.  As  it  has  required  two  tests  to  gain  it,  she 
will  not  lose  it  as  the  result  of  one  failure.  No  one  can  graduate 
who  is  not  on  the  Honor  Roll. 


OUR  REL/IGIOUS  work. 

About  five-sixths  of  our  students  are  enrolled  each  year  as 
church  members.  A  term  seldom  passes  by  without  a  revival  of 
religion;  but  we  depend  more  on  the  atmosphere  of  the  school  and 
regular  instruction  in  the  word  of  God  than  on  any  special  effort 
to  bring  it  about.  The  two  things  most  needed  here  are:  an  intel- 
ligent faith  and  moral  discipline — to  know  what-  they  believe  and 
why,  and  to  realize  that  no  faith  is  real  and  genuine  which  does 
not  lead  to  a  moral  life  and  spotless  reputation. 

Along  with  this  care  for  the  personal  welfare  of  the  students, 
we  must  also  think  of  what  they  are  to  do  for  others.  The  supreme 
need  of  the  colored  people  is,  beyond  question,  competent  Chris- 
tian leadership.  For  certain  reasons  they  cannot  have  this  now 
from  white  people — North  or  South.  It  is  equally  evident  that 
they  do  not  have  it,  except  to  a  limited  extent,  among  themselves ; 
other  schools  are  training  men  for  the  ministry,  and  the  other 
learned  professions,  and  to  be  teachers  of  the  industries.  But  the 
demand  for  women  as  qualified  leaders  is  just  as  great.  They  are 
needed  as  home  makers  most  of  all.  Our  educated  men  must  be 
sadly  crippled  in  their  efforts  to  lift  up  the  race,  without  such 
wives  as  will  be  true  helpmeets  for  them,  both  in  the  home  and 
outside  of  it.  They  are  needed  as  teachers  in  the  public  and 
parochial  schools,  the  Sabbath  schools,  young  people's  societies, 
and  as  missionaries  in  waste  places.  Pastors  are  writing  to  us 
continually   to    supply  such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls,  train  and 
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send  them  back  to  help  in  their  work.  Such,  briefly,  is  the 
demand  we  are  trying  to  meet  by  making  of  Scotia,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, a  missionary  training  school. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work.  The 
Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  language  work.  At 
certain  times  the  Bible  is  substituted  for  the  reading  book.  A 
list  of  devotional  passages  is  printed  on  a  chart  and  hung  upon 
the  wall  to  be  memorized  and  recited  at  family  prayers  in  the 
dining  room.  Another  list  of  Bible  readings  is  printed,  giving  a 
doctrinal  course,  following  the  order  of  the  shorter  catechism, 
which  is  studied  in  the  morning  chapel  exercise.  The  history,  or 
series  of  Bible  stories,  is  made  the  subject  of  the  Sabbath  school 
lesson,  on  which  the  classes  are  examined  and  graded  as  in  other 
branches.  The  prayer  meeting,  the  missionary,  temperance  and 
Christian  Endeavor  societies,  are  all  so  many  normal  exercises, 
not  only  to  give  information,  but  to  kindle  a  sense  of  responsibility 
and  to  train  for  active  work.  There  is  a  deep  and  growing  interest 
among  the  students  in  the  salvation  of  Africa  and  they  are  en- 
couraged to  hope  that  some  day  they  may  share  in  the  blessed 
privilege  of  carrying  the  gospel  to  the  land  of  their  ancestors. 


THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Any  school  teacher  visiting  our  class  rooms  would  feel  very 
much  at  home  as  she  watched  us  trying  to  do  the  same  work  which 
is  going  on  in  other  schools.  But  if  the  same  teacher  were  to 
spend  a  day  or  so,  closely  observing  the  work  of  the  teachers  out- 
side the  class  room  as  well  as  in,  she  would  find  something  here 
not  so  apparent  in  schools  generally.  Very  few  of  our  students 
have  had  access  to  good  books  and  periodicals  before  coming  here. 
They  are  lacking  in  general  information,  and  many  of  them  are 
very  hungry  for  it.  The  result  is  that  we  are  teaching  all  the 
time  and  nearly  everything.  To  help  in  this  work  we  have 
started  a  library  and  reading  room;  both  are  highly  appreciated, 
especially  the  library.  This  side  of  our  work  is  growing  more  and 
more  interesting  and  helpful  every  year.  The  interest  of  the  Miss 
Dain  fund  gives  us  $25  a  year  towards  keeping  the  shelves  filled, 
but  we  need  at  least  $100,  and  plead  earnestly  with  our  friends  to 
send  us  good  books  for  girls,  or  better  still  to  send  us  the  money 
to  buy  them  with. 
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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  are  making  manual  training  a  part  of  our  general  course. 
Our  theory  is  that  human  nature  is  three  sided,  anc  thai  no  system 
of  education  is  complete  which  does  not  provide  for  the  training 
of  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head  and  the  heart. 

Working  by  this  principle,  we  assume  that  a  good  practical 
knowledge  of  domestic  science  and  its  various  uses  is  essential  to 
a  well  rounded  womanhood.  Keeping  this  b(  fore  us  as  the  result 
sought  for  in  our  work,  we  have  placed  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
Seminary,  as  required  studies,  pretty  much  all  that  belongs  to 
good  housekeeping.  For  the  lower  classes  these  lessons  are  taken 
chiefly  by  doing  the  work  of  the  Boarding  Department  under  care- 
ful supervision.  The  more  advanced  classes  pursue  regular 
courses  in  sewing  and  cooking,  in  connection  with  which  the  text 
book,  is  supplementec  by  a  large  measure  of  practice.  Both  of 
these  branches  are  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Principal. 
The  lessons  are  usually  taken  twice  a  week,  and  are  required  of 
every  member  of  the  class.  No  one  will  receive  a  full  certificate  as 
a  graduate  of  the  Grammar  School  course  who  has  not  completed 
the  list  on  the  printed  schedule.  Additional  lessons  are  provided 
for  those  who  are  making  special  preparation  for  teaching  indus- 
trial work.  We  find  it  necessary,  however,  in  order  to  be  faithful 
to  our  main  purpose  as  a  school,  to  discourage  members  of  the 
lower  classes  from  taking  up  these  domestic  studies  as  specialties. 
We  believe  heartily  in  the  trade  schools,  but  this  is  not  one.  We 
are  trying  to  qualify  these  girls  to  be  homemakers,  rather  than 
servants,  and  to  teach  others  how  to  work  with  their  hands  as  well 
as  with  their  brains.  _____ 

THE  COURSE  IN  NEEDEE  WORK. 

This  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  M.  L  Mc- 
Conattria,  who  has  had,  in  addition  to  her  training  in  Scotia,  a 
course  in  Pratt  Institute,  New  York.  The  regular  work  of  the 
G.  S.  classes  is  arranged  for  a  four-year  course;  but  any  member  of 
any  class  may  be  examined  and  enter  as  far  in  advance  as  she  is 
prepared  for.  She  may  also  by  unusual  diligence  complete  the 
schedule  in  less  than  the  prescribed  time.  Each  student  is 
required  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  work  required,  and  those 
who  are  successful  will  receive  certificates  in  due  form.  Fancy 
work  is  excluded  from  the  course  for  obvious  reasons.  The  draft- 
ing system  in  use  is  that  of  Miss  Harriet  Brown,  of  Boston.

THE  COURSE  EST  COOKING. 

This  is  conducted  by  Miss  Anna  0.  Percival,  who  after  com- 
pleting our  own  course  took  one  more  advanced  in  the  ' '  Boston 
Cooking  School. "  The  lessons  are  recited  in  the  model  kitchen 
with  all  necessary  facilities  for  experiment  at  hand.  For  this  also 
a  special  normal  course  is  provided,  and  certificates  are  given  to 
those  who  have  completed  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
The  Manual  on  Domestic  Economy,  published  by  the  American 
Book  Company,  is  the  regular  text  book. 
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COURSE  IN  COOKING  AND  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMY 


FIRST  YEAR. 

First  half  of  text  book  on  household  economy. 
Measuring,   yeast  making,    bread  making,   light  bread,   corn 
bread,  biscuit,  tea  and  coffee. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Complete  text  book  on  household  ecor  omy.  Plain  cooking — 
vegetables,  cereals,  soups,  eggs,  meats,  batter  breads,  croquettes, 
warmed  over  dishes. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Classification  of  foods,  salads,  desserts. 

Preparing  and  serving  meals  by  the  pupils.  Each  pupil  is 
required  to  arrange  a  menu  for  a  breakfast,  lunch,  and  dinner; 
prepare  and  serve  the  same. 


LITERARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Our  object  in  this  is  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands  of 
this  peculiar  field.  While  providing  for  the  culture  of  the  hand 
and  the  heart,  Ave  are  not  to  forget  that  the  most  serious  lack  of 
the  colored  people  is  that  of  intelligence.  It  will  not  save  them 
from  their  present  woes  to  send  them  the  gospel  and  to  teach  them 
to  work.  This  south  land  is  full  of  negro  churches,  and  the  col- 
ored people  as  we  find  them  here  are  probably  the  most  reliable 
class  of  common  laborers  in  the  world.  But  the  lack  of  mental 
training,  i.  e. ,  their  ignorance,  is  the  chief  cause  of  their  present 
moral  as  well  as  social  condition.  How  can  we  hold  responsible 
for  any  breach  of  moral  or  civil  law  one  who  can  only  think 
enough  to  realize  that  it  is  wrong  if  he  is  found  out.  And  this  is 
the  condition  of  things,  so  far  as  the  masses  are  concerned,  put 
into  a  nutshell.  And  how  are  they  to  know  unless  they  are 
taught,  and  where  are  the  teachers  to  come  from  ? 

It  is  to  answer  this  question  we  are  on  the  field.  We  may 
not  hope  to  reach  the  masses;  but  if  we  can  send  them  leaders  who 
are  capable  and  conscientious  and  consecrated,  we  are  not  in  doubt 
as  to  the  results.  Our  experience  of  seventeen  years  in  this  work 
has  not  only  convinced  us  that  a,  genuine  Christian  education  will 
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save  the  negro,  but  it  has  satisfied  us  that  the  churches  have  no 
other  missionary  work  which  yields  larger  results  in  proportion  to 
the  investment  than  this.  In  planning  our  work  to  meet  this 
demand  we  have  provided  for  three  courses  of  study,  viz. ,  the 
Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific.  We  keep  before  our 
minds,  however,  the  same  general  results  in  all,  viz. ,  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  common  English  branches,  as  large  a  fund  as 
possible  of  general  information,  with  minds  trained  to  do  their 
own  thinking  and  to  convey  their  thoughts  to  others,  and  with 
enough  of  confidence  in  their  own  ability  to  be  ready  to  assume  the 
responsibilities  that  are  awaiting  for  them. 


PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Although  this  is  not  included  in  our  general  outline  of  Semi- 
nary work,  it  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  situation.  So  few  of 
the  elementary  schools,  either  public  or  parochial,  teach  the  rudi- 
ments thoroughly,  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  provide  for  this 
here  in  order  to  have  the  material  for  our  regular  classes.  Indeed 
up  to  this  current  year  more  than  one-half  of  the  number  enrolled 
have  belonged  to  this  part  of  the  school.  We  have  been  much 
encouraged,  however,  by  the  results  of  the  work  of  our  own  grad- 
uates, as  they  are  coming  to  us  more  and  more  each  year,  and  we 
take  pleasure  in  giving  to  them  the  credit  in  large  measure  for  the 
fact  already  noted,  that  our  enrollment  stands  at  present  at  127  for 
the  preparatory  classes,  164  for  those  in  the  Seminary. 

We  do  not  publish  any  schedule  for  this  work.  .  Applicants 
will  be  assigned  to  grade  on  admission  according  to  examinations 
and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  are  prepared  for  it.  For  entrance 
the  test  will  be  a  good  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  Arithmetic  to 
Long  Division,  of  the  first  step  in  Geography  and  Language  Lessons, 
with  the  ability  to  read  in  the  Fourth  Reader.  The  course  thus 
begun  will  include  Wentworth's  Elementary  Arithmetic  and  the 
Grammar  School  to  Exercise  97,  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No. 
I,  and  Maxwell's  Introductory  Lessons  in  Grammar,  Frye's  Ele- 
mentary Geography  and  his  Complete  Geography  through  the 
United  States.  The  course  is  not  limited  by  any  term  of  years. 
Students  will  not  be  promoted  to  the  Grammar  School  until  they 
have  completed  this  work. 
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GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

The  object  of  this  is  to  give  a  good  common  English  education 
and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  our  public  schools.  The  schedule 
for  the  four  years'  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  give  as  much  time 
as  possible  to  the  common  school  branches,  and  to  give  to  each 
student  the  advantage  of  personal  drill  in  the  class  room.  The 
classes,  when  large,  are  divided.  Any  one  falling  below  a  grade 
of  70  in  two  of  her  principal  studies  will  be  required  to  repeat  the 
year's  work.  Any  falling  below  in  one  will  be  conditioned  on  the 
part  of  the  work  in  which  she  was  deficient.  Any  one  having 
received  an  average  of  less  than  70  in  any  branch  of  the 
course  will  not  be  allowed  to  graduate. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE. 

This  is  made  the  corner-stone  of  our  work,  and  is  given  a 
noticeable  part  in  every  other  study.  Correct  spelling,  punctu- 
ation and  grammatical  forms,  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  recitation 
in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected  with  reference  to 
the  cultivation  of  literary  taste  and  general  information,  but  the 
matter  of  elocution  is  made  the  chief  object  of  the  reading  class 
exercise.  Some  text  book  on  language  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
student  from  the  lowest  class  in  the  Preparatory  to  the  end  of  the 
course,  but  each  principle  is  applied  by  means  of  practical  exer- 
cises. One  lesson  each  week  is  devoted  to  composition — repro- 
duction work,  both  oral  and  written,  in  the  lower  classes,  original 
essays,  debates,  etc.,  in  the  higher.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
class  room  work,  we  have  the  Rhetorical  division,  to  which  every 
student  is  assigned,  and  which  occupy  the  last  two  periods  of  every 
Friday  with  practice  work,  while  the  four  divisions  of  the  Semi- 
nary present  before  the  school  and  any  friends  who  may  come  in,  a 
program  selected  and  carefully  prepared  under  the  direction  of  a 
teacher  every  alternate  Friday  night  in  the  chapel. 


MATHEMATICS. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  forms  are  discarded  and 
analysis  employed  wherever  possible.  Processes  are  not  to  be 
memorized  but  thought  out.  Mental  and  written  work  are  carried 
Forward  together;  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply  suf- 
ficient practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 
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GEOGRAPHY  AND  HISTORY. 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  is  completed  in  the  first  year 
of  this  course.  Special  attention  is  given  to  map  drawing  and 
molding.  In  the  higher  classes  this  branch  is  associated  with 
History,  which  includes  text  book  work  in  United  States,  English 
and  General  History,  special  attention  throughout  the  course  being 
given  to  current  events. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  text  book  on  Physiology  and  Hygeine  forms  a  part  of  the 
work  of  the  fourth  year.  Special  pains  are  taken  throughout  the 
course  to  keep  before  the  student  the  relation  between  the  facts  of 
science  and  good  health  and  good  morals.  Being  professedly  a 
Christian  school,  the  obligation  to  care  for  and  cultivate  the  body 
that  it  may  become  the  most  effective  instrument  of  the  mind  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  emphasized. 

A  brief  period  once  a  day  is  devoted  to  calisthenic  practice,  in 
which  a  modification  of  the  Ling  system  is  given  to  the  higher 
classes.  In  the  dormitories,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  C.  A. 
Percival,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Hospital  school  for 
trained  nurses,  careful  instruction  is  given  in  such  matters  as  venti- 
lation and  disinfection  and  neatness  of  rooms,  cleanliness  in  per- 
son and  dress,  and  care  of  the  property  of  the  Seminary.  A  rec- 
ord is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  not  only  in  their  rooms 
but  in  the  laundry,  kitchen  and  everywhere,  and  the  result  enters 
into  the  report  of  standing  sent  home  at  the  end  of  the  term.

NORMAL  COURSE. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in  the  art 
of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  practice.  We 
wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have  taught,  but  we  expect 
them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be  able  to  devise  and  apply 
such  methods  as  are  best  adapted  to  supply  the  demands  of  a 
peculiar  field.  During  the  second  year  of  the  course,  classes  in  the 
Preparatory  School  will  be  assigned  to  the  Normal  students,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  teachers  in  charge,  that  they  may  test  their 
knowledge  and  skill,  gain  some  degree  of  confidence  in  themselves, 
and  satisfy  us  that  they  are  prepared  for  so  responsible  a  calling. 
The  entire  Grammar  School  course  is  arranged  to  furnish  training 
preparatory  to  the  Normal.  The  branches  in  this  course  associated 
with  theory  and  practice  are  designed  to  give  the  would-be  teacher 
a  broader  culture  and  a  more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  the 
work  in  the  school  room.  This  course  continues  for  two  years. 
Provision  will  be  made  in  connection  with  this  course  for  special 
lessons  in  dressmaking  and  cooking  for  those  who  are  preparing  to 
teach  these  industries. 


THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed  necessary 
to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of  Scotia 
up   to   that   of   similar  schools  elsewhere.     Text   books   on    the 
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sciences  are  selected  for  general  information  and  practical  use 
rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts  are  being  made  each 
year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching  by  experiment.  It  will 
continue  one  year  longer  than  the  Normal,  and  the  outline  of 
studies  will  he  as  follows,  viz.  :

The  term  of  1903-04  will  begin  Thursday,  October  1st,  and 
will  close  the  first  week  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two 
sessions  of  about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to  come 
before  Wednesday,  September  30. 

Old  students  are  requested  to  notify  us  as  to  their  intention  to 
return  not  later  than  September  1st.  We  will  not  hold  rooms- for 
any  one  after  Tuesday,  October  6th,  except  by  special  arrange- 
ment. 
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ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from  some 
reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character,  has 
made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is  not  less  than 
fourteen  years  of  age. 


EXPENSES. 


No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  except  for  music,  which  is  $12 
for  the  organ  and  $18  for  the  piano,  one-half  to  be  paid  in  advance, 
the  remainder  in  February. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books),  will  be  $45,  of 
which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of  the 
term. 

Those  attending  a  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$6.00  per  month. 

Every  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  term 
for  church  pew  rent  and  each  day  scholar  twenty- five  cents  a 
month  for  contingent  expenses. 


GENERAL  RULES. 


The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper  super- 
vision and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  performance  of 
the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does  her  own  laundry 
work,  working  dress  and  aprons  are  necessary. 

Attendance  on  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Seminary  on  the 
Sabbath  and  through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boarding  students. 
Neither  the  students  nor  their  friends  will  be  allowed  to  enter  or 
leave  the  Seminary  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  or  brothers, 
is  strictly  forbidden,  unless  by  special  arrangement  between  par- 
ents and  the  President. 

Parents  and  friends  arc  earnestly  requested  not  to  send  eatables 
of  any  kind  to  the  students.  We  expect  to  give  them  all  they  need 
of  wholesome,  nourishing  food.     We  have  to   be  responsible  for

their  health  while  here,  and  we  cannot  do  this  while  they  are 
receiving  such  supplies  as  are  of  ten  sent  in  boxes  from  their  homes. 
All  such  supplies,  whether  sent  to  or  brought  by  the  students  will 
either  be  returned  or  confiscated  when  found.  Fruit,  candy,  nuts, 
etc.,  should  not  be  sent  because  these  articles  can  be  purchased 
here  and  save  the  expense  of  carriage. 


DRESS. 

No  uniform  is  required.  For  church  a  substantial  dress  of 
some  dark  color  recommended  for  winter.  Something  good  and 
strong  for  domestic  work  is  required.  Every  effort  made  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  washing  to  save  time  for  the  real  work  of  the  school. 
No  white  skirts,  no  jewelry,  no  silks,  no  loud  colors,  no  extreme 
fashions.  Scotia  is  not  a  dress  school.  Plain,  neat,  inexpensive, 
is  good  enough  for  anybody.  What  you  cannot  get  time  to  make 
at  home  bring  material  and  learn  to  make  in  the  sewing  room. 
Shoes,  etc.  needed  while  here  can  be  bought  of  the  principal,  sav- 
ing expense  of  postage.  Rubbers  are  an  absolute  necessity,  also  a 
drinking  cup.  A  good  supply  of  towels  plainly  marked.  All 
clothing  should  be  plainly  marked.  Students  should  have  dental 
work  done  and  photos  taken  before  leaving  home.  We  have  no 
time  to  look  after  such  things  unless  they  become  absolutely  nec- 
essary. 


TO  OUR  FRIENDS  A1STD  PATRONS. 

We  return  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  patrons,  teachers  and 
parents  for  the  number  and  quality  of  students  placed  under  our 
care.  You  have  offered  us  far  more  than  we  had  room  for,  hav- 
ing placed  us  under  the  painful  necessity  of  turning  away  200  or 
more  eager  applicants  but  we  do  not  blame  you  for  that.  You  have 
also  made  marked  progress  in  finding  out  just  what  we  want,  as 
appears  in  what  we  publish  elsewhere  about  the  growth  in  our 
higher  classes.  We  hope  to  be  able,  with  your  co-operation  in 
these  directions,  to  lop  off  a  grade  next  term  at  the  lower  end  and 
advise  those  who  have  low  grade  students  to  send  to  remember 
this  and  thus  save  us  and  them  the  pain  and  their  parents  the 
expense  of  having  them  sent  home. 
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We  would  call  attention  to  some  changes  in  the  rules  for  next 
term  and  ask  you  to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  making  unnecessary 
trouble  for  us.  The  directions  in  regard  to  dress  are  truly  plain 
enough — "plain,  neat,  inexpensive."  We  note  a  growing  tend- 
ency to  bring  watches,  silk  waists,  gay  hats,  lavishly  trimmed 
dresses,  etc.  Students  who  think  they  cannot  do  without  such 
things  had  better  go  elsewhere,  They  make  trouble  for  us  and 
hurt  our  work  and  school  girls  are  better  without  them. 

Pastors  sometimes  recommend  girls  to  us  physically  weak  or 
sickly.  They  are  not  the  kind  we  want  here.  They  are  not  able 
to  study  and  we  have  not  time  to  nurse  them. 

We  rejoice  in  the  continued  sympathy  and  support  of  our 
Northern  friends.  To  the  old  friends  who  have  cared  for  us 
through  the  years  gone  by  and  to  the  new  friends  who  have  come 
to  our  relief  as  the  old  have  dropped  out  by  the  way  we  return  our 
heartfelt  thanks.  Your  generosity  has  not  only  enabled  us  to 
meet  our  current  expenses,  but  by  setting  aside  a  credit  balance 
each  year  we  have  made  a  valuable  improvement  since  our  last 
report,  without  sending  out  any  special  appeal  for  help.  We 
have  watched  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  the  work  being  done  at 
two  different  points  to  provide  for  the  future  of  Scotia.  One  at 
Mishawaka,  Ind.,  where  the  Missionary  Society  has  undertaken 
to  raise  a  permanent  scholarship  as  a  memorial  of  a  former  faith- 
ful president,  the  other  at  Holland  Patent,  N.  Y.,  which  has 
undertaken  to  make  up  a  scholarship  to  be  a  memorial  to  the 
sainted  wife  of  a  beloved  pastor.  We  have  felt  all  along  that  a 
movement  of  this  kind  would  sooner  or  later  result  from  the  gen- 
eral interest  shown  by  our  friends  and  we  are  more  hopeful  now 
than  ever  that  sooner  or  later  the  school  will  have,  if  not  a  com- 
plete endowment,  at  least  a  permanent  fund  large  enough  to  enable 
it  to  go  on  comfortably  with  its  work  when  benevolence  slackens 
or  the  Board  is  in  debt.

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SCOTIA    SEMINARY. 
The  Current  Year. 

The  long,  cold  winter  has  not  only  resulted  in  increased 
expense,  but  it  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  sickness  among  us ; 
not  anything  very  serious,  but  many  cases  which  have  pre- 
vented regular  attendance,  unfitted  the  students  for  doing 
their  best  work,  and,  in  a  few  cases,  made  it  necessary  for 
them  to  leave  school  entirely.  A  much  larger  number  than 
usual  have  been  called  home  to  care  for  sick  friends  or  to 
attend  their  funerals.  But  when  we  realize  that  we  have  not 
at  any  time  had  a  case  of  very  serious  illness  in  the  school 
and  that  the  dreaded  epidemics  prevailing  nearly  everywhere 
else  have  passed  us  by,  we  feel  that  after  all  we  have  been 
very  kindly  dealt  with  by  that  gracious  Hand  which  has  cared 
for  us  year  by  year,  even  until  now. 

We  have  had  our  usual  experience  in  the  enrollment  of 
students.  Long  before  the  term  began  every  place  was 
promised,  and  we  have  filed  away  applications  for  not  less 
than  200,  for  whom  we  are  unable  to  find  room. 

We  have  had  with  us  all  the  old  members  of  the  faculty, 
for  which  we  are  very  thankful.  Miss  Carrie  E.  Phillips  of 
Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  the  new  teacher,  has  taken  up  her  work 
earnestly  and  has  gained  ground  steadily  in  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  all.  Of  the  change  in  the  principalship,  we 
need  only  say  that  after  being  seven  years  in  the  school  as 
a  teacher  Mrs.  Satterfield  was  not  a  stranger  to  us.  For  the 
warm  welcome  to  her  new  position  and  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion given  by  teachers  and  students,  while  she  has  been  earn- 
estly trying  to  perform  its  duties,  we  are  profoundly  grateful. 

We  are  very  glad  that  Miss  Bell  was  able  to  see  her  way 
clear  to  remain  with  us,  for  we  consider  her  services  exceed- 
ingly valuable  to  the  Seminary,  and  hope  that  with  her  time 
all  given  to  the  literary  work  of  the  school,  we  shall  be  able 
to  add  within  the  next  year  very  much  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
normal  class  work.

Our  theory  is  that  the  student  is  best  governed  who 
governs  herself.  We  think  of  the  school  as  a  miniature  State, 
remembering  that  all  our  best  citizens,  all  indeed  worthy  of 
citizenship,  need  no  penalties  attached  to  laws,  no  police  to 
watch  them  and  compel  obedience.  When  they  know  the 
laws  they  keep  them,  because  it  is  right,  and  because  they 
want  to  be  respected  and  useful.  We  are  trying  to  appeal  to 
the  same  motives  in  our  school  discipline.  We  print  a  few 
simple  rules  describing  the  routine  of  school  life  in  its  various 
departments,  and  post  them  conspicuously  through  the  build- 
ing. We  expect  every  student  to  know  what  belongs  to  good 
morals,  good  manners,  good  taste  and  the  respect  due  to 
teacher  when  she  comes  in,  or  to  learn  it  as  fast  as  possible  here. 
Our  hope  is  that  she  will  grow  into  the  habit  of  doing  just  what 
the  good  citizen  does ;  keep  rules  not  because  she  has  to,  but 
because  she  wants  to. 

To  aid  us  in  working  out  this  theory  we  are  using  the 
Honor  Roll,  with  three  degrees  of  merit  represented  by  the 
letter  "H"  (Honor),  "M"  (Manners),  "S"  (Scholarship.)'  The 
first  is  within  the  reach  of  every  student  who  has  convinced  us 
at  the  end  of  three  months  after  admission  that  she  is  trust- 
worthy, that  she  will  keep  the  rules  just  as  well  when  we  are 
not  watching  her  as  when  we  are.  Until  the  "H"  has  been 
earned  no  other  merit  will  be  given.  The  "M"  is  the  reward 
of  those  who  are  careful  in  the  observance  of  the  formal  rules 
of  the  school  and  of  good  society.  All  rude,  boisterous  con- 
duct, untidiness  in  the  care  of  dress  or  rooms,  slighting  do- 
mestic work,  unkindness  to  one  another  or  disrespect  to  teach- 
ers, all  violations  of  the  rules  of  good  breeding  and  of  propriety, 
will  deprive  the  offender  of  this  symbol. 

The  "S"  will  be  given  to  the  student  who  has  won  the 
"H"  and  has  secured  a  grade  of  90  in  at  least  three  of  her 
principal  studies  and  held  it  until  after  the  next  test  succeed- 
ing the  one  in  which  she  gained  it.  As  it  has  required  two 
tests  to  gain  it,  she  will  not  lose  it  as  the  result  of  one  failure. 
No  one  can  graduate  who  is  not  on  the  Honor  Roll. 

In  addition  to  this  appeal  to  the  individual  through  the 
Honor  Roll,  we  wish  to   make  more  than  ever  of  the  class 
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spirit — the  spirit  in  the  classes  which  will  spur  up  the  students 
to  make  the  class  record  the  best  in  the  school  and  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  loyalty  to  class  and  alma  mater  after  they  have 
graduated. 

OUR  RELIGIOUS  WORK. 

About  five-sixths  of  our  students  are  enrolled  each  year  as 
church  members.  A  term  seldom  passes  by  without  a  revival 
of  religion ;  but  we  depend  more  on  the  atmosphere  of  the 
school  and  regular  instruction  in  the  Word  of  God  than  on  any 
special  effort  to  bring  it  about.  The  two  things  most  needed 
here  are :  an  intelligent  faith  and  moral  discipline — to  know 
what  they  believe  and  why,  and  to  realize  that  no  faith  is  real 
and  genuine  which  does  not  lead  to  a  moral  life  and  spotless 
reputation. 

Along  with  this  care  for  the  personal  welfare  of  the 
students,  we  must  also  think  of  what  they  are  to  do  for  others. 
The  supreme  need  of  the  colored  people  is,  beyond  question, 
competent  Christian  leadership.  For  certain  reasons  they 
cannot  have  this  now  from  white  people — North  or  South.  It 
is  equally  evident  that  they  do  not  have  it,  except  to  a  limited 
extent,  among  themselves ;  other  schools  are  training  men  for 
the  ministry,  and  the  other  learned  professions,  and  to  be 
teachers  of  the  industries.  But  the  demand  for  women  as  qual- 
ified leaders  is-  just  as  great.  They  are  needed  as  home  makers 
most  of  all.  Our  educated  men  must  be  sadly  crippled  in  their 
efforts  to  lift  up  the  race,  without  such  wives  as  will  be  true 
helpmeets  for  them,  both  in  the  home  and  outside  of  it.  They 
are  needed  as  teachers  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools,  the 
Sabbath  schools,  young  people's  societies,  and  as  missionaries 
in  waste  places.  Pastors  are  writing  to  us  continually  to  supply 
such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls,  train  and  send  them  back  to 
help  in  their  work.  Such,  briefly,  is  the  demand  we  are  trying 
to  meet  by  making  of  Scotia,  as  far  as  possible,  a  missionary 
training  school. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work. 
The  Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  language 
work.  At  certain  times  the  Bible  is  substituted  for  the  reading 
book.     A  list  of  devotional  passages  is  printed  on  a  chart  and 
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hung  upon  the  wall  to  be  memorized  and  recited  at  family 
prayers  in  the  dining  room.  Another  list  of  Bible  readings 
is  printed,  giving  a  doctrinal  course,  following  the  order  of  the 
shorter  catechism,  which  is  studied  in  the  morning  chapel  ex- 
ercise. The  history,  or  series  of  Bible  stories,  is  made  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Sabbath  school  lesson,  on  which  the  classes  are  ex- 
amined and  graded  as  in  other  branches.  The  prayer  meeting, 
the  missionary,  temperance  and  Christian  Endeavor  societies, 
are  all  so  many  normal  exercises,  not  only  to  give  information, 
but  to  kindle  a  sense  of  responsibility  and  to  train  for  active 
work.  There  is  a  deep  and  growing  interest  among  the  students 
in  the  salvation  of  Africa,  and  they  are  encouraged  to  hope 
that  some  day  they  may  share  in  the  blessed  privilege  of  car- 
rying the  Gospel  to  the  land  of  their  ancestors. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Any  school  teacher  visiting  our  class  rooms  would  feel 
very  much  at  home  as  she  watched  us  trying  to  do  the  same 
work  which  is  going  on  in  other  schools.  But  if  the  same 
teacher  were  to  spend  a  day  or  so,  closely  observing  the  work 
of  the  teachers  outside  the  class  room  as  well  as  in,  she  would 
find  something  here  not  so  apparent  in  schools  generally.  Very 
few  of  our  students  have  had  access  to  good  books  and  periodi- 
cals before  coming  here.  They  are  lacking  in  general  informa- 
tion, and  many  of  them  are  very  hungry  for  it.  The  result  is 
that  we  are  teaching  all  the  time  and  nearly  everything.  To 
help  in  this  work  we  have  started  a  library  and  reading  room ; 
both  are  highly  appreciated,  especially  the  library.  This  side 
of  our  work  is  growing  more  and  more  interesting  and  helpful 
every  year.  The  interest  of  the  Miss  Dain  fund  gives  us  $25 
a  year  towards  keeping  the  shelves  filled,  but  we  need  at  least 
$100,  and  plead  earnestly  with  our  friends  to  send  us  good 
books  for  girls,  or  better  still,  to  send  us  the  money  to  buy 
them  with. 
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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  are  making  manual  training  a  part  of  our  general 
course.  Our  theory  is  that  human  nature  is  three-sided,  and 
that  no  system  of  education  is  complete  which  does  not  provide 
for  the  training  of  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head  and  the  heart. 

Working  by  this  principle,  we  assume  that  a  good  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  domestic  science  and  its  various  uses  is 
essential  to  a  well-rounded  womanhood.  Keeping  this  before 
us  as  the  result  sought  for  in  our  work,  we  have  placed  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  Seminary,  as  required  studies,  pretty  much 
all  that  belongs  to  good  housekeeping.  For  the  lower  classes 
these  lessons  are  taken  chiefly  by  doing  the  work  of  the  Board- 
ing Department  under  careful  supervision.  The  more  ad- 
vanced classes  pursue  regular  courses  in  sewing  and  cooking, 
in  connection  with  which  the  text  book  is  supplemented  by  a 
large  measure  of  practice.  Both  of  these  branches  are  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  Principal.  The  lessons  are  usually 
taken  twice  a  week,  and  are  required  of  every  member  of  the 
class.  No  one  will  receive  a  full  certificate  as  a  graduate  of  the 
Grammar  School  course  who  has  not  completed  the  list  on  the 
printed  schedule.  Additional  lessons  are  provided  for  those 
who  are  making  special  preparation  for  teaching  industrial 
work.  We  find  it  necessary,  however,  in  order  to  be  faithful 
to  our  main  purpose  as  a  school,  to  discourage  members  of  the 
lower  classes  from  taking  up  these  domestic  studies  as  speci- 
alties. We  believe  heartily  in  the  trade  schools,  but  this  is  not 
one.  We  are  trying  to  qualify  these  girls  to  be  home-makers, 
rather  than  servants,  and  to  teach  others  how  to  work  with 
their  hands  as  well  as  with  their  brains. 


THE  COURSE  IN  NEEDLE  WORK. 

This  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  M.  L. 
McCouattria,  who  has  had,  in  addition  to  her  training  in 
Scotia,  a  course  in  Pratt  Institute,  New  York.  The  regular 
Avork  of  the  G.  S.  classes  is  arranged  for  a  four-year  course; 
but  any  member  of  any  class  may  be  examined  and  enter  as 
far  in  advance  as  she  is  prepared  for.  She  may  also  by  un- 
usual  diligence   complete  the  schedule  in  less  than  the  pre- 
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scribed  time.  Each  student  is  required  to  pass  an  examination 
on  the  Avork  required,  and  those  who  are  successful  will  receive 
certificates  in  due  form.  Fancy  work  is  excluded  from  the 
course  for  obvious  reasons.  The  drafting  system  in  use  is  that 
of  Miss  Harriet  Brown  of  Boston.

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THE  COURSE  IN  COOKING. 

This  is  conducted  by  Miss  Anna  O.  Percival,  who  after 
completing  our  own  course  took  one  more  advanced  in  the 
"Boston  Cooking  School."  The  lessons  are  recited  in  the 
model  kitchen  with  all  necessary  facilities  for  experiment  at 
hand.  For  this  also  a  special  normal  course  is  provided,  and 
certificates  are  given  to  those  who  have  completed  the  work 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  Manual  on  Domestic  Economy, 
published  by  the  American  Book  Company,  is  the  regular  text 
book. 


COURSE  IN  COOKING  AND  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMY. 

First   Year. 

First  half  of  text  book  on  household  economy. 
Measuring,  yeast  making,  bread  making,  light  bread,  corn 
bread,  biscuit,  tea  and  coffee. 

Second  Year. 

Complete  text  book  on  household  economy..  Plain  cook- 
ing— vegetables,  cereals,  soups,  eggs,  meats,  batter  breads, 
croquettes,  warmed  over  dishes. 

Third  Year. 

Classification  of  foods,  salads,  desserts. 

Preparing  and  serving  meals  by  the  pupils.  Each  pupil  is 
required  to  arrange  a  menu  for  a  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner, 
prepare  and  serve  the  same. 
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LITERARY   DEPARTMENT. 

Our  object  in  this  is  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands 
of  this  peculiar  field.  While  providing  for  the  culture  of  the 
hand  and  the  heart,  we  are  not  to  forget  that  the  most  serious 
lack  of  the  colored  people  is  that  of  intelligence.  It  will  not 
save  them  from  their  present  woes  to  send  them  the  gospel 
and  to  teach  them  to  work.  This  South  land  is  full  of  negro 
churches,  and  the  colored  people  as  we  find  them  here  are  prob- 
ably the  most  reliable  class  of  common  laborers  in  the  world. 
But  the  lack  of  mental  training,  i.  e.,  their  ignorance,  is  the 
chief  cause  of  their  present  moral  as  well  as  social  condition. 
How  can  we  hold  responsible  for  any  breach  of  moral  or  civil 
law  one  who  can  only  think  enough  to  realize  that  it  is  wrong 
if  he  is  found  out?  And  this  is  the  condition  of  things,  so  far 
as  the  masses  are  concerned,  put  into  a  nutshell..  And  how  are 
they  to  know  unless  they  are  taught,  and  where  are  the  teach- 
ers to  come  from? 

It  is  to  answer  this  question  we  are  on  the  field.  We  may 
not  hope  to  reach  the  masses ;  but  if  we  can  send  them  leaders 
who  are  capable  and  conscientious  and  consecrated,  we  are  not 
in  doubt  as  to  the  results.  Our  experience  of  seventeen  years 
in  this  work  has  not  only  convinced  us  that  a  genuine  Chris- 
tian education  will  save  the  negro,  but  it  has  satisfied  us  that 
the  churches  have  no  other  missionary  work  which  yields 
larger  results  in  proportion  to  the  investment  than  this.  In 
planning  our  work  to  meet  this  demand  we  have  provided  for 
three  courses  of  study,  viz.,  the  Grammar  School,  Normal  and 
Scientific.  We  keep  before  our  minds,  however,  the  same  gen- 
eral results  in  all,  viz.,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  common 
English  branches,  as  large  a  fund  as  possible  of  general  infor- 
mation, with  minds  trained  to  do  their  own  thinking  and  to 
convey  their  thoughts  to  others,  and  with  enough  of  confi- 
dence in  their  own  ability  to  be  ready  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bilities that  are  awaiting  for  them. 
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PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Although  this  is  not  included  in  our  general  outline  of 
Seminary  work,  it  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  situation.  So 
few  of  the  elementary  schools,  either  public  or  parochial,  teach 
the  rudiments  thoroughly,  that  we  have  been  compelled  to 
provide  for  this  here  in  order  to  have  the  material  for  our 
regular  classes.  Indeed  up  to  this  current  year  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  number  enrolled  have  belonged  to  this  part  of  the 
school.  We  have  been  much  encouraged,  however,  by  the 
results  of  the  work  of  our  own  graduates,  as  they  are  coming 
to  us  more  and  more  each  year,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  giving 
to  them  the  credit  in  large  measure  for  the  fact  already  noted, 
that  our  enrollment  stands  at  present  at  136  for  the  preparatory 
classes,  158  for  those  in  the  Seminary. 

We  do  not  publish  any  schedule  for  this  work.  Applicants 
will  be  assigned  to  grade  on  admission  according  to  examina- 
tions and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  are  prepared  for  it.  For 
entrance  the  test  will  be  a  good  knowledge  of  the  elements  of 
Arithmetic  to  Long  Division,  of  the  first  step  in  Geography 
and  Language  Lessons,  with  the  ability  to  read  in  the  Fourth 
Reader.,  The  course  thus  begun  will  include  Wentworth's 
Elementary  Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School  to  Exercise 
98,  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No.  1,  and  Maxwell's  Intro- 
ductory Lessons  in  Grammar,  Frye's  Elementary  Geography 
and  his  Complete  Geography  through  the  United  States.  The 
course  is  not  limited  by  any  term  of  years.  Students  will  not 
be  promoted  to  the  Grammar  School  until  they  have  com- 
pleted this  work. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

The  object  of  this  is  to  give  a  good  common  English  edu- 
cation and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  our  public  schools.  The 
schedule  for  the  four  years'  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  give  as 
much  time  as  possible  to  the  common  school  branches,  and  to 
give  to  each  student  the  advantage  of  personal  drill  in  the  class 
room.  The  classes,  when  large,  are  divided.  Any  one  falling 
below  a  grade  of  70  in  two  of  her  principal  studies  will  be  re- 
quired to  repeat  the  year's  work.     Any  falling  below  in  one

will  be  conditioned  on  the  part  of  the  work  in  which  she  was 
deficient.  Any  one  having  received  an  average  of  less  than  70 
in  any  branch  of  the  course  will  not  be  allowed  to  graduate. 

English  Language. 

This  is  made  the  corner-stone  of  our  work,  and  is  given  a 
noticeable  part  in  every  other  study.  Correct  spelling,  punctu- 
ation and  grammatical  forms,  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  reci- 
tation in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected  with 
reference  to  the  cultivation  of  literary  taste  and  general  infor- 
mation, but  the  matter  of  elocution  is  made  the  chief  object  of 
the  reading  class  exercise.  Some  text  book  on  language  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  student  from  the  lowest  class  in  the  Prepara- 
tory to  the  end  of  the  course,  but  each  principle  is  applied  by 
means  of  practical  exercises.  One  lesson  each  week  is  devoted 
to  composition — reproduction  work,  both  oral  and  written,  in 
the  lower  classes;  original  essays,  debates,  etc.,  in  the  higher. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  class  room  work,  we  have  the  Rhe- 
torical divisions,  to  which  every  student  is  assigned,  and  which 
occupy  the  last  two  periods  of  every  Friday  with  practice 
work,  while  the  four  divisions  of  the  Seminary  present  before 
the  school  and  any  friends  who  may  come  in,  a  program  se- 
lected and  carefully  prepared  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher 
every  alternate  Friday  night  in  the  chapel. 

MATHEMATICS. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  forms  are  discarded 
and  analysis  employed  wherever  possible.  Processes  are  not  to 
be  memorized,  but  thought  out.  Mental  and  written  work  are 
carried  forward  together ;  and  when  the  text  book  does  not 
supply  sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 

GEOGRAPHY  AND  HISTORY. 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  is  completed  in  the  first 
year  of  this  course.  Special  attention  is  given  to  map  drawing 
and  molding.  In  the  higher  classes  this  branch  is  associated 
with  History,  which  includes  text  book  work  in  United  States, 
English  and  General  History,  special  attention  throughout  the 
course  being  given  to  current  events. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  text  book  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  forms  a  part  of 
the  work  of  the  fourth  year.  Special  pains  are  taken  through- 
out the  course  to  keep  before  the  student  the  relation  between 
the  facts  of  science  and  good  health  and  good  morals.  Being 
professedly  a  Christian  school,  the  obligation  to  care  for  and 
cultivate  the  body  that  it  may  become  the  most  effective  in- 
strument of  the  mind  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  emphasized. 

A  brief  period  once  a  day  is  devoted  to  calisthenic  practice, 
in  which  a  modification  of  the  Ling  system  is  given  to  the 
higher  classes.  In  the  dormitories,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
C.  A.  Percival,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Hospital 
school  for  trained  nurses,  careful  instruction  is  given  in  such 
matters  as  ventilation  and  disinfection  and  neatness  of  rooms, 
cleanliness  in  person  and  dress,  and  care  of  the  property  of  the 
Seminary..  A  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  not 
only  in  their  rooms,  but  in  the  laundry,  kitchen  and  every- 
where, and  the  result  enters  into  the  report  of  standing  sent 
home  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 
OUTLINE   OF  STUDY. 
First  Year. 

Arithmetic  to  Percentage  (Wentworth,  G.  S.)  ;  Grammar 
(Metcalf,  Part  I.)  ;  Geography  completed  (Frye)  ;  Spelling 
with  sounds  of  letters;  Reading;  Penmanship.

(Eggleston)  ;  Spelling,  with  derivations  and  synonyms;  Reading;

Arithmetic  completed ;  Grammar  completed ;  Physiology 
and  Hygiene  (Blaisdell)  ;  English  and  American  Literature 
(Raub)  ;  Penmanship. 

Fourth  Year. 

Elements  of  Algebra  (Hall  and  Knight)  ;  Rhetoric  (Wil- 
liams) ;  General  History  (Quackenboss)  ;  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Teaching  (Page)  ;  Botany. 
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NORMAL  COURSE. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by 
practice.  We  wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have 
taught,  but  we  expect  them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be 
able  to  devise  and  apply  such  methods  as  are  best  adapted 
to  supply  the  demands  of  a  peculiar  field.  During  the  second 
year  of  the  course,  classes  in  the  Preparatory  School  will  be 
assigned  to  the  Normal  students,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  of  this  Department,  that  they  may  test  their 
knowledge  and  skill,  gain  some  degree  of  confidence  in  them- 
selves, and  satisfy  us  that  they  are  prepared  for  so  responsible 
a  calling..  The  entire  Grammar  School  course  is  arranged 
to  furnish  training  preparatory  to  the  Normal.  The  branches 
in  this  course  associated  with  theory  and  practice  are  designed 
to  give  the  would-be  teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a  more 
thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  the  work  in  the  school  room. 
This  course  continues  for  two  years.  Provision  will  be  made 
in  connection  with  this  course  for  special  lessons  in  dressmak- 
ing and  cooking  for  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  these 
industries. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed  nec- 
essary to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  stand- 
ard of  Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere.  Text 
books  on  the  science  are  selected  for  general  information  and 
practical  use  rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts 
are  being  made  each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching 
by  experiment.  It  will  continue  one  year  longer  than  the 
Normal,  and  the  outline  of  studies  will  be  as  follows,  viz. : 
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NORMAL  AND  SCIENTIFIC  COURSES. 


OUTLINE  OF  STUDY. 
First  Year. 

Algebra,  advanced;  Physics  (Gage);  Physical  Geography 
(Houston);  Pedagogics;  Special  Studies;  Studies  in  Litera- 
ture; Bookkeeping  (Shaw).

The  term  of  1904-05  will  begin  Thursday,  October  6th, 
and  will  close  the  first  week  in  June..  It  will  be  divided  into 
two  sessions  of  about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not 
to  come  before  Wednesday,  October  5th. 

Old  students  are  requested  to  notify  us  as  to  their  inten- 
tion to  return  not  later  than  September  ist.  We  will  not  hold 
rooms  for  any  one  after  Tuesday,  October  nth,  except  by 
special  arrangement. 

ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from 
some  reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, has  made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is 
not  less  than  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Each  student  is  required  to  send  or  bring  a  certificate 
from  a  physician  that  she  has  been  successfully  vaccinated 
before  she  can  be  enrolled. 
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EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is 
$12  for  the  organ  and  $18  for  the  piano,  one-half  to  be  paid  in 
advance,  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for 
board,  room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books),  will  be 
$45,  of  which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at 
the  end  of  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before 
the  end  of  the  term. 

Those  attending  a  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the 
rate  of  $6.oo  per  month. 

Every  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per 
term  for  church  pew  rent  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five 
cents  a  month  for  contingent  expenses. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper 
supervision  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does 
her  own  laundry  work ;  working  dress  and  aprons  are  neces- 
sary. We  regard  the  domestic  work  as  part  of  the  regular 
course,  and  wish  to  have  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  pre- 
fer not  to  enroll  those  who  are  unwilling  or  whose  parents  think 
they  are  unable  to  take  their  turn  with  the  rest. 

Attendance  on  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Seminary 
on  the  Sabbath  and  through  the  week  is  required  of  all  board- 
ing students.  Neither  the  students  nor  their  friends  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  or  enter  the  Seminary  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  or 
brothers,  is  strictly  forbidden,  unless  by  special  arrangement 
between  parents  and  the  President. 

Parents  and  friends  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  send 
eatables  of  any  kind  to  the  students.  We  expect  to  give  them 
all  they  need  of  wholesome,  nourishing  food.  We  have  to  be 
responsible  for  their  health  while  here,  and  we  cannot  do  this 
while  they  are  receiving  such  supplies  as  are  often  sent  in 
boxes  from  their  homes.  All  supplies,  whether  sent  to  or 
brought   by   students,   will   either  be   returned   or  confiscated 
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when  found.  Fruit,  candy,  nuts,  etc.,  should  not  be  sent  be- 
cause these  articles  can  be  purchased  here  and  save  the  ex- 
pense of  carriage. 

DRESS. 

No  uniform  is  required.  For  church  a  substantial  dress  of 
some  dark  color  is  recommended  for  the  winter.  Something  good 
and  strong  for  domestic  work  is  required.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  washing  to  save  time  for  the  real  work 
of  the  school.  No  white  skirts,  no  jewelry,  no  silks,  no  loud 
colors,  no  extreme  fashions.  Scotia  is  not  a  dress  school. 
Plain,  neat,  inexpensive,  is  good  enough  for  anybody.  What 
vou  cannot  get  time  to  make  at  home,  bring  material  and 
learn  to  make  in  the  sewing  room.  Shoes,  etc.,  needed 
while  here  can  be  bought  of  the  principal,  saving  expense  of 
postage.  Rubbers  are  an  absolute  necessity,  also  a  drinking 
cup.  A  good  supply  of  towels  plainly  marked.  All  clothing 
should  be  plainly  marked.  Students  should  have  dental  work 
done  and  photos  taken  before  leaving  home.  We  have  no 
time  to  look  after  such  things  unless  they  become  absolutely 
necessary. 

TO    OUR   FRIENDS  AND   PATRONS. 

Wre  return  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  patrons,  teachers 
and  parents  for  the  number  and  quality  of  students  placed  un- 
der our  care.  You  have  offered  us  far  more  than  we  had 
room  for,  having  placed  us  under  the  painful  necessity  of  turn- 
ing away  200  or  more  eager  applicants,  but  we  do  not  blame 
you  for  that.  You  have  also  made  marked  progress  in  finding 
out  just  what  we  want,  as  appears  in  what  we  publish  else- 
where about  the  growth  in  our  higher  classes.  We  hope  to  be 
able,  with  your  co-operation  in  these  directions,  to  lop  off  a 
grade  next  term  at  the  lower  end  and  advise  those  who  have 
low  grade  students  to  send  to  remember  this  and  thus  save 
us  and  them  the  pain  and  their  parents  the  expense  of  having 
them  sent  home.. 

We  ask  patrons,  parents  and  applicants  to  read  carefully 
our  rules  in  regard  to  dress,  jewelry,  eatables,  etc.  We  are  not 
and  do  not  intend  to  be  a  fashionable  boarding  school.    We 
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have  no  use  for  dress  parties,  receptions  and  entertainments. 
Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  send  home  for  special  dresses 
for  special  occasions,  unless  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  course,  and 
special  honor  will  be  awarded  those  who  have  made  their  own 
commencement  dresses,  as  a  completion  of  the  domestic 
course.  Extreme  fashions ;  loud,  gay  colors ;  rich,  elaborate 
dresses  should  not  be  brought  or  sent  here,  as  for  obvious 
reasons  they  cannot  be  worn. 

To  our  friends  in  the  North  we  return  our  most  sincere 
thanks  for  another  year  of  generous  support  and  sympathy. 
We  are  very  grateful  to  Mrs.  Baily,  the  President  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Synodical  Society,  for  her  invitation  to  our  Miss 
Bomar  to  address  the  annual  meeting  in  Germantown ;  to 
Mrs.  Reeder,  Mrs.  Williams  and  other  friends  in  Philadelphia 
for  their  kindness  in  making  her  visit  so  pleasant,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  society  for  giving  her  so  cordial  a  hearing. 

The  Hospital  Memorial  Fund,  so  far  as  available,  has 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Freedmen's  Board  for  invest- 
ment. The  amount  at  present  drawing  interest  is  about  $3,600. 
According  to  the  conditions  of  the  fund  the  proceeds  will  be 
devoted  first  to  aiding  graduates  of  Scotia  in  securing  prepara- 
tion for  the  work  of  a  trained  nurse.  Second,  any  balance  not 
used  in  this  way  to  go  into  the  regular  scholarship  fund  of  the 
Seminary.  A  recent  gift  of  $600  from  our  long-time  friend, 
Miss  Caroline  Willard,  of  Auburn,  N.  Y. ;  another  of  $250 
from  another  long-time  friend,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Dusenbury,  of 
Porteville,  N.  Y.,  have  encouraged  us  greatly  to  hope  that  we 
shall  yet  be  able  to  reach  the  full  amount  we  had  planned  for. 

We  wish  to  remind  our  Alumnae  that  next  year  will  be  a 
Decennial ;  and  we  expect  to  emphasize  the  fact  with  appro- 
priate exercises  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Let  every  member  of 
every  class  make  it  her  business  to  gather  up  the  names  and

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THE  CURRENT  YEAR. 

First  of  all  we  have  to  record  an  unusual  break  in  our  faculty 
Five  teachers,  viz.:  the  Misses  Williams,  Battle,  Martin,  Phillips 
and  Mateer,  gave  notice  at  the  close  of  the  term  that  they  would 
not  return,  each  urging  some  call  of  duty  or  Providence  as  her 
reason.  Somewhat  later  Miss  Bomar  let  us  know  that  her  long 
illness  during  vacation  had  reduced  her  strength  to  such  a  degree 
that  she  would  have  to  lay  aside  her  work  for  the  present.  To 
take  up  the  work  of  the  new  year  without  the  aid  of  so  many  of 
our  trained  workers  seemed  hard  to  look  forward  to,  and  we  have 
missed  their  earnest  and  capable  co-operation  more  than  we  can 
express.  But  their  successors  have  entered  heartily  into  the 
spirit  of  the  work,  and  have  adapted  themselves  to  its  peculiar 
conditions  so  readily  that  the  machine  has  moved  on  for  the  most 
part  smoothly  and  successfully.  In  every  other  respect  the  term 
has  been,  to  an  unusual  extent,  unmarked  by  special  incident. 
Although  the  winter  was  severe,  we  have  had  comparatively  little 
sickness,  and  up  to  this  time  have  escaped  all  the  epidemics  which 
have  been  scourging  our  neighbors.  A  smaller  number  of  our 
northern  friends  have  looked  in  on  us  than  usual;  but  we  were 
favored  with  visits  and  addresses  by  two  missionaries  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Congo  Free  State,  Rev.  Mr. 
Vass  and  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd.  We  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  from 
the  latter  about  ten  years  ago.  We  enjoyed  this  visit  still  more 
because' he  brought  his  wife  with  him. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  DISCIPLINE, 

Our  theory  is  that  the  student  is  best  governed  who  governs 
herself.  We  think  of  the  school  as  a  miniature  State,  remem- 
bering that  all  our  best  citizens,  all  indeed  worthy  of  citizenship, 
need  no  penalties  attached  to  laws,  no  police  to  watch  them  and 
compel  obedience.  When  they  know  the  laws  they  keep  them, 
because  it  is  right,  and  because  they  want  to  be  respected  and 
useful.     We  are  trying  to  appeal  to  the  same  motives  in  our  school 
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discipline.  We  print  a  few  simple  rules  describing  the  routine  of 
school  life  in  its  various  departments,  and  post  them  conspicu- 
ously through  the  building.  We  expect  every  student  to  know 
what  belongs  to  good  morals,  good  manners,  good  taste  and  the 
respect  due  to  teacher  when  she  comes  in,  or  to  learn  it  as  fast 
as  possible  here.  Our  hope  is  that  she  will  grow  into  the  habit 
of  doing  just  what  the  good  citizen  does;  keep  rules  not  because 
she  has  to,  but  because  she  wants  to. 

To  aid  us  in  working  out  this  theory,  we  are  using  the  Honor 
Roll,  with  three  degrees  of  merit,  represented  by  the  letter  "H" 
(Honor),  "M"  (Manners),  "S"  (Scholarship.)  The  first  is  within 
the  reach  of  every  student  who  has  convinced  us  at  the  end  of 
three  months  after  admission  that  she  is  trustworthy,  that  she 
will  keep  the  rules  just  as  well  when  we  are  not  watching  her  as 
when  we  are.  Until  the  UTL"  has  been  earned,  no  other  merit 
will  be  given.  The  "M"  is  the  reward  of  those  who  are  careful  in 
the  observance  of  the  formal  rules  of  the  school  and  of  good  society. 
All  rude,  boisterous  conduct,  untidiness  in  the  care  of  dress  or 
rooms,  slighting  domestic  work,  unkindness  to  one  another  or 
disrespect  to  teachers,  all  violations  of  the  rules  of  good  breeding 
and  of  propriety,  will  deprive  the  offender  of  this  symbol. 

The  US"  will  be  given  to  the  pupil  who  has  won  the  UH" 
and  has  secured  a  grade  of.  90  in  at  least  three  of  her  principal 
studies  and  held  it  until  after  the  next  test  succeeding  the  one  in 
which  she  gained  it.  As  it  has  required  two  tests  to  gain  it,  she 
will  not  lose  it  as  the  result  of  one  failure.  No  one  can  graduate 
who  is  not  on  the  Honor  Roll. 

In  addition  to  this  appeal  to  the  individual  through  the  Honor 
Roll,  we  wish  to  make  more  than  ever  of  the  class  spirit — the 
spirit  in  the  classes  which  will  spur  up  the  students  to  make  the 
class  record  the  best  in  the  school,  and  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of 
loyalty  to  class  and  alma  mater  after  they  have  graduated. 

OUR  RELIGIOUS  WORK, 

About  five-sixths  of  our  students  are  enrolled  each  year  as 
church  members .  A  term  seldom  passes  by  without  a  revival  of 
religion;  but  we  depend  more  on  the  atmosphere  of  the  school 
and  regular  instruction  in  the  Word  of  God  than  on  any  special 
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effort  to  bring  it  about.  The  two  things  most  needed  here  are: 
an  intelligent  faith  and  moral  discipline— to  know  what  they 
believe,  and  why,  and  to  realize  that  no  faith  is  real  and  genuine 
which  does  not  lead  to  a  moral  life  and  spotless  reputation. 

Along  with  this  care  for  the  personal  welfare  of  the  students 
we  must  also  think  of  what  they  are  to  do  for  others.  The  supreme 
need  of  the  colored  people  is,  beyond  question,  competent  Christian 
leadership.  For  certain  reasons  they  cannot  have  this  now  from 
white  people — North  or  South.  It  is  equally  evident  that  they 
do  not  have  it,  except  to  a  limited  extent,  among  themselves; 
other  schools  are  training  men  for  the  ministry,  and  the  other 
learned  professions,  and  to  be  teachers  of  the  industries.  But  the 
demand  for  women  as  qualified  leaders  is  just  as  great.  They  are 
needed  as  home  makers  most  of  all.  Our  educated  men  must  be 
sadly  crippled  in  their  efforts  to  lift  up  the  race  without  such  wives 
as  will  be  true  helpmeets  for  them,  both  in  the  home  and  outside 
of  it.  They  are  needed  as  teachers  in  the  public  and  parochial 
schools,  the  Sabbath  Schools,  young  people's  societies,  and  as 
missionaries  in  waste  places.  Pastors  are  writing  to  us  continu- 
ally to  supply  such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls,  train  and  send  them 
back  to  help  in  their  work.  Such,  briefly,  is  the  demand  we  are 
trying  to  meet  by  making  of  Scotia,  as  far  as  possible,  a  missionary 
training  school. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated    into    every    part    of    our    work. 

The  Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  lang- 
uage work.  At  certain  times  the  Bible  is  substituted  for  the 
reading  book.  A  list  of  devotional  passages  is  printed  on  a  chart 
and  hung  upon  the  wall  to  be  memorized  and  recited  at  family 
prayers  in  the  dining  room.  Another  list  of  Bible  readings  is 
printed,  giving  a  doctrinal  course, following  the  order  of  the  shorter 
catechism,  which  is  studied  in  the  morning  chapel  exercise.  The 
history,  or  series  of  Bible  stories,  is  made  the  subject  of  the 
Sabbath  school  lesson,  on  which  the  classes  are  examined  and 
graded  as  in  other  branches.  The  prayer  meeting,  the  missionary, 
temperance  and  Christian  Endeavor  societies  are  all  so  many 
normal  exercises,  not  only  to  give  information,  but  to  kindle  a  sense 
of  responsibility  and  to  train  for  active  work.  There  is  a  deep  and 
growing  interest  among  the  students  in  the  salvation  of  Africa,  and 
they  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  souk1  day  they  may  share  in  the 
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blessed    privilege    of   carrying    the   Gospel   to  the    land   of  their 
ancestors. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM, 

Any  school  teacher  visiting  our  class  rooms  would  feel  very 
much  at  home  as  she  watched  us  trying  to  do  the  same  work 
which  is  going  on  in  other  schools.  But  if  the  same  teacher  were 
to  spend  a  day  or  so  closely  observing  the  work  of  the  teachers 
outside  the  class  room  as  well  as  in,  she  would  find  something  here 
not  so  apparent  in  schools  generally.  Very  few  of  our  students 
have  had  access  to  good  books  and  periodicals  before  coming  here. 
They  are  lacking  in  general  information,  and  many  of  them  arc 
very  hungry  for  it.  The  result  is  that  we  are  teaching  all  the  time 
and  nearly  everything.  To  help  in  this  work  we  have  started  a 
library  and  reading  room;  both  are  highly  appreciated,  especially 
the  library.  This  side  of  our  work  is  growing  more  and  more 
interesting  and  helpful  every  pear.  The  interest  of  the  Miss  Dain 
fund  gives  us  $25  a  year  towards  keeping  the'  shelves  filled,  but 
we  need  at  least  $100,  and  plead  earnestly  -with  our  friends  to 
send  us  good  books  for  girls,  or  better  still,  to  send  us  the  money 
to  buy  them  with. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  are  making  manual  training  a  part  of  our  general  course. 
Our  theory  is  that  human  nature  is  three-sided,  and  that  no  sys- 
tem of  education  is  complete  which  does  not  provide  for  the  train- 
ing of  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head  and  the  heart. 

Working  by  this  principle,  we  assume  that  a  good  practical 
knowledge  of  domestic  science  and  its  various  uses  is  essential  to 
well-rounded  womanhood.  Keeping  this  before  us  as  the  result 
sought  for  in  our  work,  we  have  placed  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
Seminary,  as  required  studies,  pretty  much  all  that  belongs  to 
good  housekeeping.  For  the  lower  classes  these  lessons  are  taken 
chiefly  by  doing  the  work  of  the  Boarding  Department  under  care- 
ful supervision.  The  more  advanced  classes  pursue  regular  courses 
in  sewing  and  cooking,  in  connection  with  which  the  text  book  is 
supplemented  by  a  large  measure  of  practice.  Both  of  these 
branches  are  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Principal.  The 
lessons  are  usually  taken  twice  a  week,  and  are  required  of  every 
member  of  the  class.     No  one  will  receive  a  full  certificate  as  a 
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graduate  of  the  Grammar  School  course,  who  has  not  completed 
the  list  on  the  printed  schedule.  Additional  lessons  are  provided 
for  those  who  are  making  special  preparation  for  teaching  indus- 
trial work.  We  find  it  necessary,  however,  in  order  to  be  faithful 
to  our  main  purpose  as  a  school,  to  discourage  members  of  the 
lower  classes  from  taking  up  these  domestic  studies  as  specialties. 
We  believe  heartily  in  the  trade  schools,  but  this  is  not  one.  We 
are  trying  to  qualify  these  girls  to  be  home-makers  rather  than 
servants,  and  to  teach  others  how  to  work  with  their  hands  as 
well  as  with  their  brains. 

THE  COURSE  IN  NEEDLE  WORK. 

This  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  M.  L,  Mc- 
Couattria,  who  has  had,  in  addition  to  her  training  in  Scotia,  a 
course  in  Pratt  Institute,  New  York.  The  regular  work  of  the 
G.  S.  classes  is  arranged  for  a  four-year  course;  but  any  member 
of  any  class  may  be  examined  and  enter  as  far  in  advance  as  she 
is  prepared  for.  She  may  also  by  unusual  diligence  complete  the 
schedule  in  less  than  the  prescribed  time.  Each  student  is  re- 
quired to  pass  an  examination  on  the  work  required,  and  those 
who  are  successful  will  receive  certificates  in  due  form.  Fancy 
work  is  excluded  from  the  course  for  obvious  reasons.  The  draft- 
ing system  in  use  is  that  of  Miss  Harriet  Brown  of  Boston.

THE  COURSE  IN  COOKING. 

This  is  conducted  by  Miss  Anna  O.  Percival,  who,  after  com- 
pleting our  own  course  took  one  more  advanced  in  the  "Boston 
Cooking  School."  The  lessons  are  recited  in  the  model  kitchen 
with  all  necessary  facilities  for  experiment  at  hand.  For  this 
also  a  special  normal  course  is  provided,  and  certificates  are  given 
to  those  who  have  completed  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
The  Manual  on  Domestic  Economy,  published  by  the  American 
Book  Company,  is  the  regular  text  book. 

COURSE  IN  COOKING  AND  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMY. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  half  of  text  book  on  household  economy. 
Measuring,  yeast  making,  bread  making,  light  bread,  corn 
bread,  biscuit,  tea  and  coffee. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Complete  text  book  on  household  economy.  Plain  cooking — 
vegetables,  cereals,  soups,  eggs,  meats,  batter  breads,  croquettes, 
warmed  over  dishes. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Classification  of  foods,  salads,  deserts. 

Preparing  and  serving  meals  by  the  pupils.  Each  pupil  is 
required  to  arrange  a  menu  for  a  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner, 
prepare  and  serve  the  same. 
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LITERARY  DEPARTMENT, 

Our  object  in  this  is  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands  of 
this  peculiar  field.  While  providing  for  the  culture  of  the  hand 
and  the  heart,  we  are  not  to  forget  that  the  most  serious  lack  of 
the  colored  people  is  that-  of  intelligence.  It  will  not  save  them 
from  their  present  woes  to  send  them  the  gospel  and  to  teach  them 
to  work.  This  South  land  is  full  of  negro  churches,  and  the  col- 
ored people  as  we  find  them  here  are  probably  the  most  reliable 
class  of  common  laborers  in  the  world.  But  the  lack  of  mental 
training,  i.  e.,  their  ignorance,  is  the  chief  cause  of  their  present 
moral  as  well  as  social  condition.  How  can  we  hold  responsible 
for  any  breach  of  moral  or  civil  law  one  who  can  only  think  enough 
to  realize  that  it  is  wrong  if  he  is  found  out?  And  this  is  the  con- 
dition of  things,  so  far  as  the  masses  are  concerned,  put  into  a 
nutshell.  And  how  are  they  to  know  unless  they  are  taught, 
and  where  are  the  teachers  to  come  from? 

It  is  to  answer  this  question  we  are  on  the  field.  We  may  not 
hope  to  reach  the  masses,  but  if  we  can  send  them  leaders  who  are 
capable  and  conscientious  and  consecrated,  wTe  are  not  in  doubt 
as  to  the  results.  Our  experience  of  seventeen  years  in  this  work 
has  not  only  convinced  us  that  a  genuine  Christian  education 
will  save  the  negro,  but  it  has  satisfied  us  that  the  churches  have 
no  other  missionary  work  which  yields  larger  results  in  proportion 
to  the  investment  than  this.  In  planning  our  work  to  meet  this 
demand  we  have  provided  for  three  courses  of  study,  viz.,  the 
Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific.  We  keep  before  our 
minds,  however,  the  same  general  results  in  all,  viz.,  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  common  English  branches,  as  large  a  fund  as 
possible  of  general  information,  with  minds  trained  to  do  their 
own  thinking  and  to  convey  their  thoughts  to  others,  and  with 
enough  of  confidence  in  their  own  ability  to  be  ready  to  assume 
the  responsibilities  that  are  awaiting  for  them. 
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PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Although  this  is  not  included  in  our  general  outline  of  Semi- 
nary work,  it  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  situation.  So  few  of 
the  elementary  schools,  either  public  or  parochial,  teach  the 
rudiments  thoroughly,  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  provide 
for  this  here  in  order  to  have  the  material  for  our  regular  classes. 
Indeed,  up  to  this  current  year  more  than  one-half  of  the  number 
enrolled  have  belonged  to  this  part  of  the  school.  We  have  been 
much  encouraged,  however,  by  the  results  of  the  work  of  our  own 
graduates,  as  they  are  coming  to  us  more  and  more  each  year, 
and  we  take  pleasure  in  giving  to  them  the  credit  in  large  measure 
for  the  fact  already  noted,  that  our  enrollment  stands  at  present 
136  for  the  preparatory  classes,  158  for  those  in  the  Seminary. 

We  do  not  publish  any  schedule  for  this  work.  Applicants 
will  be  assigned  to  grade  on  admission  according  to  examinations 
and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  are  prepared  for  it.  For  entrance 
the  test  will  be  a  good  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  Arithmetic 
to  Long  Division,  of  the  first  step  in  Geography  and  Language 
Lessons,with  the  ability  to  read  in  the  Fourth  Reader.  The  course 
thus  begun  will  include  Wentworth's  Elementary  Arithmetic  and 
the  Grammar  School  to  Exercise  98.  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons 
No.  1,  and  Maxwell's  Introductory  Lessons  in  Grammar,  Frye's 
Elementary  Geography  and  his  Complete  Geography  through 
the  United  States.  The  course  is  not  limited  by  any  term  of  years. 
Students  will  not  be  promoted  to  the  Grammar  School  until  they 
have  completed  this  work. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

The  object  of  this  is  to  give  a  good  common  English  educa- 
tion and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  our  public  schools.  The  sched- 
ule for  the  four  years'  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  give  as  much 
time  as  possible  to  the  common  school  branches,  and  to  give  to 
each  student  the  advantage  of  personal  drill  in  the  class  room.  The 
classes  when  large  are  divided.  Any  one  falling  below  a  grade  of 
70  in  two  of  her  principal  studies  will  be  required  to  repeat  the 
year's  work.  Any  falling  below  in  one  will  be  conditioned  on 
the  part  of  the  work  in  which  she  was  deficient.  Any  one  having 
received  an  average  of  less  than  70  in  any  branch  of  the  course 
will  not  be  allowed  to  graduate. 
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ENGLISH  LANGUAGE. 

This  is  made  the  corner  stone  of  our  work,  and  is  given  a 
noticeable  part  in  every  other  study.  Correct  spelling,  punctu- 
ation and  grammatical  forms  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  recitation 
in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected  with  reference 
to  the  cultivation  of  literary  taste  and  general  information,  but 
the  matter  of  elocution  is  made  the  chief  object  of  the  reading- 
class  exercise.  Some  text  book  on  language  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  student  from  the  lowest  class  in  the  Preparatory  to  the  end  of 
the  course,  but  each  principle  is  applied  by  means  of  practical 
exercises.  One  lesson  each  week  is  devoted  to  composition — 
reproduction  work,  both  oral  and  written,  in  the  lower  classes; 
original  essays,  debates,  etc.,  in  the  higher.  In  addition  to  the 
regular  class  room  work,  we  have  the  Rhetorical  divisions,  to 
which  every  student  is  assigned,  and  which  occupy  the  last  two 
periods  of  every  Friday  with  practice  work,  while  the  four  divi- 
sions of  the  Seminary  present  before  the  school  and  any  friends 
who  may  come  in,  a  program  selected  and  carefully  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  a  teacher  every  alternate  Friday  night  in 
the  chapel. 

MATHEMATICS. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  forms  are  discarded 
and  analysis  employed  wherever  possible.  Processes  are  not  to 
be  memorized,  but  thought  out.  Mental  and  written  work  are 
carried  forward  together;  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply 
sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 


GEOGRAPHY  AND  HISTORY 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  is  completed  in  the  first  year 
of  this  course.  Special  attention  is  given  to  map  drawing 
and  molding.  In  the  higher  classes  this  branch  is  associated  with 
History,  which  includes  text  book  work  in  United  States,  English 
and  General  History,  special  attention  throughout  the  course 
being  given  to  current  events. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  text  book  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  forms  a  part  of  the 
work  of  the  fourth  year.  Special  pains  are  taken  throughout  the 
course  to  keep  before  the  student  the  relation  between  the  facts 
of  science  and  good  health  and  good  morals.  Being  professedly 
a  Christian  school,  the  obligation  to  care  for  and  cultivate  the 
body  that  it  may  become  the  most  effective  instrument  of  the 
mind  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  emphasized. 

A  brief  period  once  a  day  is  devoted  to  calisthenic  practice, 
in  which  a  modification  of  the  Ling  system  is  given  to  the  higher 
classes.  In  the  dormitories,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  C.  A. 
Percival;  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Hospital  School  for 
Trained  Nurses,  careful  instruction  is  given  in  such  matters  as 
ventilation  and  disinfection  and  neatness  of  rooms,  cleanliness 
in  person  and  dress,  and  care  of  the  property  of  the  Seminary. 
A  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  not  only  in  their 
rooms,  but  in  the  laundry,  kitchen  and  everywhere,  and  the 
result  enters  into  the  report  of  standing  sent  home  at  the  end  of 
the  term.

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NORMAL  COURSE 

Our  object  in  this  course'  is  to  give  special  instruction  in  the 
art  of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  practice. 
We  wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have  taught,  but  we 
expect  them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be  able  to  devise  and 
apply  such  methods  as  are  best  adapted  to  supply  the  demands 
of  a  peculiar  field.  During  the  second  year  of  the  course,  classes 
in  the  Preparatory  School  will  be  assigned  to  the  Normal  students, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Department, 
that  they  may  test  their  knowledge  and  skill,  gain  some  degree 
of  confidence  in  themselves,  and  satisfy  us  that  they  are  prepared 
for  so  responsible  a  calling.  The  entire  Grammar  School  course 
is  arranged  to  furnish  training  preparatory  to  the  Normal.  The 
branches  in  this  course  associated  with  theory  and  practice  are 
designed  to  give  the  would-be  teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a 
more  thoroughly  disciplined  mind  for  the  work  in  the  school  room. 
This  course  continues  for  two  years.  Provision  will  be  made  in 
connection  with  this  course  for  special  lessons  in  dressmaking 
and  cooking  for  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  these  industries. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed  necessary 
to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  standard  of 
Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere.  Text  books  on 
the  sciences  are  selected  for  general  information  and  practical  use 
rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts  are  being  made 
each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching  by  experiment. 
It  will  continue  one  year  longer  than  the  Normal,  and  the  outline 
of  studies  will  be  as  follows,  viz.: 
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NORMAL  AND  SCIENTIFIC  COURSES.

Geometry  (Hill)  Astronomy  (Young);  Rhetoric  (D.  J.  Hill); 
Government  (Mowry) ;  Latin  (Selections) ;  Text  Book  in  Nursing 
(Weeks);   Mental  Science  (Putnam)    Ethics  (McCosh  and  Steele). 

CALENDAR. 

The  present  term  ends  Wednesday,  June  7th. 

Annual  address  Tuesday,  June  6th,  8  p.  m. 

Commencement  Exercises,  Wednesday,  June  7th,  9.30  a.  m. 

The  term  of  1905-6  will  begin  Thursday,  October  2d,  and 
will  close  the  first  week  in  June.  It  will  be  divided  into  two 
sessions  of  about  equal  length.  Students  are  advised  not  to 
come  before  Wednesday,  October  1st. 

Old  students  are  requested  to  notify  us  as  to  their  intention 
to  return  not  later  than  September  1st.  We  will  not  hold  rooms 
for  any  one  after  Tuesday,  October  7th,  except  by  special  arrange- 
ment. 

ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from 
some  reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  character, 
has  made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is  not  less  than 
fourteen  years  of  age. 

Each  student  is  required  to  send  or  bring  a  certificate  from 
a  physician  that  she  has  been  successfully  vaccinated  before  she 
can  be  enrolled. 
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EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is  $12 
for  the  organ  and  $18  for  the  piano,  one-half  to  be  paid  in  advance, 
the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for  board, 
room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books),  will  be  $45,  of 
which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at  the  end  of 
three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before  the  end  of 
the  term. 

Those  attending  a  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  $6.00  per  month. 

Every  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per 
term  for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five  cents 
a  month  for  contingent  expenses. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper 
supervision,  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does  her  own 
laundry  work;  working  dress  and  aprons  are  necessary.  We 
regard  the  domestic  work  as  part  of  the  regular  course,  and  wish 
to  have  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  prefer  not  to  enroll  those 
who  are  unwilling  or  whose  parents  think  they  are  unable  to  take 
their  turn  with  the  rest. 

Attendance  on  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Seminary 
on  the  Sabbath  and  through  the  week  is  required  of  all  boarding 
students.  Neither  the  students  nor  their  friends  will  be  allowed 
to  leave  or  enter  the  Seminary  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  or  brothers 
is  strictly  forbidden,  unless  by  special  arrangement  between 
parents  and  the  President. 

Parents  and  friends  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  send 
eatables  of  any  kind  to  the  students.  We  expect  to  give  them  all 
they  need  of  wholesome  nourishing  food.  We  have  to  be  respon- 
sible for  their  health  while  here,  and  we  cannot  do  this  while  they 
are  receiving  such  supplies  as  are  often  sent  in  boxes  from  their 
homes.     All  supplies,  whether  sent  to  or  brought  by  students, 
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will  either  be  returned  or  confiscated  when  found.  Fruit,  candy, 
nuts,  etc.,  should  not  be  sent  because  these  articles  can  be  pur- 
chased here  and  save  the  expense  of  carriage. 

DRESS. 

No  uniform  is -required.  For  church  a  substantial  dress  of 
some  dark  color  is  recommended  for  the  winter.  Something  good 
and  strong  for  domestic  work  is  required.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  washing  to  save  time  for  the  real  work 
of  the  school.  No  white  skirts,  no  jewelry,  no  silks,  no  loud 
colors,  no  extreme  fashions.  Scotia  is  not  a  dress  school,  Plain, 
neat,  inexpensive,  is  good  enough  for  anybody.  What  you  cannot 
get  time  to  make  at  home,  bring  material  and  learn  to  make  in 
the  sewing  room.  Shoes,  etc.,  needed  while  here  can  be  bought 
of  the  principal,  saving  expense  of  postage.  Rubbers  are  an 
absolute  necessity,  also  a  drinking  cup.  A  good  supply  of 
towels  plainly  marked.  All  clothing  should  be  plainly  marked. 
Students  should  have  dental  work  done  and  photos  taken  before 
leaving  home.  We  have  no  time  to  look  after  such  things 
unless  they  become  absolutely  necessary. 

TO  OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

We  return  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  patrons,  teachers  and 
parents  for  the  number  and  quality  of  students  placed  under 
our  care.  You  have  offered  us  far  more  than  we  had  room  for, 
having  placed  us  under  the  painful  necessity  of  turning  away  200 
or  more  eager  applicants,  but  we  do  not  blame  you  for  that. 

We  ask  patrons,  parents  and  applicants  to  read  carefully 
our  rules  in  regard  to  dress,  jewelry,  eatables,  etc.  We  are  not 
and  do  not  intend  to  be  a  fashionable  boarding  school.  WTe  have 
no  use  for  dress  parties,  receptions  and  entertainments.  Students 
will  not  be  allowed  to  send  home  for  special  dresses  for  special 
occasions,  unless  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  course,  and  special  honor 
will  be  awarded  those  who  have  made  their  own  commencement 
dresses,  as  a  completion  of  the  domestic  course.  Extreme  fashions, 
loud,  gay  colors,  rich,  elaborate  dresses  should  not  be  brought  or 
sent  here,  as  for  obvious  reasons  they  cannot  be  worn. 
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To  our  friends  in  the  north  we  return  our  most  sincere  thanks 
for  their  generous  support  and  sympathy.  Time,  so  far  from 
wearing  out  their  interest,  seems  to  increase  it,  for  we  find  by  our 
record  that  our  financial  condition  is  better  this  year  than  ever 
before,  so  far  as  we  can  recall.  Our  scholarships  have  increased 
in  number  and  are  coming  in  more  promptly,  while  the  students 
year  by  year  are  adding  to  the  amount  paid  towards  self-support; 
the  total  for  last  term,  $7,730,  being  about  $400  more  than  that 
of  the  term  preceding. 

An  occasional  gift  still  comes  to  us  for  the  memorial  fund. 
Mrs.  E.  G.  Dusenbury  of  Portville,  N.  Y.,  adds  $200  to  her  gift  of 
last  year  for  this  cause,  sending  $50  additional  for  other  objects. 

We  had  planned  to  publish  with  the  catalogue  our  decennial 
record  of  the  Alumnae;  but  answers  to  our  circular  have  come  in 
so  slowly  that  we  have  decided  to  give  longer  time,  and  issue  a 
separate  pamphlet.

THE  CURRENT  YEAR. 

At  the  close  of  last  year  four  of  our  teachers  left  us — Miss 
Taylor,  who  had  received  her  appointment  to  the  mission  of 
the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Congo  Free  State; 
Miss  Glover  and  Miss  Graham,  on  account  of  failing  health, 
and  Miss  Wampler.  Their  places  were  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Florence  Onque  of  the  last  N.  and  S.  Class,  Miss  L,ida 
Evans,  Miss  Mary  E.  Work  and  Miss  Mary  C.  Botkin.  About 
the  middle  of  the  term  Miss  Botkin,  finding  the  burden  too 
heavy  for  her,  resigned,  and  Miss  Glover,  who  by  this  time  had 
regained  her  health,  came  back  promptly  and  took  up  her 
old  work,  very  much  to  the  pleasure  of  all  concerned.  The 
winter  has  been  one  of  the  mildest  we  have  ever  known,  and  we 
were  congratulating  ourselves  as  spring  opened  up  that  we  were 
to  escape  all  the  sickness  when  the  grippe  crept  in  and  for  a 
week  or  so  made  many  of  our  number  very  uncomfortable, 
though  none  were  very  seriously   ill. 

Early  in  the  term  our  old  friend  Miss  Mary  Butler  of 
Philadelphia  stopped  with  us  for  a  few  days  on  her  way  to 
her  winter  home  in  a  warmer  climate. 

During  the  holidays  Mrs.  Boggs  and  Mrs.  Stone,  from  the 
office  of  the  Freedmen's  Board,  spent  two  or  three  days  with  us. 
We  did  not  feel  ourselves  to  be  at  our  best  for  inspection  with 
so  many  absent,  and  with  all  the  distractions  and  attractions  of 
the  season  to  interfere  with  school  work.  But  we  did  enjoy 
their  visit  very  much  and  have  been  feeling  ever  since  the  stimulus 
of  their  earnest  words  of  counsel. 

Mrs.  Marriage  Allen  of  London,  England,  whose  former 
visit  we  remember  with  so  much  pleasure,  spent  a  night  with 
us  and  made  us  feel  that  the  Friends  must  be  very  good  people 
if  they  are  all  like  her. 

While  no  special  work  of  grace  has  occurred  in  the  school, 
there  has  been  the  usual  interest  in  religious  services  and  Bible 
study.     Already   over  40  have   recited  the   Shorter   Catechism, 
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winning  the  Bible  offered  as  a  prize;  about  20  have  made  a 
profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ.  Of  the  285  enrolled  258  are 
members  of  the  various  churches,  206  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  thirty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Semi- 
nary was  observed  at  the  close  of  the  last  term.  A  much  larger 
number  of  the  old  students  were  present  than  ever  before.  The 
addresses  of  Miss  Lynch  and  Mrs.  Young  were  excellent,  and 
there  was  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  in  all  the  exercises 
which  was  very  encouraging  to  the  members  of  the  faculty. 

The  roll  of  the  Alumnae,  printed  in  a  pamphlet  of  twenty- 
six  pages,  is  by  far  the  fullest  we  have  ever  been  able  to  collect, 
and  gives  definite  information  in  regard  to  a  large  proportion 
of  our  former  students.  Any  of  the  old  graduates  who  have 
not  received  this  roll  can  secure  it  by  writing  to  Miss  C.  A. 
Percival,  Seminary. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

Our  theory  is  that  the  student  is  best  governed  who  governs 
herself.  We  think  of  the  school  as  a  miniature  State,  remem- 
bering that  all  our  best  citizens,  all  indeed  worthy  of  citizenship, 
need  no  penalties  attached  to  laws,  no  police  to  watch  them  and 
compel  obedience.  When  they  know  the  laws  they  keep  them, 
because  it  is  right,  and  because  they  want  to  be  respected  and 
useful.  We  are  trying  to  appeal  to  the  same  motives  in  our  school 
discipline.  We  print  a  few  simple  rules  describing  the  routine  of 
school  life  in  its  various  departments,  and  post  them  conspicu- 
ously through  the  building.  We  expect  every  student  to  know 
what  belongs  to  good  morals,  good  manners,  good  taste  and  the 
respect  due  to  teacher  when  she  comes  in,  or  to  learn  it  as  fast 
as  possible  here.  Our  hope  is  that  she  will  grow  into  the  habit 
of  doing  just  what  the  good  citizen  does ;  keep  rules  not  because 
she  has  to,  but  because  she  wants  to. 

To  aid  us  in  working  out  this  theory,  we  are  using  the 
Honor  Roll,  with  three  degrees  of  merit,  represented  by  the 
letters  "H"  (Honor),  "M"  (Manners),  "S"  (Scholarship).  The 
first  is  within  the  reach  of  every  student  who  has  convinced  us 
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at  the  end  of  three  months  after  admission  that  she  is  trust- 
worthy, that  she  will  keep  the  rules  just  as  well  when  we  are 
not  watching  her  as  when  we  are.  Until  the  "H"  has  been 
earned,  no  other  merit  will  be  given.  The  "M"  is  the  reward 
of  those  who  are  careful  in  the  observance  of  the  formal  rules 
of  the  school  and  of  good  society.  All  rude,  boisterous  conduct, 
untidiness  in  the  care  of  dress  or  rooms,  slighting  domestic 
work,  unkindness  to  one  another  or  disrespect  to  teachers,  all 
violations  of  the  rules  of  good  breeding  and  of  propriety,  will 
deprive  the  offender  of  this  symbol. 

The  "S"  will  be  given  to  the  pupil  who  has  won  the  "H" 
and  has  secured  a  grade  of  90  in  at  least  three  of  her  principal 
studies  and  held  it  until  after  the  next  test  succeeding  the  one  in 
which  she  gained  it.  As  it  has  required  two  tests  to  gain  it, 
she  will  not  lose  it  as  the  result  of  one  failure.  No  one  can 
graduate  who  is  not  on  the  Honor  Roll. 

In  addition  to  this  appeal  to  the  individual  through  the  Honor 
Roll,  we  wish  to  make  more  than  ever  of  the  class  spirit — the 
spirit  in  the  classes  which  will  spur  up  the  students  to  make  the 
class  record  the  best  in  the  school,  and  to  strengthen  the  bonds 
of  loyalty  to  class  and  alma  mater  after  they  have  graduated. 

OUR  RELIGIOUS  WORK. 

About  five-sixths  of  our  students  are  enrolled  each  year  as 
church  members.  A  term  seldom  passes  by  without  a  revival  of 
religion ;  but  we  depend  more  on  the  atmosphere  of  the  school 
and  regular  instruction  in  the  Word  of  God  than  on  any  special 
effort  to  bring  it  about.  The  two  things  most  needed  here  are : 
An  intelligent  faith  and  moral  discipline — to  know  what  they 
believe,  and  why,  and  to  realize  that  no  faith  is  real  and  genuine 
which  does  not  lead  to  a  moral  life  and  spotless  reputation. 

Along  with  this  care  for  the  personal  welfare  of  the  students, 
we  must  also  think  of  what  they  are  to  do  for  others.  The  su- 
preme need  of  the  colored  people  is,  beyond  question,  competent 
Christian  leadership.  For  certain  reasons  they  cannot  have  this 
now  from  white  people — North  or  South.     It  is  equally  evident

that  they  do  not  have  it,  except  to  a  limited  extent,  among 
themselves ;  other  schools  are  training  men  for  the  ministry,  and 
the  other  learned  professions,  and  to  be  teachers  of  the  in- 
dustries. But  the  demand  for  women  as  qualified  leaders  is  just 
as  great.  They  are  needed  as  home  makers  most  of  all.  Our 
educated  men  must  be  sadly  crippled  in  their  efforts  to  lift  up 
the  race  without  such  wives  as  will  be  true  helpmeets  for  them, 
both  in  the  home  and  outside  of  it.  They  are  needed  as  teachers 
in  the  public  and  parochial  schools,  the  Sabbath  Schools,  young 
people's  societies,  and  as  missionaries  in  waste  places.  Pastors 
are  writing  to  us  continually  to  supply  such,  or  to  take  their  best 
girls,  train  and  send  them  back  to  help  in  their  work.  Such, 
briefly,  is  the  demand  we  are  trying  to  meet  by  making  of  Scotia, 
as  far  as  possible,  a  missionary  training  school. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work. 

The  Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  language 
work.  At  certain  times  the  Bible  is  substituted  for  the  reading 
book.  A  list  of  devotional  passages  is  printed  on  a  chart  and 
hung  upon  the  wall  to  be  memorized  and  recited  at  family  prayers 
in  the  dining  room.  Another  list  of  Bible  readings  is  printed, 
giving  a  doctrinal  course,  following  the  order  of  the  shorter 
catechism,  which  is  studied  in  the  morning  chapel  exercise.  The 
history,  or  series  of  Bible  stories,  is  made  the  subject  of  the 
Sabbath  School  lesson,  on  which  the  classes  are  examined  and 
graded  as  in  other  branches.  The  prayer  meeting,  the  missionary, 
temperance  and  Christian  Endeavor  societies  are  all  so  many 
normal  exercises,  not  only  to  give  information,  but  to  kindle  a 
sense  of  responsibility  and  to  train  for  active  work.  There  is  a 
deep  and  growing  interest  among  the  students  in  the  salvation 
of  Africa,  and  they  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  some  day  they 
may  share  in  the  blessed  privilege  of  carrying  the  Gospel  to  the 
land  of  their  ancestors. 
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THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Any  school  teacher  visiting  our  class  rooms  would  feel  very 
much  at  home  as  she  watched  us  trying  to  do  the  same  work 
which  is  going  on  in  other  schools.  But  if  the  same  teacher  were 
to  spend  a  day  or  so  closely  observing  the  work  of  the  teachers 
outside  the  class  room  as  well  as  in,  she  would  find  something 
here  not  so  apparent  in  schools  generally.  Very  few  of  our 
students  have  had  access  to  good  books  and  periodicals  before 
coming  here.  They  are  lacking  in  general  information,  and 
many  of  them  are  very  hungry  for  it.  The  result  is  that  we 
are  teaching  all  the  time,  and  nearly  everything.  To  help  in  this 
work  we  have  started  a  library  and  reading  room;  both  are 
highly  appreciated,  especially  the  library.  This  side  of  our  work 
is  growing  more  and  more  interesting  and  helpful  every  year. 
The  interest  of  the  Miss  Dain  Fund  gives  us  $25  a  year  towards 
keeping  the  shelves  filled,  but  we  need  at  least  $100,  and  plead 
earnestly  with  our  friends  to  send  us  good  books  for  girls,  or, 
better  still,  to  send  us  the  money  to  buy  them  with. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  are  making  manual  training  a  part  of  our  general 
course.  Our  theory  is  that  human  nature  is  three-sided,  and 
that  no  system  of  education  is  complete  which  does  not  provide 
for  the  training  of  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head  and  the  heart. 

Working  by  this  principle,  we  assume  that  a  good  practical 
knowledge  of  domestic  science  and  its  various  uses  is  essential 
to  well-rounded  womanhood.  Keeping  this  before  us  as  the 
result  sought  for  in  our  work,  we  have  placed  in  the  curriculum 
of  the  Seminary,  as  required  studies,  pretty  much  that  belongs 
to  good  housekeeping.  Many  of  these  lessons  are  taken  by 
doing  the  work  of  the  Boarding  Department  under  careful  super- 
vision. Certain  classes  pursue  regular  courses  in  sewing  and 
cooking,  in  connection  with  which  the  text  book  is  supplemented 
by  a  large  measure  of  practice.  Both  of  these  systems  are  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  Principal.

THE  COURSE  IN  NEEDLE  WORK. 

This  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  M.  L. 
McCouattria,  who  has  had  in  addition  to  her  training  at  Scotia, 
a  course  in  Pratt  Institute,  New  York.  The  schedule  printed 
herewith  covers  a  four-year  course,  allowing  one  or  two  class 
room  lessons  per  week;  but  it  will  not  be  followed  strictly,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  literary  work.  The  regular  required  class  work 
of  the  course  is  given  in  the  schedules  for  the  first  and  second 
years.  This  is  required  of  every  student  as  a  condition  of  grad- 
uating with  a  full  certificate  or  diploma.  The  work  of  the  third 
and  fourth  years  is  special,  to  be  taken  by  those  wishing  to 
complete  the  Normal  Industrial  course  or  fit  themselves  for  an 
occupation. 

Students,  as  soon  as  possible  after  admission,  will  be  exam- 
ined as  to  the  progress  they  have  made  in  the  use  of  the  needle, 
and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  complete  the  work  required  of 
the  class.  Students  are  urged  to  make  every  effort  to  com- 
plete this  work  as  rapidly  as  they  can,  and  do  it  well ;  and  we 
would  be  very  glad  if  the  schools  fitting  students  for  Scotia 
would  introduce  at  least  our  first  year's  work,  so  that  when 
they  come  here  we  would  only  need  to  add  some  finishing  touches. 
Students  who  have  been  here  for  a  term  or  more  and  have  found 
out  what  we  want,  might  go  on  with  the  pieces  during  the  vaca- 
tion. By  such  means  many  of  those  who  are  in  the  Preparatory 
School  for  two  years  or  more  might  complete  the  required  work 
before  entering  the  Grammar  School;  and  we  hope  that  after 
this  year  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  us  to  have  any  class 
schedule  later  than  first  year  of  the  Grammar  School,  except  for 
those  who  have  been  too  slow  to  keep  up  with  their  classes  or 
have  entered  a  higher  class. 

The  special  work  of  the  last  two  years  will  be  given  either  to 
old  students  who  after  completing  the  required  course  have 
chosen  to  take  it,  or  to  new  students  who  have  been  admitted, 
by  special  arrangement,  for  the  Industrial  course. 

A  prize  will  be  given  each  year  to  each  member  of  the 
graduating  classes  who  makes  her  own  commencement  dress.

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THE  COURSE  IN  COOKING. 

This  is  conducted  by  Miss  Anna  O.  Percival,  who,  after 
completing  our  own  course,  took  one  more  advanced  in  the 
"Boston  Cooking  School."  The  lessons  are  recited  in  the  model 
kitchen,  with  all  necessary  facilities  for  experiment  at  hand. 
For  this  also  a  special  normal  course  is  provided,  and  certificates 
are  given  to  those  who  have  completed  the  work  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  The  Manual  on  Domestic  Economy,  published  by  the 
American  Book  Company,  is  the  regular  text  book. 


COURSE  IN  COOKING  AND  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMY. 


First  Year. 


First  half  of  text  book  on  household  economy. 
Measuring,  yeast  making,  bread  making,  light  bread,  corn 
bread,  biscuit,  tea  and  coffee.

Each  pupil  is 
required  to  arrange  a  menu  for  a  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner, 
prepare  and  serve  the  same. 
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LITERARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Our  object  in  this  is  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands  of 
this  peculiar  field.  While  providing  for  the  culture  of  the  hand 
and  the  heart,  we  are  not  to  forget  that  the  most  serious  lack  of 
the  colored  people  is  that  of  intelligence.  It  will  not  save  them 
from  their  present  woes  to  send  them  the  gospel  and  to  teach 
them  to  work.  This  South  land  is  full  of  negro  churches,  and 
the  colored  people  as  we  find  them  here  are  probably  the  most 
reliable  class  of  common  laborers  in  the  world.  But  the  lack 
of  mental  training,  i.  e.,  their  ignorance,  is  the  chief  cause  of 
their  present  moral  as  well  as  social  condition.  How  can  we 
hold  responsible  for  any  breach  of  moral  or  civil  law  one  who 
can  only  think  enough  to  realize  that  it  is  wrong  if  he  is  found 
out?  And  this  is  the  condition  of  things,  so  far  as  the  masses 
are  concerned,  put  into  a  nutshell.  And  how  are  they  to  know 
unless  they  are  taught,  and  where  are  the  teachers  to  come  from  ? 

It  is  to  answer  this  question  we  are  on  the  field.  We  may 
not  hope  to  reach  the  masses,  but  if  we  can  send  them  leaders 
who  are  capable  and  conscientious  and  consecrated,  we  are  not 
in  doubt  as  to  the  results.  Our  experience  of  twenty-one  years 
in  this  work  has  not  only  convinced  us  that  a  genuine  Christian 
education  will  save  the  negro,  but  it  has  satisfied  us  that  the 
churches  have  no  other  missionary  work  which  yields  larger 
results  in  proportion  to  the  investment  than  this.  In  planning 
our  work  to  meet  this  demand  we  have  provided  for  three 
courses  of  study,  viz.,  the  Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scien- 
tific. We  keep  before  our  minds,  however,  the  same  general 
results  in  all,  viz.,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  common  English 
branches,  as  large  a  fund  as  possible  of  general  information, 
with  minds  trained  to  do  their  own  thinking  and  to  convey  their 
thoughts  to  others,  and  with  enough  confidence  in  their  own  abil- 
ity to  be  ready  to  assume  the  responsibilities  that  are  awaiting 
for  them. 
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PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Although  this  is  not  included  in  our  general  outline  of 
Seminary  work,  it  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  situation.  So 
few  of  the  elementary  schools,  either  public  or  parochial,  teach 
the  rudiments  thoroughly,  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  pro- 
vide for  this  here  in  order  to  have  the  material  for  our  regular 
classes.  Indeed,  until  quite  recently  more  than  one-half  of 
the  number  enrolled  have  belonged  to  this  part  of  the  school. 
We  have  been  much  encouraged,  however,  by  the  results  of  the 
work  of  our  own  graduates,  as  they  are  coming  to  us  more  and 
more  each  year,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  giving  to  them  the 
credit  in  large  measure  for  the  fact  already  noted,  that  our  en- 
rollment stands  at  present  146  for  the  preparatory  classes,  139 
for  those  in  the  Seminary. 

We  do  not  publish  any  schedule  for  this  work.  Applicants 
will  be  assigned  to  grade  on  admission  according  to  examina- 
tions and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  are  prepared  for  it.  For 
entrance  the  test  will  be  a  good  knowledge  of  the  elements  of 
Arithmetic  to  Long  Division,  of  the  first  step  in  Geography 
and  Language  Lessons,  with  the  ability  to  read  in  the  Fourth 
Reader.  The  course  thus  begun  will  include  Wentworth's  Ele- 
mentary Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School  through  Common 
Fractions.  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No.  1,  and  Maxwell's 
Introductory  Lessons  in  Grammar,  Frye's  Elementary  Geogra- 
phy and  his  Complete  Geography  through  the  United  States. 
The  course  is  not  limited  by  any  term  of  years.  Students  will 
not  be  promoted  to  the  Grammar  School  until  they  have  com- 
pleted this  work. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

The  object  of  this  is  to  give  a  good  common  English  educa- 
tion and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  our  public  schools.  The 
schedule  for  the  four  years'  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  give  as 
much  time  as  possible  to  the  common  school  branches,  and  to 
give  to  each  student  the  advantage  of  personal  drill  in  the  class 
room.     The  classes  when  large  are  divided.     Any  one   falling 
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below  a  grade  of  70  in  two  of  her  principal  studies  will  be  re- 
quired to  repeat  the  year's  work.  Any  falling  below  in  one 
will  be  conditioned  on  the  part  of  the  work  in  which  she  was 
deficient.  Any  one  having  received  an  average  of  less  than  70 
in  any  branch  of  the  course  will  not  be  allowed  to  graduate. 

ENGLISH   LANGUAGE. 

This  is  made  the  corner  stone  of  our  work,  and  is  given  a 
noticeable  part  in  every  other  study.  Correct  spelling,  punctua- 
tion and  grammatical  forms  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect  recita- 
tion in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected  with  ref- 
erence to  the  cultivation  of  literary  taste  and  general  informa- 
tion, but  the  matter  of  elocution  is  made  the  chief  object  of  the 
reading  class  exercise.  Some  text  book  on  language  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  student  from  the  lowest  class  in  the  Preparatory 
to  the  end  of  the  course,  but  each  principle  is  applied  by  means 
of  practical  exercises.  One  lesson  each  week  is  devoted  to  com- 
position— reproduction  work,  both  oral  and  written,  in  the  lower 
classes ;  original  essays,  debates,  etc.,  in  the  higher.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  class  room  work,  we  have  the  Rhetorical  di- 
visions, to  which  every  student  is  assigned,  and  which  occupy 
the  last  two  periods  of  every  Friday  with  practice  work,  while 
the  four  divisions  of  the  Seminary  present  before  the  school 
and  any  friends  who  may  come  in,  a  program  selected  and  care- 
fully prepared  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher  every  alternate 
Friday  night  in  the  chapel. 

MATHEMATICS. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  forms  are  discarded 
and  analysis  employed  wherever  possible.  Processes  are  not  to 
be  memorized,  but  thought  out.  Mental  and  written  work  are 
carried  forward  together ;  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  sup-^ 
ply  sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 
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GEOGRAPHY  AND  HISTORY. 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  is  completed  in  the  first 
year  of  this  course.  Special  attention  is  given  to  map  drawing 
and  molding.  In  the  higher  classes  this  branch  is  associated 
with  History,  which  includes  text  book  work  in  United  States 
and  General  History,  special  attention  throughout  the  course 
being  given  to  current  events. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  text  book  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  forms  a  part  of 
the  work  of  the  fourth  year.  Special  pains  are  taken  through- 
out the  course  to  keep  before  the  student  the  relation  between 
the  facts  of  science  and  good  health  and  good  morals.  Being 
professedly  a  Christian  school,  the  obligation  to  care  for  and 
cultivate  the  body  that  it  may  become  the  most  effective  instru- 
ment of  the  mind  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  emphasized. 

A  brief  period  once  a  day  is  devoted  to  calisthenic  practice, 
in  which  a  modification  of  the  Ling  system  is  given  to  the 
higher  classes.  In  the  dormitories,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
C.  A.  Percival,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Hospital  School 
for  Trained  Nurses,  careful  instruction  is  given  in  such  mat- 
ters as  ventilation  and  disinfection  and  neatness  of  rooms,  clean- 
liness in  person  and  dress,  and  care  of  the  property  of  the  Sem- 
inary. A  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  not  only 
in  their  rooms  but  in  the  laundry,  kitchen  and  everywhere,  and 
the  result  enters  into  the  report  of  standing  sent  home  at  the 
end  of  the  term. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE.

NORMAL  COURSE. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by  prac- 
tice. We  wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have  taught, 
but  we  expect  them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  be  able  to 
devise  and  apply  such  methods  as  are  best  adapted  to  supply 
the  demands  of  a  peculiar  field.  During  the  second  year  of  the 
course,  classes  in  the  Preparatory  School  will  be  assigned  to  the 
Normal  students,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent 
of  this  Department,  that  they  may  test  their  knowledge  and 
skill,  gain  some  degree  of  confidence  in  themselves,  and  satisfy 
us  that  they  are  prepared  for  so  responsible  a  calling.  The  en- 
tire Grammar  School  course  is  arranged  to  furnish  training  pre- 
paratory to  the  Normal.  The  branches  in  this  course  asso- 
ciated with  theory  and  practice  are  designed  to  give  the  would- 
be  teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a  more  thoroughly  disci- 
plined mind  for  the  work  in  the  school  room.  This  course  con- 
tinues for  two  years.  Provision  will  be  made  in  connection 
with  this  course  for  special  lessons  in  dressmaking  and  cooking 
for  those   who   are   preparing  to  teach  these   industries. 
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THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed  nec- 
essary to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the  stand- 
ard of  Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere.  Text 
books  on  the  sciences  are  selected  for  general  information  and 
practical  use  rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts  are 
being  made  each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching  by 
experiment.  It  will  continue  one  year  longer  than  the  Normal 
and  the  outline  of  studies  will  be  as   follows,  viz. :

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from 
some  reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, has  made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is  not 
less  than  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Each  student  is  required  to  send  or  bring  a  certificate  from 
a  physician  that  she  has  been  successfully  vaccinated  before 
she  can  be  enrolled. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is 
$12  for  the  organ  and  $18  for  the  piano,  one-half  to  be  paid  in 
advance,  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for 
board,  room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books),  will  be 
$45,  of  which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third  at 
the  end  of  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months  before 
the  end  of  the  term. 

Those  attending  a  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the 
rate  of  $6.00  per  month. 

Every  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per 
term  for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five 
cents  a  month  for  contingent  expenses. 
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GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper 
supervision,  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does 
her  own  laundry  work ;  working  dress  and  aprons  are  necessary. 
We  regard  the  domestic  work  as  part  of  the  regular  course,  and 
wish  to  have  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  prefer  not  to  en- 
roll those  who  are  unwilling  or  whose  parents  think  they  are 
unable  to  take  their  turn  with  the  rest. 

Attendance  on  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Seminary 
on  the  Sabbath  and  through  the  week  is  required  of  all  board- 
ing students.  Neither  the  students  nor  their  friends  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  or  enter  the   Seminary  on  the   Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  or  broth- 
ers, is  strictly  forbidden,  unless  by  special  arrangement  between 
parents  and  the  President. 

Parents  and  friends  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  send 
eatables  of  any  kind  to  the  students.  We  expect  to  give  them 
all  they  need  of  wholesome,  nourishing  food.  We  have  to  be 
responsible  for  their  health  while  here,  and  we  cannot  do  this 
while  they  are  receiving  such  supplies  as  are  often  sent  in  boxes 
from  their  homes.  All  supplies,  whether  sent  to  or  brought  by 
students,  will  either  be  returned  or  confiscated  when  found. 
Fruit,  candy,  nuts,  etc.,  should  not  be  sent  because  these  articles 
can  be  purchased  here  and  save  the  expense  of  carriage. 


DRESS. 

No  uniform  is  required.  For  church  a  substantial  dress 
of  some  dark  color  is  recommended  for  the  winter.  White 
skirts  and  shirt  waists  make  too  much  washing,  taking  too 
much  time  from  school  work.  It  will  be  better  for  students  to 
bring  the  dark  garments  along  and  avoid  the  necessity  of 
sending  for  or  making  them.  Something  good  and  strong  for 
domestic  work  is  required.  No  jewelry,  no  silks,  no  loud  col- 
ors, no  extreme  fashions.  Scotia  is  not  a  dress  school.  Plain, 
neat,    inexpensive,    is    good    enough    for    anybody.     What    you 
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cannot  get  time  to  make  at  home,  bring  material  and  learn  to 
make  in  the  sewing  room.  Shoes,  etc.,  needed  while  here  can 
be  bought  of  the  principal,  saving  expense  of  postage.  Rub- 
bers are  an  absolute  necessity;  also  a  drinking  cup.  A  good 
supply  of  towels  plainly  marked.  All  clothing  should  be  plain- 
ly marked.  Students  should  have  dental  work  done  and  photos 
taken  before  leaving  home.  We  have  no  time  to  look  after 
such  things  unless  they  become  absolutely  necessary. 

TO  OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

We  return  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  patrons,  teachers 
and  parents  for  the  number  and  quality  of  students  placed  under 
our  care.  You  have  offered  us  far  more  than  we  had  room 
for,  having  placed  us  under  the  painful  necessity  of  turning 
away  200  or  more  eager  applicants,  but  we  do  not  blame  you 
for  that. 

We  ask  patrons,  parents  and  applicants  to  read  carefully 
our  rules  in  regard  to  dress,  jewelry,  eatables,  etc.  We  are  not 
and  do  not  intend  to  be  a  fashionable  boarding  school.  We 
have  no  use  for  dress  parties,  receptions  and  entertainments. 
Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  send  home  for  special  dresses  for 
special  occasions,  unless  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  course,  and  spe- 
cial honor  will  be  awarded  those  who  have  made  their  own 
commencement  dresses,  as  a  completion  of  the  domestic  course. 
Extreme  fashions,  loud,  gay  colors,  rich,  elaborate  dresses 
should  not  be  brought  or  sent  here,  as,  for  obvious  reasons,  they 
cannot  be  worn. 

To  our  friends  in  the  North  we  return  our  most  sincere 
thanks  for  their  generous  support  and  sympathy.  Time,  so  far 
from  wearing  out  their  interest,  seems  to  increase  it,  for  we 
find  by  our  record  that  our  financial  condition  is  better  this 
year  than  ever  before,  so  far  as  we  can  recall.  Our  scholarships 
have  increased  in  number  and  are  coming  in  more  promptly, 
while  the  students  year  by  year  are  adding  to  the  amount  paid 
towards  self-support ;  the  total  for  last  term,  $8,220,  being  about 
$500  more  than  that  of  the  term  preceding. 
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We  acknowledge  with  deepest  gratitude  a  gift  of  $450  from 
our  old  friends,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dusenbury,  of  Portville,  N.  Y. , 
to  be  invested  as  a  permanent  scholarship. 

We  received  gifts  amounting  to  about  $240  toward  the  new 
laundry.  It  was  built  during  the  summer  and  has  been  a  great 
comfort  to  us  through  the  term.  True,  we  have  some  debt  to 
carry,  but  we  have  never  closed  a  term  yet  with  a  balance  against 
us,  and  we  are  expecting  something  to  turn  up  before  the  first 
of  June  which  will  continue  the  record. 
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SCOTIA    SEMINARY. 
THE  CURRENT  YEAR. 

This  school  year  has  had  just  as  marked  tokens  of  God's 
presence  and  favor  as  any  other  in  our  history.  The  roll  'filled 
up  so  quickly  that  some  of  our  good  students,  who  were  careless 
about  giving  notice  of  intention  to  come  late,  were  left  outside. 
A  much  larger  number  were  enrolled  for  the  higher  classes  than 
ever  before.  Contagious  diseases  have  been  kept  at  a  distance, 
bat  the  grip  struck  us  pretty  hard  for  a  while,  being  quite  serious 
in  a  few  cases. 

Of  our  last  year's  faculty,  Mies  Bell,  Miss  Spaulding  and  Miss 
Evans  failed  to  return.  Miss  Nellie  S.  McDonald,  Miss  Anne  M. 
Woodruff  and  Miss  Charlotte  M.  Jones  came  to  fill  the  vacant 
places.  The  number  of  breaks  in  the  faculty  during  the  year  has 
been  beyond  anything  in  our  history.  When  school  opened 
Miss  Chapman  was  very  ill  in  Philadelphia,  and  was  unable  to 
resume  work  until  the  middle  of  November.  Miss  Woodruff 
broke  down  and  went  home  November  1st.  Miss  Marguerite 
Dickey,  of  Wooster,  0.,  came  to  fill  the  vacant  place.  Miss 
Martin  was  called  home  in  January  by  the  serious  illness  of  her 
mother.  Some  time  later  Miss  Webb  was  hurried  away  by  a 
similar  call.  The  vacancies  were  promptly  filled  by  Miss  Martha 
C.  Mehard,  of  New  Wilmington,  Pa.,  and  Miss  S.  E.  Mehard, 
of  New  Castle,  Pa.  These  breaks  have  been  serious,  not  only  in 
the  increased  strain  on  those  who  had  to  care  for  the  welfare  of 
the  school,  but  in  their  effect  on  the  work  of  the  school.  But  we 
have  been  blessed  wonderfully  in  the  help  so  promptly  and 
effectively  rendered  by  the  good  friends  who  have  enabled  us  to 
repair  damages  and  keep  things  moving  on. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

Whether  order  is  heaven's  first  law  or  not,  it  is  certainly 
necessary  to  a  good  school.  We  have. tried  to  work  out  some  of 
our  own  ideas  in  our  management  of  affairs,  the  results  of  which 
we  will  briefly  put  down. 
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The  supreme  object  of  government  as  one  side  of  school 
work  is  character  building,  the  development  of  will  and  conscience 
that  education  may  bring  power  for  good. 

As  means  to  this  end,  we  apply  the  proverb  "evil  com- 
munications corrupt  good  manners/'  and  guard  as  carefully  as 
possible  against  the  admission  of  unworthy  students.  On  the 
other  hand,  always  having  a  long  list  of  eager  applicants  waiting 
outside ;  we  do  not  hesitate  to  exchange  one  of  our  idle  or  vicious 
students  for  one  who  may  fill  the  place  more  worthily. 

Appeals  to  conscience  and  the  social  instinct  and  to  self- 
respect  with  the  great  majority  of  students  answer  every  pur- 
pose. 

We  give  the  H  on  our  honor  roll  to  those  who  at  the  end  of 
three  months  have  satisfied  us  that  they  do  not  need  watching, 
that  we  may  depend  on  their  honor ;  and  M  to  such  as  are  careful 
to  observe  the  rules  Of  propriety  and  of  the  shool — To  keep 
God's  law  and  the  rules  of  good  society  suits  us  very  well. 

Recognition  of  social,  mental  and  moral  worth  in  the 
student  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  is  vastly  important.  It  is  a 
hopeless  task  for  any  one,  however  gifted,  to  make  the  best 
possible  out  of  a  soul  made  in  God's  image  for  an  eternal  destiny, 
while  you  are  studiously  and  obviously  keeping  a  religious  or 
social  gulf  between  her  and  yourself  and  thus  denying  to  her  the 
benefit  of  one  or  more  of  the  best  gifts  God  has  bestowed  on  you. 

Self  control  in  the  individual  and  self  government  in  the 
school  should  result  from  the  application  of  these  principles. 
To  secure  the  former,  after  self-respect,  self-interest  is  enough 
for  nearly  every  student — to  be  absorbed  in  the  pursuit  of  know- 
ledge and  to  realize  that  disorder  will  not  only  prevent  progress, 
but  mar  character  and  corrupt  good  manners.  That  the  good 
students  may  make  a  good  public  sentiment  the  real  ruling 
power  in  the  school,  organization  is  necessary.  In  the  average 
school,  high  and  low,  all  over  the  country,  the  good  students  are 
afraid  of  the  bad.  If  each  class  could,  under  its  own  officers  and 
rules,  bind  its  members  to  aid  the  faculty  in  guarding  the  good 
name  of  the  school  by  helping  each  other  to  do  the  right  and 
putting  the  mischief  makers  of  the  class  on  some  black  list  of 
their  own  devising,  the  worst  student  could  no  longer  terrorize 
the  combination  of  her  class  mates  with  the  silly  sneer  of 
"  tattle-tale  " ;   as  she  now  does  the  whole  body  of  students,  each 
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acting  for  herself.  Students  nor  easily  within  the  reach  of  such 
influences  can  be  disposed  of  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term, 
if  not  sooner. 

GOOD  SCHOLARSHIP. 

What  it  is?  Not  a  long  list  of  books  skimmed  over;  not 
a  course  of  study  completed;  not  merely  knowledge — a  mass  of 
information  collected;  however  extensive;  not  even  a  system- 
atic training  of  certain  faculties  of  the  soul;  but  the  whole  man 
trained  systematically  and  symmetrically  by  getting  knowledge 
so  that  he  can  use  knowledge  in  doing  good — in  two  words, 
cultured  character;   in  one  word,  wisdom. 

Love  of  knowledge,  love  of  study,  craving  for  its  fruits,  are 
our  best  incentives.  Combine  these  in  any  student  and  the 
teacher  may  need  to  restrain  rather  than  to  urge.  But  with  the 
average  student,  some  spurs  are  needed. 

First  honors  and  other  prizes  for  the  best  man  may  secure 
study;  but  it  is  apt  to  be  special  and  narrow  in  its  mental  fruits, 
while  its  moral  effects  are  almost  necessarily  bad — in  conflict 
with  the  Golden  Rule. 

Grading  seems  to  be  necessary  as  a  basis  of  promotion  and 
graduation;  but  when  it  substitutes  a  general  average  on  the 
course  for  a  fixed  standard  on  each  study,  it  is  miserable.  Our 
Honor  Roll,  which  gives  S  as  a  badge  of  scholarship  for  two 
successive  grades  of  90%  in  each  of  the  main  studies,  works 
better  than  a  term  average,  because  the  reward  is  nearer,  and 
after  each  failure  there  is  another  chance  ahead  clear  to  the  end. 
It  keeps  our  girls  climbing. 

Personal  drill  is  the  teacher's  best  mental  contribution  to 
the  making  of  a  scholar.  Our  large  classes  are  divided  into 
small  divisions,  so  that  each  student  may  recite  in  each  study  at 
least  once  a  day.  Thinking  out  things  rather  than  working  by 
memorized  rules  or  formula  insure  results  which  will  stick  fast. 

Aspiration — a  better  word  than  ambition — winning  one's 
way  to  position  and  opportunity  for  influence.  What  one  better 
thing  can  any  school  offer  to  its  students  as  a  stimulus  to  earnest 
effort  than  the  hope  of  some  day  winning  for  themselves  a  posi- 
tion in  the  faculty  of  Alma  Mater. 
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OUR  RELIGIOUS  WORK. 

About  five-sixths  of  our  students  are  enrolled  each  year 
as  church  members.  A  term  seldom  passes  by  without  a 
revival  of  religion;  but  we  depend  more  on  the  atmosphere 
of  the  school  and  regular  instruction  in  the  Word  of  God  than 
on  any  special  effort  to  bring  it  about.  The  two  things  most 
needed  here  are:  An  intelligent  faith  and  moral  discipline — 
to  know  what  they  believe,  and  why,  and  to  realize  that  no 
faith  is  real  and  genuine  which  does  not  lead  to  a  moral  life 
and  spotless  reputation. 

Along  with  this  care  for  the  personal  welfare  of  the  stu- 
dents, we  must  also  think  of  what  they  are  to  do  for  others. 
The  supreme  need  of  the  colored  people  is,  beyond  question, 
competent  Christian  leadership.  For  certain  reasons  they 
cannot  have  this  now  from  white  people — North  or  South. 
It  is  equally  evident  that  they  do  not  have  it,  except  to  a  lim- 
ited extent,  among  themselves;  other  schools  are  training  men 
for  the  ministry,  and  the  other  learned  professions,  and  to  be 
teachers  of  the  industries.  But  the  demand  for  women  as 
qualified  leaders  is  just  as  great  They  are  needed  as  home 
makers  most  of  all  Our  educated  men  must  be  sadly  crippled 
in  their  efforts  to  lift  up  the  race  without  such  wives  as  will 
be  true  helpmeets  for  them,  both  in  the  home  and  outside 
of  it.  They  are  needed  as  teachers  in  the  public  and  parochial 
schools,  the  Sabbath  Schools,  young  people's  societies,  and 
as  missionaries  in  waste  places.  Pastors  are  writing  to  us 
continually  to  supply  such,  or  to  take  their  best  girls,  train 
them  and  send  them  back  to  help  in  their  work.  Such,  briefly, 
is  the  demand  we  are  trying  to  meet  by  making  of  Scotia,  as 
far  as  possible,  a  missionary  training  school. 

Bible  study  is  incorporated  into  every  part  of  our  work. 

The  Bible  stories  are  used  for  reproductions  in  the  lang- 
uage work.  At  certain  times  the  Bible  is  substituted  for  the 
reading  book.  A  list  of  devotional  passages  is  printed  on  a 
chart  and  hung  upon  the  wall  to  be  memorized  and  recited 
at  family  .prayers  in  the  dining  room.  Another  list  of  Bible 
readings  is  printed,  giving  a  doctrinal  course,  following  the 
order  of  the  shorter  catechism,  which  is  studied  in  the  morn- 
ing chapel  exercise.     The  history,   or  series  of  Bible  stories, 
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is  made  the  subject  of  the  Sabbath  School  lesson,  on  which 
the  classes  are  examined  and  graded  as  in  other  branches. 
The  prayer  meeting,  the  missionary,  temperance  and  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  societies  are  all  so  many  normal  exercises,  not 
only  to  give  information,  but  to  kindle  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility and  to  train  for  active  work.  There  is  a  deep  and  growing 
interest  among  the  students  in  the  salvation  of  Africa,  and 
they  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  some  ,day  they  may  share 
in  the  blessed  privilege  of  carrying  the  Gospel  to  the  land  of 
their  ancestors. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Any  school  teacher  visiting  our  class  rooms  would  feel 
very  much  at  home  as  she  watched  us  trying  to  do  the  same 
work  which  is  going  on  in  other  schools.  But  if  the  same 
teacher  were  to  spend  a  day  or  so  closely  observing  the  work 
of  the  teachers  outside  the  class  room  as  well  as  in,  she  would 
find  something  here  not  so  apparent  in  schools  generally.  Very 
few  of  our  students  have  had  access  to  good  books  and  per- 
iodicals before  coming  here.  They  are  lacking  in  general 
information,  and  many  of  them  are  very  hungry  for  it.  The 
result  is  that  we  are  teaching  all  the  time,  and  nearly  every- 
thing. To  help  in  this  work  we  have  started  a  library  and 
reading  room;  both  are  highly  appreciated,  especially  the 
library.  This  side  of  our  work  is  growing  more  and  more  in- 
teresting and  helpful  every  year.  The  interest  of  the  Miss  Dain 
Fund  gives  us  $25  a  year  towards  keeping  the  shelves  filled, 
but  we  need  at  least  $100,  and  plead  earnestly  with  our  friends 
to  send  us  good  books  for  girls,  or,  better  still,  to  send  us  the 
money  to  buy  them  with. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  are  making  manual  training  a  part  of  our  general 
course.  Our  theory  is  that  human  nature  is  three-sided,  and 
that  no  system  of  education  is  complete  which  does  not  pro- 
vide for  the  training  of  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head  and  the 
heart. 
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Working  by  this  principle,  we  assume  that  a  good  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  domestic  science  and  its  various  uses  is 
essential  to  well-rounded  womanhood.  Keeping  this  before 
us  as  the  result  sought  for  in  our  work,  we  have  placed  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  Seminary,  as  required  studies,  pretty  much 
all  that  belongs  to  good  housekeeping.  Many  of  these  lessons 
are  taken  by  doing  the  work  of  the  Boarding  Department 
under  careful  supervision.  Certain  classes  pursue  regular 
courses  in  sewing  and  cooking,  in  connection  with  which  the 
text  book  is  supplemented  by  a  large  measure  of  practice. 
Both  of  these  systems  are  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Principal. 

THE  COURSE  IN  NEEDLE  WORK. 

This  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  M.  L. 
McCouattria,  who  has  had  in  addition  to  her  training  at  Scotia 
a  course  in  Pratt  Institute,  New  York.  The  schedule  printed 
herewith  covers  a  four-year  course,  allowing  one  or  two  class 
room  lessons  per  week;  but  it  will  not  be  followed  strictly,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  literary  work.  The  regular  required  class 
work  of  the  course  is  given  in  the  schedules  for  the  first  and 
second  years.  This  is  required  of  every  student  as  a  condition 
of  graduating  with  a  full  certificate  or  diploma.  The  work  of 
the  third  and  fourth  years  is  special,  to  be  taken  by  those 
wishing  to  complete  the  Normal  Industrial  course  or  fit  them- 
selves for  an  occupation. 

Students,  as  soon  as  possible  after  admission,  will  be 
examined  as  to  the  progress*  they  have  made  in  the  use  of  the 
needle,  and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  complete  the  work 
required  of  the  class.  Students  are  urged  to  make  every 
effort  to  complete  this  work  as  rapidly  as  they  can,  and  do 
it  well ;  and  we  would  be  very  glad  if  the  schools  fitting  students 
for  Scotia  would  introduce  at  least  our  first  year's  work,  so 
that  when  they  come  here  we  would  only  need  to  add  some 
finishing  touches.  Students  who  have  been  here  for  a  term 
or  more  and  have  found  out  what  we  want,  might  go  on  with 
the  pieces  during  the  vacation.  By  such  means  many  of 
those  who  are  in  the  Preparatory  School  for  two  years  or  more 
might  complete  the  required  work  before  entering  the  Grammar 
School ;  and  we  hope  that  after  this  year  it  will  not  be  necessary 
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for  us  to  have  any  class  schedule  later  than  first  year  of  the 
Grammar  School,  except  for  those  who  have  been  too  slow 
to  keep  up  with  their  classes  or  have  entered  a  higher  class. 

The  special  work  of  the  last  two  years  will  be  given  either 
to  old  students  who  after  completing  the  required  course  have 
chosen  to  take  it,  or  to  new  students  who  have  been  admitted, 
by  special  arrangement,  for  the  Industrial  course. 

A  prize  will  be  given  each  year  to  each  member  of  the 
graduating  classes  who  makes  her  own  commencement  dress.

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THE  COURSE  IN  COOKING. 

This  is  conducted  by  Miss  Anna  0.  Percival,  who,  after 
completing  our  own  course,  took  one  more  advanced  in  the 
"Boston  Cooking  School."  The  lessons  are  recited  in  the 
model  kitchen,  with  all  necessary  facilities  for  experiment  at 
hand.  For  this  also  a  special  normal  course  is  provided,  and 
certificates  are  given  to  those  who  have  completed  the  work  in 
a  satisfactory  manner.  The  Manual  on  Domestic  Economy, 
published  by  the  American  Book  Company,  is  the  regular 
text  book. 


COURSE  IN  COOKING  AND  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMY 


First  Year. 


First  half  of  the  text  book  on  household  economy. 
Measuring,  yeast  making,  bread  making,  light  bread,  corn 
bread,  biscuit,  tea  and  coffee. 

Second  Year. 

Complete  text  book  on  household  economy.  Plain  cook- 
ing— vegetables,  cereals,  soups,  eggs,  meats,  batter  breads, 
croquettes,  warmed-over  dishes. 

Third  Year. 

Classification  of  foods,  salads,  desserts. 

Preparing  and  serving  meals  by  the  pupils.  Each  pupil 
is  required  to  arrange  a  menu  for  a  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner, 
prepare  and  serve  the  same. 
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LITERARY   DEPARTMENT. 

Our  object  in  this  is  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands 
of  this  peculiar  field.  While  providing  for  the  culture  of  the 
hand  and  the  heart,  we  are  not  to  forget  that  the  most  serious 
lack  of  the  colored  people  is  that  of  intelligence.  It  will  not 
save  them  from  their  present  woes  to  send  them  the  gospel 
and  to  teach  them  to  work.  This  South  land  is  full  of  negro 
churches,  and  the  colored  people  as  we  find  them  here,  are 
probably  the  most  reliable  class  of  common  laborers  in  the 
world.  But  the  lack  of  mental  training,  i.  e.,  their  ignorance, 
is  the  chief  cause  of  their  present  moral  as  well  as  social  con- 
dition How  can  we  hold  responsible  for  any  breach  of  moral 
or  civil  law  one  who  can  only  think  enough  to  realize  that  it 
is  wrong  if  he  is  found  out?  And  this  is  the  condition  of  things, 
so  far  as  the  masses  are  concerned,  put  into  a  nutshell  And 
how  are  they  to  know  unless  they  are  taught,  and  where  are 
the  teachers  to  come  from? 

'  It  is  to  answer  this  question  we  are  on  the  field.  We  may 
not  hope  to  reach  the  masses,  but  if  we  can  send  them  leaders 
who  are  capable  and  conscientious  and  consecrated,  we  are 
not  in  doubt  as  to  the  results.  Our  experience  of  twenty-one 
years  in  this  work  has  not  only  convinced  us  that  a  genuine 
Christian  education  will  save  the  negro,  but  it  has  satisfied  us 
that  the  churches  have  no  other  missionary  work  which  yields 
larger  results  in  proportion  to  the  investment  than  this.  In 
planning  our  work  to  meet  this  demand  we  have  provided  for 
three  courses  of  study,  viz.,  the  Grammar  School,  Normal  and 
Scientific.  We  keep  before  our  minds,  however,  the  same 
general  results  in  all,  viz.,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  common 
English  branches,  as  large  a  fund  as  possible  of  general  in- 
formation, with  minds  trained  to  do  their  own  thinking  and 
to  convey  their  thoughts  to  others,  and  with  enough  confidence 
in  their  own  ability  to  be  ready  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
that  are  awaiting  them. 
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PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Although  this  is  not  included  in  our  general  outline  of 
Seminary  work,  it  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  situation.  So 
few  of  the  elementary  schools,  either  public  or  parochial,  teach 
the  rudiments  thoroughly,  that  we  have  been  compelled  to 
provide  for  this  here  in  order  to  have  the  material  for  our  regular 
classes.  Indeed,  until  quite  recently  more  than  one-half  of 
the  number  enrolled  have  belonged  to  this  part  of  the  school. 
We  have  been  much  encouraged,  however,  by  the  results  of 
the  work  of  our  own  graduates,  as  they  are  coming  to  us  more 
and  more  each  year,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  giving  to  ihem 
the  credit  in  large  measure  for  the  fact,  already  noted,  that  our 
enrollment  stands  at  present  141  for  the  preparatory  classes, 
144  for  those  in  the  Seminary. 

We  do  not  publish  any  schedule  for  this  work.  Appli- 
cants will  be  assigned  to  grade  on  admission  according  to  ex- 
aminations and  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  are  prepared 
for  it.  For  entrance  the  test  will  be  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
elements  of  Arithmetic  to  Long  Division,  of  the  first  step  in 
Geography  and  Language  Lessons,  with  the  ability  to  read 
in  the  Fourth  Reader.*  The  course  thus  begun-  will  include 
Wentworth's  Elementary  Arithmetic  and  the  Grammar  School 
through  Common  Fractions.  Tarbell's  Language  Lessons  No. 
1,  and  Maxwell's  Introductory  Lessons  in  Grammar,  Frye's 
Elementary  Geography  and  his  Complete  Geography  through 
the  United  States.  The  course  is  not  limited  by  any  term  of 
years.  Students  will  not  be  promoted  to  the  Grammar  School 
until  they  have  completed  this  work. 

*We  will  insist  on  this  standard  more  strictly  hereafter 
than  we  have  done.  We  are  sorry  to  have  to  send  the  girls 
back  home  who  have  come  here  seeking  admission,  but  we 
cannot  spoil  our  work  by  keeping  those  who  are  below  grade, 
and  parents  and  pastors  must  not  send  them. 
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GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

The  object  of  this  is  to  give  a  good  common  English  edu- 
cation and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  our  public  schools.  The 
schedule  for  the  four  years'  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  give 
as  much  time  as  possible  to  the  common  school  branches,  and 
to  give  to  each  student  the  advantage  of  personal  drill  in  the 
class  room.  The  classes  when  large  are  divided.  Any  one 
falling  below  a  grade  of  70  in  two  of  her  principal  studies  will 
be  required  to  repeat  the  year's  work.  Any  falling  below  in 
one  will  be  conditioned  on  the  part  of  the  work  in^  which  she 
was  deficient.  Any  one  having  received  an  average  of  less 
than  70  in  any  branch  of  the  course  will  not  be  allowed  to 
graduate. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE. 

This  is  made  the  corner  stone  of  our  work,  and  is  given  a 
noticeable  part  in  every  other  study.  Correct  spelling,  punc- 
tuation and  grammatical  forms  are  made  tests  of  a  perfect 
recitation  in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are  selected 
with  reference  to  the  cultivation  of  literary  taste  and  general 
information,  but  the  matter  of  elocution  is  made  the  chief  ob- 
ject of  the  reading  class  exercise.  Some  text  book  on  language 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  student  from  the  lowest  class  in  the  Pre- 
paratory to  the  end  of  the  course,  but  each  principle  is  applied 
by  means  of  practical  exercises.  One  lesson  each  week  is  de- 
voted to  composition — reproduction  work,  .  both  oral  and 
written,  in  the  lower  classes;  original  essays,  debates,  etc.,  in 
the  higher.  In  addition  to  the  regular  class  room  work,  we  have 
the  Rhetorical  divisions,  to  which  every  student  is  assigned, 
and  which  occupy  the  last  two  periods  of  every  Friday  with 
practice  work,  while  the  four  divisions  of  the  Seminary  pre- 
sent before  the  school  and  any  friends  who  may  come  in,  a 
program  selected  arid  carefully  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  a  teacher  every  alternate  Friday  night  in  the  chapel. 
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MATHEMATICS. 

In  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  rules  and  forms  are  discarded 
and  analysis  employed  wherever  possible.  Processes  are  not 
to  be  memorized,  but  thought  out.  Mental  and  written  work 
are  carried  forward  together;  and  when  the  text  book  does 
not  supply  sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  subject,  additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 

GEOGRAPHY   AND   HISTORY. 

Geography  as  a  distinct  branch  is  completed  in  the  first 
year  of  this  course.  Special  attention  is  given  to  map  drawing 
and  molding.  In  the  higher  classes  this  branch  is  associated 
with  History,  which  includes  text  book  work  in  United  States 
and  General  History,  special  attention  throughout  the  course 
being  given  to  current  events. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  text  book  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  forms  a  part  of 
the  work  of  the  fourth  year.  Special  pains  are  taken  through- 
out the  course  to  keep  before  the  student  the  relation  between 
the  facts  of  science  and  good  health  and  good  morals.  Being 
professedly  a  Christian  school,  the  obligation  to  care  for  and 
cultivate  the  body  that  it  may  become  the  most  effective  in- 
strument of  the  mind  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  emphasized. 

A  brief  period  once  a  day  is  devoted  to  calisthenic  prac- 
tice, in  which  a  modification  of  the  Ling  system  is  given  to  the 
higher  classes.  In  the  dormitories,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  C  A  Percival,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Hospital 
School  for  Trained  Nurses,  careful  instruction  is  given  in  such 
matters  as  ventilation  and  disinfection  and  neatness  of  rooms, 
cleanliness  in  person  and  dress,  and  care  of  the  property  of  the 
Seminary.  A  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  not 
only  in  their  rooms,  but  in  the  laundry,  kitchen  and  every- 
where, and  the  result  enters  into  the  report  of  standing  sent 
home  at  the  end  of  the  term. 
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GRAMMAR   SCHOOL   COURSE.

Elements  of  Algebra  (Hall  and  Knight);  Rhetoric  (Wil- 
liams); General  History  (Quackenboss) ;  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Teaching  (Page) ;    Botany  (Bailey). 

NORMAL   COURSE. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by 
practice.  We  wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have 
taught,  but  we  expect  them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to 
be  able  to  devise  and  apply  such  methods  as  are  best  adapted 
to  supply  the  demands  of  a  peculiar  field.  During  the  second 
year  of  the  course,  classes  in  the  Preparatory  School  will  be 
assigned  to  the  Normal  students,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  of  this  Department,  that  they  may  test  their 
knowledge  and  skill,  gain  some  degree  of  confidence  in  them- 
selves, and  satisfy  us  that  they  are  prepared  for  so  responsible 
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a  calling.  The  entire  Grammar  School  course  is  arranged  to 
furnish  training  preparatory  to  the  Normal.  The  branches  in 
this  course  associated  with  theory  and  practice  are  designed 
to  give  the  would-be  teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a  more  thor- 
oughly disciplined  mind  for  the  work  in  the  school  room.  This 
course  continues  for  two  years.  Provision  will  be  made  in 
connection  with  this  course  for  special  lessons  in  dressmaking 
and  cooking  for  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  these  in- 
dustries. 

THE   SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed 
necessary  to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the 
standard  of  Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  schools -elsewhere. 
Text  books  on  the  sciences  are  selected  for  general  information 
and  practical  use  rather  than  for  technical  instruction.  Efforts 
are  being  made  each  year  to  increase  our  facilities  for  teaching 
by  experiment.  It  will  continue  one  year  longer  than  the 
Normal  and  the  outline  of  studies  will  be  as  follows,  viz:

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CALENDAR. 

The  present  term  ends  Wednesday,  May  27th. 

Annual   address   Tuesday,   May  26th. 

Commencement  Exercises,  Wednesday,  May  27th,  10  a.  m. 

The  term  of  1908-09  will  begin  Thursday,  October  1st. 
It  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions  of  about  equal  length. 
Students  are  advised  not  to  come  before  Wednesday,  September 
30th. 

Old  students  are  requested  to  notify  us  as  to  their  inten- 
tion to  return  not  later  than  September  1st.  We  will  not 
hold  rooms  for  any  one  after  Tuesday,  October  6th,  except 
by  special  arrangement. 

ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  send  a  certificate  from 
some  reliable  person  testifying  that  she  is  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, has  made  the  required  progress  in  her  studies,  and  is  not 
less  than  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Each  student  is  required  to  send  or  bring  a  certificate 
from  a  physician  that  she  has  been  successfully  vaccinated 
before  she  can  be  enrolled. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is 
$12  for  the  organ  and  $18  for  the  piano,  one-half  to  be  paid 
in  advance,  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  the  term  for 
board,  room  rent,  fuel,  light,  etc.  (not  including  books),  will 
be  $45,  of  which  one-third  must  be  paid  in  advance,  one-third 
at  the  end  of  three  months,  and  the  remainder  two  months 
before  the  end  of  the  term. 

Those  attending  a  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at 
the  rate  of  $6.00  per  month. 

Every  boarding  pupil  will  be  charged  twenty-five  cents 
per  term  for  church  pew  rent,  and  each  day  scholar  twenty-five 
cents  a  month  for  contingent  expenses. 
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GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students  under  proper 
supervision,  and  all  are  required  to  do  their  part  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  various  duties  assigned.  Each  student  does 
her  own  laundry  work;  working  dress  and  aprons  are  neces- 
sary. We  regard  the  domestic  work  as  part  of  the  regular 
course,  and  wish  to  have  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  pre- 
fer not  to  enroll  those  who  are  unwilling  or  whose  parents 
think  they  are  unable  to  take  their  turn  with  the  rest.  Parents 
wishing  to  have  a  daughter  excused  from  this  requirement 
must  make  it  known  when  seeking  admission;  not  when  the 
student  comes  on  at  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Attendance  on  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Seminary 
on  the  Sabbath  and  through  the  week  is  required  of  all  board- 
ing students.  Neither  the  students  nor  their  friends  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  or  enter  the  Seminary  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  or 
brothers,  is  strictly  forbidden,  unless  by  special  arrangement 
between  parents  and  the  President. 

Parents  and  friends  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  send 
eatables  of  any  kind  to  the  students.  We  expect  to  give  them 
all  they  need  of  wholesome,  nourishing  food.  We  have  to  be 
responsible  for  their  health  while  here,  and  we  cannot  do  this 
while  they  are  receiving  such  supplies  as  are  often  sent  in  boxes 
from  their  homes.  All  supplies,  whether  sent  to  or  brought 
by  students,  will  either  be  returned  or  confiscated  when  found. 
Fruit,  candy,  nuts,  etc.,  should  not  be  sent,  because  these 
articles  can  be  purchased  here  and  save  the  expense  of  carriage. 

DRESS. 

No  uniform  is  required.  For  church  a  substantial  dress 
of  some  dark  color  is  recommended  for  the  winter.  White 
skirts  and  shirt  waists  make  too  much  washing,  taking  too 
much  time  from  school  work.  It  will  be  better  for  students  to 
bring  the  dark  garments  along  and  avoid  the  necessity  of  sending 
for  or  making  them.  Something  good  and  strong  for  domestic 
work  is  required.  No  jewelry,  no  silks,  no  loud  colors,  no 
extreme  fashions.     Scotia  is  not  a  dress  school.     Plain,  neat, 
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inexpensive,  is  good  enough  for  anybody.  What  you  cannot 
get  time  to  make  at  home,  bring  material  and  learn  to  make 
in  the  sewing  room.  Shoes,  etc.,  needed  while  here  can  be  bought 
by  the  principal,  saving  expense  of  postage.  Rubbers  are  an 
absolute  necessity;  also  a  drinking  cup.  A  good  supply  of 
towels  plainly  marked.  All  clothing  should  be  plainly  marked. 
Students  should  have  dental  work  done  and  photos  taken 
before  leaving  home.  We  have  no  time  to  look  after  such  things 
unless  they  become  absolute  necessary. 

TO   OUR  FRIENDS  AND   PATRONS. 

We  return  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  patrons,  teachers 
and  parents  for  the  number  and  quality  of  students  placed 
under  our  care.  You  have  offered  us  far  more  than  we  had 
room  for,  having  placed  us  under  the  painful  necessity  of  turn- 
ing away  nearly  300  eager  applicants,  but  we  do  not  blame 
you  for  that. 

We  ask  patrons,  parents  and  applicants  to  read  carefully 
our  rules  in  regard  to  dress,  jewelry,  eatables,  etc.  We  are 
not  and  do  not  intend  to  be  a  fashionable  boarding  school. 
We  have  no  use  for  dress  parties,  receptions  and  entertain- 
ments. Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  send  home  for. special 
dresses  for  special  occasions,  unless  it  be  at  the  end  of  the 
course,  and  special  honor  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  have 
made  their  own  commencement  dresses,  as  a  completion  of  the 
domestic  course.  Extreme  fashions,  loud,  gay  colors,  rich, 
elaborate  dresses,  should  not  be  brought  or  sent  here,  as,  for 
obvious  reasons,  they  cannot  be  worn. 

To  our  friends  in  the  North  we  return  our  most  sincere 
thanks  for  their  generous  support  and  sympathy.  Time,  so 
far  from  wearing  out  their  interest,  seems  to  increase  it,  for 
we  find  by  our  record  that  our  financial  condition  is  better 
this  year  than  ever  before,  so  far  as  we  can  recall.  Our  scholar- 
ships have  increased  in  number  and  are  coming  in  more  promptly, 
while  the  students  year  by  year  are  adding  to  the  amount  paid 
towards  self-support.

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SCOTIA  SEMINARY. 


LOCATION. 

Scotia  Seminary  is  located  at  Concord,  N.  C,  on  the 
line  of  the  Southern  Railroad,  which  renders  it  compara- 
tively easy  of  access  from  all  points  North  and  South.  It 
is  within  a  few  minutes  walk  of  the  station,  situated,  in  a 
beautiful  campus  of  about  seven  acres  on  North  Depot 
street. 

ITS  MOTTO. 

This  institution  stands  for  the  Christian  education  of 
colored  women.  In  the  forty  years  of  its  existence,  the 
wisdom  of  its  establishment  has  been  proven  in  the  sub- 
stantial character  and  extent  of  the  work  accomplished. 
More  than  600  young  women  have  completed  the  course  of 
instruction  and  training  given  by  competent  and  efficient 
instructors,  and  gone  out  into  happier  and  more  useful 
lives.  This  institution  is  giving  to  the  negro  race  an  intel- 
ligent, cultured,  refined,  Christian  womanhood,  whose  lives 
and  service  are  counting  for  much  in  the  uplift  and  better- 
ment of  their  race. 

ITS  PURPOSE  AND  AIM. 

The  purpose  of  Scotia  is  not  only  to  develop  and 
strengthen  the  mind,  but  also  to  cultivate  the  heart 
through  moral  and  religious  training.  To  teach  the  girls 
how  to  do  all  ordinary  lines  of  domestic  ana  household  du- 
ties, and  other  industrial  occupations,  of  a  useful  charac- 
ter, that  they  may  be  better  prepared  for  the  practical  du- 
ties of  life,  and  able  to  render  a  more  efficient  and  profit- 
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able  service,  make  their  home-life  better  and  brighter,  and 
become  worthy  leaders  and  educators  of  their  race. 

Thoroughness  in  all  lines  of  instruction  is  the  aim,  and 
no  one  is  allowed  to  graduate  who  does  not  give  evidence 
of  proficiency  in  her  studies  and  industrial  work,  by  mak- 
ing an  average  grade  of  70  per  cent,  by  close  and  rigid  test. 

STUDY  AND  CLASS  WORK. 

Study  hour  is  carefully  kept,  and  students  are  required 
to  give  diligent  and  careful  attention  to  the  preparation  of 
their  lessons.  They  are  taught,  and  in  every  way  encour- 
aged, to  think  for  themselves,  to  master  principles,  and 
know  how  to  apply  them,  rather  than  commit  rules.  They 
are  also  urged  to  depend  upon  their  own  efforts,  to  make 
the  best  possible  use  of  the  opportunities  afforded  ;  and  se- 
cure for  themselves  the  most  thorough  preparation,  that 
they  may  be  able  to  render  a  larger  and  more  valuable  ser- 
vice in  life,  and  accomplish  greater  good. 

They  are  graded  according  to  their  daily  recitations  and 
their  examination  papers,  which  together  determine  the 
real  merit  of  a  student,  and  her  right  to  S  on  the  honor 
roll.  She  must  be  honorable  in  conduct,  kind  and  courte- 
ous in  manner,  diligent  in  study,  proficient  in  daily  recita- 
tion, maintain  a  high  average  grade,  and  make  two  suc- 
cessive grades  of  90  per  centum  on  her  examinations  in 
order  to  become  entitled  to  the  scholarship  mark. 

As  an  incentive  to  more  strenuous  effort  to  merit  and  se- 
cure high  standing,  a  silver  badge  with  the  letters  H.  M. 
S.  engraved  upon  it  is  given  at  graduation  to  each  student 
who  succeeds  in  making  these  grades. 

We  also  endeavor  not  only  to  arouse  in  each  student  an 
ambition  to  be  and  to  do  something,  but  to  kindle  an  aspi- 
ration to  make  oneself  worthy  of  consideration,  and  by 
meritorious  service  open  the  door  of  larger  opportunity  for 
influence,  and  acquire  a  greater  power  and  efficiency  for 
doing  good. 
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GOVERNMENT  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

Various  measures  of  a  disciplinary  character  are  re- 
sorted to,  to  correct  the  defects  of  any  who  disregard  or 
wilfully  violate  the  requirements  of  the  school,  such  as  ad- 
monitions, rebukes,  demerits,  suspension  and  expulsion. 
But  believing  self-government  to  be  the  best  kind  of  gov- 
ernment, and  desiring  to  put  each  student  on  her  honor, 
we  make  a  strong  appeal  to  the  sense  of  right  in  the  indi- 
vidual, that  by  her  own  acts  she  may  determine  the  ques- 
tion of  confidence  or  mistrust.  Thus  the  students  are  en- 
couraged to  be  good  and  do  good  from  a  sense  of  honor, 
rather  than  fear  of  punishment ;  to  prove  themselves  trust- 
worthy, and  in  this  way  they  are  enabled  to  build  up  good, 
strong  character,  that  their  education  may  prove  a  real 
power  in  right  directions. 

As  there  are  always  a  large  number  of  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list,  who  are  anxious  and  eager  to  be  received,  we 
do  not  feel  justified  in  retaining  the  indolent  and  vicious, 
whose  presence  will  be  a  menace  to  the  good  conduct  of 
others,  and  just  as  soon  as  one  has  proven  her  unworthi- 
ness  we  dismiss  her  at  once  and  fill  the  place  with  another 
mores  worthy,  always  endeavoring  to  safe-guard  the  stu- 
dents as  far  as  possible  by  refusing  admission  to  seemingly 
unworthy  ones. 

The  honor  roll  is  intended  to  stimulate  good  conduct  and 
careful  deportment.  H  is  given  to  all  who,  after  sufficient 
trial,  have  shown  a  purpose  to  be  right  and  do  right  and 
proven  themselves  worthy  of  confidence.  M  is  given  to 
such  as  are  kind  and  courteous  in  conduct,  gentle  and 
mannerly  in  deportment,  always  observing  the  rules  of  pro- 
priety and  the  requirements  cf  good  society.  The  conduct 
of  each  student  must  be  such  as  to  entitle  her  to  H.  M.  be- 
fore she  can  receive  a  certificate  of  graduation. 

RELIGIOUS  WORK. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  religious  life.     Regular 
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attendance  at  church  service,  prayer-meeting,  Sabbath 
school,  and  Christian  Endeavor  Society  is  required  of  all, 
unless  excused  by  the  Principal. 

We  have  a  Missionary  Society  under  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  certain  teachers  appointed  to  that  work.  One 
Sabbath  evening  in  each  month  is  given  to  the  Missionary 
Society.  These  meetings  are  always  interesting  and  help- 
ful, and  an  offering  is  taken  for  missionary  work.  All  the 
students  are  urged  to  belong  to  the  Missionary  Society. 
We  have  also  a  Temperance  Society.  Several  Sabbath  eve- 
nings during  the  term  are  given  to  the  temperance  cause, 
at  which  meetings  an  interesting  programme  is  rendered 
under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  appointed  to  look  after 
this  work. 

As  a  rule,  most  of  our  students  are  professing  Christians 
when  they  enter  school.  This  year  there  were  but  twenty 
out  of  280  students  who  were  not  Christians  ;  eight  of  these 
have  made  confession  of  Christ  during  the  term,  and  one 
other  expressed  a  purpose  to  do  so  when  she  returns  home, 
leaving  only  ten  non-professors. 

The  religious  atmosphere  of  the  school  and  the  regular 
instruction  given  in  the  word  of  God  make  a  deep  impres- 
sion upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  students,  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  strong,  though  quiet  influence  thus  exercised, 
few  wTho  enter  Scotia  go  away  without  having  come  into 
possession  of  a  deeper  and  richer  spiritual  life. 

Believing  an  intelligent  faith  and  moral  discipline  to  be 
absolutely  essential,  we  endeavor  to  have  all  know  just 
what  they  believe,  and  why,  and  also  to  realize  the  fact 
that  no  faith  is  genuine  and  of  real  worth  that  does  not 
demonstrate  itself  in  practical  life  ;  giving  moral  worth  and 
a  spotless  reputation.  In  this  way  our  students  are  being 
prepared  for  Christian  leadership,  one  of  the  supreme 
needs  of  the  colored  people,  for  this  they  do  not  have  to 
any  great  extent  among  themselves. 

Men  are  being  trained  in  other  schools  for  the  ministry, 
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and  other  learned  professions,  and  by  industrial  education 
are  being  prepared  for  teachers  in  the  various  industries. 
But  there  is  just  as  great  a  demand  for  qualified  leaders 
among  the  women.  They  are  needed  as  home-makers 
most  of  all,  and  must  be  trained  and  qualified  to  make  the 
home  measure  up  to  a  high  type  of  moral  and  Christian 
character.  Educated  men  must  be  handicapped  in  their 
efforts  to  lift  up  the  race  without  waives  that  will  be  true 
help-meets  for  them,  both  in  the  home  and  elsewhere. 

Educated  women  are  needed,  too,  as  teachers  in  the  pub- 
lic and  parochial  schools,  the  Sabbath  schools,  young  peo- 
ple's societies,  and  also  to  do  useful  missionary  work  in 
needy  and  destitute  places.  Pastors  are  wanting  educated, 
cultured  young  women  to  aid  in  their  church  work,  and 
earnestly  insist  that  we  take  the  best  girls  from  their 
churches  into  our  school,  educate  and  train  them  and  send 
them  back  to  become  efficient  helpers  in  the  various  lines  of 
Christian  enterprise .  This  is  the  demand  made  upon  Scotia , 
and  we  are  trying  to  meet  it  by  endeavoring,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  make  of  her  a  real  missionary  training  school. 

BIBLE  STUDY. 

The  word  of  God  is  given  a  large  and  significant  place  in 
the  training  of  Scotia. 

We  have  Bible  readings  in  the  morning  at  breakfast,  and 
at  our  morning  chapel  service.  We  also  have  systematic 
Bible  study  in  the  Sabbath  school,  taking  up  the  history, 
or  a  series  of  Bible  stories,  on  which  the  classes  are  exam- 
ined and  graded  as  in  other  branches. 

The  prayer-meeting,  the  missionary,  temperance  and 
Christian  Endeavor  societies  all  have  their  place,  not  only 
to  give  information,  but  to  kindle  a  sense  of  responsibility., 
and  to  train  for  active  Christian  work. 

The  students  are  deeply  interested  in  the  evangelization 
of  Africa,  and  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  some  day  they 
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may  be  able  to  share  in  the  blessed  privilege  of  giving  the 
gospel  to  this  dark  continent.  They  contribute  $25  a  year 
toward  the  support  of  Miss  Taylor,  one  of  Scotia's  gradu- 
ates, a  missionary  in  Africa,  under  care  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

These  constitute  a  very  valuable  supplement  to  the  regu- 
ular  class-room  and  study  work.  They  are  under  the  care 
and  supervision  of  Miss  Chapman  and  Mrs.  Fister,  and 
nothing  but  good  and  proper  literature  is  allowed  in  the 
Library  nor  upon  the  tables  in  the  reading  room. 

This  gives  the  students  access  to  good  books  and  periodi- 
cals, and  the  opportunity  to  come  into  possession  of  a  rich 
fund  of  information,  which  they  are  unable  to  secure  in 
their  homes,  because  of  a  lack  of  proper  reading  material. 
And  the  appreciation  of  these  things  is  shown  by  the  time 
spent  in  the  reading  room,  and  the  eagerness  with  which 
the  books  of  the  library  are  read.  The  interest  of  the  Miss 
Dain  Fund  gives  us  $25  a  year  toward  supplying  new 
books,  but  at  least  $100  is  needed,  and  we  would  earnestly 
plead  with  our  friends  to  send  us  good  books  for  girls,  or, 
what  would  be  even  better,  send  us  the  money  that  we 
might  secure  what  are  needed. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  are  making  manual  training  a  part  of  our  general 
course.  Our  theory  is  that  human  nature  is  three-sided, 
and  that  no  system  of  education  is  complete  which  does 
not  provide  for  the  training  of  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head 
and  the  heart. 

Working  by  this  principle,  we  assume  that  a  good  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  domestic  science  and  its  various  uses  is 
essential  to  well-rounded  womanhood .     Keeping  this  before 
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us  as  the  result  sought  for  in  our  work,  we  have  placed 
in  the  curriculum  of  the  Seminary,  as  required  studies, 
pretty  much  all  that  belongs  to  good  housekeeping.  Many 
of  these  lessons  are  taken  by  doing  the  work  of  the  Board- 
ing Department  under  careful  supervision.  Certain  classes 
pursue  a  regular  course  in  sewing  and  cooking,  in  connec- 
tion with  which  the  text  book  is  supplemented  by  a  large 
measure  of  practice.  Both  of  these  systems  are  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Principal. 

THE  COURSE  IN  NEEDLE  WORK. 

This  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Miss  Eliza  C. 
Blanks,  one  of  Scotia's  graduates,  who  has  fitted  herself  for 
the  work. 

The  schedule  covers  a  five  years'  course,  allowing  two 
lessons  per  week. 

The  instruction  in  sewing  will  begin  in  the  third  prepar- 
atory year  and  continue  through  the  second  Seminary  year. 
This  will  be  required  of  every  student  as  a  condition  of 
graduating,  with  a  full  certificate  or  diploma.  Special 
work  can  be  taken  in  this  line  by  any  who  may  desire  it, 
for  which  an  extra  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged. 

It  is  supposed  that  every  student  will  become  sufficiently 
proficient  in  this  work,  to  be  able  both  to  make  and  super- 
vise the  making  of  her  own  clothes. 

The  special  work  of  the  last  two  years  will  be  given 
either  to  old  students  who,  after  completing  the  required 
course,  have  chosen  to  take  it,  or  to  new  students  who  have 
been  admitted  by  special  arrangement  for  the  industrial 
course. 

In  the  preparatory  course  sewing  is  taught  by  practice 
work  on  bedding,  table  linen  and  mending  Seminary  ar- 
ticles.

THE  COURSE  IN  COOKING. 

This  is  conducted  by  Miss  Anna  O.  Percival,  who,   after 
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completing  our  own  course,  took  one  more  advanced  in  the 
"Boston  Cooking  School."  The  lessons  are  recited  in  the 
model  kitchen,  with  all  necessary  facilities  for  experiment 
at  hand.  For  this  also  a  special  normal  course  is  provided, 
and  certificates  are  given  to  those  who  have  completed  the 
work  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  Manual  on  Domestic 
Economy,  published  by  the  American  Book  Company,  is 
the  regular  text  book.  Special  instruction  in  cooking  will 
be  given  to  a  limited  number  each  year  of  those  desiring  it, 
for  which  $5.00  extra  will  be  charged. 

Course  in  Cooking  and  Household  Economy, 

First  Year, 

First  .seven  chapters  of  the  text  book  on  household  econ- 
omy. 

Measuring,  yeast  making,  bread  making,  light  bread, 
corn  bread,  biscuit,  tea  and  coffee. 

Second  Year. 

Complete  text  book  on  household  economy.  Plain  cook- 
ing— -vegetables,  cereals,  soups,  eggs,  meats,  batter  breads, 
croquettes,  warmed-over  dishes,  salads  and  desserts. 

Third  Year. 

Classification  of  foods. 

Preparing  and  serving  meals  by  the  pupils  in  class  kitch- 
en. Instruction  and  practice  are  given  in  dining  room  ser- 
vice. Each  pupil  is  required  to  arrange  a  menu  for  a 
breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner.  She  must  be  able  also  to  pre- 
pare and  serve  meals  in  nursery. 

LITERARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Our  object  in  this  is  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands 
of  this  peculiar  field.  While  providing  for  the  culture  of 
the  hand  and  the  heart,  we  are  not  to  forget  that  the  most: 
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serious  lack  of  the  colored  people  is  thai  of  intelligence.  It 
will  not  save  them  from  their  present,  woes  to  send  them 
the  gospel  and  to  teach  them  to  work.  This  South  land  is 
full  of  negro  churches,  and  the  colored  people,  as  we  find 
them  here,  are  probably  the  most  reliable  class  of  common 
laborers  in  the  world.  But  the  lack  of  mental  training,  i. 
e.,  their  ignorance,  is  the  chief  cause  of  their  present  moral 
as  well  as  social  condition.  How  can  we  hold  responsible 
for  any  breach  of  moral  or  civil  law  one  who  can  only 
think  enough  to  realize  that  it  is  wrong  if  he  is  found  out  ? 
And  this,  in  brief,  is  the  condition  of  things,  so  far  as  the 
masses  are  concerned.  And  how  are  they  to  know  unless 
they  are  taught ,  and  where  are  the  teachers  to  come  from  ? 
It  is  to  answer  this  question  we  are  on  the  field.  We 
may  not  hope  to  reach  the  masses,  but  if  we  can  send  them 
leaders  who  are  capable  and  conscientious  and  consecrated, 
we  are  not  in  doubt  as  to  the  results.  Our  experience  al- 
ready in  this  work  has  noi;  only  convinced  us  that  a  genu- 
ine Christian  education  will  save  the  negro,  but  it  has  sat- 
isfied us  that  the  churches  have  no  other  missionary  work 
which  yields  larger  results  in  proportion  to  the  investment 
than  this.  In  planning  our  work  to  meet  this  demand  we 
have  provided  for  three  courses  of  study ,  viz . :  Preparatory , 
Grammar  School,  Normal  and  Scientific.  We  keep  before 
our  minds,  however,  the  same  general  results  in  all,  viz.: 
A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  common  English  branches,  as 
large  a  fund  as  possible  of  general  information,  with 
minds  trained  to  do  their  own  thinking  and  to  convey 
their  thoughts  to  others,  and  with  enough  confidence  in 
their  own  ability  to  be  ready  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
that  are  awaiting  them. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  under  the  care  of  competent  instruc- 
tors, who  give  careful  attention  to  Musical  theory,  sight 
reading  and  ear  training. 
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The  course  embraces  :  Matthew's  Graded  Studies;  Czer- 
ney's  Selected  Studies;  Sonatas,  by  Hay  den,  Mozart  and 
Bethoven;  Bach's  Inventions;  Selected  Pieces,  from  various 
of  the  best  composers. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  finger,  arm  and  wrist  exer- 
cises throughout  the  entire  course,  in  order  to  develop  cor- 
rect touch  and  skillful  execution. 

In  vocal  work,  careful  attention  is  given  to  notation, 
sight  reading  and  voice  training.  All  students  are  required 
to  attend  the  vocal  classes. 

There  is  also  a  chorus  class  of  selected  singers. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  hymn  singing  and  hymn 
playing,  that  students  may  be  fitted  to  lead  the  singing  in 
their  home  churches. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


The  Preparatory  Course. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  students  to  en- 
ter the  regular  Seminary  or  Grammar  School  Course.  We 
do  not  feel  that  the  point  has  yet  been  reached,  where  this 
course  can  be  eliminated.  For,  while  many  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools,  public  and  parochial,  have  made  consid- 
erable advancement  and  are  doing  better  work  than  in  for- 
mer years,  they  are  not  yet  able,  in  all  cases,  to  provide  for 
such  training  as  to  furnish  proper  material  for  our  regular 
classes.  Conditions  are  improving,  however,  and  our  own 
graduates,  being  thoroughly  trained  themselves,  are  able 
to  give  better  training  to  those  whom  they  teach,  and  as  a 
result  of  such  instruction,  the  girls  coming  to  us  now  are 
both  younger  in  years,  but  better  prepared  in  mind,  and 
able  to  take  higher  class  standing.  It  is  a  matter  of  real 
pleasure,    and    no   little   satisfaction,    to  give  to  our  own 
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graduates  credit  for  the  fact  that  our  present  enrollment 
stands  183  in  the  Seminary  classes  to  99  in  the  Preparatory. 
Believing  the  time  has  come  when  the  course  of  study 
should  be  advanced,  we  have  arranged  the  schedule  with 
this  in  view,  and  for  this  reason  have  raised  the  standard 
for  entrance. 

Hereafter,  applicants  for  Preparatory  Course  must  have 
studied  the  fundamental  principles  of  Arithmetic,  finished 
Primary  Geography  and  the  Elementary  Language  Les- 
sons, and  by  satisfactory  examination  give  evidence  of  a 
fair  knowledge  of  these  subjects,  and  be  able  to  read  fluently 
in  the  Fourth  Reader.  We  must  insist  on  this  standard 
being  maintained,  and  for  this  reason  cannot  enroll  these 
who  fail  to  meet  this  test. 

We  do  not  like  to  send  girls  back  home  who  have  come 
seeking  admission,  but  we  cannot  classify  girls  who  are  be- 
low grade,  and  parents  and  pastors  must  not  send  them.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  COURSE. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  good  common  Eng- 
lish education,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  our  public 
schools. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  common  school 
branches,  and  other  studies  helpful  and  necessary  to  those 
expecting  to  teach.  Each  student  is  given  the  advantage 
of  personal  drill  in  the  class  room.  Classes  are  divided 
when  large  to  secure  this  end. 

A  minimum  grade  of  70  is  required,  and  any  one  falling 
below  this  in  two  principal  studies  will  be  required  to  re- 
peat the  year's  work.  Any  one  falling  below  in  one  study 
will  be  conditioned  on  the  part  of  the  work  in  which  she 
was  deficient,  and  no  one  will  be  allowed  to  graduate  who 
receives  an  average  of  less  than  70  in  any  one  branch. 

English  Language* 

This  is  made  the  corner-stone  of  our  work,  and  is  given 
a  noticeable  part  in  every  other  study.  Correct  spelling, 
punctuation  and  grammatical  forms  are  made  lests  of  a 
perfect  recitation  in  all  written  work.  Reading  books  are 
selected  with  reference  to  literary  taste  and  general  infor- 
mation, but  the  matter  of  elocution  is  made  the  chief  object 
of  the  reading  class  exercise.     Some  text  book  on  langu- 
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age  is  kept  in  the  hands  of  the  students  throughout  the  en- 
tire course,  but  each  principle  studied  is  applied  by  means 
of  practical  exercise.  One  lesson  each  week  is  devoted  to 
composition,  reproduction  work,  both  oral  and  written,  in 
the  lower  classes :  Orignal  essays,  debates,  impromptu 
talks,  etc.,  in  the  higher  classes.  In  addition  to  the  regu- 
lar class  room  work,  we  have  the  rhetorical  divisions,  to 
which  every  student  is  assigned,  and  which  occupy  the  last 
two  periods  of  every  Friday  with  practice  work.  While 
the  divisions  of  the  Seminary  and  higher  course  present  be- 
fore the  school  and  any  visitors  who  may  come  in,  a  pro- 
gramme selected  and  carefully  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  a  teacher  the  second  Friday  evening  of  each  month  in 
the  chapel. 

MATHEMATICS. 

This  includes  Advanced  Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Plane 
Geometry.  In  these  studies  rules  and  forms  are  discarded 
and  analysis  employed  wherever  possible;  processes  are  not 
to  be  memorized  but  thought  out. 

In  Arithmetic,  mental  and  written  work  are  carried  for- 
ward together;  and  when  the  text  book  does  not  supply 
sufficient  practice  to  insure  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  additional  exercises  are  drawn  from  other  sources. 

GEOGRAPHY  AND  HISTORY. 

As  a  distinct  branch,  Geography  is  reviewed  and  com- 
pleted in  the  last  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  higher  classes  this  branch  is  associated  with  his- 
tory which  includes  text  book  work  in  the  United  States, 
general  and  Bible  history.  Careful  attention  is  given  to 
current  events  throughout  the  entire  course,  and  students 
are  encouraged  to  keep  in  touch  with  leading  events  of  the 
day. 
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NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

Physics,  Chemistry,  Astronomy  and  Botany  are  carefully 
taught,  and  a 'certain  amount  of  laboratory  and  analytic 
work  is  performed. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Psychology,  Child  Study  Methods 
and  Civil  Governmentfduring  the  senior  year. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  text  book  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  forms  a  part  of 
the  work  of  the  third  year.  Special  pains  are  taken 
throughout  the  course  to  keep  before  the  student  the  rela- 
tion between  the  facts  of  science  and  good  health  and  good 
morals.  Being  professedly  a  Christian  school,  the  obliga- 
tion to  care  for  and  cultivate  the  body  that  it  may  become 
the  most  effective  instrument  of  the  mind,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  is  emphasized. 

A  brief  period  once  a  day  is  devoted  to  calisthenic  prac- 
tice, in  which  a  modification  of  the  Ling  system  is  given  to 
the  higher  classes.  In  the  dormitories,  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  C.  A.  Percival,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England 
Hospital  School  for  Trained  Nurses,  careful  instruction  is 
given  in  such  matters  as  ventilation  and  disinfection  and 
neatness  of  rooms,  cleanliness  in  person  and  dress,  and  care 
of  the  property  of  the  Seminary.  A  record  is  kept  of  the 
work  of  each  student,  not  only  in  their  rooms,  but  in  the 
laundry,  kitchen  and  everywhere,  and  the  result  enters  into 
the  report  of  standing  sent  home  at  the  end  of  the  term .

NORMAL  COURSE. 

Our  object  in  this  course  is  to  give  special  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  both  by  means  of  the  text  book  and  by 
practice.     We  wish  our  students  to  know  how  others  have 
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taught,  but  we  expect  them  to  think  for  themselves  and  to 
be  able  to  devise  and  apply  such  methods  as  are  best 
adapted  to  supply  the  demands  of  a  peculiar  field.  During 
the  second  year  of  the  course,  classes  in  the  Preparatory 
School  will  be  assigned,^to  the  Normal  students,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Department,  that 
they  may  test  their  knowledge  and  skill,  gain  some  degree 
of  confidence  in  themselves,  and  satisfy  us  that  they  are 
prepared  for  so  responsible  a  calling.  The  entire  Grammar 
School  Course  is  arranged  to  furnish  training  preparatory 
to  the  Normal.  The  branches  in  this  course  associated 
with  theory  and  practice  are  designed  to  give  the  would-be 
teacher  a  broader  culture  and  a  more  thoroughly  discip- 
lined mind  for  the  work  in  the  school  room.  This  course 
continues  for  two  years.  Provision  will  be  made  in  con- 
nexion with  this  course  for  special  lessons  in  dress-making 
and 'cooking  for  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  these  in- 
dustries. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  is  intended  to  give  some  advantage  not  deemed 
necessary  to  the  Normal  course.  In  it  we  aim  to  bring  the 
standard  of  Scotia  up  to  that  of  similar  schools  elsewhere. 
Text  books  on  the  sciences  are  selected  for  general  infor- 
mation and  practical  use  rather  than  for  technical  instruc- 
tion. Efforts  are  being  made  each  year  to  increase  our  fa- 
cilities for  teaching  by  experiment.  It  will  continue  one 
year  longer  than  the  Normal  and  the  outline  of  studies  will 
oe  as  follows,  viz  :

Old  students,  desiring  to  return,  should  notify  the  Pres-

ment. 

ADMISSION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  must  fill  out  an  application 
blank,  have  it  properly  endorsed,  and  send  it  to  the  Presi- 
dent before  September  1st. 

New  applicants  who  are  accepted  will  be  notified  during 
the  second  week  of  September.  No  application  will  be 
considered  that  does  not  have  all  the  endorsements  properlv 
signed  by  responsible  persons. 

EXPENSES. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  except  for  music,  which  is 
$15  for  organ  and  $20  for  piano;  one-half  to  be  paid  in  ad- 
vance, the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term.  Those 
who  do  not  pay  promptly  will  not  be  permitted  to  continue 
their  lessons.  Students  wishing  to  take  music  must  con- 
tinue throughout  the  term. 

The  regular  expenses  of  each  student  for  board,  room, 
fuel,  light,  etc.,  (excepting  books.)  will  be  $50,  of  which 
$20  must  be  paid  in  advance  at  time  of  enrollment,  $20  the 
first  of  January,  and  the  remaining  $10  the  first  of  April. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  enrolling  a  stu- 
dent for  another  year  ;  ten  per  cent,  will  be  added  to  all  ac- 
counts delinquent  for  one  month.  This  provision  will  be 
strictly  enforced. 

Those  attending  part  of  the  term  will  be  charged  at  the 
rate  of  $7.00  per  month. 

Cash  must  be  paid  for  books,  stationery,  shoe  repair, 
glasses  and  dental  work.  This  requirement  must  be  care- 
fully observed. 

Positively  no  money  loaned. 
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Each  boarding  student  will  be  charged  one    dollar  per 
term,  contingent  fee. 

Each  day  student  will  be  charged  one  dollar  per  month. 


GENERAL  RULES. 

The  domestic  work  is  done  by  the  students,  and  each 
student  is  required  to  do  her  part  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  assigned.  Each  student  does  her  own  laundry  work. 
Aprons  and  a  working  dress  are  necessary,  and  should  be 
provided. 

As  the  domestic  work  is  regarded  a  part  of  the  regular 
course  in  industrial  training,  we  do  not  desire  to  enroll 
students  who  are  unwilling,  or  whose  parents  think  they 
are  unable,  to  take  their  turn  at  such  work.  This  item  is 
in  the  application  blank,  and  parents  wishing  to  have  their 
daughters  excused  from  this  requirement  should  so  indicate 
when  application  is  made,  and  not  when  the  student  comes 
at  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Attendance  on  all  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Seminary 
on  the  Sabbath  and  throughout  the  week  is  required  of  all 
boarding  students.  Neither  the  students  nor  their  friends 
will  be  allowed  to  leave  or  enter  the  Seminary  on  the  Sab- 
bath.    Sabbath  day  visiting  is  absolutely  forbidden. 

All  correspondence  with  gentlemen,  except  parents  or 
brothers,  is  strictly  forbidden,  unless  by  special  arrange- 
ment between  parents  and  the  Principal, 

Parents  and  friends  must  not  send  eatables  of  any  kind 
to  the  students.  We  expect  to  give  them  all  they  need  of 
wholesome,  nourishing  food.  We  have  to  be  responsible 
for  their  health  while  here,  and  we  cannot  do  this  while 
they  are  receiving  such  supplies  as  are  often  sent  in  boxes 
from  their  homes.  All  supplies,  whether  sent  to  or  brought 
by  students,  will  either  be  returned  or  confiscated  when 
found.     Fruit,  candy,  nute,  etc.,   should  not  be  sent,  be- 
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cause  these  articles  can  be  purchased  here  and  save  the  ex- 
pense of  carriage. 

Parents  and  friends  must  not  send  students  Sunday  pa- 
pers nor  cheap  magazines.  Girls  are  not  allowed  to  get 
up  clubs,  nor  to  send  for  cheap  papers  and  magazines.  We 
have  a  liberal  supply  of  good  papers,  magazines  and  books 
in  the  Seminary  for  use  of  the  students,  and  we  have 
neither  time  nor  use  for  cheap,  trashy  literature. 

DRESS. 

Students  are  requested  to  wear  a  two-piece  suit;  a  plain 
dark  skirt  and  tailored  shirtwaist.  White  skirts  and  shirt- 
waists make  too  much  washing,  taking  too  much  time 
from  school  work.  For  this  reason  girls  are  asked  to  bring 
good,  dark  garments  with  them,  or  the  material  for  making 
them.  Something  good  and  strong  for  domestic  work  is  also 
needed.  No  jewelry,  no  silks,  no  gaudy  colors,  no  lace 
trimmed  dresses,  no  extreme  fashion  of  any  kind.  Scotia 
is  not  a  dress  school.  Plain,  neat,  inexpensive  clothing  is 
required  on  the  part  of  all.  What  cannot  be  made  at  home, 
students  can  be  taught  to  make  in  the  sewing  room  if  the 
proper  material  is  provided.  But  girls  cannot  be  allowed 
to  get  sewing  done  out  of  school.  All  sewing  must  be  done 
in  the  sewing  room  and  inspected  by  sewing  teacher.  Only 
those  students  taking  special  sewing  can  do  sewing  for 
other  girls,  or  for  teachers,  and  all  such  work  is  to  be  done 
in  sewing  room  and  inspected  by  sewing  teacher.  The 
price  for  such  work  will  be  fixed  by  the  sewing  teacher, 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Principal,  The  girls  doing  such 
sewing  will  be  allowed  one-third  of  the  amount  charged, 
the  remainder  will  go  to  the  Seminary. 

Shoes  and  other  articles  needed  while  at  school  can  be 
bought  by  the  Principal,  and  thus  save  postage  or  express, 
and  the  cost  of  returning  in  case  of  misfit.  And  as  the 
merchants  allow  10  per  cent,  discount  on  all  goods  bought 
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for  the  Seminary,  it  would  be  much  better  for  parents  to 
send  their  girls  the  money  and  make  their  purchases  here. 

Rubbers  are  an  absolute  necessity.  Each  girl  is  expected 
to  provide  her  own  drinking  cup.  Each  student  should 
provide  a  good  supply  of  towels,  also  napkins  and  ring;  all 
must  be  plainly  marked  with  full  name. 

Dental  work,  adjustment  of  glasses  and  taking  of  photos 
should  be  attended  to  before  leaving  home. 

TO  OUR  FRIENDS  AND  PATRONS. 

We  return  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  patrons,  teachers 
and  parents  for  the  number  and  quality  of  students  placed 
under  our  care.  You  have  offered  us  far  more  than  we  had 
room  for,  having  placed  us  under  the  painful  necessity  of 
turning  away  more  than  300  eager  applicants,  but  we  do 
not  blame  you  for  that. 

We  ask  patrons,  parents  and  applicants  to  read  carefully 
our  rules  in  regard  to  dress,  jewelry,  eatables,  etc.  We  are 
not  and  do  not  intend  to  be  a  fashionable  boarding  school. 
We  have  no  use  for  dress  parties,  receptions  and  entertain- 
ments. Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  send  home  for  spe- 
cial dresses  for  special  occasions,  unless  it  be  at  the  end  of 
the  course.  Special  honor  will  be  awarded  to  those  who 
make  their  own  commencement  dresses,  as  a  completion  of 
their  domestic  course.  Extreme  fashions,  loud,  gay  colors, 
rich,  elaborate  dresses,  should  not  be  brought  or  sent  here, 
as,  for  obvious  reasons,  they  cannot  be  worn,  and  all  such 
will  be  returned  at  expense  of  the  one  sending  them. 

To  our  kind  friends  in  the  North  we  desire  to  express  our 
sincere  gratitude  for  their  generous  and  loyal  support,  and 
expressions  of  sympathy.  But  for  some  cause  there  has 
been  a  falling  off  in  our  scholarships  during  the  past  year. 
We  have  been  able  to  meet  all  financial  obligations,  and 
close  the  year  without  any  deficit,  but  there  are  a  number 
of  necessary  repairs  for  which  money  is  needed.     We  also 
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need  more  scholarships,  that  more  worthy,  but  needy,  girls 
may  be  given  the  benefit  of  a  liberal  education.  The  ad- 
vance in  cost  of  living  has  made  it  necessary  to  increase  the 
rate  from  $45  to  $50  per  term.  And  while  the  number  of 
self-supporting  students  has  increased,  there  are  still  many 
very  worthy  and  promising  girls  who  are  wholly  unable  to 
meet  this  expense.
